School   Statistics. 


For  many  years,  I  have  done  my  utmost  to  render  the  statistics,  published 
by  my  department  more  complete,  more  correct,  and  more  intelligible.  To 
attain  this  object  I  have  been  obliged  to  cause  considerable  changes  to  be 
made  in  the  blank  forms  of  returns  from  which  these  statistics  are  compil.

ed.     Useless  details   have   been    omitted,   and  a  large  amount  of  new 
information  has  been  added. 

The  statistics  of  my  department  are  derived  from  : 

1.  The  half-yearly  reports  of  the  secretary-treasurers  of  the  school 
municipalities  ; 

2.  The  annual  reports  of  the  institutions  of  superior  education  ; 

3.  The  school  inspectors'  tables  of  statistics. 

The  half  yearly  reports  of  the  secretary-treasurers,  as  they  "lire  at 
present,enable  me  to  check  the  accounts  kept  by  these  officials,and  to  satisfy 
myself  that  the  amounts  received  from  rate-payers  and  those  accruing 
from  the  Government  subsidy  are  used  exclusively  for  the  support  oi  the 
schools  under  the  control  of  commissioners  and  trustees. 

The  annual  reports  of  the  institutions  of  superior  education  are  drawn 
up  in  altogether  a  new  form.  The  blanksmade  out  for  each  Class,  accord- 
ing to  the  course  ot  study  established  by  the  Roman  Catholic  and  Protes- 
tant Committees  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  enable  me  to  judge 
whether  the  institutions  to  which  they  are  sent  fulfill  all  the  conditions 
required  for  the  different  grades  to  which  they  belong. 

The  statistics  supplied  by  the  school  inspectors  are  more  general  : 
they  comprise  all  our  school  system.  The  table  which  contains  them  is 
made  out  in  three  divisions,  viz  :  schools  under  control  of  commissioners 
or  trustees  ;  independent  schools  receiving  grants,  and  independent  schools 
not  receiving  grants.  These  different  classes  are  subdivided  into 
elementary  schools, model  schools,academies  and  high  schools,and  classical 
colleges,  and  each  one  of  these  subdivisions  shows  the  number  of  pupils 
which  it  contains  and  the  cour^e  of  study  wiiich  is  there  pursued,  the 
number  of  scholars, the  average  attendance  ;  and  also  the  number  of  teachers 
and  professors,  and  the  average  of  their  salaries. 

It  is  but  right  for  me  to  give  credit  to  the  assistant  accountant,  the 
statistical  clerk  of  my  department,  Mr  F.  X.  Couillard,  for  so  intelligent- 
ly initiating  the  greater  portion  of  these  improvements  which  1  have  ju^t 
described. 

COURSE   OF   STUDY. 

The  want  of  a  course  of  study  adapted  to  the  requirements  of  our 
schools,  has  been  felt  for  a  long  time  past.  \  The  inspectors,  the 
school  commissioners  and  trustees,  and  the  ^teachers  themselves  have 
often    applied   to  me   for  a  table  which  would  enable  them  to  make  as 


jirdicious  a  disposal  as  possible  of  the  time  which  ought  to  be  set  apart  for 
teaching  the  subjects  required  in  the  different  grades  of  schools.In  1878  this 
formed  the  subject  of  much  consideration,  without,  however,  anything 
definite  being  arrived  at. 

In  the  month  of  February  last,  a  course  of  study,  accompanied  by  a 
time-table,  was  submitted  to  me  prepared  by  one  of  our  most  competent 
inspectors.  I  considered  it  my  duty  to  call  the  attention  of  the  members 
of  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction, 
and  6t  a  large  number  of  members  of  the  clergy  and  of  professors  and 
teachers  to  this  important  matter  again,[and  I,  consequently,  sent  to  them 
the  following  circular  letter. 

Quebec,  20th  February,  1887. 
Sir. 

I  have  the  honor  to  send  you  a  plan  of  a  course  of  study 
for  the  French  Roman  Catholic  Schools,  which  I  beg  to  request  that  you 
will  look  into  carefully,  and  let  me  know  your  views  upon. 

In  the  mean  time  I  refer  you  to  No.  10  vol.  XXII  of  the  year  1878, 
as  well  as  to  Nos.  3. 4  and  5.  vol.  XXIII  of  the  year  1879,  of  the  Journal  of 
Public  Instruction,  where  you  will  find  many  documents  bearing  upon 
the  subject.  In  this  connection,  will  you  have  the  goodness  to  send  me 
answers  to  the  following  questions  : 

1.  Does  the  annexed  course  of  study  appear  to  you  to  be  complete 
enough  ?     If  not,  point  out  what  you  would  propose  to  add. 

2.  Are  there  subjects  which  you  would  recommend  to  be  eliminated  ? 

3.  T\''hat  is  your  opinion  upon  the  distribution  of  the  subjects  for 
each  grade  { 

4.  What  do  you  think  of  the  time-table  ? 

5.  What  is,  in  your  opinion,  the  value  of  the  notes  on  the  art  of 
teaching  ? 

6.  What  changes  do  you  propose  ? 

I  shall  be  glad  to  have  your  reply  before  the  end  of  the  month  of 
April  next.

The  Superintendent, 
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Later  on,  at  its  session  of  the  l7th  May,  1887,  the  Koman  Catholic  Com- 
mittee of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  adopted  the  following 
resolution  : 

"  That  the  Superintendent  do  have  an  analysis  made  of  the  letters 
of  the  inspectors,  professors  and  others,  relating  to  the  course  of 
study  and  the  time-table  for  the  Eoman  Catholic  Schools,  that  such 
analysis  be  printed  and  sent  to  all  the  members  of  the  Committee  before 
the  meeting  in  September  next,  and  that  a  special  committee  be  ai)pointed 
to  examine  such  analysis  and  to  report  upon  it." 

The  following  is  a  condensed  statement  of  the  contents  of  the  letters 
laid  before  the  committee  at  its  session  of  the  13th  September  last,  but 
which,  owing  to  want  of  time,  was  left  orer  for  examination  until  the 
session  of  the  following  Spring. 

His  Lordship  the  Bishop  of  Sherbrooke  says  "  that  this  course  of 
study,  if  adopted  and  followed,  will  facilitate  and  regulate  the  work 
of  the  teachers,  and  will  effect  a  noticeable  and  rapid  increase  in  the 
progress  of  the  scholars." 

His  Lordship  the  Bi  hop  of  St.  Hyacinthe  instructed  a  priest  to  make 
a  thorough  investigation  of  this  course  of  study.  The  detailed  report, 
made  by  him,  has  been  communicated  to  me  by  His  Lordship,  who  endorses 
his  views. 

The  following  is  a  concise  summary  of  this  important  report  : 

"The  directions  given  in  this  course  of  study  are  very  important  and 
calculated  to  be  of  great  aid  to  teachers. 

**  A  course  of  study  and  a  time-table  should  never  be  compulsory, 
because  different  circumstances  may  arise  to  render  the  application  of  a 
course  of  study  in  its  entirety  an  impossibility.  A  certain  amount  of  lati- 
tude should  be  permitted  to  teachers  to  enable  them  to  display  their  zeal 
and  activity  in  indicating  necessary  improvements. 

**In  compelling  the  teachers  to  follow  a  course  of  study  the  department 
of  public  instruction  will  take  a  great  step  in  the  direction  of  establish- 
ing a  false  principle,  the  control  of  the  State  over  education. 

*'The  study  of  the  catechism  and  of  religious  works  should  form  a  large 
part  of  educaHon,  and  requires  daily  lessons.  The  time-table,  annexed  to  the 
course  of  study,  requires  that  a  daily  lesson  on  the  catechism  be  given 
to  all  the  pupils  ;  whereas,  by  the  more  delailed  time  table  only  two  lessons 
per  week  for  pupils  in  the  5th  and  6th  grades  are  made  obligatory.  "    (a) 

(a)  This  difference  Ib  explained  by  the  fact  that  the  author  of  the  course  of  study  is  not  the  author 
of  the  more  delailed  tini^-table  to  which  reference  i8  h«jre  made.

"  I  would  omit  instruction  in  Drawing  and  Agriculture,  in  pri- 
mary schools,  especially  in  the  girls'  schools.  The  first  is  perfectly  useless 
in  the  country. 

"With  the  present  body  of  teachers,  instruction  in  Agriculture  would 
only  answer  the  purpose  of  rendering  the  pupil  familiar  with  the  technic  *1 
terms.  Would  not  the  same  end  be  attained  by  using  a  manual  as  a  text 
book  in  one  of  the  classes  ? 

**  The  choice  of  subjects  shows  intelHgence, 

"  Book  keeping,  by  double  entry,  should  be  taught  only  in  the  girls' 
academic  course.  It  is  a  loss  of  tifne  to  teach  this  subject  in  the  girls'  model 
schools. 

**  Written  summaries  of  all  the  lessons  are,  generally,  a  too  difficult 
task  to  be  undertaken  by  children  of  13  and  14  years  of  age.  In  this  case 
it  is  necessary  that  the  teacher  should  only  have  one  class  of  pupils,  that 
he  may  be  able  to  superintend  the  composition. 

*'  Lcirsons  on  deportment  can  be  given  at  the  same  hour  to  all  <he 
pupils  together. 

**  Cooking  should  not  form  part  of  the  course  of  study. 

**  The  time-table  is  well  worked  out,  but  liberty  tiught  to  be  allowed 
to  modify  it  according  to  the  requirements  of  the  class. 

"  If  the  pupils  dine  at  home,  it  would  be  better  to  opeu  school  at  8.30 
and  close  at  11.30. 

**  Some  minutes  for  recreation  in  the  middle  of  the  class  time  should 
hf^  permitted  for  the  children  to  rest  ;  and  this  would  avoid  gfoing  out 
which  causes  much  loss  of  time  and  disturbs  order   in  class. 

**  It  would  be  preferable  to  hear  the  lessons  learned  by  rote  at  the 
beginning  of  the  class,  in  order  to  oblige  the  pupils  to  study  their  lessons 
at  home,'!  instead  of  encroaching  upon  the  class  time  to  do  so. 

**  Weekly  and  monthly  recapitulations  would  be  very  useful,  but 
would  be  equally  successful  under  another  method  of  repetition. 

**  Notes  on  the  art  of  teaching  are,  without  doubt,  of  great  value,  and 
should  be  studied  carefully  by  the  teachers,  who  will  benefit  largely  by 
them,  if  they  understand  how  to  apply  them, 

**  To  attain  this  end,  however,  the  course  of  study  will  not  be  suffi- 
cient. 

**  There  are  two  methods  by  which  real  progress  can  be  obtained 
in  the  schools. 
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"  1.  Teachers*  conferences,  similar  to  those  convened  by  Inspector 
Lippens, 

**  The  parish  priests  report  that  the  result  of  these  discussions  has  been 
most  satisfactory,  and  the  eifect  has  been  already  felt. 

'*  2.  The  organization  of  special  classes  in  the  art  of  teaching  in  the 
principal  convents,  and  the  eslablishing  of  small  scholarships  to  cover  half 
of  the  expenses  of  young  persons  of  slender  means  who  would  attend  these 
courses. 

"  It  is  useless  to  establish  methods  if  we  neglect  to  prepare  teachers 
by  special  tuition. 

**  Every  teacher  should  beprovided  \vith  a  small  classical  and  pedago- 
gical library,  the  cost  of  which  should  be  defrayed  by  the   municipality. 

*'  Every  school  ought  to  have  a  terrestrial  globe,  reading  cards,  an 
arithmeticon  and  a  collection  of  the  weights  and  measures  in  use  in  the 
country. 

**  It  would  be  a  good  plan  to  give  to  credit  marks  a  corresponding 
monetary  value.  The  children  would  thus  learn  to  count  money.  These 
marks  should  afterwards  be  exchanged  for  books." 

His  Grace  the  Bishop  of  Chicoutimi  finds  the  course  of  study  complete 
enough  and  sees  nothing  which  should  be  left  out.  He  thinks  the  teacher 
should  be  allowed  to  alter  the  course  of  study  if  the  interest  of  his  pupils 
requires  him  so  to  do. 

Monsignor  Lorrain,  vicar  apostolic  of  Pontiac,  would  like  the  pupils 
in  the  academical  class  to  go  through  an  abridged  course  of  general  history. 
The  subjects  are  well  chosen,  and  the  time-table  will  save  much  work  for 
the  masters,  and  greatly  economize  the  time  of  the  pupils.  A  short 
singing  exercise  every  morning  would  enliven  the  ctiildren,  and  give 
them  a  taste  for  this  art. 

After  the  Friday  recapitulations  it  would  be  well  to  have  exercises  in 
declamation.     The  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching  are  practical. 

Mr,  Crignac,  parish  priest  of  Stoke,  says  :  **  The  choice  of  subjects,  the 
time-table  and,  above  all,  the  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching  evince  long 
experience  and  consummate  ability.  From  a  religious  point  of  view  this 
course  of  study  is  a  model  one,  Some  changes  might  be  made,  according 
to  circumstances,  but  a  good  teacher  ought  to  follow  it  as  closely  as 
possible.  This  course  of  study  will  give  a  new  impulse  to  the  progress  of 
our  public  instruction." 
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Mr.  Lesage,  parish  priest  of  Chambly,  thoroughly  approves  of  this 
course  of  study  which  shows  that  its  compiler  has  studied  the  question 
profoundly,  and  it  is  destined  to  be  a  great  help  to  the  teachers. 

The  time-table  will,  above  all,  be  of  great  assistance  to  those  who 
have  not  yet  had  experience  in  teaching. 

The  irregular  attendance  of  the  pupils  and  the  excessive  fondness 
which  certain  teachers  have  for  cultivating  the  memory  instead  of  the 
intellect,  are  two  obstacles  to  the  success  of  our  schools, 

Mr  Bouvier,  parish  priest  of  St  Joseph,  Sorel,  considers  the  course  of 
study  well  devised,  and  thinks  that  it  will  be  very  useful.  It  w^ould,  never- 
theless, be  impossible  to  make  it  a  positive  law.  A  certain  amoant  of 
discretion  should  be  allowed  to  the  teachers ;  and,  at  the  same  time,  the 
rights  of  parents  should  be  respected.  It  would  be  a  difficult  matter  to 
make  all  the  subjects  in  the  course  of  study  obligatory. 

Inspector  Begin  approves  of  the  course  of  study  in  every  respect. 
The  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching  completely  meet  his  views,  and  contain 
the  substance  of  the  recommendations  which  he  is  continually  making  in 
the  schools,  and  upon  which  stress  must  always  be  laid. 

It  might  be  inconvenient  to  allow  ten  minutes  recess  in  the  middle 
of  the  class,  in  schools  with  only  one  teacher. 

Inspector  Beland  finds  the  course  of  study  to  be  complete  and  prac- 
tical. It  only  requires  to  be  put  in  practice  in  the  schools.  Teachers  will 
find  it  advantageous. 

Inspector  Belcourt  is  persuaded  that  the  course  of  study  in  question 
wnll  obviate  many  inconveniences,  and  be  a  sure  guide  and  a  warranty 
of  success  in  teaching. 

In  poor  municipalities  it  would  be  difficult  to  require  its  exact  ful- 
fillment. 

The  Rule  of  Three  should  be  taught  in  the  second  grade  of  the 
elemetary  course.  The  division  of  time  is  perfect.  It  gives  to  each  subject 
a  proper  allowance  of  time.  The  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching  are  of  great 
value  ;  they  point  out  the  correct  method  of  imparting  instruction  and 
will  prove  a  powerful  ally  to  the  teachers.  The  books  at  present  in  use 
are  not  all  suitable  to  enable  the  requirements  of  this  course  of  study  to 
be  completely  fulfilled. 

Inspector  Bouchard  speaks  in  eulogistic  terms  of  the  course  of  study 
which,  he  says,  contains  the  recommendations  he  makes  himself  in  the 
schools  ;  and  he  would  like  to  have  a  copy  of  it  placed  in  each  school. 
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Inspector  Brault  pronounces  it  to  be  a  wort  well  done.  He  perceives 
that  its  author  possesses  an  extensive  theoretical  and  practical  knowledge 
of  the  art  of  teaching. 

In  the  preparatory  course  there  should  be  an  examination  in  spell- 
ing,  and  in  the  elementary  course,  an  examination  m  parsing. 

In  the  2nd  grade  of  the  elementary  course,  mention  should  be 
made  of  the  first  four  compound  rules. 

The  subjects  are  well  chosen  for  each  grade- 

The  time-table  gives  20  minutes  recess  instead  of  10  minutes.  This 
should  be  amended. 

More  time  should  be  given  to  lessons  in  the  French  language. 

A  little  of  the  time  given  to  Sacred  History,which  occupies  as  much  time 
as  the  History  of  Canada  and  Geograi>hy  together,  might  be  transferred  to 
these  latter  branches. 

Book-keeping  is  not  mentioned  in  the  time-table. 

The  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching  are  good. 

The  use  of  the  black-board  should  be  more  insisted  upon  ;  as  it  alone 
is  equal  to  an  assistant. 

Instead  of  recommending  a  conversational  style  for  every  subject  of 
the  reading  lesson  it  would  be  better  to  say  the  style  appropriate  to 
each  lesson. 

Two  plans  of  subjects  for  study,  one  triennial  the  other  quadrennial, are 
to  be  found  in  No  12  of  the  **  Journal  of  Public  Instruction  "  of  the  1st. 
December  1881. 

Inspector  Delage  approves  of  the  course  of  study  and  asks  that  a  copy 
be  given  to  every  school  official. 

Inspector  Fontaine  approves  of  every  i)ortion  of  the  course  of   study. 

He  would  like  to  have  a  copy  of  it  posted  up  in  each  school  and  that 
the  teachers  should  be  obliged  to  know  it  in  all  its  details. 

Inspector  G-ay  would  add  to  the  preparatory  course  a  thorough  study  of 
numeration  :  on  the  other  hand  he  would  omit  the  practical  sums  from  it.  He 
would  add  to  the  model  course  Algebra,  as  far  as  simple  equations  of  the  first 
degree,  with  several  unknown  quantities,  and  Geometry  to  the  end  of 
superficies  ;  to  the  academical  course  he  would  add  quadratic  equations 
with  one  unknown  quantity,  and  the  study  of  solids. 

The  time-table  might  be  suggested  as  a  mode  1  to  be  followed. 
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The  master  cannot  give  many  oral  lessons,  as  required  by  the  course 
of  study. 

Prayers  should  be  said  simultaneously,  but  there  is  no  advantage  to 
be  gained  by  making  other  recitations  simultaneous. 

It  would  be  a  good  idea  to  have  posted  up  in  each  school  a  list  indi- 
cating the  subjects  which  should  be  taught,  and  defining  the  reciprocal 
duties  of  pupils  and  masters.  This  is  a  matter  the  importance  of  which 
is  not  one  whit  les^  than  that  of  a  course  of  study. 

Inspector  Grondin  finds  that  the  course  of  study  is  complete,  and 
has  been  prepared  with  great  care. 

lie  would  add  book-keeping  by  single  entry  for  primary  schools  of 
the  second  course. 

At  the  beginning  of  his  career,  there  was   no   organization    for    the 
art  of  teaching,  but  he  feels  the   need  of  a  course  of  study  and  time-table 
lie  .repeats  the  course   which  he  used  in  his  day. 

He  approves  of  all  the  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching.  The  carrvin^*  out  of 
the  course  of  study  will  probably  show  the  necessity  of  some  modifica- 
tions. 

Inspector  Lefebvre  is  convinced  of  the  great  usefulness  of  this  course 
of  study.  He  earnestly  hopes  that  it  will  meet  the  approval  of  the  proper 
authorities,  and  be  placed  in  each  school.  He  declares  that  he  is  alto^-e 
ther  in  favor  of  its  contents.  This  course  of  study  will,  without  doubt,  be 
of  the  greatest  benefit,  even  should  it  be  altered  when  necessary  to  suit 
new  requirements. 

Inspector  Lippens  suggests  that  simultaneous  instruction  in  deport- 
ment be  given  to  all  the  pupils  under  the  charge  of  the  same  master. 
Also  that  the  ''credit  marks  "  awarded  shouldjrepresent  a  fictitious  value 
in  dollars  and  cents. 

He  wishes  to  add  to  the  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching*  a  paragraph  to 
the  eflect  that  "  the  course  of  study  may  leave  a  great  portion  to  the  personal 
initiative  of  the  teacher,  who,  so  far  from  being  be  forced  to  follow  it  to  the 
letter,  may  even  modify  it  to  meet^  the  requirements  of  different 
times  and  places.  In  short  that  it  is  the  same  with  the  course  of  study  as 
with  a  text  book  ;  they  are  both  only  aids  to  the  teacher  who  is  the 
master.  " 

Inspector  Lucier  thinks  that  the  course  of  study  is  complete  enough, 
that  the  subjects  are  distributed  with  method  and  discrimination,  that  it 
will  well  supply  the  wants  of  our  schools,  and  should  be  put  in  each  class 
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as  a  model,  latitude  being  given  to  the  master  or  mistress  to  .n:olify  it 
according  to  circumstances  ;  finally  that  the  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching 
have  been  compiled  from  the  b?st  sources  and  that  they  give  a  satisfac- 
tory finish  to  the  course  of  study. 

Inspector  McMahon  finds  the  course  of  study  excellent  and  destined 
to  produce  the  best  results  if  it  is  properly  put  into  operation.  The  time- 
table will  ensure  the  pupils  being  kept  fully  occupied,  a  most  important 
matter. 

He  comments  favorably  upon  the  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching. 

The  term  "  grade"  appears  to  him  to  be  too  A^ague,  the  word  **year*' 
should  be  employed  instead. 

Inspector  Miller  is  convinced  of  the  necessity  of  having  posted  up  in 
each  school  a  detailed  course  of  study,  and  a  time-table. 

He  considers  that  by  the  adoption  of  a  course  of  study,  a  great  stride 
in  the  path  of  progress  will  be  taken.  He  lays  stress  on  the  benefits  which 
will  flow  therefrom  as  regards  the  teachers  in  the  schools,  the  inspec- 
tors, and  even  for  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  which  would  by 
this  means  be  enabled  to  gather  more  uniform  and  more  precise  statistics. 

It  would  be  impossible  to  compile  a  time-table  which  would  be 
applicable  to  every  locality.  The  one  in  que^tion  may  bo  used  as  a  model 
and  it  is  for  the  master  to  modify  it  in  such  a  manner  as  to  make  it  suit- 
able to  his  school. 

A  separate  and  more  detailed  table,  specifying  the  time  devoted  to 
the  study  of  each  particular  subject,  would  be  preferable. 

It  was  an  excellent  idea  of  the  compiler  to  supplement  the  course  of 
study  by  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching. 

It  would  be  bftter  to  adopt  a  separate  course  of  study  for  elementary, 
and  another  for  the  superior  schools  ;  also  to  divide  the  first  into  four 
years  of  study. 

To  attain  this  object  it  would  be  sufficient  if  two  divisions  were  made 
of  the  subjects  of  the  preparatory  course,  leaving  the  next  two  intact. 

(The  following  notes  are  made  upon  a  copy  of  the  course  of  study,  tohich  Mr 
J\HUer  has  forwarded  to  the  Department,  and  which  is  filed  away  among  the 
Departmental  pape  s. — -It  is  in  substance  as  folloins  : 

*'  Instruction  in  good  manners  should  be  Given  to  the  whole  school  at 
the  j-ame  time  under  one  teacher,  teaching  Dictation  and  Grammar  with 
the  hi^herclass,  is  too  advanced  for  beginners. 
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"  To  the  two  grades  of  the  primary  course  mnst  be  added  parsing,  and 
pupils  in  the  first  grade  should  be  able  to  study  G-rammar  as  far  as  regular 
verbs  inclusivMy,  also  pupils  in  the  second  elementary  grade  should 
be  taught  the  comp)ound  rules,  and  given  a  manual  on  Agriculture. 

"  Finally,  the  pupils  suffici^^ntly  advanced  should  be  given  notebooks 
for  their  daily  exercises. 

**  If  English  is  taught,  what  the  pupils  are  to  learn  should  be  speci- 
fied.'' 

Inspector  Nantel  finds  that  the  cours*  of  study  is  quite  complete 
enough.  It  supplies  the  want,  felt  in  our  country  elementary  schools,  of  a 
pref^cribed  course  and  rule  to  follow. 

Nevertheless  this  rourse  of  study  will  not  be  able  to  effect  all  the  good 
which  might  be  expected  from  it,  if  more  professional  knowledge  were 
diffused  among  the  teachers.  The  full  extent  of  good  results  will  be  attained 
by  teachers'  conferences,  by  the  erection  of  girls'  normal  schools,  by  strict 
examinations  in  the  art  of  teaching  for  candidates  tor  diplomas. 

Instruction  in  Grammar,  History,  Geography,'Drawing,  would  be  pre- 
mature for  the  first  year. 

It  would  be  good  to  give  ten  minutes  recess  in  the  middle  of  each  class 
time,  and  to  have  recapitulations  and  periodical  competitions  for  prizes 

More  time  should  bo  given  to  Drawing,  Agriculture,  Object  Lessons, 
History  and  Geography. 

The  notes  on  the  art  of  leaching  are  very  practical  and  very  important ; 
they  will  be  a  powerful  aid  to  the  teachers. 

The  preparatory  course  should  be  divided  into  two  years,  which 
would  ensure  more  accuracy.  Mr  Nantel  details  the  subject  which  should 
be  taught  in  each  section  of  the  preparatory  course. 

He  also  point.*^  out  the  changes  which  should  be  made,  if  the  two 
languages  are  placed  upon  the  same  footing. 

It  would  be  well  to  name  what  Reader  should  be  used  by  t^e  scholars 
in  each  grade,  as  has  been  done  by  His  Lordship  the  Bishop  of  Eimouski  in 
his  plan  of  study. 

It  would  be  better  to  have  a  text-book  on  elementary  Agriculture  in  the 
elementary  course,  second  grade. 

A  course  of  study  is  a  necessity  ;  it  is  destined  to  do  a  great  deal  of 
^od  in  the  schools,  above  all  if  energetic  means  are  adopted  to  ensure  its 
being  followed. 


Inspector  O'Brien  is  convinced  that  the  course  of  study  is  almost 
perfect  as  it  stands,  and  in  all  its  details. 

He  would  be  delighted  to  see  it  adopted  in  all  the  schools  in  his 
district,  and  expresses  a  wish  to  hd  supplied  with  50  copies,  as  soon  as  it 
shall  hare  received  official  sanciion. 

It  would  be  desirable  to  begin  learning  English  in  the  elementary 
course  first  grade. 

Inspector  Paquet  sees  nothing  to  add  to  the  course  of  study.  He 
approves  of  the  idea  of  leaving  the  division  of  time  to  the  discretion  of 
the  teacher.  He  is  of  the  opinion  that  this  course  of  study  should  receive 
the  approval  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  and  its  use  bj  made 
obligatory  in  all  the  schools  in  his  distri'^t. 

In^pector  Savard  is  of  opinion  that  the  written  analysis  ol  the  cate- 
chism should  be  omitted.  The  children  ought  to  be  able  to  well  understand 
what  they  recite,  but  the  instructor  should^ be  forbidden  to  give  dogma- 
tic explanations. 

The  time  table  is  almost  similar  to  that  in  use  in  this  district  since 
18*74,  which  produces  the  most  satisfactory  results. 

The  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching  are  of  a  nature  to  render  important 
aid  to  the  teachers. 

Ex-Inspector  Simard  approves  of  the  course  of  studies.  He  would  pre- 
fer that  all  the  French  lessons  be  set  down  for  the  mornings,  and  the 
arithmetical  lessons  for  the  afternoon. 

It  would  be  a  good  thing  to  add  to  this  course  of  study  a  regulation 
for  interior  management  of  a  nature  to  prevent  difficulties  arising  between 
the  parents  or  the  school  commissioners  and  the  teachers. 

Inspector  Stenson  approves  of  the  course  of  study,  but  says  that  it 
would  be  necessary,  in  order  to  make  it  well  understood  and  have  it  acted 
upon,  to  organize  a  course  of  professional  training  ;  scrupulously  accurate 
adhesion  to  this  course  of  study  should  not  to  be  exacted,  modifications,  if 
necessary  should  be  permitted. 

The  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching  are  excellent.  They  embrace  the  subs- 
tance of  the  recommendations  which  the  inspector  is  obliged  to  make 
afresh  at  each  of  his  visits.  They  will  assist  him  in  this  portion  of  his  duty. 

Inspector  Tetreault  desires  that  the  course  of  study  be  adopted. 

Inspector  Tremblay  (Gaspe)  expressess  himself  as  follows :  Nothing 
which  has  as  yet  emanated  from  your  Department  has  been  so  completely 
in  accordance  with  my  own  ideas  upon  this  subject 
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Inspector  Tremblay  (Charlevoix)  would  be  glad  to  see  the  course  of 
study  adopted,  which  should  be  posted  up  in  all  the  schools.  He  considers 
that  different  circumstances,  such  as  absence  of  application,  want  of  pro- 
fessional knowledge,  the  poverty  of  the  parents,  would  necessitate  changes 
from  time  to  time,  but  these  should  be  made  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
inspector. 

For  those  pupils  who  are  preimring  for  their  first  Communion 
two  hours  in  catechism  per  week  will  not  suffice. 

The  ten  minutes  recess  might  be  omitted  for  the  older  pupils. 

The  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching  will  be  of  great  service,  above  all 
for  the  lady  teachers  who  have  studied  the  art.  But  they  ought,  if 
at  all  possible,  to  contain  more  details. 

It  is  a  matter  of  absolute  necessity  that  there  be  a  methodical  distri- 
butionof  the  school  hours. 

Inspector  Vien  remarks  that  in  the  generality  of  cases  it  is  impossible 
to  teach  fractions  and  drawing  maps  in  the  elementary  course,  first  grade ; 
that  there  are  subjects  not  taken  cognizance  of  in  the  time-table  ;  finally 
that  the  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching  accord  with  the  ideas  of  those  authors 
whose  works  he  has  taken  for  his  own  direction. 

Mr.  O'Donoghue,  principal  of  the  Belmont  school,  at  Montreal, 
finds  the  course  of  study  well  drawn  up  and  the  subjects  well  distributed, 
but  he  would  devote  more  time  to  the  principal  subjects. 

He  approves  of  the  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching  :  he  says  that  it  is  a 
wrong  idea  to  employ  the  older  pupils  to  teach  the  beginners.  This  is  an 
unpopular  and  inefficacious  method. 

Mr.  F.  X.  Demers  finds  that  the  subjects  are  well  distributed,  but  that 
the  academical  course  requires  three  full  years  of  work  from  the  pupils. 

The  time-table  is  merely  an  epitome  of  what  it  should  be.  It  requires 
to  be  completed  for  the  purpose  of  providing  instruction  in  all  the  subjects 
of  the  academical  course.  What  it  requires  is  a  detailed  Hmetable  FOR  EACH 
CLASS,  regulating  the  work,  day  by  day,  hour  by  hour. 

The  study  of  numeration  is  necessary,  even  for  beginners,  provided 
that  this  part  of  instruction,  which  is  so  abstract,  be  limited. 

Those  analyses  will  be  useless  in  almost  all  the  schools,  and  it  would 
be  batter  to  omit  them. 
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There  should  be  an  hour  for  drawing  lessons  in  the  week.  As  much 
time  is  given  to  Sacred  as  to  Canadian  History  and  Geography  together  ; 
more  time  should  be  given  to  these  last  branches. 

The  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching  are  very  good. 

Principal  H.  O.  Dore  suggests  the  uniting  in  one  lesson  of  the  time 
devoted  each  day  to  Arithmetic.  One  lesson  of  25  minutes  daily  does  not 
seem  to  him  to  be  enough  for  Writing.  Neither  is  enough  time  given  to 
Drawing.  The  time  devoted  to  Book-Keeping  is  not  defined,  and  nothing 
is  said  as  to  when  it  is  to  be  taken  up. 

A.  D.  Lacroix,  principal  of  Montcalm  school,  at  Montreal,  gives  his 
opinion  that  the  province  of  Quebec  more  particularly  feels  the  need  of  a 
course  of  study  and  a  time-table,  for  in  this  province  many  people  under- 
take to  teach  who  have  had  no  professional  training.  These  are  two  helps 
without  which  An  inexperienced  master  will  find  himself  involved  in  a 
thousand  predicaments,  and  they  will  prevent  a  capable  teacher  from 
neglecting  certain  subjects  to  give  more  than  their  proper  allowance  of 
time  to  others.  He  looks  upon  the  necessity  of  a  course  of  study  and  an 
hourly  arrangement  of  the  school  time  as  being  a  fundamental  principle. 

The  model  and  academical  courses  should  each  of  them  cover 
two  years. 

Mr  L.  A.  Primeau,  of  Montreal,  believes  it  would  bi  wAl  mention 
the  Addition  and  Substraction  tables,  so  as  to  avoid  misunderstanding. 

Instruction  in  Singing  would  be  desirable. 

Much  judgment  is  displayed  in  the  distribution  of  the  subjects.  The 
classification  of  the  pupils  is  a  very  important  point,  and  the  teacher  will 
make  no  mistake  if  he  follows  the  course  of  study. 

The  time  to  be  devoted  to  each  subject  is  only  given  en  bloc  ;  it 
defines  none  of  the  details,  unless  it  b^  the  work  of  the  monitors. 

Mr  Premont,  who  has  made  a  table  in  which  all  the  w^orkings  of  a 
school  are  explained,gives  nearly  all  that  is  to  be  desired.  A  system  oi  good 
marks  is  a  powerful  method  of  exciting  emulation  amongt  the  pupils. 

Thus  this  course  of  study  has  been  carefully  examined  and 
fully  appreciated  by  their  Lord>hips  the  Bishops  of  Sherbrooke,  of 
St.  Hyacinthe,  of  Cliicoutimi,  and  His  Lords^hip  the  Vicar  Apostolic  of 
Pontiac  ;  of  the  Reverend  Messrs.  Gignac,  parish  pri»*st  of  Stoke,  Lesagi\ 
parish  priest  of  Chambly,  Bouvier,  parish  priest  of  St.  Joseph  de  Sorel  ; 
of  the  following  School  Inspectors:  Begin,  Belaud,  Belcourt,  Bouchard, 
Brault,    Delage,   Fontaine,    Guay,   Grondin,    Lefebvre,  Lippens,   Lucier, 
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McMahon,  Miller,  Nantel,  O'Brien,  Paquet,  Savard,  Simard,  Stenson  ; 
Tetrault,  Tremblay,  (Gaspe).  Tremblay,  (Charlevoix),  Vien,  and  of  Messrs. 
Demers,  0*Donoghue,  Dore,  Lacroix  and  Primeau,

All  the  correspondents  appear  to  agree  upon  the  following  points. 

1.  It  is  indispensable  to  have  a  course  of  study,  and  a  time-table  in 
each  school,  and  this  necessity  is  especially  felt  in  the  Province  of  Quebec 

2.  The  course  of  study  submitted  is  a  compilation  which  shows,  on  the 
part  of  its  author,  a  perfect  knowledge  of  the  subject.The  notes  on  the  art  of 
teaching  will  be  most  beneficial  to  the  teachers.  With  the  exception  of  some 
changes  in  details,  it  would  be  desirable  that  this  course  of  study  should 
meet  with  the  approval  of  the  proper  authorities. 

I  trust  that  this  course  of  study,  after  undergoing  certain  modiiioa- 
tions  in  accordance  w^ith  the  suggestions  in  the  letters  of  which  I  have 
just  giren  a  summary,  will  be  adopted  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction. 
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Teachers'  Salaries. 

As  in  their   former  reports,   so  also    in  those  of  this   year  the   school 
inspectors  deplore  the  insufficieney  of  the  Salaries  paid  to  the  teachers. 

This  is  what   Mr.  Begin,  amongst   other  inspectors,   says   npon    this 
subject  : 

'*  The  school  Commissioners  often  find  difficulty  in  providing  them- 
selves with  female  teiachers  who  are  duly  qualified,  because  they  are  quite 
scarce  in  this  portion  of  the  province,  and  above  all  because  they  can  only 
offer  teachers  a  salary  which  is  altogether  insufficient.  How  can  it  be 
expected  of  a  lady  who  has^studied  at  all  seriously,  and  who  possesses  the 
required  knowledge  to  teach  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  to  condemn  herself 
to  a  solitary  life,  to  the  fatigues  and  vexations  arising  from  instructing  a 
class  tor  10  months,  for  the  petty  amout  of  S60  to  $80  ? 

Devotion  to  the  cause  of  popular  education  is  without  any  doubt 
admirable  and  praiseworthy ;  bat,  in  our  poor  country  schools,  female 
teachers  who  would  receive  salaries  of  even  one  hundred  to  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars,  w^ould  have  ample  opportunity  to  display  their  devotion 
and  self  sacrifice. 

I  do  not  think  that  I  am  wrong  in  saying   that  at  present  one  half  of 
the  schools  are  without  female  teachers,  for  the  A'ery  reason  which  I  have 
just  stated.     This  precarious  and  changeable  condition  of  the  teaching 
community  is  and  will  always  be  a  groat  obstacle  to  the  progress  of  our 
schools." 

Inspector  Fremont  has  had  occasion  to  remark  on  the  same  condition 
of  things  in  his  inspection  district,  which  causes  him  to  make  the  follow- 
ing reflections  : 

**  If  it  be  true  that  the  condition  of  quite  a  number  of  pupils  is  not 
proportioned  to  success,  it  is  equally  true  that  a  certain  portion  of  the 
female  teachers  are  possessed  of  scant  information,  of  less  zeal,  and  of 
no  tact  or  management  whatever. 

The  school  mistresses  to  whom  these  remarks  apply,  when  they  off'er 
to  engage  for  $50  or  $60,find  it  easy  to  obtain  a  situation  ;  but  because  the 
commissioners  pay  them  a  little  too  much  they  compel  the  mistresses  to 
wash  the  floors  of  the  class  rooms.  Well !  although  I  consider  it  an  unbe- 
coming action  on  the  part  of  the  commissioners,  to  impose  such  a  duty 
upon  the  teachers  of  their  children,  and  although  I  protest  against  such  a 
practice,  I  yet  must  admit  that,  according  to  their  way  of  thinking,  they  are 
acting  with  a  fair  show   of  reason,   for  they  pay   higher  wages  to   the 
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sewant  whom  they  employ  to  do  their  washing  and  to  rear  their  cattle. 
For  therm,  as  for  others,  the  importance  of  a  person  is  on  a  par  with  the 
wages  he  can  be  induced  to  accept. 

It  is  a  grievous  matter  that  such  pitiful  bargaining  should  be 
cloaked  under  the  names  of  official  authority  and  of  the  la^A  ." 

On  his  part  Inspector  Savard  says  : 

**  I  have  to  ^t^te  with  regret  that  the  teachers  do  not  receive  remune- 
ration proportionate  to  the  import-mce  of  the  services  they  render  to  the 
country.  The  salaries  of  the  well  trained  mistresses  from  the  Laval 
Normal  School  do  not  reach  the  figure  of  $200.00,  and  even  the  sole  male 
teacher  in  my  circuit,  who  is  an  old  pupilof  the  same  school,  only  receives 
a  salary  of  $180  yearly  with  lodgings  and  fuel  in  addition.  It  is  a  matter 
to  be  much  desired  that  the  Commissioners  and  the  parents  would 
recognise  that  they  are  pursuing  a  false  course,  in  thus  placing  a  less 
value  upon  mental  labor  and  acquirements  than  they  do  upon  manual 
labor." 

Finally  every  person  consulted  recognizes  and  points  out  the  evil  effects 
arising  to  education,  and  regards  with  fear  the  disastrous  consequences 
which  must  inevitably  result  from  this  state  of  affairs;  but  the  diffieulty 
is  to  find  and  to  apply  an  efficacious  practical  remedy  which  is  capable 
of  checking  the  evil. 

Boards  of  Examikkrs 

The  Iloman  Catholic  Committee  having  recognized  the  necessity  of 
making  certain  amendments  in  the  rules  of  the  offices  of  Boards  of  Examiners 
of  candidates  for  positions  as  teachers.  p*issed  in  this  connection,  at  their 
meeting  of  25th  September  last,  the  following  resolution  : 

"The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Superintfndent  address  circulars 
to  all  the  Boards  of  Roman  Catholic  Examiners  in  the  Province,  asking 
them  to  state  what  changes  in  the  rules  which  govern  them  they  may 
have  to  suggest." 

In  conformity  with  this.  I  have  addressed  a  circular  to  all  the  Boards 
of  Eoman  Catholic  Examiners  in  the  Province,  the  answers  from  which 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee  at  its  next  Spring 
session. 

Chxnges  in  my  Departmknt. 

In  the  course  of  the  year,  my  department  has  lost  the  services  of  a 
model  employe,  Mr.  Leopold  Devisme,  who  has  retired,  having  well  gained 
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a  rest  by  his  long,  painstaking,  iutelligeut,  and  assiduous  labors    during 
80  many  years. 

M.  Devisme  has  been  replaced  by  J.  Napoleon  Miller,  formerly  school 
Inspector  for  the  counties  of  TAssomption  and  Montcalm,  who,  from  his 
experience  in  the  art  of  teaching,  and  his  assiduity  in  work,  renders  the 
greatest  service  to  my  department.

REPORTS  OF  SCHOOL  INSPECTORS 


Mr.  D.  begin 


{TVanslatian) 

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  schools  of  my  district 
for  the  year  1886-87. 

This  district  comprises  a  considerable  extent  of  territory.  This  year 
I  had  to  visit  86  municipalities  and  150  institutions  of  all  kinds  attended 
by  6,725  pupils. 

There  has  been  an  increase  of  one  municipality  and  on  the  other  hand 
a  decrease  of  10  schools  and  511  pupils.  Several  schools  were  closed, 
either  because  there  were  no  teachers  or  because  there  were  not  enough 
pupils  to  attend  them.  In  some  localities  the  population  is  so  sparse  and 
BO  small  in  numbers  that  the  emigration  or  temporary  departure  of  a  few 
families  is  sufficient  to  paralyse  the  schools. 

Of  the  teachers  who  have  taught  our  schools  during  the  year,  9 
hold  diplomas  from  the  Laval  Normal  School  and  96  from  the  Boards  of 
examiners  ;  41  taught  without  certificates.  The  school  boards  frequently 
find  it  difficult  to  obtain  duly  qualified  teachers  because  they  are  rather 
scarce  in  this  part  of  the  Province  and  chiefly  because  they  can  only  be 
offered  an  insufficient  salary.  How  can  we  expect  a  person  who  has 
studied  earnestly  and  who  has  the  required  ability  to  teach  in  a  satisfac- 
tory manner,  to  condemn  herself  to  isolation,  to  the  fatigue  and  worry  of 
teaching  a  class  during  ten  months,  for  the  modest  sum  of  from  sixty  to 
eighty  dollars  ?  Devotion  to  the  cause  of  popular  education  is  doubt- 
less admirable  and  praiseworthy,  but,  in  our  poor  country  schools,  woald 
there  not  be  a  great  deal  left  to  the  self-sacrifice  of  teachers,  even  if  they 
received  a  salary  of  from  one  hundred  to  one  hundred  and  .fifty  dollars  ?  I 
do  not  think  I  am  wrong  in  saying  that,  at  the  present  moment,  one  half 
of  the  schools  have  no  teachers  for  the  reasons  I  have  just  set  forth. 


This  precarious  and  unstable  nature  of  the  teacher's  position  is  and 
will  always  be  a  great  obstacle  to  progress  in  our  schools. 

My  inspection  bulletins  which  I  sent  to  the  department  about  the  end 
of  April  show  that  I  inspected  all  the  schools  in  my  district,  notwithstan- 
ding the  great  severity  of  the  winter. 

After  examining  the  pupils  in  all  the  branches  taught,  I  never  iail,  at 
each  inspection  to  give  the  young  and  inexperienced  teachers  a  great 
many  practical  lessons  on  the  working  of  a  school,  its  division  into  classes 
and  groups,  on  the  method  of  teaching  the  subjects  in  an  interesting 
and  practical  manner. 

These  counsels,  which  I  give  in  private  seem,  to  me  to  be  useful  in 
lightening  the  task  of  these  young  persons,  who  are  often  very  willing 
but  who  are  novices  in  the  art  of  teaching  and  do  not  yet  know  how  to 
turn  their  zeal  and  labour  to  the  best  advantage  of  the  pupils. 

In  many  municipalities,  the  parish  priest  and  some  of  the  commis- 
sioners accompany  me  when  I  inspect  the  schools.  I  always  leave  my  notes 
at  the  office  of  the  commissioners  when  all  my  inspections  in  a  municipality 
are  finished. 

The  school  houses  which  have  been  built  within  a^few  years  are  better 
than  older  ones,  both  as  regards  the  health  and  the  comfort  of  the  teacher 
and  pupils. 

The  secretary-treasurers  faithfully  perform  their  duty  towards  the 
teacher's  and  it  very  seldom  happens  that  the  latter  have  to  complain  of 
being  irregularly  paid. 

I  hare  sought  to  show  you  all  the  shadows  in  the  picture,  but  it  is 
only  right  that  I  should  state  that  the  great  majority  of  the  schools  in 
my  district  are  well  kept  and  that  the  teachers  are  zealous  and  capable.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  scholastic  ye»r  1886-87. 
There  are  22  municipalities  in  my  district. 

SCHOOL-HOUSES 

Ninety  four  school  houses    belong  to  the  commissioners,  or  trustees. 

Three  fourths  of  these  are  comfortable,  while  it  would  seem  that  the 
commissioners  and  parents  are  ^satisfied  with  the  remainder.  They  are 
naturally  the  most  interested  in  this  and  as  it  is  a  question  of  money  I  am 
not  too  exacting.  The  same  remark  applies  to  the  furniture.  The  rate  pay- 
ers   really  cannot  do  more  without  suffering  great  inconvenience. 

SCHOOLS 

There  are  lit  primary  schools  under  the  control  of  commissioners  or 
trustees ;  they  are  attended  by  2,073  boys  and  2004  girls,  making  a  total  of 
4077,  with  an  average  attendance  of  3089.  Last  year  the  total  attendance 
was  4014  ;  increase  63. 

There  are  4  boys'  schools,  3  of  which  are  model  schools.  Only  one  is 
taught  by  a  male  teacher,  two  by  nuns  and  one  by  a  female  teacher. 

In  my  district  the  cheap  system  is  in  vogue,  and  that  is  the  reason 
why  on\y  female  teachers  are  engaged.  The  boys  necessarily  suffer  by 
this  state  of  affairs.  It  would  appear  that  the  time  has  not  yet  come  to 
effect  a  change  in  this  important  matter. 

Nine  other  model  schools  are  taug-ht  by  mistresses  ;  these  are  mixed 
schools.  The  boys,  as  a  rule,  do  fairly  well. 

Total  model  schools  13,  attended  by  548  pupils.  Increase  37. 

Th  model  schools  of  Ste  Julie,  St  Antoine,  Ste  Anastasie,  St  Jean 
des  Chaillons  are  first  class,  as  are  also  the  bovs'  model  schools  at  Lotbiniere 
and  Somerset,  the  former  taught  by  Mr.  J.  O.  Thibault  and  the  latter  by 
nuns. 

There  is  only  one  independent  school  receiving  no  grant  which  is 
attended  by  23  boys  and  22  girls. 


The  3  convents  or  academies  all  still  doing  satisfactory  work  and  give 
an  excellent  education  to  241  pupils. 

The  grand  total  of  the  pupils  in  all  these  institutions  is  4911,  of  whom 
2,390  are  boys  and  2521  girls  ;  increase  155 ;  the  real  increase  should  be 
about  *75.  When  I  collected  the  statistics  of  the  Ste  Croix  convent,  it  had, 
for  the  **  First  Communion  "  only,  about  80  little  gir's.  The  teachers 
in  the  several  districts  of  that  parish  gave  me  the  number  of  these  pupils 
entered  in  their  journals. 

The  attendance  was  8,803,  a  little  over  three  fourths. 

Reading. 

Spelling  2,038  pupils  ;  reading  fluently  2,873  ;  reading  with  explaua« 
tions  2,873. 

Otheb  branches. 

Writing  4,911,  that  is  to  say,  all  the  pupils  ;  of  this  number  2,878, 
write  very  well.  Arithmetic  4,495,  last  year  4,289  ;  increase  206.  Dicta- 
tion 1,990  ;  Grammar  2,873 ;  Composition  2,259 ;  Geography,  2,873. 

Last  year  there  were  only  1,777  pupils  learning  the  alphabet,  this 
year  there  are  2,038  ;  difference  261. 

The'increase  in  the  total  number  is  necessarily  in  the  beginners.lt  gene- 
rally happens  every  three  years  that  two  thirds  of  the  most  advanced 
pupils  leave  school  and  consequently  there  is  a  decrease  that  year  in 
nearly  all  the  branches. 

Drawing  2,863  ;  or  ten  more  than  last  year.  Object  Iiessons  2,873- 
Book-Keeping  and  accounts  2,023  ;  increase  217.  I  lay  great  stress  upon 
this  branch  as  being  one  of  the  most  useful,  especially  in  the  country. 

Sacred  History  2,873  ;  History  of  Canada  2,873  ;  History  of  England 
174  ;  other  histories  253  ;  Literature,  including  letter- writing  1,984  ; 
Natural  History  53  ;  Agriculture  2,828  ;  Algebra  148  ;  Geometry  318  ; 
English  learning  French  20  ;  French  learning  English  540  ;  Embroidery 
231  ;  Sewing  600  ;  Music  44. 

There  are  two  male  teachers,  one  of  whom  has  an  academy  diploma 
and  the  other  an  elementary  diploma.  The  salary  of  the  former  is 
$300.00  and  including  other  benefits  which  he  may  some  day  enjoy, 
amounts  to  $340.00,  The  salary  of  the  latter,  including  everything 
if  172.00. 


Teachers. 

One  hundred  and  sixteen  female  teachers  hold  elementary  diplomas, 
only  two  are  nncertiiicaied.  Total  118.  Their  average  salary,  including 
everything,  amounts  to  $92.00. 

The  eleven  female  teachers  who  teach  the  model  schools  get  an  ave* 
Tsgre  salary,  including  everything,  of  $166.00. 

Total  teachers  of  both  sexes,  144. 

Total  lay  teachers  12t.  There  are  Vj  nuns  who  teach.  These  numbers 
are  exactly  the  same  as  last  year. 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  stating  again  this  year  that  nine  out  of  every 
ten  of  the  schools  in  my  district  are  good  and  the  education  given  in  them 
is  more  practical  than  ever.  It  is  really  everything  that  it  should  be  for 
country  schools. 

The  question  of  salaries  is  always  the  same ;  they  continue  to  be  too 
low.  The  government  always  says  it  has  no  money  and  the  ratepayers 
maintain  that  their  means  are  too  small.  Perhaps  both  are  right  but 
that  is  the  reason  why  the  salaries  are  low 

This  year,  I  could  only  make  175  inspections  ;  during  the  whole  of 
last  winter  the  roads  were  impassable. 

The  regulation  which  orders  us  to  commence  our  inspections  only  on 
the  16th  October  is  a  great  hindrance  to  us,for  it  is  then  that  the  rains  and 
bad  roads  begin. 

The  secretary-treasurers  keep  their  accounts  very  well  and  there 
are  but  few  arrears.  The  teachers  are  as  a  rule  paid  very  regularly. 

The  books  which  I  give  as  prizes  do  a  great  deal  of  good  by 
exciting  the  emulation  of  the  pupils.  In  several  municipalities  the 
Commissioners  themselves  give  prizes  at  the  public  examinations.  This 
is  very  praiseworthy  on  their  part,  for  our  rural  population  is  really  in 
rather  straitened  circumstances.  I  have  much  pleasure  in  stating  that 
my  district  is  on  the  whole  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition  and  that  th  e 
interested  parties  give  me  valuable  assistance.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  state  of  education  in 
my  district  for  the  scholastic  year  1886-87. 

Two  hundred  and  twenty  one  institutions  were  in  operation  in  my 
district  this  year,  namely :  1  classical  college,  3  academies, 22  model  schools 
and  195  elementary  schols. 

Eight  elementary  schools  were  not  opened  last  year,  some  through 
want  of  means  and  others  because  there  was  not  the  number  of  children 
required  by  law. 

Two  new  institutions  are  being  built  at  St-Guillaume  and  Nicolet  and 
the  classes  will  be  opened  next  Autumn  by  the  Christian  Brothers. 

That  at  Nicolet  was  founded  by  His  Lordship  Bishop  Gravel  who  has 
kindly  undertaken  the  building  of  this  extensive  establishment. 

The  number  of  pupils  who  attended  the  221  institutions  was  9,204« 
with  an  average  attendance  of  6,880  or  74  per  cent. 

Two  hundred  and  twenty-one  teachers  of  both  sexes  taught  the  pri- 
mary and  model  schools  under  control,  to  the  number  of  206.  Their  ave- 
rage salary  was  $96,  including  all  allowances. 

The  progress  made  by  these  schools  is  as  follows  :  It  made  marked 
progress,  122  good,  20  middling  and  the  others  little  or  none  at  all. 

The  obstacles  to  the  proper  working  of  the  last  mentioned  schools 
are  the  indifference  and  incompetence  of  the  teachers,  and  the  irregu- 
lar attendance  of  the  children,  the  inevitable  result  of  the  teacher's  want 
of  zeal  and  of  her  bad  management  of  the  school. 

Out  of  the  9,204  pupils  who  attended  the  schools  in  my  district,  Y,142 
read  fluently  ;  6,911  write  ;  6,331  learn  Arithmetic  ;  3,285  learn  Grammar ; 
2,489,  Sacred  History  ;  1,226  the  History  of  Canada ;  2,076  Geography  ; 
2,418  Drawing ;  1,223  Object  Lessons  ;  637  Book-keeping  ;  997  Agri- 
culture. 

In  the  139  schools  which  gave  satisfaction,  the  pupils  in  the  first 
class  write  dilation  without  making  mistakes,  apply  readily  the 
elenlentary  rules  of  Grammar  and  know  Arithmetic  fairly  up  to  Proportion 
inclusively. 


The  introduction  of  the  Langlais  series  of  copy-books  in  a  good  many 
schools  continues  to  give  excellent  results.  It  would  be  desirable  that  the 
7,142  pupils  who  read  fluently  were  provided  with  them,  Unfortunately 
these  copy-books  are  expensive  and  are  not  yet  for  sale  in  all  the  parishes. 
It  is  however,  greatly  to  be  desired  that  this  branch  should  not  be  neglected 
in  any  way,  for  it  is  of  the  highest  importance. 

History  and  Geography  are  not  taught  in  a  sufficiently  practical  man- 
ner in  a  certain  number  of  schools  in  which  the  object  seems  to  be  only  to 
exercise  the  children's  memory  in  teaching  them  these  subjects. 

The  teaching  of  Drawing  is  improving  more  and  more.  A  larger 
number  of  pupils  could  learn  it  if  there  were  more  drawing-books  in  our 
country  parts. 

Agriculture  and  Book-keeping  are  generally  neglected  and  this  is 
due  in  most  cases  to  the  want  of  books. 

The  division  of  time  is  not  very  judicious  in  some  of  the  ele- 
mentary schools.  The  same  importance  might  be  gfiven  to  Grammar  and 
History  by  allotting  about  the  same  time  to  each  of  these  branches.  This 
defect  will,  I  am  convinced,  disappear  when  the  proposed  curriculum  is 
adopted.There  are  21  school  houses  in  bad  condition;  in  some  cases,  repairs 
would  be  sufficient  but  in  the  others  it  is  necessary  to  re-build.  I  have 
been  assured  nearly  everywhere  that  these  houses  will  be  put  in  good 
order  during  the  vacation. 

The  teachers  salaries  are  very  low  in  the  municipalities  of  the  coun- 
ty of  Nicolet.  A  sum  of  sixty  dollars  is  not  sufficient  remuneration  for  the 
services  of  a  teacher  during  a  whole  year. 

There  is  even  one  old  parish  where  the  teachers  get  only  $45.00  or 
$50.00. 

The  secretary-treasurers'  accounts  are  fairly  well  kept  and  the  rates 
are  generally  collected  with  sufficient  punctuality  to  prevent  the  manage- 
ment of  the  schools  from  suffering.  I  notice  that  some  secretaries  do  not 
like  to  take  rigorous  measures  to  collect  taxces  and  prefer  using  their  own 
money  to  meet  the  most  urgent  needs. 

I  hope  that  a  portion  of  the  money  for  poor  municipalities,  will  be 
given  to  the  following  :  Ste  Sophie  de  Levrard,  Ste  Marie  de  Brandford,  Ste 
Eulalie,  St  Leonard,  Ste  Perpetue  and  Ste  Brigitte  des  Saults.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  state   of  public 
instruction  in  my  district. 

The  severity  of  the  winter  and  the  bad  roads  prevented  me  from 
inspecting  all  my  schools  during  that  season  of  che  year,  but  I  was  able 
to  complete  my  inspection  during  the  course  of  last  May. 

I  made  235  inspections  during  the  year.  There  are  two  convents 
which  I  did  not  examine  ;  that  of  Riviere  Quelle  and  that  of  St-Louis  de 
Eamouraska  and  also  five  elementary  schools,  because  they  were  closed 
when  I  passed  through  these  municipalities.  Six  elementary  schools  were 
closed  through  lack  of  teachers. 

My  statistical  table  for  the  year  ending  3oth  June  last,  gives  the 
following  summary. 

40  municipalities  :  26  in  the  county  of  Temiscouata  and  14  in  that 
of  Eamouraska.  226  districts  :  217  under  control  of  commissioners  or 
trustees  and  9  independent. 

209  elementary  schools  under  control  of  Roman  Catholic  commissioners 
and  1  under  Protestant  trustees.  These  elementary  schools  were  attended 
by  6,458  pupils,  8,142  boys  and  8,316  girls  ;  the  average  attendance 
was  5,089. 

14  model  schools  under  control  ;  6  for  boys,  2  for  girls  and  6  mixed  ; 
total  pupils  879  and  average  attendance  71*7. 

1  boys'  academy  at  Fraserville,  taught  by  the  Christian  Brothers 
having  230  pupils, with  an  average  attendance  of  220.  These  figures  show 
the  importance  of  this  institution  and  I  need  not  comment  upon  it. 

2  independent  model  schools  for  girls.  These  schools  receive  a  grant 
and  are  attended  by  106  pupils,  with  an  average  attendance  of  90. 

5  independent  academies  for  girls.  These  schools  receive  a  grant  and 
are  attended  by  320  pupils  with  an  average  attendance  of  293. 

I  have  only  praise  to  give   these    academies   or  convents   in   which 

the  teachers  are  nuns  and  in  which  three  fourths  of  the  teachers  of  elemen- 
tary schools  are  trained. 

1  independent  model  school  which  receives  no  grant  isattended  by 
30  pupils.

One  classical  college  at  Ste-Anne  Lapocatiere  attended  by  180  pupils  : 
4  in  the  elementary  course,  98  in  the  commercial  and  Y8  in  the  classical. 
Grand  total  of  pupils  8,203:  4114  boys  and  4,089  girls  ;  average  atten- 
dance 6,619.  Total  schools  in  operation  234  and  if  we  add  the  6  schools 
which  had  no  teachers,  the  grand  total  of  all  the  institutions  is  240. 

All  these  schools  are  taught  by  294  professors  and  teachers  of  both 
sexes  as  follows  :  13  priests,  11  ecclesiastics.  6  Christian  Brothers,  3  school 
masters,  2  of  whom  hold  diplomas  from  Laval  Normal  School  and  1  has 
a  certificate  from  a  board  of  Examiners;  164  certificated  female  teachers 
142  with  elementary  and  22  with  model  school  certificates  ;  3  of  these 
teachers  have  diplomas  from  Laval  Normal  School  and  139  hold  certificates 
from  Boards  of  Examiners. 

Amongst  the  female  teachers  who  hold  model  school  certificates,  12 
have  diplomas  from  Laval  Normal  School  and  10  from  Boards  of  Exami- 
ners ;  66  taught  without  certificates. 

There  are  41  nuns  who  teach  :  8  Sisters  of  The  Congregation  ;  18  Sisters  of 
Charity;  Y  Sisters  of  Jesus-Marie  and  8  of  the  Good  Shepherd.  Grand  total' 
of  female  teachers  :  261, 

The  average  salary  of  the  priests,  ecclesiastics  and  others  in  religious 
orders  is  $200  per  annum,  and  of  male  teachers  not  in  religious  orders 
$260.  That  of  female  teachers  who  are  not  nuns  is  $87  in  the  country  and 
$128  in  the  towns.  The  nuns  get  on  an  average  $150.00.  Grand  total  of  all 
the  salaries  $82,114.00.

This  table  shows  an  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  studying  the 
various  branches  and  I  also  noticed  9  marked  improvement  in  the  method 
of  teaching. 

There  were  several  works  on  Object  Lessons  amongst  the  books  which 
you  sent  me  to  give  as  prizes  to  the  pupils,  but  instead  of  giving  them  to 
the  children,  I  distributed  them  as  judiciously  as  iK>s5ible  amongst 
the  teachers,  as  I  considered  that  they  would  be  more  useful  to  them 
than  to  the  pupils. 

The  elementary  schools  of  my  district  are  classified  as  follows  as 
regards  quality  :  It  are  very  good,  105  are  good,  61  are  middling,  22  are 
inferior  and  6  are  bad. 

The  teachers  of  the  elementary  schools  are  worthy  of  the  position 
which  they  occupy ;  they  rival  each  other  m  zeal  and  devotedness  in  the 
advancement  of  their  pupils  and  I  think  that  they  all  succeed  satisfac- 
torily. 
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With  the  exception  of  an  investigation  held  by  Mr.  P.  de  Cazes^Secre" 
tary  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  in  connection  with  one  of 
the  male  teachers  in  my  district,  I  know  of  no  difficulties  requiring 
your  interyention  but  I  think  that  you  will  be  called  upon,  before  long, 
to  have  the  accounts  of  two  secretary-treasurers  looked  into. 

But  few  school  houses  have  been  built  during  the  year.  I  will  only 
mention  the  handsome  four  story  building  which  the  Commissioners  of 
Fraserville  erected  last  Summer  and  the  convent  which  the  Sisters  of  the 
G-ood  Shepherd  are  building  in  that  town.  To  give  an  idea  of  the  size  of 
the  convent,  I  may  say  that  it  will  cost  $25,000.  Morever,  I  am  sure  that 
young  ladies  of  every  condition  will  have  every  comfort  in  this  house  and 
that  they  will  receive  as  good  an  education  as  in  the  convents  of  other  com- 
munities. 

Although  I  have  always  complied  with  your  instructions  contained 
in  your  circular  of  the  15th  November  1881,  requiring  us  to  notify  the 
Commissioners  of  the  day  on  which  we  propose  to  inspect  the  schools  in 
their  municipality  and  to  invite  the  parish  priest  to  accompany  us,  I  am 
sorry  to  say  that  the  religious  and  scholastic  authorities  take  little  interest 
in  the  inspectors  visit,  for  they  seldom  take  the  trouble  to  accompany 
him. 

I  must  except,  however,  theparishpriests  of  Riviere  Quelle  andSt-Pas* 
cai,  who  make  arrangements  with  me  when  to  hold  their  examinations  ; 
the  Commissioners  of  these  municipalities  do  likewise  and  I  thank  them 
all  heartily  for  it.

Remarks  on  preceding'  statistics. 

A  comparison  of  the  above  statistics  with  those  of  last  year  shows  : 

1  That  the  number  of  municipalities  remains  the  same. 

2  That  there  is  one  more  district,  which  is  in  the  municipality,  of 
the  parish  of  Lachine.  The  school  in  this  district  was  attended  by  22 
pupils  with  an  average  attendance  of  18  ; 

8     That  there  is  an  increase  of  876  pupils  ; 

4  That  the  average  attendance  continues  to  be  76  per  cent  ; 

5  That  the  number  of  male  teachers  not  in  religious  orders  has 
increased  by  2  and  their  average  salary  by  $10.00  ; 

6  That  the  number  of  female  teachers  who  are  not  nuns  has 
decreased  by  2  and  their  average  salary  has  increased  by  $2.00  ; 

7  That  there  are  8  uncertificated  female  teachers  instead  of  5  in 
1885-86.  One  of  them  teaches  English  and  music  in  a  convent.  There  is 
only  one  male  teacher  who  is  not  certificated  but  he  is  very  competent ;

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This  table  shows  that  not  more  than  60  lay  teachers  have  tanght  for 
OTer  two  years  in  the  same  school  and  the  number  of  those  who  have 
taught  in  the  same  school  for  five  years  or  over  is  only  17  per  cent. 

These  changes  hinder  the  progress  of  the  pupils.  It  would  consequent' 
ly  be  advisable  to  prevent  the  frequent  changes  and  every  one  kuowe 
how  it  can  be  done.  Mr.  Honore  Rondeau  who  holds  an  academy  di- 
ploma from  the  Jacqnes'Cartier  Normal  School  and  who  now  teaches  an* 
der  the  Roman  Catholic  Commissioners  of  Montreal,  left  last  Autumn 
the  boys'  model  school  at  Coteau  du  Lac  where  he  had  taught  very  bqc- 
cessfuUy  for  nineteen  years. 

Several  of  Mr.  Rondeau's  pupils  hare  gone  with  great  credit  through 
a  course  of  classical  studies,  for  which  they  were  well  prepared  by  the 
thorough  knowledge  of  Grammar  and  Arithmetic  which  they  had  ao- 
qutred  under  his  tuition. 
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Mr.  Luc  Lanthier,  who  had  just  completed  his  28th  year  of  teaching 
in  the  same  school  in  the  St-Dominique  concession  of  the  municipality  of 
the  Cedars,  died  on  the  2lBt  July  last.  He  was  a  teacher  of  most 
regular  habits  and  also  of  great  merit ;  his  pupils  were  the  object  of  a 
quite  paternal  solicitude  on  his  part  and  he  will  long  lire  in  their 
recollection.

8  was  built  last  Autumn.  The  class-room  is  10  feet  high,  24  feet  long, 
16  feet  wide.

Thus,  as  you  may  have  observed  by  examining  my  inspection 
bulletins,  the  defective  teaching  in  several  schools  of  certain  branches  of 
the  Course  of  Study,  amongst  others  Drawing,  Agriculture  and  Book- 
Keeping,  is  due  to  the  extreme  youth  of  the  pupils  and  tlfeir  consequent 
want  of  capacity. 

Owing  to  the  scarcity  of  servants  the  parents  are  obliged,  frequently 
with  regret,to  keep  their  children  from  school  while  they  are  still  young, 
for  domestic  and  farm  labor.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  state  of  the  schools  in 
my  division  for  the  year  1886-87. 

My  district  comprises  85  municipalities  instead  of  86  last  year.  The 
small  dissentient  municipality  of  Ste  Marie  de  Monnoir  is  no  longer  in 
operation,  there  being  no  children  or  rate-payers  to  support  it. 

These  municipalities  comprise  198  institutions  : 
184  being  elementary  schools  ; 
14  Model  schools, 
3  Academies, 
2  Classical  colleges. 
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I  was  able  to  obtain,  as  nearly  as  possible,  the  information  I  required 
for  the  statistics  of  the  independent  institutions. 

The  203  institutions  are  attended  by  10,  230  pupils  of  whom  : 

7664  attended  the  elementary  schools  ; 

1502         "  model  do 

593  ''  academies 

471  "  classical  colleges 

The  average  attendance  was    8826. 

The  total  number  of  pupils  attending  the  schools  under  control  was 
less  than  last  year  by  242. 

Emigration  to  the  United-States  is  beyond  doubt  the  cause  of  this,  for 
there  was  no  contagious  disease  in  the  district. 

I  observed  that,  in  the  parish  ofStCesaire^  which  is  one  of  the  poorest 
over  fifty  families  left  for  the  States. 

There  are  893  teachers. 

3  have  Normal  school  diplomas. 

188  have  certificates  from  boards  of  examiners. 

182  who  have  no  certificates  are  in  religious  orders  ;  20  female 
teachers  are  uncertificated  ;  9  of  these  are  employed  as  assistants  in  model 
schools  [convents] ;  of  11  male  teachers  not  in  religious  orders,  one  did 
not  give  me  satisfaction.  His  health  which  is  too  delicate  did  not  permit 
of  his   doing  as  much  as  his  ability  led  us  to  exj^ect. 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  I  should  have  to  state  that  several  modei 
schools  have  fallen  to  the  level  of  elementary  schools,  owing  to  the  want  of 
pupils. 

Five  male  teachers  and  several  female  teachers  who  hold  model  school 
certificates  teach  elemementary  schools. 

The  teachers  who  have  been  teaching  for  many  years  in  the  same  dig. 
trict  are,  as  a  rule,  those  who  succeed  the  best.  I  have  often  observed 
that  when  a  teacher  does  well  in  a  school  there  is  not  much  discussion 
about  salary  and  means  are  taken  to  keep  him. 

The  schools  which  are  not  kept  so  well  are  those  which  are  under 
young  girls  who  have  no  certificates.  I  never  failed  to  notify  the  parish 
priest  and  commissioners  of  these  municipalities. 

The  model  schools  taught  by  male  teachers  are  better  than  those 
taught  bv  females. 
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The  teachers  who  hold  Normal  school  diplomas  teach  their  pupils 
better  than  those  who  hold  certificates  from  boards  of  examiners. 

The  schools  under  control  which  are  taught  by  religious  communities 
are  highly  appreciated  by  those  who  take  an  interest  in  education, 

The  girls*  model  school  conducted  by  the  nuns  of  La  Presentation  was 
attended  this  year  by  300  pupils  ;  being  68  more  than  last  year.  This 
institution  is  on  an  excellent  footing. 

The  success  obtained  by  the  boys'  academies  under  the  Brothers  of 
Si  Viateur  at  St  Denis,  of  Sie  CroLt  at  St  Cesaire,  of  the  Sacri  C(cur  in  the  town 
of  St  Ilyacinthe  are  a  credit  to  their  managers. 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  the  Depart|fient  of  Public  Instruction  is 
unable  to  grant  a  subsidy  to  the  St  Denis  academy. 

Drawing  is  taught  in  nearly  all  the  schools,  but  only  the  pupils  in 
the  model  schools  and  academies  derive  any  benefit  from  it. 

The  entreprise  shown  for  some  years  by  the  school  commissioners  of 
the  town  of  St  Hyacinthe  deserves  to  be  mentioned. 

The  Girouard  Academy,  which  was  burnt  down  in  1876,  was  rebuilt 
the  following  year.  Although  all  the  materials  saved  from  the  fire 
were  used  still  the  cost  of  rebuilding  amounted  to  $  2,  770.00.  Four 
year  afterwards  the  Brothers  of  Ste  Croix  replaced  the  lay  teachers ; 
in  1883  they  had  been  so  successful  that  the  number  of  their  impils 
had  doubled,  there  being  368  who  attended  school  regularly  and  the  class 
rooms  were  too  small.  Although  the  school  board  had  already  made  generous 
sacrifices  to  rebuild  its  school  houses  destroyed  by  fire,  it  did  not  hesitate 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  moment  ;  steps  were  at  once  taken  and  a 
wing  wiis  built  which  was  larger  than  the  original  building. 

The  cost  was  $8,600.00  ; 

For  a  heating  apparatus  $1000 ; 

For  purchase  of  a  lot  $400 ; 

For  furniture,  seats  and  desks  for  the  pupils,  $2,000. 

There  are  eight  class  rooms  30  by  30,  and  12  feet  in  height.  The 
seats  in  each  room  have  back  rests  and  are  well  proportioned  to  the  size  of 
the  pupils.  Each  form  with  its  desk  accommodates  two  pupils.  The  ink- 
stands are  so  placed  in  the  desks  that  the  pupils  cannot  remove  them 
and  the  teachers  look  after  them.  The  black-boards  are  four  feet  high  and 
are  placed  on  the  walls  around  th^  rooms. 
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All  the  pupils  face  the  teacher  whose  seat  and  desk  are  on  a  plat 
form. 

The  series  of  maps  is  most  complete  and  there  are  several  globes  for 
the  more  advanced  classes. 

The  amount  expended  for  the  building  and  apparatus  amounts  to 
#14.770,00. 

This  institution  was  attended  this  year  by  466  pupils. 

The  Board  had  expended  a  considerable  amount  in  1880  for  building 
the  Prince  Academy ,or  girls'  model  school,which  is  60  feet  by  40,  being  an 
oblong  brick  building,  three  stories  high.  In  addition  to  the  apartments  of 
the  nuns  there  are  seven  large  class  rooms  30  by  30. 

The  cost  of  this  building  was I  4,318,00 

The  heating  apparatus 980,00 

The  lot  of  ground 800,00 

The  furniture,  desks  & 1,000.00 

The  Board  acted  with  such  prudence  and  wisdom  when  it  was  decided 
to  rebuild  the  Girouard  Academy,  that  it  met  with  no  opposition  on  the 
part  of  the  rate  payers  and  it  had  good  reason  for  its  action  in  the  ncces- 
sity  of  increasing  the  school  accommodation  and  in  the  happy  change 
effected  in  the  academy  under  the  direction  of  the  Brothers. 

This  is  an  evident  proof  that  when  teachers  grve  entire  satisfaction  in 
a  school,  the  commissioners  and  ratepayers  are  nearly  always  zealous  and 
generous. 

The  commissioners  of  the  municipality  of  Saint  Jean-Baptiste  de  Rou- 
ville  have  also  shown  themselves  zealous  and  energetic.  Last  Summer 
five  good,  handsome  houses,  roofed  in  painted  sheet  iron,  replaced  the  old 
houses  which  had  been  built  for  many  years.  These  new  ones  cost  from 
$900  to  $1,000  each.  There  are  still  some  houses  which  should  be  replaced, 
but  there  are  not  many. 

I  regret  to  state  that  in  general  there  is  a  tendency  to  multiply  the  dis- 
tricts.I  thought  it  my  duty  to  tell  the  commissioners  of  certain  municipalities 
not  to  cut  up  their  districts  to  make  new  ones,  for  good  teachers  are 
scarce. 

I  only  found  one  teacher  who  gets  $80,00.  She  teaches  in  a  quite  new 
and  poor  district.  She  gives  full  satisfaction  and  teaches  as  a  matter  of  duty, 
or  without  her  there  [would  be  no  school  in  the  place.  One  of  the  rate  payera 
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^ho  is  not  quite  as  poor  as  most  ol'ihe  others  gave  a  lot  and  took  charge  of 
the  building  of  the  school  house  ;  all  the  assistance  he  got  was  ten  days 
labour. 

As  a  rule  the  commissioners  are  fairly  willing.  Those  who  were 
unable  to  accompany  me,  gave  me  their  reasons  for  not  doing  so. 

The  secretary-treasurers  gave  me  satisfaction  with  one  exception  and 
he  has  been  replaced. 

The  teachers  in  two  municipalities  are  not  paid  regularly.  This  is 
chiefly  due  to  the  indifference  of  the  ratepayers.  I  will  shortly  report  them 
if  there  be  no  change. 

I  was  not  able  to  visit  all  the  schools  in  my  division  twice.  There 
remained  four  schools  in  the  municipality  of  St  Denis,  No  1,  and  the 
convent  of  St  Hilaire.  I  hope  you  will  not  think  I  deserve  blame  when  you 
consider  that  I  twice  inspected  during  the  school  year  over  nine  thousand 
pupils  attending  nearly  two  hundred  schools. 

As  I  have  informed  you  of  the  state  of  each  school  by  my  bulletins 
which  I  sent  you,  I  do  not  think  it  is  necessary  to  give  any  further  details 
in  this  report.

Sir, 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  public  instruction  in  my 
district  for  the  school  year  1886-87. 

The  accomi>anying  statistical  table  shows  that  the  progress  made  in 
my  district  has  not  been  very  great  during  the  past  year.  However 
there  is  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  learning  Agriculture t 
Drawing  and  Writing,  while  there  is  a  decrease  in  the  total  number  of 
pupils  attending  school  and  especially  in  the  average  attendance. 

This  decrease  is  due  to  the  burning  of  the  two  girls'  schools  at  St- 
Cyprien  under  the  sisters  of  Ste-Anne,  which  are  not  yet  rebuilt  and  also 
to  the  lack  of  teachers,  which  has  caused  several  schools  to  be  closed  entire- 
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ly  and  others  to  be  in  operation  only  for  a  part  of  the  year;  such  as 
schools  Nos  2,  3,  4,  8,  9  of  St*Athanase,  No  6  of  St-8ebastien,  No  5  of 
Lacadie,  No  8  of  Sherrington,  No  ^  of  Lacolle  and  the  dissentient  schools 
of  Ste  Brigide  in  the  county  of  Iberville,  of  St-Luc,  St-Cyprien  and  Sher- 
rington. 

The  diminished  attendance  at  school  is  in  a  great  measure  due  to  the 
following  reasons  : 

1  Contagious  and  quasi-epidemic  diseases  which  prevailed  in  the  Au- 
tumn and  Winter  in  several  places  in  my  district.  Several  children  had 
fever,  while  diphtheria  found  many  victims  especially  among  the  younger 

ones  ; 

2  The  bad  weather  and  rigorous  winter  which  kept  away  those  who 
lived  far  from  school ; 

3  The  Catechism  classes  preparatory  to  the  first  Communion  and  Con- 
firmation which  began  with  the  fine  weather  and  continued  until  the 
schools  closed.  Owing  to  these  exercises  the  most  advanced  pupils  in 
the  elementary  classes  were  kept  away  from  school. 

Under  all  these  circumstances  it  may  be  said  that  the  year  1886-8^ 
was  not  favorable  to  progress  in  my  district. 

Finally  the  reasons  which  I  gave  in  my  report  for  last  year  as  hin- 
dering the  progress  of  education  are  nearly  all  the  same  for  this  year  also. 
I  must  however  say  that  the  efforts  which  I  made  to  obtain  improvement, 
have,  in  some  peaces,  met  with  fair  success,  although  in  many  others  they 
were  quite  fruitless. 

The  chief  points  afiecting  the  progress  of  education  to  which  I  devote 
my  attention  are  : 

1  To  obtain  a  more  regular  classification  of  the  pupils,  decrease  the 
number  of  divisions  and  thereby  economize  the  master's  valuable  time  ; 

■ 

2  To  get  the  children,  instead  of  writing  on  slates  as  they  do  nearly 
everywhere,  to  write  on  paper  and  as  much  as  possible  in  copy-books  with 
printed  headings,  so  that  the  teacher  will  not  have  to  spend  his  time 
in  writing  models,  but  may  teach  the  pupils  to  imitate  the  printed  ones  and 
above  all  correct  the  faults  in  the  writing  ; 

8  To  endeavour  to  introduce  in  the  schools  the  use  of  only  one  copy- 
book lor  all  the  pupils  who  can  write  out  their  exercises  ;  to  induce  the 
teachers  to  correct  these  exercises  daily  and  give  marks  corresponding  to 
the  quantity  and  quahty  of  the  work  done  ;  to  establish  the  teaching  of 
Drawing  in  all  the  classes  ; 
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4  To  secure  the  adoption  of  a  more  economical  method  for  the  parents 
to  obtain  the  school  necessaries  which  the  children  require  ;  this  would 
gradually  lead  to  uniformity  of  system  and  books  at  least  for  a  whole  loca- 
lity. 

I  have  not  succeeded  in  getting  all  these  improvements  adopted.  In 
fact  I  did  not*  expect  to  do  so,  but  as  I  intended  to  submit  my  proposal  to 
the  school  boards  for  their  acceptance  and  as  in  all  these  school  matters 
one  has  to  ask  a  great  deal  in  order  to  obtain  a  little,  especially  in  the 
country,  I  decided  to  submit  them  as  I  had  at  first  proposed,  and  to 
postpone  a  part  to  a  second  and  even  a  third  year. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  I  made  a  special  visit  to  the 
school  boards  of  each  of  the  municipalities  of  the  counties  of  Iberville  and 
St- John  and  some  of  Napierville,  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  my  propo- 
sal and  of  coming  to  an  understanding  with  them  as  to  the  best  means  to 
be  adopted  for  carrying  it  out  and  also  to  secure  their  influence.  I  must 
say  to  their  credit  that  I  found  them  everywhere  very  willing,  with  the 
exception  of  the  St-Luc  board,  which  did  not  think  proper  to  acquiesce. 

However  I  met  with  a  great  deal  of  oppositoin  in  many  places,  not  on 
the  part  of  the  teachers  or  commissioners,  but  of  some  parents  who,  pro- 
bably because  they  did  not  know  better,  refused  to  provide  their  children 
with  what  they  required. 

Notwithstanding  these  annoyances,  there  were  teachers  in  every 
locality,  even  in  St-Luc,  who,  by  their  zeal  and  energy  succeeded  in  over- 
coming all  difficulties  and  in  carrying  out  to  the  slightest  de  tails  the  in 
•tractions  we  had  given  them. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  results  are  very  encouraging. 

In  order  to  gradually  obtain  uniformity  of  books,  at  least  in  each  lo- 
cality, and  to  provide  for  the  replacing  of  very  old  class  books  which,  al 
though  approved  by  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  do  not  appear  on 
the  list  of  approved  books,  I  proposed  to  the  Commissioners  to  have  books 
kept  by  the  secretary-treasurer  or  by  the  teacher  of  the  most  central  school 
to  supply  the  pupils  of  all  the  schools  in  the  municipality,  selling  *them 
at  cost  price. 

As  to  the  change  of  books  to  which  I  have  just  alluded,  we  agreed  to 
effect  it  gradually,  to  allow  the  pupils  who  have  thom  to  use  them  and  to 
give  new  ones  only  to  those  who  would  be  promoted  to  a  higher  class  or 
require  new  books.  I  hope  that  by  this  means  we  will  be  able  in  a  year 
or  two,  without  additional  expense  to  the  parents,  to  obtain  the  desired 
uniformity.

Two  or  three  localities  which  adopted  this  system  at  the  very  commen- 
cement of  the  year  seem  to  be  satisfied  with  it.  I  also  observe  with  pleasure 
that  in  this  year  which  is  just  beginning,  two  other  localities,  St  Michel 
Archange  and  Lacadie  are  doing,  the  same  thing. 

Inspection  of  the  schools. 

After  having  communicated  my  plan  of  improvement  to  the  school 
boards  in  my  district,  I  commenced  the  inspection  which  I  continued  as 
regularly  as  possible.  However, I  was  very  frequently  obliged  to  interrupt 
it,  both  on  account  of  the  inclemency  of  the  weather  and  of  the  bad  roads. 
During  the  winter  especially  it  frequently  happened  that  I  would  start  on 
a  Monday  and  return  on  Saturday  having  inspected  only  two  or 
three  schools  On  one  occasion,  at  the  end  of  the  winter,  I  went  on  a 
Monday  to  Hemmingford  a  distance  of  over  forty  miles  from  my  residence 
where  I  was  detained  the  whole  week  by  snow  without  being  able  to  inspect 
a  single  school. 

I  think  I  have  already  explained  the  system  I  have  adopted  for  my 
inspections  and  submitted  the  special  bulletin  which  I  have  prepared,  in 
order  to  obtain  sufficient  information  to  enable  me  more  completely 
to  control  the  classification  of  the  pupils  and  the  changes  of  classes  which 
are  sometimes  made  in  a  most  arbitrary  manner,  especially  when  there  is 
a  change  of  teachers,  and  to  note  with  greater  precision  the  attendance  of 
the  pupils  and  the  degree  of  advancement  of  each  class  in  the  branches 
studied,  to  follow  more  closely  the  progress,  not  only  of  the  school  in  gene- 
ral, but  also  of  each  pupil  in  particular. 

Examination  of  the  secretary-treasurers'  books 

I  have  only  just  succeeded  in  completing  the  last  part  of  my  duty 
after  the  closing  of  the  schools,  viz,  the  examination  of  the  Secretary-Treasu- 
rers' account  books.  I  thought  it  advisable  to  postpone  this  work  to  this 
late  date  in  order  to  see  whether  the  treasurers  send  in  their  accounts  pro- 
perl)r  and  at  the  right  time.  I  can  say  that  the  majority  of  them  perform 
their  duties  with  the  greatest  exactitude,  although  in  several  places  the 
amount  of  arrears  is  still  too  high. 

There  is  however  one  locality  to  be  excepted,  that  of  Sherrington 
where  the  secretary  who  resigned  left  his  books  in  such  a  state  that  thej- 
can  hardly  be  made  up  at  all  and  his  successor  will  require  time,  labour 
and  patience  to  put  the  accounts  of  the  school  board  in  order. 

In  concluding  thisj  report  I  beg  to  submit  the  following  question  for 
your  consideratien  : 
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In  a  municipality  there  are  sometimes  a  certain  number  of  schools 
-which  are  very  well  kept,  while  others,  through  the  carelessness  of  the 
ratepayers,  are  very  much  neglected  and,  as  a  consequence,  the  grant  to  the 
municipality  is  withheld.  Why  should  not  power  be  given  to  the 
Superintendent  to  authorize  the  commissioners  of  the  locality  to  levy  by 
special  assessment  the  amount  of  the  grant  so  withheld  on  the  defaulting 
district  only  ?  Such  a  measure  would  perhaps  have  the  effect  of  changing 
the  opinion,  too  generally  prevalent  amongst  many  people  who  consider 
the  few  dollars  of  the  government  grant  a  very  small  affair  and  that,after 
all,  when  it  is  spread  over  the  whole  place,it  only  costs  each  person  a  few 
cents.  The  new  regulation  would  have  the  effect  of  preventing  the 
innocent  from  being  punished   with  the  guilty.

Sir, 

I  have   the   honour   to   submit  my  report  for  the  school    year 
1886-87. 

My  statistics  show  that  in  my  district  during  the  past  year, 
6,038  children  attended  the  schools  under  control  and  91  girls 
attended  two  independent  academies  which  I  visited,  making  a  grand 
total  of  6,  129  pupils  whom  I  examined  in  the  various  institutions. 

The  average  attendance  was  3,7  41,f  being  a  slight  increase  over 
last  year.  % 

In  addition  to  the  schools  which  I  inspected,  there  are  in  my 
district  eleven  independent  ^institutions  viz  :  the  classical  college  at 
Joliette  ;  the  boys'  academies  at  Berthier  and  St-Barthelemi  ;  the  girls* 
academies  at  Joliette,  Berthier,  St-Cuthbert,  St-Barthelemi,  St-Gabriel  de 
Brandon,  St-Felix  de  Valois,  St-Ambroise  de  Kildare  and  St-Thomas. 

If  to  this  number  wo  add  three  boys'  model  schools  and  two  girls' 
academies,  comprised  in  my  statistics,  we  have  sixteen  institutions  of 
superior  education  in  my  division. 

Although  this  is  a  large  number  in  proportion  to    the   municipa- 
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lities  I  do  not  find  it  sufficient,    and  the  absence  of  model  schools  in   some 
municipalities  is  regrettable  from  many  points  of  view. 

I  did  my  best  to  induce  the  commissioners  and  ratepayers  to  establish 
model  schools,  especially  in  the  municipalities  of  St- Ambroise,Ste-Melanie, 
St-Jean  de  Matha,  in  the  county  of  Joliette,and  St-Cuthbert,  St-Norbert  and 
He  Dupas  in  the  county  of  Berthier.  All  these  should  have  model  schools 
which  they  could  support  without  any  inconvenience  to  the  ratepayers. 
These  superior  schools  would  be  especially  useful  to  the  boys  whose 
education  is  more  neglected  or,  rather,  who  have  fewer  opportunities 
than  girls  to  learn  the  higher  elementary  branches. 

In  fact,  if  we  make  a  comparison,  we  find  ten  girls'  academies  in  my 
district  while  there  are  only  five  boys'  academies  or  model  schools. 

This  difference  in  the  number  of  institutions  of  superior  education 
causes  great  injury  to  a  class  of  pupils  whose  requirements,  as  regards 
knowledge,  are  still  greater  than  those  of  the  more  favored  classes.  I  am 
sure  that  the  municipalities  above  named  will  soon  appreciate  what  I 
say  about  boys'  or  mixed  model  schools  and  that  they  will  adopt  means 
to  establish  them. 

My  inspection  bulletins  have  shown  you  the  best  schools  in  my 
district  by  the  general  marks  given  to  each  of  them.  Some  5  or  6  were 
classed  as  excellent,  a  great  many  as  good,  and  a  certain  number,  which  is 
however  too  great,  as  indifferent, 

I  must  however  admit  that  with  very  few  exceptions,  the  teachers  do 
their  duty  and  endeavour  to  make  their  pupils  progress  ;  but  the  latter 
are  generally  so  young  that  they  cannot  be  made  to  improve  as  one  would 
desire. 

In  some  municipalities  the  commissioners  have  neglected  to  visit  the 
schools  and  make  the  examinations  required  by  law  I  pointed  out 
these  municipalities  to  you  and  notified  the  commissioners  that  they 
would  have  to  do  their  duty  in  that  respect.  These  visits  and  examinations 
by  the  commissioners  are  useful,  if  not  necessary. 

I  am  sure  that  you  will  remind  them  of  their  duty  and 
that  all  will  at  once  mee:  your  views  and  obey  your  orders. 

The  books  of  account  of  the  secretary -treasurers  are  generally  well 
kept  and  the  taxes  and  contributions  are  collected  fairly  well.  However 
iu  some  municipalities  there  are  too  many  arrears  and  the  neglect  to 
collect  the  assestments  does  injury,  esi>eciHlly  to  the  teachers.  I  called  the 
attention  of  the  commissioners  to  this  wherever  I  found  it  necessary. 

Although   the   teachers  did  not  complain  of  being  badly  paid  with 
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the  exception  of  one  municipality,  I  noticed  that,  in  some  places,  thef 
commissioners  had  undertaken  to  pay  the  salaries  by  the  quarter,  the 
last  to  be  due  only  in  the  mouth  of  September  following.  This  should 
not  be  tolerated  and,  on  the  30th  June,  every  teacher  should  receive  the 
balance  of  salary  for  the  year. 

Your  department  should  also  require   the  teachers'   engagements  to 
be  made  in  writing  and  in  triplicate.

1  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  scholastic  year 
188G-87. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  can  report  very  great  improvement  in  the 
High  School  under  the  able  management  of  Mr.  T.  Ainslie  Young,  M.  A. 
assisted  by  an  excellent  staff  of  masters  ;  the  school  is  doing  good  work, 
and  steadily  increasing  in  public  favor  ;  there  is  every  reason  to  hope 
that  this  old  institution  will  speedily  regain  the  position  which  it  once  held 
of  being  the  best  boy's  school  in  Quebec. 

The  girls'  High  school;  the  attendance  has  been  large  and  the  school 
is  in  excellent  condition. 

The  Artillery  Street  School,  Mr.  McQuarrie  has  had  over  100  pupils 
the  junior  departement  under  Miss  Campbell  being  oVer  crowded.  The 
work  of  the  year  has  been  thoroughly  satisfactory* 

Two  of  our  Teachers  retired  on  their  Well  earned  pensions  on  the 
30th  June  viz,  M.  Gilbert  Fergusson  and  Mr.  John  Purdie,  the  former  after 
twenty  years  of  service.For  several  years  he  has  conducted  the  school  on 
Esplanade  Hill  and  by  strict  attention  to  his  duties  won  the  confidence  of 
his  Pupils.  Mr.  Purdie  after  thirty  years  work  as  a  teacher,  the  greate 
part  of  which  he  has  spent  in  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  as 
master  ofSt.  Marguerite  street  school,  St.  Roch's. 
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During  the  past  seven  years  Mrs.  Purdie  has  assisted  her  husband  in 
the  management  of  the  school,  taking  charge  of  the  junior  classes,  for 
which  she  has  received  no  remuneration  from  the  commissioners. 

It  is  much  to  be  hoped  that  some  reward  may  be  granted  to  her,  as 
it  was  unreasonable  to  expect  Mr.  Purdie,  single  handed,  to  take  full 
charge  of  over  one  hundred  boys  varying  in  age  from  6  to  16. 

The  girl's  school  in  S.  Roch  is  under  the  careful  management  of  Miss 
Duflfett.  The  school  in  Champlain  Street  has  been  carefully  managed  by 
Miss  Jamieson.  The  numbers  are  small  but  the  progress  made  is  most 
satisfactory.

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The  Commissioners  are  about  inaugurating  the  graded  system,  the 
want  of  which  has  been  long  felt  in  our  schools  ;  musch  difficulty  will 
however  be  experienced  in  putting  the  system  into  operation  in  conse- 
quonce  of  the  lack  of  suitable  buildings. 

The  National  School,  Esplanade  Hill,  if  the  whole  building  Were  Uti 
lized  would  make  a  good  graded  school.  A  new  building  is  realy  needed 
somewhere  in  the  neighborhood  of  St-Real  street  for  St.Rochand  St.  John's 

Of  the  independent  schools  in  Quebec  I  have  to  report  that  they  are 
all  doing  very  faithful  work  and  are  well  managed.  The  average  atten- 
dance at  the  Private  schools  is  much  better  than  at  those  under  the  Com- 
missioners. The  Misses  Martin's  establishment  for  young  ladies  cannot 
be  too  highly  spoken  of  as  a  first  class  school.  The  new  Morrin  High 
School  has  already  won  for  itself  a  high  position  as  an  excellent  boys* 
school.  The  death  of  Professor  Miller  [one  of  the  best  classical  scholars 
on  this  continent]  was  a  severe  blow  to  the  school  and  in  fact  to  education 
generally,  but  with  Dr  "Weir  and  its  present  staflf  of  masters  there  is 
every  reason  to  expect  that  the  Institution  will  flourish,  but  at  the  same 
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time  considering  our  sparse  Protestant  population,  it  would  in  my  humble 
opinion  be  wise  policy  for  the  school  to  unite  with  the  High  School 
under  the  old  Board  of  Directors. 

I  desire  to  return  my  thanks  to  all  the  principals  in  the  private  schools 
for  their  kind  and  prompt  attention  to  my  circular  asking  for  information 
as  the  condition  of  thieir  several  establishments. 

Of  the  country  schools  in  the  county  of  Quebec,  St.Dunstan  under  Miss 
Montgomery  still  heads  the  list.  The  Beauport  and  St.  Koch's  North 
schools  are  well  managed  but  the  numbers  are  very  small.  Miss  Morton, 
however,  of  St,  Roch's  North  expects  an  increase  in  September. 

^  Stoneham  and  Tewkesbury  schools  are  doing  fairly  well,  the  attendance 
being  good  considering  the  terrible  state  of  the  roads  during  the  past 
winter. 

The  St.  Sauveur  dissentient  sc^hool  is  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition 
under  the  careful  management  ot  Miss  Campbell. 

Mr.  Lloyd  of  Bergerville  and  Mr  Mimee  of  of  St.  Foy  have  both  been 
assiduous  in  their  duties.  The  latter  school  should  be  removed  nearer  town 
in  order  to  accommodate  a  larger  number  of  children, 

At  Valcartier  East  and  West  there  are  only  five  schools  in  operation, 
the  Mill  Hill  school  having  been  closed,  in  the  early  Spring  on  the  with- 
drawal of  the  teacher,  while  No.  1.  known  as  Todd's  school  has  been 
closed  throughout  the  year.  Very  great  difficulty  is  experienced  in  this 
district  in  securing  teachers  and  as  long  as  the  present  rate  of  salaries  at 
$120  to  $130  per  annum  continues,  the  difficulty  is  likely  to  remain.  With 
ahisrher  standard  of  examination  for  teachers  there  must  be  also  an  in- 
creased  rate  of  remuneration. 

In  the  county  of  Levis,  Miss  Fyles  has  been  very  successful  in  the 
Levis  school ;  it  is  decidedly  one  of  the  best  in  my  list.  I  regret  much  to 
state  that  in  consequence  of  illness  brought  on  by  over-work,  Miss  Fyles 
has  been  obliged  to  tender  her  resignation. 

Miss  Mountain  continues  in  charge  oftheHadlow  shool,  her  numbers 
hare  been  diminished  in  consequence  of  the  opening  of  a  private  school 
under  Mr  Craig  who  formerly  held  the  commissioners'  school  and  is  a 
teacher  of  much  ability. 

The  St-Romuald  school  is  doing  good  work  ;  I  regret  to  say  that  Miss 
Smith  retires  from  its  management. 

At  St  Jean  Ghrysostome  another  atart  has  been  made  in  the  reopening 
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of  the  school  under  Miss  Stobo.  She  has  however,after  a  month's  teaching, 
relinquished  the  charge  and  accepted  a  position  in  one  of  the  commission- 
ers' schools  in  Quebec. 

In  the  county  of  Portneuf.  The  Portneuf  No.  3  school  is  in  an  excellent 
condition.  Miss  Holt  having  brought  it  up  to  a  reaUy  wonderful  state  of 
efficiency,  from  a  school  of  from  12  to  16  scholars  it  has  grown  to  40.  I 
noticed  marked  improvement  in  every  branch  of  study.  I  found  here  the 
first  instance  of  the  introduction  of  Calisthenics  into  a  country  school  in 
my  district  of  inspection  and  introduced  too  with  most  satisfactory  results 

No.  1  has  again  been  opened  under  Mr.  Newton   and  there   is  every  # 
prespect  of  success  ;  the  building  is,however,  poor  and  badly  arranged  for 
school  purposes.    No.  2  is  still  closed. 

In  St  Raymond  the  three  schools  are  doing  good  service.  The  teachers 
Misses  G-ray,  Proctor  and  McGorkell  are  painstaking  in  their  duties,  the 
buildings  are  in  good  order  and  everything  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  notice  everywhere  a  marked  improvement  in 
the  list  of  text  books  in  use  ;  it  is  now  rare  to  find  an  unauthorized  book  in 
any  of  the  schools  under  control. 

In  conclusion  I  would  venture  to  suggest  that  either  a  larger  number 
of  prize  books  or  rewards  may  be  afforded,  as  the  present  very  limited 
number  of  books  causes  discontent  in  some  cases.To  avoid  manifest  unfairness 
to  the  pupils  I  have  been  obliged  to  supply  some  extra  prizes.

I  beg  to  submit  my  general  statistical  table  for  the  year   1886-87. 

It  shows  an  aggregate  of  158  institutions  in  operation,  which  is  an 
increase  of  5  070  on  last  year  ;  the  same  increase  has  taven  place  every  year 
since  I  received  my  appointment. 

The  158  institutions  comprise  ;  1  academy  and  2  model  schools  inde* 
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pendent;  10  model  and  145  elementary  schools  under  control.  Next  year,  we 
may  perhaps  find  2  new  model  schools,  one  in  Aylmer,  and  another  at 
Papineauville. 

fhere  are  60  schools  where  English  only,  30  where  French  only  and 
80  where  the  two  languages  are  conjointly  taught ;  in  the  48  remaining, 
the  pupils  receive  general  tuition  in  their  own  tongue  and  learn  merely 
reading  in  the  other.  As  the  last  two  kinds  are  mainly  composed  of  French 
pupils,  we  may  say  that  in  the  district  there  are  about  100  French  and 
58  English  schools.  The  teaching  of  the  two  languages  is  becoming  more 
common,  as  its  necessity  is  felt  on  both  sides. 

The  contact  of  the  different  races  settled  in  the  country  may  some- 
times be  the  cause  of  variance  in  the  administration  of  the  schools. 

But  it  has  also  the  gc  d  effect  of  inciting  emulation,  as  I  shall  have 
occasion  to  remark  hereafter. 

In  the  city  of  Hull,  we  count  six  schools,  in  the  villages,  20,  In  the 
country,  182;  the  last  ones  have  very  extensive  districts,  generally  stretch- 
ing to  2J  miles,  sometimes  8  miles  around  ;  there  are  even  in  this  moun- 
ta  nous  part  of  the  Province  some  settlers  who  live  at  such  a  distance 
from  the  school  that  it  is  altogether  impossible  for  them  to  send  their 
children  to  it.  Moreover,  if  you  consider  that  the  scarcity  of  the  population 
IS  the  cause  of  the  roads  being  left  in  bad  condition,  you  may  form 
an  idea  of  how  difficult  it  is  for  the  children  of  this  district  to  attend 
school  ;  and  you  will  please  not  to  expect  so  much  progress  in  our  schools 
as  you  might  from  schools  situated  in  more  favored  localities.  However. 
I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  state  that  we  are  progressing  as,  I  hope,  will 
appear  by  the  following  inspection  of  some  of  the  features  of  our 
schools. 

Accounts-  In  the  45  municipalities  reported  in  my  general  table,  85 
secretary-treasurers  are  supplied  with  the  official  account  books ;  10  are 
not.  The  municipalities,  whose  books  the  latter  keep,  are  either  poor  or 
newly  established,  or  partly  only  within  my  inspectorate.  They  will  com- 
ply with  the  law  sooner  or  later  ;  tbeir  amounts  do  not  show  any  irregu- 
larity, but  they  are  too  incqmplete.  As  to  the  former,  I  must  observe  that 
the  secretary  should  not  think  he  has  done  all  his  duty  when  he  is  using  the 
official  books  ;  he  should  also  observe  the  rules  of  book  keeping  and  make, 
at  the  close  of  each  year,  a  general  balance  of  all  the  accounts.  Where 
there  were  8  or  4  that  are  very  neglectful  in  that  respect,  I  informed  you 
of  it  in  my  bulletins  ;  I  hope  your  interference  will  cause  a  change  for  the 
better.  There  are  also  5  or  6  municipalities    that  leave,  every  yeat   a  large 
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amouut  of  uncollected  taxes  ;  in  2  or  3  the  amount  would  be  sufficient  to 
delray  all  the  expenses  of  the  municipality  for  1  year  or  2.  Such  arrears 
will  not  be  lost,  a  list  of  them  is  faithfully  kept,  their  being  due  cannot 
be  disputed,  But  after  all  the  municipality  is  losing  the  interest.  ^Such  a 
neglect  should  not  be  tolerated. 

The  payment  of  salaries  is  made  with  much  more  regularity  than 
before.  In  the  course  of  my  visits,  I  found  that  an  amount  of  $750  was 
due  yet  on  the  salaries  of  1885-80  ;  this  is  2i  o/o  of  the  aggregate  ;  it 
is  very  likely  that  all  is  paid  up  today. 

71te  average  of  salarits  increased,  last  year,  from  $134  to  |161.  The 
lowest  average  is  found  in  the  eastern  part  if  the  district  among  the 
French' people.  It  to  be  observed  that  the  French  who  settle  farther 
North  or  West  are  better  disposed  to  give  fair  salaries  to  their  teachers  and 
do  not  show  themselves  to  be  inferior  to  any  other  race  in  that  respect. 
^Fhe  Discipline  is  not  as  well  kept  in  the  country  schools  as  it  ought  to  be. 
There  is  time  lost  in  the  morning  ;  there  is  at  noon  ;  there  is  in  the  evening  • 
the  teacher  does  not  believe  himself  bound  to  be  at  school  before  9  o'clock  ; 
if  the  fire  is  lighted  at  9  the  class  cannot  well  begin  before  10  in  the 
Winter.  Last  Januarv,  I  arrived  one  dav  at  a  school  at  9.30  ;  there  were  a 
few  children  shivering  with  cold  and  trying  to  light  a  fire  ;  the  teacher 
came  at  10,  pleading  bad  roads.  The  commissioner  present  had  not  a  word 
to  say  against  it  and  took  it  as  quite  natural.  In  the  same  locality  I  was 
told  that  the  school  inspection  is  something  useless  and  a  cause  of  rain 
for  the  Province.  If  there  were  nothing  but  the  school  inspection  to  cause 
the  ruin  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  it  Avould  certainly  be  the  wealthiest 
part  of  North  America  ;  and  it  could  square  emigration. 

There  is  another  want  of  discipline  in  the  school.  We  see  children 
coming  habitually  late,  keeping  away  from  school  without  legitimate 
excuse,  neglecting  to  get  a  supply  of  books  and  other  necessary  articles, 
refusing,  countenanced  or  not  by  their  parents,  to  learn  some  matters  of 
study  that  are  required  by  the  law  and  for  the  general  improvement 
of  the  school.  What  can  the  teai-her  do  in  such  cases  ?  Apply  to  the 
commissioner  ?  Rut  he  will  answer  rightly  that  he  is  not  well  posted  in 
those  things  ;  besides,  he  will  take  care  not  to  incur  the  displeasure  of  his 
neighbours  ;  and  he  will  let  things  go  as  they  do.  Would  it  not  be  a 
great  improvement  in  our  scholastic  administration  to  have  every  school 
supplied  with  a  summary  of  regulations,  defining  the  rights  and  mutual 
duties  of  the  commissioners,  the  teachers,  the  parents  and  the  pupils  i 
Then  the  teachar,  aided  by  such  an  authority,  would  take  it  for  a  guide 
and  would  not  be  afraid  of  being  charged  with  arbitrary  doings.  Together 
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with  these  regulations,  there  might  be  some  directions   about  the  form  of 
the  furniture,  the  kind  and  quantity  of  apparatus  required,  etc. 

House$  and  Furnitfire. — The  newly  erected  school  houses  are  spacious 
and  well  ventilated.  The  furniture  is  more  difficult,  as  the  commission- 
ers are  not  acquaiited  with  the  conditions  it  requires.  During  my  last 
tour,  I  left  my  instructious  in  writing  wherever  there  was  any  change 
to  be  made  and  I  expect  to  find  some  improvement  in  the  furniture  next 
year. 

Teachers, — ^There  were  in  all  192  ;  of  whom  9,  in  the  independent 
schools  ;  183,  in  the  inspected  schools  ;  45  in  religious  orders  and  147  not  in 
religious  orders  ;  30  male  and  162  female  ;  119  lay  teachers  certificated 
and  28  not  certificated. 

This  is  20  o/o  of  the  total  of  the  lay  teachers  ;  the  same  percentage 
as  has  existed  for  some  time  past.  Of  the  28  not  certificated,  there  were 
4  male  nnd  24  female  ;  4,  under  age,  10  that  lived  at  a  great  distance  [from 
60  to  110  miles]  from  the  office  of  the  boards  of  examiners  and  14  that 
excused  themselves  by  saying  they  did  not  intend  to  teach  any  longer. 

The  permutations  or  transitions  of  teachers  from  school  to  school 
amounted  to  48  o/o. 

This  custom  of  renewing  every  year  one  half  of  the  teachers  is  a  scourge 
to  our  schools  ;  but  our  system  of  administration  can  hardly  stop  it.There 
is  no  law  that  compels  a  teacher  to  keep  his  school  longer  than  one  year 
and  nothing  that  will  induce  him  to  do  it  ;  consequently  he  looks  for 
the  better. 

There  is  now  a  better  understanding  between  the  teachers  and  the 
commissioners  ;    law  suits  are  becoming  very  rare. 

Method  in  teaching. — Great  improvement  has  been  made  in  this  respect. 
Reading  is  plain  and  open,  generally  followed  with  explanations,  at 
least  in  the  French  schools.  Geography  is  taught  with  the  help  of  maps. 
The  science  of  Arithmetic  is  applied  to  the  various  problems  of  daily 
business.     G-rammar  is  developed  and  well  understood. 

The  school  books  lately  published  have  greatly  simplified  the  subjects 
of  study  and  reduced  them  within  the  compass  of  juvenile  understanding. 
As  to  writing,  though  we  see  the  copy-books  increasing  in  number,  bet- 
ter classified  and  assuming  a  better  appearance  on  account  of  printed  head- 
lines being  us3d,  yet  if  we  look  at  the  formation  of  the  letters,  which 
constitutes  essentially  the  art  of  writing,  we  do  not  find  the  pupils  as  pro- 
ficient as  should  be  expected.  The  art  of  writing  consists  in  the  imitation 
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of  a  model  ;  ■  now  if  the  model  is  microscopic  and  confused,  it  is  certainly 
not  easy  of  imitation  ;  such  is,  however,  the  defect  we  see  in  the  first 
numbers  of  the  printed  head-line  copy-books. 

Degree  of  proficiency. — A  comparison  between  this  and  the  previous 
year  gives  the  following  result  in  proficiency.  Writing  in  copy  books 
64  o/o  and  56  o;o  ;  Arithmetic  62  o/o  and  66  o;o,  of  which  12  o/o  went 
beyond  the  four  simple  rules ;  Geography,  22  070  and  23  0/0  ;  History, 
29  0/0  and  29  0/0  ;  Grammar  27  0/0  and  28  0/0  ;  Drawing  13  0/0  and  19  o;o  ; 
the  second  number  in  each  case  being  for  this  year.  The  new  classifi- 
cation in  reading  made  for  our  reports  does  not  allow  of  making  an 
exact  comparison  in  this  branch  with  the  year  previous. 

In  the  country  English  schools.  Arithmetic  is  the  most  appreciated  and 
the  most  successfully  taught.  Then  the  next  to  come  are  Reading,  with 
more  regard  to  pronounciation  than  to  sense.  Writing  and  Geography, 
Grammar  and  History  are  not  held  in  much  esteem ;  Drawing  has  no  use . 
fulness  for  them.  In  the  French  schools  the  various  branches  are  about 
on  the  same  level  ;  I  try  to  promote  the  study  of  Arithmetic. 

'Hie  average  attendance,  was,  as  usual,  69  0/0.  As  the  winter  has  been 
very  severe,  and  the  roads  nearly  completely  blocked  for  three  months 
it  is  very  likely  the  attendance  would  have  reached  a  higher  figure,  if  the 
roads  had  l)i»en  practicable.  A  municipality,  CAimprising  5  schools,  is  going 
to  make  the  experiment  of  keeping  the  schools  open  all  the  Summer  and 
closed  two  months  in  the  Winter.  Should  the  result  be  satisfactory,  it  is 
likely  that  other  municipalities  will  do  the  same.  I  should  not  forget  to 
mention  the  impossibility  in  which  we  are  to  fi;ei  some  books  required  hy 
the  Course  of  studies,  such  as  a  Treatise  of  Agriculture  in  English  ;  the 
Drawing-Cards  that  accompany  W.  Smith's  Manual,  the  list  of  subjects  for 
the  examination  of  candidates  for  the  diploma  of  teacher  etc.  The  copy 
books  with  French  head-lines  are  very  scarce,  the  stationers  saying  they 
find  more  profit  in  selling  the  copy-books  with  English  head-lines. 

All  the  foregoing  should  conA'ince  you,  Sir,  that  when  our  schools  are 
not  altogether  in  due  form,  the  teacher  and  the  commissioner  may  some- 
times be  blameless.  We  have  many  obstacles  to  contend  with. 
Nevertheless  if  the  schools  of  this  district  do  not  show  as  much  proficiency 
as  could  be  desired,  they  can  compare  favorably  with  the  schools  of  thir-" 
teen  years  ago. 

Hoping,  to  be  able  to  show  more  improvement  in  the  future.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  state  of  the  schools  in 
my  inspection  district  for  the  school  year  ending  30th  June  last. 

The  inspection  bulletins  wiih  remarks,  when  necessary,  are  already  a 

detailed  report  on  each  school  and  the  grand  statistical  table  gives  a 
general  idea  of  the  whole  course  of  study , so  that  by  these  bulletins  and  table 
you  can  trace  the  movement  of  education  in  my  district  and  observe  how 
I  perform  my  duties. 

The  grand  statistical  table  shows  most  satisfactory  improvement  in 
the  attendance  at  school.  Last  year  the  total  number  of  pupils  entered  on 
the  roll  was  9,796  and  this  year  it  is  9,911.  an  increase  of  115.  There  has 
been  a  proportionate  iucreast*  in  the  number  of  pupils  learning  almost  all 
the  branches. 

The  system  of  mutual  teaching  is  generally  followed  in  all  the  schools 
"which  are  divided  into  three,  four  or  five  classes  or  sections. 

Hovever  in  some  of  the  schoo's  taught  by  Brothers  they  use  the  simul- 
taneous mutual  system. 

The  purely  individual  system  is  no  longer  used. 

Although  there  was  but  one  male  and  a  few  female  teachers  who  taught 
without  certificates  during  the  year,  I  still  find  the  number  too  great  and  I 
am  of  opinion  that  there  should  not  be  a  single  one  in  the  district,  where 
there  are  enough  persons  duly  qualified  for  all  the  schools.  Good  teachers 
are  often  superseded  by  uncertificated  ones  who  ask  smaller  salaries  and 
whose  services  are  far  from  being  worth  even  what  is  given  them. 

It  is  rather  difficult  to  give  a  precise  answer  to  the  question  referring 
to  the  pupils  of  first  and  second  degrees,  of  model  schools  and  academies,  be- 
cause pupils  who  are  advanced  do  not  learn  all  the  subjects]  of  the  course  of 
study. 

It  is  also  difficult  to  give  the  exact  number  of  children  who  have  been 
attending  school  for  1,  2,3, 4  or  5  years  owing  to  the  frequent  change  of  teach- 
ers and  the  absence  of  school  records,  which  is  due  to  the  teachers  in  nearly 
every  case  taking  the,  inscription  register  and  roll  away  with  them, 
when  they  leave  a  school. 

As  regards  ihe  number  of  children  who  can  write  I  am  obliged  to 
take  the  teacher's^^word,  owingJJ  to  those  who  are  absent  wh  I  en 
make  my  inspection.  Some  of  the  teachers  give  the  number  too  low  and 
some  too  high,  but  I  think  the  total  is  about  exact. 
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In  mental  Arithmetic  we  are  sometimes  given  the  number  of  all  the 
pupils  who  work  sums  by  memory,  commencing  with  the  multi- 
plication table,  and  in  other  cases  we  are  given  the  number  of  those  only 
who  study  this  branch  with  special  books. 

Book-keeping  proper  is  taught  in  nearly  all  the  advanced  schools,  but 
I  count  as  studying  the  elements  of  this  branch  all  the  pupils  who  learn 
how  to  make  out  small  accounts,  promissory  notes,  receipts,  etc. 

Drawing  and  Agriculture  are  two  branches  whose  usefulness  it  is 
difficult  to  impress  upon  people.  Some  of  the  parents  do  not  believe  in 
the  efficient  teaching  of  these  branches  or  have  no  confidence  in  the  teacher 
and  refuse  to  supply  their  children  with  the  books  and  other  things 
they  require.  The  female  teachers  in  particular  are  but  little  disposed  to 
teach  what  they  do  not  know  and  what  they  have  never  learned. 

Oral  lessons  are  given  with  good  results  in  many  schools  ;  however 
several  teachers  plead  want  of  time  and  others  admit  their  inability  to 
give  them. 

Mr.  J.  B.  Cloutier  shook.  "Recueil  de  lemons  de  choses  "  has  met  a 
longfelt  want  in  this  respect  and  will  be  of  great  assistance  to  willing 
teachers  who  like  to  teach  their  pupils  without  fatiguing  them. 

The  length  of  my  inspections  and  the  time  I  devote  to  the  examina- 
tion of  the  pupils  depend  upon  the  number  of  the  latter  and  the  degree  of 
advancement  of  the  school. 

I  ascertained  that  the  commissioners  and  trustees  generally  visit  the 
Schools  under  their  control  at  the  end  of  December  and  June  in  each  year 
the  parish  priests  also  pay  special  visits  to  the  schools  with  great  regula- 
rity and  endeavour  by  every  means  to  encourage  education  in  their  res- 
pective parishes.  There  are  fewer  exceptions  among  these  reverend  gen- 
tlemen than  among  the  commiesioners. 

The  secretary-treasurers  perform  their  duties  faithfully  but  most  of 
the  ratepayers  are  very  neglectful  and  there  are  few  municipalities  where 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  there  are  not  arrears,  sometimes  to  a  cont^iderable 
amount.  In  my  bulletins  I  give  only  the  amount  of  these  arrears  as  estab- 
lished by  the  last  statement  of  account  deducting  what  has  been  collected 
since. 

The  second  sub-section  of  section  59  of  Chapter  15  of  the  Consolidated 
Statutes  for  Lower  Canada  gives  the  chairman  or  two  school  commissioners 
the  power  of  calling]:  special  maatings.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  secretary 
treasurer, when  he  finds  it  necessary,  should  also  have  power  to  call  meet* 
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ings  of  the  Commissioners  ;  he  should  even  be  obliged  to  do  bo  if  required 
by  one  or  more  ratepayers. 

The  37th  section  of  the  same  chapter  HtHuas  to  be  only  conditional  and 
to  provide  only  for  the  case  where  more  commissioners  are  nominated  than 
are  required.  It  is  in  accordance  with  this  idea  that  several  chairmen 
of  elections  declare  elected  the  commissioners  who  are  nominated,  when 
their  selection  has  not  been  contested,  without  allowing  one  hour  to  elapse 
before  making  such  declaration  as  required  by  an  article  of  the  municipal 
code. 

I  would  be  better,  according  to  my  idea,  if  that  article  of  municipa. 
code  applies  to  every  election  of  school  commissionners,  that  it  be  insert- 
ed at  length  in  the  school  law  so  as  to  avoid  wrong  interpretation 
which  may  give  rise  to  suits,  which  are  a'ways  hurtful  to  the  cause  of 
education. 

In  my  opinion  also,  persons  who  are  qualified  to  vote  at  elections  of 
school  commissioners  should  only  be  those  who  reside  in  the  municipality 
and  pay  monthly  contributions.  As  non-residents  have  no  apparent 
interest  in  the  education  of  the  children  of  a  parish  in  which  they  do  not 
live,  they  might  be  disposed  to  favour  the  election  of  commissioners 
who  have  in  view  only  ill-advised  economy  instead  of  the  advancement 
and  progress  of  education.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  scholastic  year 
now  closing. 

The  new  staiisiical  table  furnished  this  year,  gives  some  additional 
particulars  and  a  different  arrangement  of  those  previously  given.  The 
total  number  of  municipalities  reported  is  41  ;  the  total  number  of  schools 
of  all  grades,  289,  a  few  schools  reported  last  year  not  having  been  in  opera- 
tion this  year.  These  are  classified  as,  (a)  schools  under  control,  of  which 
I  report  2t57  as  elementary  schools,  9  as  model  schools,  and  3  as  academies  ; 
(b)  schools  receiving  a  government  grant,  but  not  under  control,  of  which 
I  report  3   academies  ;  and   (c)  schools    receiving  no  grant  and   not  under 
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control, of  which  I  have  reported  T.These  last  include  Bishop's  College  School 
and  St- Francis  College  School  ;  the  Colleges  proper  are  not  included  in  my 
table.  Most  of  the  model  schools  and  academies,  and  several  of  the  element- 
ary schools  have  two  or  more  departments,  (in  two  cases,  five,)  all  of 
which  are  under  the  charge  of  certificated  teachers.  The  number  of  pu- 
pils reported  in  the  elementary  schools  is  6,278  ;  in  the  model  schools,  786 
and  in  academies  or  high  school.  642  ;  or  a  total  of  7656,  with  an  average 
attendance  of  5,811.  The  decrease  in  attendance  may  be  accounted  for  in 
part,  by  the  unusual  severity  of  the  Winter. 

The  total  number  of  teachers  reported  is  346  ;  80  male,  and  816  fe- 
male ;  28  holding  diplomas  from  M^Gill  Normal  School,  279,  from  Boards 
of  Examiners,  and  86  without  diplomas,  besides  8  cleri^ymen  ;  though 
most  of  tho-e  reported  as  *'  without  diplomas  "  held  expired  *'  2nd  class  " 
diplomas.  Owing  to  the  continuance  to  some  extent  of  irregularity  in 
engagements,  some  teachers  are  unavoidably  counted  twice,  but  fewer 
than  last  year. 

There  has  been  some  improvement  in  the  arrangement  of  the  school 
year,  and  the  engagement  of  teachers,  but  I  am  sorry  to  say,  there  is 
still  considerable  irregularity  in  these  respects.  Where  the  old  ariangement 
of  the  year,  f  Summer  and  Winter  terms,)  is  still  adhered  to,  confusion  is 
caused,  in  several  cases,  by  engaging  the  teachers  at  the  wiong  time.  In 
such  cases,  I  have  invariably  advised  that  the  Summer  term  should  be 
regarded,  (and  reported,)  as  the  "  first-half  "  of  the  year,  and  the  teachers 
engaged  in  May  rather  than  in  November.  I  hope  that  all  will  come  to  see 
that  the  regular  yearly  engagements,  beginning  with  September,  are,  in  all 
respects,  the  best  for  the  schools  ;  as  that  arrangement  is  certainly  the 
only  one  by  which  really  correct  returns  can  be  made. 

As  regards  school  houses  and  appliances,  some  improvements  have 
been  made,  and  others,  much  needed,  are  in  progress  or  in  contemplation. 
Nearly  all,  or  at  least,  a  large  proportion  of  the  schools  rank  low  on  appli- 
ances ;  a  really  good  blackboard  being  the  exception  rather  than  the  rule. 
I  am  glad,  however,  to  report  an  increasing  tendency  to  procure  maps  and 
other  appliances  of  that  sort.  In  very  many  cases,  more  attention  to  the 
grounds,  would  be  well  repaid  in  the  general  appearance  of  the  school 
premises. 

There  has  been  gradual  improvement  in  regard  to  conformity  to  the 
authorized  Course  of  Study,  and  in  the  exclusive  use  and  uniformity  of  autho- 
rized books,  there  being  now  almost  entire  uniformity  in  the  latter  respect, 
only  two  or  three  municipalities  being  at  all  irregular 
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The  annual  Teachers'  Institute,  held  at  Lennoxville,  was  referred  to 
in  my  last  report.  Another  is  soon  to  be  held  [July  12th  to  15th]  which,  I 
hope,  may  be  even  more  successful  than  the  preceding  ones.  A  series  of 
Teacher's  Meetings,  held  with  the  assistance  of  Rev-Secretary  Rexford,  the 
latter  part  of  October,  was  fully  successful,  and  productive  of  good  re- 
sults though  the  attendance  at  some  of  the  meetings  was  not  encou- 
raging, this  was  doubtless  due,  in  part  at  least,  to  the  necessarily  insuffi- 
cient notice  given. 

I  was  able  to  make  an    early  beginning   of  my  winter  visits,  but  the 
great  severity  of  the  latter  part  of  the  winter   rendered  travelling  almost 
impossible.    By    great    eflTort    however,    I  managed    to    reach    nearly 
^11  my   district  in   addition  to  the   work  done  in    Summer   and  Fall. 
For    the    particulars   of   the    different     schools    and    municipalities,   I 
have   to  refer  you    to   the    bulletins  of  inspection  and    to  my  statis- 
tical table.   As   my  notes  and  statistics  were  taken  with  reference  to  the 
form  of  previous   tables,  the  present  one  is  not,  perhaps,  as  complete  and 
accurate  as  I  shall  be  able  to  make  future  returns.  I  may  remark  that  the 
averaging  of  teachers' salaries,  even  with  the  instructions  given  is  a  some- 
what difficult  matter  ;  and  I  apprehend  that  the  average  reported  by  the 
different  Inspf'ctors,  will  vary  somewhat  according  to  the  method  adopted 
for  estimating  the  average.  In   awarding  the  prize  books   furnished  me,  I 
have  followed  the  instructions  given  as  nearly  as  possible  ;  but  as  I  am 
obliged  to  visit  the  schools  at  different  periods  of  the  year,  it  is  not  always 
easy  to  follow  rules  strictly,  or  even  to  fully  satisfy  myself,  much  less 
the  schools,  in  this  matter.  The  donation  of  **  Drawing    Manuals  "  has 
been  generally  appreciated  and  productive  of  good  results. 
I  will  now  attempt  a  Classification. 

Classification   of   Municipalities, 
In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have   endeavored  to  classify 
the  different  municipalities  with  reference  to  the  following  points  : 

1.  The  length  and  division  of  the  school  year  ; 

2.  Condition  of  the  school  houses  and  grounds  ; 

3.  Appliances,  [blackboards,  maps,  register,  etc.] ; 

4.  Conformity  to  the  authorized  Course  of  Study  ; 

5.  The  use  of  authorized  text  books ; 

6.  Salaries  of  the  teachers,  and  mode  of  payment. 

1  have  marked  each  school  as  visited,   with  reference  to  each  of  these 

points,  as  1  excellent ;  2  good  ;  3  middling  ;    4  bad,  and  5  very  bad  ;   and 

have  taken  the  average  upon  each  point,  and  also    the  average  on  all  the 
points. 
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All  municipalities  averaging  on  the  total,  from  1  to  2. 1  have  entered 
in  class  1  or  excellent  -;  and  those  averaging  from  2  to  3,  in  class  2  or  good ; 
in  both  cases,  arranging  in  the  order  of  their  standing.  It  may  be  noticed 
that  all  the  town  and  village  municipalities,  with  one  exception,  stand  in 
class  1,  but  none  of  the  rural  municipalities  ;  though  one  or  two  come 
quite  near  to  it  ;  also,  that  there  ars  none  lower  than  class  2,  though  one 
or  two  might,  perhaps,  more  properly  have  been  reported  in  class  3.

I  have  the  honour   to  submit  my   yearly   report   on   the   state  of 
education  in  my  district  for  the  school  year  1 886-87. 

My  district  now  comprises  143  institutions  of  all  kinds,  of  which  131 
are  primary  schools,  16  model  schools  and  2  academies,  which  makes  an 
increase  of  9  schools  since  my  last  report. 

These  various  institutions  were  attended  by  7,284  pupils,  increase  298 
Average  attendance  4,763,  or  about  66  per  cent,  which  is  not  much  better 
than  last  year. 

Of  the  149  institutions  of  all  kinds,  5  are  independent  namely  ;  one 
academy,  two  model  and  two  elementary  schools. 

Of  the  144  schools  under  control,  26  are  excellent,  85  are  good,  25  are 
inferior  and  8  are  useless  or  nearly  so, 

I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  show,  by  comparing  my  ktaiistical  table  fo 
the  year  ending  80th  June  with  that  for  the  pi  evious  year,  a  marked 
increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  studying  the  various  branches  of  the 
elementary  course  and  commercial  course,  which  proves  that,  notwih* 
standing  the  obstacles  which  prevent  us  from  being  more  successful,  we 
need  not  be  discouraged.  On  the  contrary,  by  woikiug  energetically  aud 
endeavoring  more  and  more  to  convince  the  school  commissioners  and 
teachers  of  the  advisability  of  effecting  all  reforms  which  will  favour 
progress  in  our  schools,  we  will,  surely  if  not  shortly,  attain  the  desired 
end. 
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The  two  academies  in  my  district,  as  well  as  the  two  independent 
model  schools,  are  taught  by  nuns  and,  as  in  the  past,  I  hare  but  praise 
to  award  these  institutions. 

There  is  one. thing  which  I  regret  and  that  is  to   see  the  number   of 

male  teachers  decreasing  every   day,  for  while   I   highly   appreciate   the 

teaching  of  female  teachers,  I  am  convinced  that  it  requires  a  good  master 

to  train   lads  for  commercial   matters.   I   am   quite   willing  to  admit  the 
superiority  of  female  teachers  for  teaching  girls.     However,  as   there  are 

exceptions   to  every  rule,   I  may  state  that  I  have  seen  in  some  schools 

taught  by  mistresses,  boys  who  did  very  well. 

The  teachers  were  changed  in  60  schools  of  my  district  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  last  s  ;hool  year  ;  these  various  changes  greatly  hinder  success 
in  the  majority  oi  the  schools. 

While  endeavoring  to  impress  the  school  boards  of  the  advisability  of 
insisting  upon  the  teaching  of  all  the  branches  of  the  course  of  study  in  their 
schools,  I  have  not  yet  been  able  to  succeed  in  all  the  municipalities.  For 
instance  some  school  boards  will  not  understand  the  advantage  of  teaching 
Drawing  and  Agriculture,  and  yet,  to  read  attentively  and  intelligently  the 
manual  of  Agriculture  would  be  of  great  benefit  both  to  the  pupils  when 
they  got  older  and  to  many  parents,  for  one  can  always  learn  something 
from  a  good  book. 

The  teaching  of  writing  has  especially  attracted  my  attention  ;  the 
Langlais  series  is  being  gradually  introduced  in  my  schools  and  in  order 
to  encourage  this,  I  have  distributed  in  all  the  schools,  where  these  copy 
books  are  used,  one  or  two  prizes  for  the  pupils  who  are  the  most  diligent. 
There  are  very  few  schools  at  present  where  the  teachers  have  to  write  out 
the  models  for  writing. 

I  defer  to  another  year  the  names  of  the  teachers  who  are  most  suc- 
cesful  in  teaching. 

During  ihe  past  year  but  one  new  school  house  was  built  and 
five  were  considerably  repaired.  I  have  endeavored  to  have  these  houses 
made  as  comfortable  as  possible,  with  the  ceiling  at  the  proper  height. 

When  the  parish  priests  can  accompany  me  in  ray  visits  they  never 
fail  to  second  me  in  everything  calculated  to  further  the  success 
of  education  in  their  respective  parishes  and  I  beg  to  thank  them  heartily. 

The  accounts  are,  as  a  rule,  well  kept  by  the  Secretary-Treasurer^ 
and  the  teachers  are  with  a  few  exceptions,  paid  regularly. 
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I  hope  that  these  few  remarks,  added  to  my  inspection  bulletins 
which  I  sent  daring  the  year,  will  suffice  to  show  you  the  state  of  the 
schools  in  my  division.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  yearly  report  on  the  state  of  element* 
ary  instruction  in  the  counties  of  Drummond  and  Arthabaska  for  the  year 
1886-87. 

By  consulting  the  statistical  table  which  accompanies  the  report,  it 
will  be  observed  that  the  number  of  children  attending  school  this  year, 
was  6,527  against  6,452  last  year,  with  an  average  attendance  of  4,990. 

In  the  elementary  schools  there  are  5,586  pupils  with  an  average 
attendance  of  4,160  ;  in  the  model  schools  377,  with  an  average  attendance 
of  306  ;  in  the  academies  564,  average  attendance  524. 

There  are  in  my  district  183  institutions  of  all  kinds  distributed 
through  29  municipalities.  There  are  6  academies  taught  by  9  male 
teachers  of  religious  orders  and  25  nuns  ;  8  model  schools,  five  of  which 
are  taught  by  well  qualified  teachers  who  are  not  in  religious  orders. 

They  are  the  schools  of  St  Norbert,  Ste  Clothilde,  St  Felix  de  Kinsey, 
I'Avenir  and  St  Germain.  The  three  other  model  schools  are  those  of 
Stanfold  under  the  Reverend  Sisters  of  the  Assumption,  that  of  Drum- 
mond ville,  under  the  Brothers  of  S^e  Croix  and  that  of  St  Victoire  whose 
teacher  is  a  layman. 

In  this  latter  school  discipline  has  not  been  observed  and  hardly 
any  work  has  been  done. 

Of  the  169  elementary  schools,  8  are  taught  by  10  nuns  and  one 
independent  Roman  Catholic  school  is  taught  by  Miss  Poirier,  a  certificated 
teacher  ;  9  are  under  the  control  of  Protestant  Commissioners  or  Trustees 
taught  by  four  Roman  Catholic  female  teachers  and  five  Protestant  ones* 
two  of  whom  are  not  certificated  ;  151  are  under  the  control  of  Roman 
Catholic  Commissioners  or  Trustees   and  are  taught  by   female  teachers, 
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80  of  whom  have  model  school  certificates,  104  have  elementary  certifica- 
tes and  17  have  none  at  all  ;  7  of  the  latter  were  to  go  biifore  the  Boards 
of  Examiners  last  month. 

Although  I  have  strongly  and  oa  many  occasions  opposed  the  enga- 
gement of  uncertificated  teachers,  this  ytvar  again  17  schools  were  confided 
to  young  girls  who  were  sometimes  capable  enough  but  too  young ;  thus  I 
found  teachers  15  or  16  years  of  age  teaching  children  as  old  as  them- 
selves.  In  such  cases  authority  is  not  respected  and  no  work  is  done. 
In  some  poor  localities,  far  removed  from  the  large  centres  and  difficult  of 
access,  the  authorities  cannot  always  obtain  the  services  of  well  qual  fied 
teachers,  but  they  should  endeavour  to  engage  persons  who  are  old  enough 
to  have  authority.  The  five  communities  in  my  district  which  are  so  suc- 
cessful allow  me  to  hope  that  before  long  they  will  have  trained  enough 
teachers  to  provide  for  all  the  schools  of  my  district. 

I  have  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  manner  in  which  the  schools 
are  generally  kept  ;  the  work  is  done  and  performed  more  intelligent- 
ly. I  notice  with  pleasure  that  the  teachers  pay  special  attention  to 
moral  and  religious  instruction  ;  the  younger  children  are  taught  prayers 
and  Catechism  daily,  the  instructions  of  the  pari^h  priest  being  followed  in 
in  that  respect. 

Nearly  all  the  branches  are  taught  with  better  results,  thanks  to  the 
zeal  and  ability  of  the  majority  of  the  teachers. 

The  schools  which  have  not  done  good  work  are  chiefly  those  where 
the  bad  habit  is  in  force  of  changing  the  teacher  every  year  and  in  too 
many  cases  this  is  done  to  please  somebody  or  other  in  the  district. 

It  would  be  better  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  parish  priest  or  the  in- 
spector.   By  doing  so  a  better  stafi*  of  teachers  would  be  secured. 

There  has  been  a  falling  off*  in  the  number  of  pupils  studying  Agricul- 
ture ;  this  is  due  to  the  opposition  of  the  parents  in  some  places,  to  the 
want  of  good  will  and  sometimes  the  ignorance  of  certain  teachers.  Several 
of  them,  the  beginners  especially,  have  told  me  that  they  never  heard  that 
this  subject  formed  part  of  the  course  of  studies  and  that  they  had  not  even 
learned  the  most  elementary  ideas.  I  nevertheless  recommend  the  study 
of  this  branch,  not  with  the  object  of  forming  distinguished  agriculturists, 
but  for  the  purpose  of  gething  them  to  take  a  liking  to  the  reading  of  works 
which  treat  of  Agriculture  and  to  take  an  interest  in  agricultural  opera- 
tions. 

Drawing   pleases     better   and  we   find  satisfactory   progress   every 
year. 
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The  new  work  on  object  lessons  by  professer  Cloutier  is  well  received 
by  the  teachers,  a  great  many  of  whom  have  bought  it ;  it  contains  very 
interesting  subjects  and  is  useful  as  a  guide.  Some  municipalities 
have  with  praiseworthy  zeal  purchased  some  dozens  of  this  book  and 
have  placed  them  in  the  hands  of  the  teachers.  I  hope  this  excellent 
example  will  be  followed. 

I  must  say  to  the  credit  of  the  Commissioners  of  my  district  that 
they  are  fully  alive  to  the  importance  of  having  good  school  buildings 
and  providing  suitable  furniture.  Two  or  three  municipalities  are  however 
an  exception  to  this  rule. 

Financial  matters  are  everywhere  in  a  prosperous  condition.  I  did  not 
meet  one  teacher  who  complained  of  his  salary  not  being  paid. 

In  conclusion  I  beg  to  recommend  in  a  special  manner  the  Roman 
Catholic  dissentients  of  Kingsey  Falls  who  maintain  their  school  the 
at  a  great  sacrifice  ;  the  children  who  are  becoming  more  and 
more  numerous  nearly  all  belong  to  poor  parents.  The  Trustees  would 
be  greatly  pleased  if  their  supplementary  grant  were  increased. 

The  inspection  bulletins  which  I  have  sent  you  during  the  year  give 
you  all  necessary  information  upon  each  school  in  my  division,  so  I  will 
confine  my  report  to  the  above  remarks.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  1886-87. 

In  accordance  with  your  authorization,  I  gathered  together  at  the 
beginning  of  the]scholastic  year,  the  teachers  of  each  municipality  in  ordex 
to  speak  to  them  of  the  methods  of  teaching  and  managing  schools. 

Thanks  to  the  generous  assistance  of  the  parish  priests,  of  the  school 
rommissioners  and  of  some  persons  who  take  an  interest  in  education,  the 
teachers,  with  few  exceptions,  were  enabled  to  attend  these  meetings 
without  incurring  any  expense.  Nearly  all  responded  to  the  call  and  I 
did  my  best  to  give  them  practical  advice   and  useful  information. 
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During  my  tour  of  inspection  which  I  hare  just  completed,  I  found  a 
change  for  the  better  in  a  great  many  schools  and  I  was  not  alone  of  that 
opinion. 

According  to  every  one,  these  conferences  hire  contributed  to  the 
establishment  in  the  schools  of  the  same  locality  of  a  uniform  method  of  pro- 
ceeding, they  hare  excited  emulation  amongst  the  teachers,  hare  assisted 
persons,  who  had  no  professional  training  before  begining  to  teach,  to 
orercome  many  difficulties. 

The  general  condition  of  education  in  my  inspectorate  has  been 
satisfactory  this  year. 

The  results  of  the  conferences  and  the  approval  they  hare  met,  lead 
me  to  try  a  new  experiment  in  that  sense  in  September  next,  particularly 
as  circumstances  appear  to  me  to  be  more  favorable  than  the  first  time. 

I  am  sorry  to  hare  to  say  that  I  found  a  certain  number  of  teachers 
who  had  certificates  but  who  were  wholly  incapable.  There  exists  a  very 
legitimate  feeling  of  discontent  in  the  public  against  the  inqousiderate 
manner  in  which  certain  Boards  of  Examiners  grant  certificates. 

During  my  summer  risit  I  made  a  minute  inspection  of  the  lay  Schools 
under  control.  I  did  not  merely  question  the  pupils,  but  I  also  inquired 
into  the  syc^tems  followed  and  I  now  give  the  result  of  such  inspection. 

Out  of  100  schools,  7  were  very  good,  34  good,  31  middling,  13  inferior, 
8  vtry  inferior,  and  7  bad,

Sir. 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  state  of  the  schools 
in  my  inspection  district  for  the  scholastic  year  ending  30th  June  last . 

There  has  been  no  important  change  during  the  year  ;  about  the  same 
work  has  been  done.  I  must  however  say  that  there  is  a  continued  impro- 
vement in  the  working  of  the  schools  and  in  the  manner  of  teaching.  Al- 
though certain  schools  still  leave  somewhat  to  be  desired  as  regards  order 
and  work  done^  I  find  however  that  the  evil  decreases  every  year. 
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Notwithstanding  the  hard  time^,  the  schools  of  my  district  have 
been  kept  in  operation  throughout  the  year.  Only  one  school,  that  of  St- 
Godefroi  No.  2,  was  closed  all  the  year  from  want  of  means.  On  the  other 
liand  the  municipality  of  New  Richmond  has  one  school  more,  so  that  the 
number  of  schools  in  operation  is  the  same  as  last  year. 

The  grand  statistical  table  shows  a  slight  decrease  in  the  average  attend- 
ance although  there    is  an  increase  of  thirty  two  in  the   total  number    of 
pupils  attending  school ;  say  72  per  cent  against  74  last  year.  This  falling 
off  in  the   average  attendance   is  due   to   siekness  among   the  children  in 
several  municipalities  and  to  the  severe  Winter  we  had. 

In  my  district  there  are  53  schools  of  all  kinds  attended  by  2,394 
pupils  of  both  sexes  ;  1,179  boys  and  1,184  girls,  with  an  average  attend- 
ance of  1,726. 

The  staff  of  teachers  consists  of  the  following  ;  four  Sisters  of  Charity 
and  two  Sceurs  des  Peliies  Ecoles  ;  four  former  pupils  of  the  Normal  schools, 
two  male  and  two  female  teachers  ;  forty-seven  female  teachers  with  cer- 
tificates from  the  Boards  of  Examiners  and  finally  two  uncertificated  female 
teachers   employed  as   assistants  ;   in  all   59  teachers   of  both  sexes. 

The  average  annual  salary  of  the  lay  teachers  in  the  schools  under 
control  is  $110.00.  The  highest  is  $850  and  the  lowest  $70.00.  These  figures 
show  that  the  salaries  do  not  vary  much  in  this  district. 

I  was  satisfied  with  the  work  done  this  year  in  the  schools  under  my 
supervision.  In  the  model  schools  and  most  of  the  elementary  schools  the 
teachers  displayed  great  zeal  and  diligence  in  the  performance  of  their 
important  duties  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that  in  almost  every  instance 
their  efforts  have  been  successful. 

Amongst  the  model  schools,  that  of  St-John  the  Evangelist  ;  under 
Mr.  Fidele  Q-authier,  maintains  its  position  in  the  first  rank,  but  it  is  close- 
ly followed  by  those  at  Carleton  and  Maria  under  Miss  Eiimina  AUard 
and  Miss  Hermine  Gragne  respectively.  These  two  ladies  had  the  honour 
of  obtaining  the  medal  and  diploma  given  to  institutions  which  took  part 
in  the  London  Colonial  Exhibition.  The  model  school  at  St-Bonaventure 
is  also  on  a  good  footing. 

The  best  of  the  elementary  schools  are  those  of  the  Misses  E.  H.  Pa- 
rent at  St- Alexis  ;  Virginie  Bernard  at  Carleton  ;  Cecile  Audet  and  Eliza- 
beth Lebianc  at  Maria  ;  Louise  Cyr  at  New-Richmond  :  Christine  Audet 
at  St-Charles  ;  Anastasie  Lepage  and  Christine  Babin  at  St-Bonaventure  ; 
the  Sceurs  des  Petites  J5ro/e5  and  Miss  Philomene  Bernard  at  St-Godefroi ;  the 
Misses  Marie  and  Lumiua  Gagnon,  Port  Daniel  East 
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The  convent  at  Carleton  under  the  direction  of  the  Sisters  of  Charity 
continues  in  the  same  flourishing  condition.  The  teachers  who  have  been 
trained  in  this  institution  are  generally  very  capable  and  teach  their 
schools  intelligently.  In  this  establishment  particular  care  is  given  to  those 
who  intend  to  teach. 

The  school  commissioners,  at  whose  head,  in  most  municipalities,  we 

find  the  parish  priest,  are  very  zealous  and  willing.    The  members  of  the 

clergy  are   anxious  to  see   the  schools   progress  and  in  my  visits  I  nearly 

always  have   the  honour  of  being  accompanied  by  the  parish    priest  and 

ome  of  the  school  commissioners. 

Thanks  to  the  willing  efforts  of  the  school  boards,the  books  and  other 
school  necessaries  continue  to  be  supplied  gratuitously  in  three-fourths 
of  the  schools. In  the  municipalities  where  this  excellent  system  is  not  prac- 
tised,a  depository  of  these  supplies  is  established  Avith  the  secretary-treasu- 
rer who  sells  them  at  cost  price. 

Fuel  is  also  supplied  by  the  school  boards.  The  condition  of  the  school 
houses  has  considerably  improved  during  the  past  years.  A  good  many 
municipalities  have  made  considerable  sacrifices  in  order  to  build  new 
houses  or  to  repair  the  old  ones  in  a  suitable  manner,  so  as  to  make  them 
comfortable. 

This  year  five  good  houses  have  been  built  in  the  following  munici- 
palities : 

Port  Daniel  East,  District  No.  1  ;  Port  Daniel  West,  No.  2  J  New 
Richmond,  No.  7  ;  Carleton,  No.  2  ;  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  No.  2. 

Several  school  houses  have  been  repaired.  I  will  only  mention  that  of 
St.  Charlds  de  Caplan  No.  2.  Several  others  are  being  built. 

The  school  furniture  has  also  been  considerably  improved.  Double 
desks  and  unsuitable  forms  are  becoming  more  and  more  scarce  in  the 
schools. 

The  too  great  amount  of  time  lost  by  the  children  who  attend  school 
and  the  lamentable  habit  which  the  parents  have  of  removing  them  too  soon 
are  the  greatest  obstacles  to  progress.  The  fact  of  the  parents  requiring  the 
assistance  of  their  children  tor  field  labour  and  fishing,  the  bad  roads  in 
inclement  seasons,  the  inditference  and  poverty  of  some,  are  the  causes  of 
repeated  absence. 

In  order  to  remedy  the  evil  as  far  as  lies  in  my  power,  I  always 
give  a  prize  in  each  school  for  regular  attendanee,  while  the  teachers  give 
marks  for  the  purpose  of  inducing  the  children   to  be  regular.  Several  of 
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them  have  practiced  this  pyslem  with  great  success.  In  many  municipa- 
lities the  commissioners  held  public  examinations  at  the  end  of  thd  year 
and.  on  my  recommendation,  gave  prizes  to  the  most  deserving  pupils. 
This  is  an  excellent  practice  which  I  endeavour  to  introduce  in  all  the 
municipalities,  for  nothing  is  better  calculated  to  encourage  the  pupils, 
the  teachers  and  the  parents. 

With  few  exceptions  the  rates  are  paid  in  all  the  municipalities  as 
punctually  as  can  be  expected  from  a  population  in  needy  circumstances 
and  the  accounts  of  the  school  corporations,  as  a  rule,  are  in  good  order 
and  testify  to  the  zeal  and  integrity  of  the  secretary-treasurers.

I  bfg  leave  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  schools  in  my  district 
for  the  year  1886-87. 

On  a  coast  such  as  this,  no  very  striking  change  can  be  looked  for, 
the  circumstances  of  the  people  remaining  much  the  same  from  year  to 
year  ;  still  a  change  for  the  better  is  gradually  but  surely  taking  places 

I  think  that  I  am  quite  safe  in  asserting  that  in  most  municipalities, 
far  more  interest  is  now  taken  in  the  schools  and  in  the  progress  of  the 
pupils  than  has  ever  before  existed,  since  I  became  school-inspector. 

Upon  referring  to  the  table  of  statistics  it  will  be  seen  that  there  has 
been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  children  studying  the 
various  branches  of  the  school  course. 

This  is  notably  the  case  in  Book-Keeping,  in  Sacred-History,  English 
and  Canadian  History,  in  Drawing  and  in  Grammar. 

I  cannot  say  that  these  subjects  are  all  well  taught.  Drawing,  for 
instance,  is  seldom  taught  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  really  useful  to  the 
children  after  they  have  left  school ;  though  it  may,  in  cases  where  there 
is  natural  aptitude,  prove   a  starting  point   for  subsequent  attainments 

ISngli^h  Grammar,  again,  is  not  generally  well  taught.  The  conju- 
gation of  the  verb  and  the  rules  of  Syntax  may  be  mastered,  but  somes 
times  even  the  teacher  ignores  these  rules  in  common  conversation  ;  and 
it  is  not  unusual  to  hear  a  pupil  who  answers  remarkably  well  in  class| 
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aud  who  even  parses  with  facility  **  throw  Grammar  to  the  dogs  "  when 
he  gets  out   of  doors,  and  relapse  into  the  nntrammelled  liberty  of  those  • 
happy  folk  who  have  never  even  heard  of  Liennie  or  Bullion. 

If  teachers  would  spend  a  little  more  time  than  they  do,  in  correcting 
colloquial  mistakes,  this  mig-ht  be  amended  ;  and  frequent  drill  in  cor- 
tecting  sentences,  on  the  plan  of  **Swinton's  language  lessons,'*  would 
i  think,  prove  most  useful. 

I  am  sorry  to  report  that  the  model  schools  have  not  yet  proved  a 
success,  though  I  have  hopes  that  a  change  for  the  better  is  at  hand. 
It  was  expected  that  pupils  from  the  neighbouring  municipalities  would 
come  in,  but  this  expectation  has  been  very  slenderly  fulfilled. 

Paspebiac  school  (Cox)  has  been  attended  by  several  young  people 
who  will  in  time  be  well  qualified  to  become  teachers,  but  a  few  years 
must  elapse  before  they  are  old  enough.  The  teacher,  Miss  Caul  field,  is 
competent  and  energetic  and  succeeds  remarkably  well. 

Strange  to  say,  the  school  meets  with  a  most  determined  opposition 
from  some  people  who  believe,  or  at  least,  profess  to  believe,  that  it  is  a 
**  High  School  "  ;  and  that  the  pains  and  i>enalties  of  improved  buildings  ' 
large  salaries,  &c.,  &c.,  will  fall  upon  them.  Only  for  the  active  support 
of  the  Revd.  Mr.  Blavlock  and  some  of  the  commissioners,  the  school 
would  have  collapsed  before  this. 

Gaspe  Village  model  school,  containing  as  it  does  an  elementary 
department  which  is  attended  by  the  majority  of  the  children,  is  a  popu- 
lar institution,  though  it  has  as  yet  sent  out  only  one  teacher. 

A  change  of  teachers  has  recently  taken  place,  and  improvement  is 
looked  for. 

The  Port  Daniel  schools  are  doing  very  well,  under  active  teachers. 
The  dispute  about  the  site  has  not  yet  been  settled,   and  a  third   dis- 
trict is  now  spoken  of 

In  St.  Godfroi,  Dissentient,  the  school  is  very  well  taught,  but  the 
children  are  taken  away  at  far  too  early  an  age. 

Paspebiac,  Dissentient,  is  not  a  very  good  school,  but  at  the  time  of 
my   last  visit  it  had  somewhat  improved. 

Cox  No.  1,  has  been  attended  by  an  unmanageable  number  of  children 
and  the  marvel  is  that  one  man  could  teach  so  manv. 

Mr.  Webb  did  wonders,  under  all  the  circumstances*  and  with  half 
the  number  of  pupils  his  school  would  have  been  excellent. 
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Cox  No.  2,  has  also  a  very  large  attendance  ;  in  both  of  these  schools 
assistants  ought   to  be  employed. 

In  district  No.  1  a  fine  new  school-house  is  being  built.  It  is  much 
needed. 

Hamilton  has  greatly  imi>roved  of  late,  though  the  children  are  stiU 
backward.  A  normal  school  teacher  has  made  a  change  for  the  better. 

The  New  Richmond  (Diss.)  schools,  6,  are  all  pretty  constantly  open 
and  are  doing  good  work. 

A  new  school  house  in  district  No.  3  is  an  exceptionally  creditable 
building.  It  may  claim  the  distinction  of  being  the  only  school-house  be- 
tween Metapedia  and  Cape  Gaspe  that  contains  improved  furniture, 
namely,  ash  desks  and  seats  on  metal  standard. 

The  people  of  the  district,  as  well  as  the  trustees,deserve  great  credit 
for  their  remarkable  advance  in  this  direction. 

In  Shoolbred,  in  Kistigouche  and  in  Metapedia  there  is  no  change  to 
speak  of,  if  I  except  the  resignation,  in  the  first  named  municipality  ,of  Mr. 
William  Gray,  who  for  many  years  was  not  only  a  most  faithful  secretary 
treasurer,  but  the  zealous  promoter  of  scholastic  improvements. 

Metapedia  intends  before  long  to  build  two  frame  school-houses,  to 
replace  two  of  the  ancient  log  constructions,  in  which  the  elements  of 
useful  knowledge  are  still  imparted. 

In  the  county  of  Gaspe  there  has  been  little  change  of  late,  and,  I  fear 
less  improvement  than  in  the  county  ofBonaventure.  This  is  the  result  in 
a  great  measure  of  the  poverty  of  the  coast  and  of  the  sparseness  of  the 
population. 

The  Cape  Cove  schools  are  hardly  so  satisfactory  as  they  have  been, 
but  this  is  from  diminished  attendance.  The  children  who  have  left  the 
schools,  have  not  yet  been  replaced  by  others,  a  great  many  little  ones  in 
the  municipality  being  as  yet  under  school  age. 

The  trustees  examine  their  schools  pretty  regularly,  which  is  to  their 
credit. 

In  Perce,  Dissentient,  the  schools  are  small  and  not  constantly  in  ope- 
ration. 

In  Barachois  and  Malbaie  the  schools  fluctuate  greatly.  When  I  last 
visited  them  they  were  moderately  good.  In  Haldimand  there  is  one 
excellent  school.  No.  1.  The  second  is  not  very  g*ood. 

No.  1.  (Sandy  Beach),  is  in  some  respects  the  best  in  my   district. 

Miss  Henry  gives  her  whole  mind  to  her  business,  and  in  my 
opinion  deserves  special  commendation. 
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The  answering  here  is  always  creditable,  while  the  neatness  of  the 
school-room  and  the  good  discipline  and  polite  manners  of  the  children 
merit  prait»e. 

The  York  schools  do  not  change  much  ;  they  are  not  very  good. 

In  Gaspe  Bay,  South,  the  school  is  pretty  good  ;  but  the  teachers  are 
so  often  changed  that  little  progress  is  made. 

In  GaspS  Bay,  North,  the  school  does  not  give  satisfaction. 
In  Grande  Greye  both  schools  are  fairly  attended  and  at  my  last  visit 
I  noticed  some  improvement. 

Although  there  is  a  good  deal  of  poverty  in  the  district,  I  am  glad  to 
report  that  the  teachers*  salaries  have,  without  exception,  so  far  as  I  can 
discover,  been  punctually  paid. 

This  is  much  to  the  credit  of  the  secretary-treasurers  who  sometimes 
have  abundant  trouble  in  collecting  funds. 

The  poverty  to  which  I  allude,  is  a  drawback  to  the  progress  of 
education  :  for  the  rea  ly  poor  cannot  afford  to  keep  their  children  long 
enough  in  the  schools. 

If,  by  any  means,  children  could  be  kept  at  school,  as  a  rule,  to  the 
age  o{ fourteen,  a  great  improvement  in  the  character  of  these  institutions 
might  be  expected.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1886-87. 

In  consequence  of  the  severity  of  last  Winter,  I  found  it  impossible 
to  complete  my  usual  visits, 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  be  able  to  state  that  a  large  number  of 
school  sections  have  manifested  commendable  zeal  in  providing  commo- 
dious school-houses  with,  in  many  cases,  ample  accommodation,  and  they 
reasonably  demand  a  better  class  of  teachers.  This  demand,  we  are  not  able 
to  supply  at  present  : 
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1st.  Because  the  elevated  standard  of  qualification  prescribed  for  can- 
didates has  decimated  the  number  of  qualified  teachers  ; 

2nd.  We  have  not  the  means  adequate  to  train  the  youth  of  the  dis- 
trict for  the  important  duties  of  public  teachers  ; 

3rd.  Even  moderately  competent  teachers,  who  have  been  accustomed 
of  life  in  thickly  settled  communities,  decline  to  accept  situations  in  our 
remote  districts.  Query,  what  is  to  be  done  in  the  premises  ? 

I  wish  it  to  be  clearly  understood  that  I  fully  endorse  the  raising  of 
the  standard  of  qualification  to  which  I  have  already  alluded,  but,  at  the 
same  time,    I  am  thorou^xhly  convinced  that,  in  order  to  redress  the  grie- 
vance of  an  insufficient  stafi'of  trained  teachers,  we  must  have,  as  stated  in 
my  last  report,  Training  Schools. 

We  are  n^t  in  a  position  to  establish  such  without  additional  aid 
from  the  Government.      # 

Such  additional  aid  would  only  be  required  for  a  few  years. 

The  training  schools  I  have  in  my  mind,  would  become  self-support- 
ing  when  well  established,  and  further,  I  wish  to  say  by  implication 
that  a  serious  defect  in  some  institutions  is,  that  they  are  not  sulHciently 
trained  to  manage  a  rural  school.  • 

They  are  trained  to  teach  a  class,  but  lack  management  of  a  mixed  school. 

The  training  school  should  have  an  exact  model  of  a  rural  school  so 
that  the  trained  candidates  would  know  the  work  which,  as  teachers,  they 
engage  to  perform.  Meantime  the  situation  would  be  much  improved  if 
school  commissioners  and  trustees,  especially  in  the  County  of  Ottawa, 
would  make  a  point  to  engage  their  teachers  in  the  latter  part  of  June 
instead  of  deferring  till  Fall. 

SnAU  children  can  attend  school  during  the  Summer  months,  but 
not  through  our  severe  winters. 

The  Aylmer  academy  trustees  have  secured  the  services  of  an  able, 
princ?pal,  and  also  two  professional  assistants  of  ability  and  exp.^rience, 
who  will,  no  doubt,  assist  in  the  training  of  teachers.  As  the  Aylmer 
school  municipality  is  a  small  one,  the  salaries  now  paid  for  efiicient  teach- 
ers are  very  li]>3ral.  I  respectfully  suggest  that  the  Grovernmen*^  should 
increase  the  small  grant  annually  made  towards  the  support  of  this  insti- 
tution. 

The  meeting  of  the  Teachers'  Institute  which  took  place   last  month 
passed  off  very  satisfactorily. 
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The  attendance  was  very  gratifying,  being  large  and  appreciative. 

The  hospitality  of  the  citizens  of  Aylmer  in  accommodating  our  visit- 
ors was  praiseworthy,  and  the  edifying  and  instructive  lectures  given 
by  Drs.  Robins,  Harper  and  Revd.  Mr.  Rexford,  the  efficient  Departmental 
Secretary,  created  good  effect,  and  as  a  result,  I  have  heard  on  all  sides  : 
**  when  will  they  come  again."

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  sixth  annual  report,  together  with  the 
Statistical  Table,  on  the  state  of  Education  in  my  district  of  inspection  for 
the  scholastic  year  ending  30th  June  1887. 

Teachers. — 367  teachers  were  employed  in  the  schools  found  in  ope- 
ration. In  schools  under  control,  there  were  246  in  Elementary,  17  males, 
216  Protestant  and  13  Roman  Catholic  females  ;  in  model  schools,  3  males 
and  7  females  ;  and  in  academies,  17  males  and  19  females.  In  schools 
receiving  Government  grant,  but  not  under  control,  9  in  Model,  one  gen- 
tleman and  8  ladies  ;  and  in  academies,  4  ladies.  And  in  independent 
schools,  16  ;  in  Elementary  three  Protestant  gentlemen,  10  Protestant  and 
3  Roman  Catholic  ladies  ;  in  academies,  15  gentlemen  and  31  ladies.  Of 
the  male  teachers  in  schools  receiving  Government  grants  3  hold  elemen- 
tary, 3  model  and  17  academy  diplomas  from  McGill ;  4  elementary,  2  model 
and  one  academy  diploma  from  the  Protestant  Board  of  Examiners  ;  one 
Protestant  clergyman,  and  7  without  diplomas.  Of  the  female  teachers  in 
schools  receiving  Government  grants,  34  have  elementary  86  model  and  31 
academy  diplomas  from  McGill  ;  61  elementary,  8  model,  and  4  academy 
diplomas  from  Protestant  Boards  of  Examiners,  and  12  elementary  and  2  mo- 
del diplomas  from  Roman  Catholic  Boards  of  Examiners  ;  4  Sisters  of  the 
Congregation  of  Notre-Dame  and  5  without  diplomas.  And  of  the  lady 
teachers  in  schools  receiving  no  Government  grant  and  not  under  control, 
one  has  an  elementary  and  one  a  model  from  McGill  ;  2  hold  elementary 
diplomas  from  the  Roman  Catholic  Board  of  Examiners,  Montreal  ;  and  the 
other  40  ladies  and  18  gentlemen  are  represented  in  the  Statistical  Table 
without  diplomas  simply  because  their  grade  of  diploma,  if  any,  could  not 
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be  ascertained.  The  large  and  increasing  number  of  teachers  that  avail 
themselves  of  the  advantages  of  the  Normal  School  training  augurs  well 
for  the  future  of  our  country. 

Schools  and  Pupils. — 207  schools,  attended  by  11,381  pupils  with  a 
daily  average  attendance  of  8,107,  include  177  elementary  with  9,054  pu- 
pils ;  8  model  with  669  pupils,  J  academies  with  1082  pupils  and  15  inde- 
pendent with  676  pupils.  There  is  a  very  healthy  rivalry  between  the  si- 
milar grades  of  these  institutions.  Academy  with  academy,  and  model 
school  with  model  school,  contend  for  the  place  of  honor  at  the  annual 
official  examination  ;  the  public  and  jmvate  school,  each  claims  superio- 
rity for  its  own  peculiar  method  of  teaching  ;  and  the  country  is  no 
willing  that  the  city  should  hold  the  *'  Cup."  Thus  education  advances  m 
my  district,  and  not  in  mine  only,  for  the  rising  Waterloo  Academy  has 
eclipsed  that  of  Huntingdon  this  year.  Would  that  there  were  some  me 
thod  of  comparing  the  corresponding  grades  of  all  our  schools.  The  Ins- 
pectors can  and  do  compare  the  schools,  grades  and  scholars  in  their  res 
p)ective  districts,  and  were  the  privilege  granted  of  holding  **  Inspector's 
Meetings,"  doubtless  they  could  devist*  some  means  of  instituting  a  system 
of  comparison.  Though  all  the  schools,  but  one,  were  open  during  some 
period  of  the  year,  44  were  found  closed  at  the  time  of  visiting,  28  of  these 
were  in  Argenteuil.  The  reasons  assigned  for  the  closing  of  the  schools 
-were :  **  The  severity  of  the  winter,  the  roads  being  frequently  so  blocked 
up  with  snow-drifts  that  it  was  almost  impossible  to  get  to  school,  and 
the  difficulty  of  securing  teachers."  I  can  fully  vouch  for  the  truthfulness 
of  the  former  reason  from  my  own  experience,  for  I  found  it  impossible  to 
penetrate  the  east  end  of  Wentworth  except  on  snow-shoes,  and  for  this 
I  was  not  equal.  The  difficulty  in  securing  teachers  arises  from  the  small- 
ness  of  the  salaries  offered,  and  the  inconvenience  which  must  necessarily 
be  experienced  Irom  being  so  far  behind. 

Salaries — I  believe  there  is  no  better  criterion  of  the  country's  appre- 
ciation of  efficient  teaching  and  progress  of  education,  than  the  increase 
of  salary  to  competent    teachers  ;  and  I  am  glad  to  state  that  this  is  gra- 
dually  being  realized  as  shown   by  the  following  comparison  between 
the  year  1882-83  and  1886-87.

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So  far  as  I  know,  the  teachers  are  now  all  paid  regularly  at  the  expira- 
tion of  each  half  year  of  their  engagement. 

School-houses — The  time  of  the  log-school-house  is  rapidly  passing 
away,  while  neat,  comfortable  buildings,  principally  frame  and  brick, 
are  taking  their  places.  Though  a  few  of  those  are  still  found  in  most  all 
rural  municipalities,  more  than  half  of  the  present  niimber  are  met  with 
in  (he  backwoods  of  Argenteuil.  The  Huntingdon  Academy  erected  by 
the  early  settlers  of  this  district  with  the  laudable  ambition  of  securing 
to  their  children  the  advantages  of  a  liberal  education,  and  efficiently  ma- 
naged for  the  last  35  years  by  a  Board  of  Directors,  has  been  recently  trans- 
ferred with  all  its  advantages  and  responsibilities  to  the  Village  School 
Commissioners,  who  are  now,  besides  this  acquisition,  erecting  a  fine  brick 
building  to  relieve  the  over-crowded  state  of  the  Academy  and  to  give 
full  effect  to  the  graded  system. 

Municipalities  and  Commissioneks— The  Municipalities  are  arran- 
ged in  the  Statistical  Table  according  to  instructions.  The  Commissioners 
of  Harrington  No  1  failed  in  their  duty  to  the  public,  their  schools 
being  all  closed  during  the  first  half-year,  and  only  4  months  schooling 
altogether  during  the  second  half-year.  Harrington  No  2  had  one  school 
opened,  but  was  found  closed  for  want  of  fuel,  and  this  state  of  affairs  con- 
continued  for  over  three  weeks  in  a  wooded  country.  The  severity  of  the 
Winter  and  the  nature  of  the  country  compelled  the  Commissioners  of 
Grenville  No  1.,  Grenville  No  3.,  Chatham  No  1.,  St  Andrews  Lachute, 
Gore  and  Wentworth  to  close  some  of  their  most  unfavorably  situated 
schools  for  a  time,  and  a  similar  step  was  taken  in  I^acolle.  The  Mimici- 
palities  in  Argenteuil  have  many  difficulties,  unknown  in  the  rest  of  my 
district,  to  contend  with,  such  as,  a  rocky,  mountainous  country,  sparsely 
settled,  light  soil  and  roads  frequently  impassable.  With  these  and  many 
other  hindrances,  the  Commissioners  of  the  rear  Townships  of  Argen- 
teuil are  excusable  to  a  large  extent  for  the  backwardness  of  their  schools 
and  schoolhouses.  The  school  term  at  Hudson,  St  Lazare,  Ste  Marthe  and 
St  Zotique  expired  before  I  got  there  in  the  beginning  of  J  une.  The  school 
at  St  Telesphore  was  found  closed,  the  teacher  having  resigned  and  left 
six  weeks  before  her  time  was  up.  Hinchinbrooke  has  begun  the  work  of 
reconstructing  its  districts  preparatory  to  the  erection  of  new  school- 
houses. 

St-Anicet  No  2,  is  harassed  by    the  opposition  of  a    few  rate-payers, 
whose  object  seems  to  be  the  breaking  up  of  the   municipality.  The  com- 
missioners  however   are  to  be  blamed  for  not  enforcing  the  collection  ot 
a  large  amount  of  out-standing  arrears.  The  other  municipalities  are  work- 
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ing  harmoniously  and  prosperously,  and  therefore  need  not  be  particu- 
larly ^mentioned.  Bat  I  cannot  silently  pass  over  the  honorable  ambition 
of  the  Protestant  Commissioners  of  the  city  of  Montreal  in  providing 
school  accommodation  for  the  youth  committed  to  their  charge.  Besides 
Grrace  Church  School,  opened  last  March,  they  have  now  two  maguifio 
cent  buildings  in  course  of  erection,  and  a  third  under  consideration. 
The  most  of  the  Secretary-Treasurers  performed  their  duties  very  satisfacto- 
rily their  books  and  accounts  being  kept  in  a  manner  that  would  do  credit  to 
a'.iy  book-keeper,  the  school  taxes  and  fees  collected  regularly  and  their 
books  annually  audited.  A  few  allow  arrears  to  acciimulate,  thus  doing 
injustice  to  the  ratepayers  and  hindering  the  cause  of  Education,  but 
otherwise  their  books  are  tolerably  well  kept  and  generally  audited.  One 
neglected  to  return  the  half-yearly  report  of  teachers'  salaries  for  the 
last  three  half-years,  yet  he  claims  to  have  received  the  Government 
grants. 

Prize  books  were  distributed  as  indicated  by  the  bulletins  of  Inspec- 
tion, but  a  few  are  still  remaining.  I  regret  that  from  various  causes  I 
was  unable  to  hold  any  competitives  this  year.  Private  schools  seem  to  be 
diminishing  in  number  as  well  as  in  the  attendance  of  pupils.  Of  those 
who  formerly  gave  us  information  respecting  their  numbers  and  work,  some 
have  removed  to  other  parts,  others  discontinued  teaching,  a  few  died, 
and  the  rest  still  occupied  the  same  places  and  positions.  All  kindly  re- 
ceived us,  but  a  few  did  not  favor  us  with  the  information  required  ;  and 
as  we  had  no  means  of  forming  any  idea  of  their  attendance,  we  did  not 
venture  to  give  even  an  *'  approximate  "  in  the  Statistical  Table  on  their 
behalf.  In  reviewing  the  present  condition  of  our  schools  and  comparing 
it  with  that  of  former  years,  we  find  many  tokens  of  substantial  progress, 
both  in  the  system  and  in  its  results.  A  uniform  series  of  text-books,  ma- 
king the  work  easy  and  agreable  ;  the  Bulletins  of  Inspection  and  com- 
petitive examinations  by  which  one  school  is  compared  with  another,  thus 
creating  healthy  emulation  among  teachers  and  pupils  ;  the  Course  of 
Study  guiding  the  school  in  its  operations  and  promotions  ;  and  the 
Teachers'  Institutes  supplying  to  a  limited  extent  the  lack  of  Normal 
School  training,  have  created  quite  a  revolution  in  educational  circles.

I  beg  leave  to  sabmit  a  brief  report  of  the  condition  of  the  schools 
in  my  District  of  Inspection  for  the  year  1886-87. 

I  have  been  able  to  visit  all  the  schools  in  the  district  except  a  few 
that  were  not  kept  open  for  the  full  time.  The  work  has  progressed  upon 
the  whole,  satisfactorily. 

The  School-Boards  generally  take  a  proper  vieav  of  theii  duties  and 
responsibilities  and  manifest  business  abilities  and  good  judgment  in  the 
management  of  their  schools. 

There  are  however  a  few  Boards  and  these  by  no  means  in  the  poorest 
municipalities,  who  seem  to  make  it  their  chief  aim  to  keep  up  their  schools 
with  as  small  an  outlay  as  possible.  These  Boards  fix  the  salaries  so  low  as 
to  de  prive  their  schools  of  the  services  of  the  best  teachers.  Either  they  are 
so  unreasonable  as  to  expect  first  class  service  for  second  or  third  rate  pay, 
or  they  are  indifferent  as  to  the  kind  of  service  rendered,  provided  the 
business  is  managed  cheaply.  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  such  cases 
are  exceptions.The  requirements  of  the  Department  are  generally  complied 
with  as  to  financial  matters  ;  most  of  the  municipalities  are  free  from  debt 
and  pay  their  teachers  promptly.  There  is  a  great  diffirence  however  in 
the  assesments  which  they  are  obliged  to  levy.  The  older  and  wealthier 
municipalities  usually  get  along  with  a  rate  varying  from  two  and  a  half 
to  three  and  a  half  mills  on  the  dollar  while  the  weaker  municipalities  are 
sometimes  obliged  to  levy  a  rate  of  nine  or  ton  mills. 

The  dissentients  in  the  newer  municipalities  have  the  hardest  strugle 
to  maintain  their  schools. 

In  the  county  of  Shefford  nearly  all  of  the  dissentients  are  obliged 
to  tax  themselves  heavily  to  support  their  schools  and  then  they  frequent- 
ly keep  them  open  only  six  or  seven  months  during  the  year. 

In  the  county  of  Brome  the  weakest  municipalities  in  the  matter  of 
school  finances  are  East  Bolton  and  Potton.  The  latter  has  imposed  a  heavy 
school  rate  for  several  years  past,  has  only  kept  the  schools  open  six  or 
Seven  months  of  the  year,  and  is  considerably  in  debt 

This  state  of  things  is  due,  in  part,  to  the  mismanagement  of  a  former 
secretary-treasurer,  but  is  also  due,  in  a  large  measure,  to  the  endeavor  to 
keep  up  sixteen  or  eighteen  schools  on  a  comparatively  small  amount  of 
assessable  property. 
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I  advised  the  school  commissioners  to  unite  some  of  the  feebler  dis- 
tricts with  neighboring  ones  and  to  give  each  district  eight  months  of 
school  during  the  coming  year.  I  have  reason  to  think  that  they  will 
do  so. 

In  the  county  of  Missisquoi  school  finances  are  generally  satisfactory. 

As  to  school  buildings,  there  has  been  but  little  change  since  my  last 
report.  A  very  good  superior  school  building  has  been  erected  at  Sutton- 
Flat  at  a  cost  of  about  $8000. 

The  site  is  a  good  one,  the  grounds  are  spacious  and  can  easily  bo 
made  very  pleasant.  The  people  of  Sutton  Flat  have  shown  commendable 
public  spirit,  in  the    erection  of  such  a  large  and  convenient  school- build- 
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A  building,  suitable  for  a  model  school,  has  been  completed  at  Mystic 
but  has  not  been  accepted  by  the  school  commissioners.  Lesser  improve. 
ments  have  been  made  in  several  of  the  superior  sf^hool  lmildin<3fs,  which 
it  is  not  necessary  to  particularize. 

The  academy  and  model  school  buildings  are  nearly  all  well  furnished 
lid  in  good  repair ;  there  has  been  but  little  change  in  the  elementary  school 
buildings  since  last  year. 

A  word  of  explanation  is  due  as  to  the  average  attendance. 

The  fact  that  many  of  the  older  pupils  can  only  attend  school  during 
the  winter  months,  reduces  the  general  average  for  the  whole  year. 

The  attendance  for  the  Winter  or  Summer  alone  as  based  upon  the 
number  attendinsr  school  for  that  half  year,  would  show  a  much  hiirher 
percentage. 

The  engagement  of  teachers  is  almost  universally  made  for  the  full 
year  of  eight  or  ten  months.  There  is,  however,  an  iinnecesary  lack  of 
uniformity  in  the  time  of  commencing  the  school  year  and  in  the  manner 
of  dividing  the  term  in  the  various  municipalities,  The  practice  in  the 
best  conducted  towns  and  the  prevailing  practice  is,  to  commence  the 
schools  about  the  first  of  September  and  keep  them  open  until  Christmas, 
then  take  a  week  or  two  for  vacation,  commencing  again  to  continue  until 
the  first  or  second  week  in  March  ;  then  a  six  weeks  vacation,  beginning 
again  about  the  first  of  May  and  closing  about  the  last  of  June. 

This  is  for  a  school  of  eight  months ;  a  school  of  ten  months  can  be 
taught,  beginning  in  September  and  ending  in  June,  by  omitting  the 
racations. 
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This  is  a  very  good  arrangement  of  tho  school  year  for  the  country 
districts  and  gives  satisfaction  wherever  it  ha^  been  tried.  All  of  the  muni- 
cipalities do  not  however,  adopt  this  practice.  May  of  them  begin  their 
schools  in  May  and  divide  the  school  year  into  two  terms  of  four  months 
each,  in  this  way  keeping  the  school  open  during  July  and  August, 
and  closed   during  September  and  October. 

This  seems  a  very  poor  arrangement  to  keep  the  school  open  during 
two  of  the  worst  months  of  the  year  and  closed  during  two  of  the  best. 
In  other  places  schools  are  commenced  in  May  and  kept  open  almost  con- 
tinuously during  the  eight  months.  In  this  case  as  in  the  former  one,  they 
are  kept  open  during  July  and  August  and  there  is  another  objection. 
In  districts  where  there  are  older  pupils,  great  injustice  is  done  by  closing 
the  schools  in  the  middle  or  early  part  of  Winter.as  the  Winter  is  the  only 
season  that  such  pupils  can  attend  school.  In  view  of  this  diversity  of 
practice,  would  it  not  be  advisable  for  the  Department  to  require  uniformity, 
and  to  fix  upon  the  first  September,  if  that  is  considered  the  most  suitable 
time,  for  the  commtduoement  of  the  school  Vt^ar  or  at  least  to  decide  that 
the  schools  shall  be  closed  during  July  and  August.  The  Normal  Institute 
held  at  Bedford  in  July  was  very  successful,  the  attendance  was  large  and 
regular  the  interest  well  sustained  and  the  lectures  such  as  could  not  fail 
to  stimulate  the  teachers  to  greater  diligence  and  to  materially  assist  them 
in  the  work. 

I  have  distributed  the  prizes  which  you  kindly  sent  me  and  find 
them  a  help  in  inciting  to  good  work 

As  detailed  information,  in  regard  to  the  schools  of  each  municipality, 
has  already  been  furnished  in  the  Bulletins  of  Inspection,  it  will  be  unne- 
cessary to  repeat  particulars  here. 

Below,  I  give  a  classification  of  the  municipalities,  according  to  the 
best  of  my  judgment,  based  upon  the  following  particulars  ;—

2nd  "  Consdition  of  the  school-houses  ;"

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  following  remarks  on  the  condition 
of  the  schools  in  my  district  for  the  scholastic  year  1886*87. 

The  grand  table  in  its  new  shape,  seems  to  me  to  be  clearer  and  more 
easily  understood  than  the  former  ones. 

I  would,  however,  observe  that,  in  my  humble  opinion,  it  would  be 
much  better  if  the  list  of  subjets  contained  in  the  inspection  bulletins 
-were  in  every  respect  conformable  to  that  of  the  grand  table  ;  it  would 
greatly  facilitate  the  task  of  filling  it  up. 
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My  health  was  so  bad  this  year  that  it  was  only  with  the  greatest 
difficulty  that  I  could  make  the  ordinary  inspections.  I  was  even  ob'io-ed 
to  leave  some  schools  aside,but  this  did  not  prevent  me  from  showing  the 
interest  I  take  in  all  of  them  by    sending  prizes  for   the  encouragement  of 
the  best  pupils. 

Thus,  in  the  city,  I  was  able  only  to  inspect  four  boy's  chools  under 
the  Christian  Brothers  and  six  girls'  schools  under  the  Reverend  Sisters  of 
the  Congregation.  I  had  the  satisfaction  of  finding  most  satisfactory 
progress  and  perfect  order  in  these  schools. 

As  regards  the  lay  schools,  Mr.  U.  E.  Archambault,  the  local  snperin- 
tendent,visited  them  instead  of  me  and,  with  his  usual  kindness,  supplied 
me  with  the  statistics. 

It  would  occupy  too  much  space  to  give  details  respecting  all  these 
schools,  so  I  will  merely  say  that  all  are  doing  satisfactory  work.  I  must 
not  however  omit  to  mention  a  remarkable  change  which  occurred  this 
year.  The  Polytechnic  School  has  ceased  to  belong  to  the  Plateau 
Academy  and  now  forms  part  of  Laval  Iniversity,  whose  branch  here,  as 
every  one  knows,  ranks  amongst  the  finest  institutions  in  Montreal.  Far 
from  regretting  this  change,  I  think  the  Polytechnic  School  will 
occupy  its  proper  position.  1  would  merely  ob.serve  that  it  is  very 
creditable  to  the  Plateau  Commercial  Academy  that  there  should  have  been 
found  within  its  walls  a  Polytechnic  School  fully  established  and  capable 
of  doing  honour  to  the  splendid  institution  of  which  it  now  forms  part. 

As  to  the  schools  in  the  outskirts,  1  may  say  that  they  all  do  credit  to 
the  division.  Thus  at  Ste-Cunegonde,  there  is  an  excellent  commercial  col- 
lege, occupying  a  fine  building,  attended  by  three  or  four  hundred  pupils 
and  a  very  good  girls*  academy  under  the  direction  of  the  Reverend  Sisters 
of  Ste-Anne,  whose  pupils  number  from  five  to  six  hundred  ;  there  are 
also  two  private  school^,  each  of  whi(*h  is  attended  by  about  fifty  young 
girls. 

At  St-IIeuri  the  commen'ial  collefje  under  the  management  of  the 
Christian  Brothers  is  attended  by  from  five  to  six  hundred  pupils  and  a 
girls'  academy  under  the  Sisters  of  Ste-Anne  is  attended  by  nearly  seven 
hundred  pupils.  In  the  same  place  there  is  an  asylum  for  children  of  both 
sexes  under  seven  years  of  age,  in  whith  there  are  three  or  four  hundred 
children  under  the  care  of  the  Sisters  of  Providence.  Institutions  of  this 
kind  do  a  great  deal  of  good  to  society,  and  there  are  several  in  this  citv. 

« 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  there  exists  everywhere  a  praiseworthy  emula- 
tion amongst  the  teachers. 
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The  '  namber  of  schools  aud  pupils  ia  my  district  does  not  rary 
much  from  one  year  to  another,  bat  we  notice  improvements  everywhere. 
Efforts  are  made  to  supply  everything  which  is  necessary  for  the  comfort 
and  welfare  of  the  pupils. 

Thus  the  fine  convent  of  Ste-Eose  will  in  future  be  heated  with  hot 
water  without  the  Fabrique  having  to  spend  a  cent  and  this  is  due  to  the 
zealous  efforts  of  the  worthy  parish  priest  who  raised  the  necessary  funds 
by  means  of  a  bazaar.  It  would  be  desirable  to  have  this  improvement 
introduced  into  all  the  larger  establishments. 

As  you  will  see  by  the  summary  of  my  grand  table,  the  total  number 
of  pupils  in  my  district  amounts  to  30,719  of  whom  18,186  are  in  the 
schools  under  control,  2,317  in  independent  schools  receiving  grants  and 
10,216  in  the  independent  schools  which  do  not  receive  grants.

Sib, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  you  my  fourth  annual  report. 
There  ia  nothing  to  distinguish  it  from  previous  years. 

With  the  exception  of  the  schools  in  the  municipality  of  Wexford 
and  of  one  school  in  St.  Donat, which  were  closed  on  account  to  the  great 
poverty  of  the  ratepayers,  aU  the  schools  in  my  district  have  baen  in 
operation  throughout  the  year.  I  have  given  you  the  required  information 
in  the  last  inspection  bulletins  which  I  sent  you. 

By  summarizing  these  bulletins  I  find  that,  as  regards  progress. 
the  schools  under  control  of  the  Comrnissioners  or  Trustees  are 
classed  as  follows  : 

ELBHiENTABT  SCHOOLS 

84  have  been  very  satisfactory  ; 
66  have  been  satisfactory  ; 
10  have  not  been  very  satisfactory  ; 
2  have  been  unsatisihotory. 
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MODIL  SCHOOLS 

4  have  been  very  satisfactory  , 
3  have  been  satisfactory. 

I  also  have  in  my  division  10  independent  schools  receiving  grants 
n&mely  :  8  model  schools  and  2  academies.  These  latter  institutions  are 
all  nnder  the  management  of  nuns  belonging  to  various  orders  and  the 
girls  who  attend  them  receive  an  excellent,  solid  and  practical  education. 
I  have  ascertained  these  facts  by  examining  the  pupils  of  severail 
of  these  institutions  upon  being  specially  invited  to  do  so.  These 
convents  are  of  great  benefit,  not  only  to  the  parishes  which  have  the 
advantage  of  possessing  them,but  also  to  the  other  municipalities,  as  most 
of  the  teachers  who  teach  our  elementary  schools,  have  been  educated 
there. 

My  district  is  also  very  fortunate  having  the  classical  college  of 
L'Assomption  in  praise  of  which  I  need  not  say  anything,  as  it  is  too 
well  known. 

^  *  ^There  are  also  two  independent-  schools  in  the  village   of  L'Assomp- 

tion  which  do  not  receive  grants.  The  ^  first  is  an  elementary  school 
kept  by  the  Sisters  of  Providence  and  the  other  is  a  special  agricultural 
school. 

The  object  of  the  latter  institution,  is,  as  its  name  indicates,  to  give 
theoretical  and  practical  instruction  in  Agriculture.  It  is  ably  managed 
by  Mr.  I.  J.  A.  Marsan  but  it  does  not  seem  to  be  encouraged  by  the  far- 
mers as  it  should  be. 

The  pupils  in  my  district  are  divided  as  follows  : 

6,39Y  in  schools  under  control. 
1,006  in  independent  schools  receiving  grants. 
37  in  independent  schools  not  receiving  grants. 

Making  in  all  6,440  pupils  attending  school  or  70  more  than  last  year. 

Notwithstanding  the  severity  of  the  "Winter,  there  has  also  been  an 
improvement  in  the  average  attendance  which  was  68  per  cent,  that  is 
about  1  over  that  of  last  year. 

On  the  whole  I  am  satisfied  with  the  progress  made  by  the  children 
under  the  tuition  of  the  teachers.  I  have  again  endeavored  to  render  study 
less  dry  and  more  attractive  and  I  am  happy  to  say  efforts  were  made  to 
develop  the  intelligence  and  exercise  the  intellects  of  the  chffldren  instead 
of  fatiguing  their  memory.

However,  it  must  be  admitted  that  the    organization  ol*    the  schools 
leaves    somewhat  to  be  desired.  Notwithstandinj?  the  instructions   of  the 
Council  of    Public  Instruction,    there   is  hardly   any   regulation  for   tho 
division  of  time  or  any  time  table. 

It  therefore  seems  to  me  that  it  would  be  rendering  a  service  to 
the  commissioners  and  teachers  to  draft,  if  possible,  a  regulation  for 
the  internal  management  of  the  schools  and  a  time-table  which  would 
suit  the  majority  of  the  schools  and  serve  as  a  model  to  be  imi- 
tated. 

I  noticed  with  pleasure  during  the  year  that  the  Department  of  Pu- 
blic Instruction  was  desirous  of  assisting  the  school  authorities  by  prepa- 
ring a  detailed  course  of  studies  with  a  time-table  and  accompanied 
by  notes  on  the  method  of  teaching.  It  seems  to  me  that  all  who  take  au 
interest  in  education  are  convinced  of  the  necessit  v  of  these  time-tables  in 
all  well  organized  schools. 

Such  a  course  of  studies  would  be  a  constant  guide  in  the  teacher's 
hands.  Amongst  other  advantages,  it  would  enable  the  school  ins- 
pectors and  consequently  the.  Department  of  Public  Instruction  to 
obtain  correct  statistics  with  reference  to  the  degree  of  advancement 
of  the  pupils. 

All  that  the  inspactors  would  have  to  know  would  be  the  number  of 
children  in  each  school  in  the  preparatory  class,  in  the  2nd  or  3rd  degree 
etc,  and  they  would  at  once  know  what  subjects  the  children  study 
and  what  they  have  learned  of  these  subjects.  Under  the  present  system, 
statistics  are  collected  only* with  much  labour  and,even  then,it  frequently 
happens  that  they  are  not  correct.  Thus,  in  writing,  the  children  should 
be  classified  in  one  of  the  two  following  categories  :  pupils  who  can 
write  and  pupils  who  can  write  fluently.  Ofcourseit  may  happen  that  the 
children  who  write  in  the  same  way  are  not  classed  together  because 
there  is  no  well  defined  distinction  between  the  two  kinds  of  writing  and 
it  isjbecause  this  distinction  is  left  to  the  judgment  of  the  inspectors  that  we 
often  find  so  little  uniformity  in  the  statistics    supplied  by  these  officers. 

Allow  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  register  of  visitors  in  each 
school  in  my  district  and  which  should  be  found  everywhere.  At  the 
•nd  of  each  inspection  I  write  in  this  register  whatever  observations  I 
deem  necessary  for  the  children's  welfare  ;  I  mention  the  result  of  the 
examination  I  have  made  ;  I  state  whether  the  teacher  is  to  be  praised  or 
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blamed  and  if  Necessary  I  give  advice  which  is  nearly  always   followed 
and  produces  a  good  effect. 

As  it  very  often  happens  that  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  meet  the 
Commissioners,  I  make  use  of  this  register  to  ask  them  to  have  the  neces- 
sary repairs  performed  to  the  school  house  and  furniture. 

When  the  parish  priest  visits  the  schools  he  generally  outers  hia 
temarks,  the  Commissioners  do  likewise  at  eaeh  of  their  visits  and  thus 
the  book  contains  the  history  of  the  school  and  becomes  more 
valuable  the  longer  it  is  in  use. 

The  books  of  the  school  Commissioners  are  generally  well  kept  by 
the  secretary-treasurers  and  there  are  much  fewer  arrears  than  formerly. 
There  has  been  a  g^eat  improvement  in  this  resx>ect.  The  teachers  are 
paid  regularly  and  the  average  of  their  salaries  increases  a  little  every 
vear. 

In  conclusion  I  would  specially  mention  the  municipality  of  StPaul 
I'Ermite  which  continues  to  distinguish  itself  in  connection  with  its  ele- 
mentary schools.  Three  schools  out  of  four  in  this  parish  have  had  the 
konour  of  receiving  certificates  from  the  Colonial  Exhibition  in  London. 
These  Rewards  will  remain  in  the  school  as  evidence  of  the  work 
and  success  of  the  pupils  and  school  mistresses  during  the  year  1885-86. 
The  medal  which  accompanies  the  certificate  will  also  serve  to  reward  the 
work  of  the  children  iu  future  and  be  a  great  means  of  encourage- 
ment. 

The  convent  of  St  Liguori  and  some  other  schools  in  my  district  have 

also  received  the  same  certificate. 

Since  I  have  written  the  above,  I  have  been  called  upon  to  perform 
other  duties  in  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  I  therefore  take  this 
opportunity  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  authorities  for  having  been 
permitted  to  perform,  during  four  years,  the  important  duties  of  school  ins- 
pector. 

If  I   have  succeeded  in  doing  some  good  in  the  district  confided    to 

me,  it  is  due  to  all  the  enlightened  persons  who  assisted  me  with  their 
advice  ;  I  specially  thank  the  parish  priests,  the  school  commissioners  and 
the  secretary-treasurers  and  also  the  teachers. 

They  may  rest  assured  that  I  will  always  remember  our  pleasant  rela- 
tions and  that  I  leave  TAssomption  not  without  regret.

Sib, 

I  have  the  honour   to  submit    my  general   report  on  the  inspec- 
tion of  my  schools  for  the  scholastic  year  1886-87. 

The  grand  statistical  table  (the  form  of  which  has  this  year  been  chan- 
ged for  the  better)  shows  that  there  were  in  operation  in  my  district  VtS 
educational  establishments  of  all  kinds,  namely  ;  1  classical  college,  2  boys' 
academies,  5  girls'  academies,  3  boys'  model  schools,  3  girls'  model  schools 
S  mixed  model  schools  (boys  and  girls)  and  158  elementary  schools. 

There  are  under  the  control  of  commissioners  or  trustees  162  edu- 
cational establishments  of  all  kinds,  namely  :  1  boys'  academy,  3  boys* 
model  schools,  8  mixed  model  schools,  (boys  and  girls)  and  164  element 
tary  schools.  These  were  attended  by  8,293  pupils  ;  last  year  the  number 
was  8,077  ;  the  increase  being  216  for  this  year. 

The  average  attendance  was  80.5  per  cent  ;  last  year  it  was  77.6  per 
cent,  making  an  increase  of  nearly  3  per  cent.  This  augurs  well  for  the 
future  and  is  very  satisfactory  in  view  of  the  exceptionally  bad  Winter 
we  have  had. 

Two  houses  for  elementary  schools  were  built  this  year  ;  one  at  La- 
chute  and  the  other  at  Terrebonne  by  the  dissentient  minority  ;  the  latter 
especiable  is  very  comfortable. 

As  regards  the  furniture  in  the  educational  establishments  of  all 
kinds,  I  make  the  following  classification  :  104  are  very  good,  66 
are  not  very  good,  and  5  schools  are,  I  may  say,  not  habitable. 

I  have  the  pleasure  of  informing  you  that  the  commissioners  and 
trustees  under  whose  control  these  schools  are,  have  decided  to  rebuild 
shortly  and  as  soon  as  the  classes  open,  several  of  these  houses  will  be 
rebuilt. 

I  am  very  well  satisfied  with  the  teachers  under  my  control,  with  a 
few  exceptions  ;  the  majority  have  worked  conscientiously. 

The  progress  made  this  year  has  as  a  rule  been  satisfactory.  I  noticed 
it  at  my  last  inspection.  The  obstacles  to  progress  in  a  good  many  schools 
are  always  the  same  and,  as  they  have  been  frequently  pointed  out  to  you, 
I  need  not  mention  them  again. 
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During  the  past  school  year,  I  made  262  inspections,  the  length  of 
which  varied  from  1 J  to  3  hours.  This  is  what  I  do  in  each  school  when 
I  make  my  first  inspection  :  Irst  After  filling  up  the  blanks  in  the  bulletin 
I  take  notes  on  the  following  points  :  the  number  of  divisions  for  each 
subject  taught  in  the  school,  the  number  of  children  in  each  divi- 
sion, the  place  in  each  subject  at  which  they  were  when  I  made  my 
inspection,  last  the  names  of  the  children  in  each  division  and  a 
note  showing  how  the  examination  was  i)assed  on  each  subject ;  2nd  I  make 
out  a  special  programme  for  each  division,that  is  to  say,  I  show  how  far  I  may 
reasonably  expect  to  find  the  pupils  when  I  make  by  second  inspection  ; 
for  instance,  for  the  young  children  commencing  Arithmetic,  I  tell  them 
to  learn  numeration  up  to  100,  the  multiplication  table  to  2  and  3  times, 
to  work  out  mentally,  or  on  theirslates  or  black  board,  small  sums  in  Ad- 
dition and  Substraction  ;  I  do  the  same  for  the  other  branches  3rd  I  men- 
tion the  subjects  upon  which  I  will  question  them  at  my  second  ins- 
pection ;  these  are  :  Catechism,  Writing,  Reading,  Arithmetic.  Grammar,  or 
rather  Orthography  by  means  of  reading  and  spelling  exercises  and  dicta- 
tions frequently  repeated.  In  order  to  induce  the  teachers  to  follow  my 
advic  e  in  this  matter  I  warned  them  that  at  my  second  inspection  I  would 
ask  no  questions  on  Grammar  but  would  give  the  pupils  in  that  branch  a 
dictation  which  would  prove  what  progress  they  had  made  ;  to  those  who 
were  in  the  first  and  second  readers  I  said  that  I  would  make  them  spell 
or  write  the  words  in  their  readers. 

I  was  able  to  visit  104  schools  twice  and  I  followed,  to  the  letter  the 
programme  traced  out.  Out  of  that  number  80  gave  me  entire  satisfaction 
54  gave  satisiaciion  on  several  subjects  and  really  tried  to  follow  my 
advice,  about  20  met  with  but  little  success  ;  the  teachers  in  these  schools 
were  too  anxious  to  make  the  children  learn  by  rote  without  giving  them 
explanations  or  had  failed  through  attempting  to  do  too  much. 

I  sincerely  regret  that  I  was  unable  to  visit  all  the  schools  twice, 
especially  the  elementary  schools,  but  the  extent  of  my  inspection  dis- 
trict and  the  number  of  my  schools  i>revent  me  from  performing  that 
task. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  as  long  as  the  school  Inspectors    are  not  better 
remunerated  and  as  several  of  them,  owing  to  the  extent  of  their  districts 
and  number  of  their  schools,cannot   inspect  all  of  them  regularly  twice  a 
year,  the  offi**e  of  Inspector  will  not  fully  attain  the  end  for  which  it  was 
established   and  the  progress  of  education  will  be  delayed.  One   inspeo 
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lion  a  yearis  not  sufficient.  It  is  cjuite  true  that  the  notes  we  take  for  the 
schools  visited  once  in  the  year,  may  be  of  some  use  for  the  following 
year,  but  they  do  not  suffice  to  enable  us  to  ascertain  with  any  accuracy 
the  progress  made  during  the  year.  We  do  not  find  the  same  teacher  or 
the  same  pupils  and  the  insi>ector8'  work  thus  very  frequently  becomes 
useless. 

I  would  be  very  glad  to  see  a  new  i>lan  of  study  adopted  especially 
for  the  elementary  schools  in  the  country.  What  our  farmers*  children 
require  is  a  practical  education  whi'h  will  one  day  be  useful  to  them. 
How  can  we  obtain  this  result  with  children  who  leave  school  after  their 
first  Communion,  that  is  when  they  are  10  or  12  years  old.  Can  these  chil- 
dren learn  anything  but  their  prayers  and  Catechism,  Reading,  Writing, 
a  little  Arithmetic  and  Orthography  ?  Certainly  not  in  one  sense,  but  yes  in 
another.  Everything  depends  upon  the  method  followed.  Let  us  teach  only 
the  subjects  I  have  mentioned,  but  teach  them  well  ;  let  Arithmetic  be 
taught  in  a  {practical  manner ;  the  four  first  rules  are  enough.  As  for  the 
other  branches,  let  us  abandon  the  old  system  of  routine  which  consists  in 
making  the  children,  at  the  rate  of  4  or  5  in  an  elementary  school,  learn 
by  rote  a  part  of  a  work  on  Sacred  History,  of  the  History  of  Canada,  a 
short  treatise  on  Geography,  sometimes  a  large  geography,  the  Manual  of 
Agriculture  etc.,  etc.Out  of  100  pupils,  in  4  years  perhaps  20  will  have  seen 
these  subjects  but  in  what  manner  ?  Some  of  them  may  have  gone  through 
the  third  or  the  half  of  the  work  on  History  but  if  you  speak  to  them  of 
events  or  personages,  for  instance  of  the  great  king  Uavid,  the 
wise  king  Solomon,  the  heroic  Montcalm  etc.  it  is  all  Greek  to 
them.  How  many  are  there  whose  study  of  Geograpy  has  commenced  and 
ended  with  definitions  of  the  degrees  of  latitude  and  longitude  and  of  the 
equator  etc.  Nothing  can  be  more  faulty  than  such  a  system  of  teaching. 
As  regards  History  let  it  be  taught  orally  to  the  whole  class,  mentioning 
merely  the  most  imjiortant  events  and  great  i^ersonages,  but  let  it  be 
entirely  gone  over.  As  regards  Geography  let  maps  replace  all  or  future 
treatises,  let  the  teacher  leave  aside  those  preliminary  notions  which  are 
a  dead  letter  for  children  ;  let  her  by  means  of  the  map  teach  the  pupils 
about  their  own  country  first  and  then  about  the  others  afterwards,  accor- 
ding to  the  system  of  Pestalozzi. 

Thus  the  farmer's  child  will  derive  some  benefit  from  the  3  or  4 
years  he  can  get  at  school  and  will  not  forget  in  a  few  months  what  it 
has  taken  him  years  to  learn. 

Until  we  get  a  new  course  of  studies  which  will,  I  am  sure,  be  quite 
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suited  to  our  schools,  I  endeavour  to  derive  as  much  profit  as  i>os6ibIefrom 
the  present  one. 

I  am  satisfied  with  the  secretary^treasurers  in  my  inspectorate.  The 
books  in  most  cases  are  kept  according  to  the  official  method 

Trusting"  that  these  few  remarks,  accompanied  by  my  inspection  bul- 
letins and  grand  statistical  table  will  give  you  a  fair  idea  of  the  general 
condition  of  the  schools  in  my  district.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  Public  Instruction 
in  the  county  of  Saguenay  for  the  scholastic  year  1886-87. 

In  that  part  of  my  division  which  is  bounded  on  the  East  by  Bersimis 
the  number  of  schools  has  not  increased,  as  there  has  been  little  or  no 
increase  in  the  population. 

The  teachers  are,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  the  same  as  last  year.  I 
noticed  with  pleasure  that  they  were  zealous.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that 
their  salaries  are  so  small  and,  as  the  ratepayers  are  poor,  there  is  but  little 
prospect  of  improvement  in  that  respect. 

I  have  succeeded  in  getting  the  inconvenient  system  of  voluntary 
payments  or  contributions  done  away  with  almost  everywhere. 

I  had  to  contend  with  the  popular  prejudices  against  valuation  rolls, 
but  vrith  the  efficient  assistance  of  the  clergy  I  have  succeeded. 

At  Escoumins  the  model  school  did  not  do  as  well  as  wo 
had  a  right  to  expect.  The  teacher,  although  holding  a  model  school 
diploma  was  too  young  to  manage  a  large  class  and  maintain  discipline. 
The  selection  made  for  this  year  is  a  more  judicious  one  and  we  may 
expect  better  results. 

The  question  of  the  erection  of  school  buildings  or  even  of  repairs  is 
often  attended  with  many  difficulties.  Obstacles  of  all  kinds  arise  and 
patience  becomes  a  necessary  virtue.  In  presence  of  so  many  contrary 
opinions  the  inspector  is  obliged  to  rely  upon  his  own  judgment,  to  pro- 
ceed to  the  spot  and  examine  for  himself.

The  6ecretary-trea4snrers  are  a  little  too  indulgent  towards  ratepayers 
in  arrears  in  some  localities.  They  have  been  notified  that  they  must 
be  more  energetic  in  future  and  the  school  commissioners  have  promised 
me  that  they  would  see  to  it. 

I  was  unable  to  hold  the  examination  of  all  the  schools  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  but  the  parish  priests  did  so  at  my  request. 

As  you  are  aware,  that  part  of  my  division  which  extends  from  Ber* 
Kimis  to  the  straits  of  Belle-Isle  is  very  extensive  but  its  population  is 
very  small.  I  should  add  that  this  population  has  but  very  little  means 
and  yet  it  is  animated  with  the  best  intentions  as  regards  Education. 

I  was  much  pleased  to  observe,  as  m  past  years,  that  the  Venerable 
Apostolic  Prefect  of  the  North  Shore,  Monsignor  F.  X.  Bo8s6,  is  indefatiga* 
ble  in  his  efibrts  to  keep  up  the  schools  he  has  already  established  at 
various  places  and  in  opening  new  ones. 

He  is  admirably  seconded  in  this  by  his  missionaries  and  especially 
by  the  Beverend  Messrs  Cote  and  Theberge.  All  these  gentlemen  engage 
the  teachers  on  their  own  responsibility,  as  regards  the  payment  of  the 
salaries,  and  provide  school  books  for  all  the  children. 

The  convent  of  the  Sisters  of  Charity  founded  in  1885  at  Esquimaux 
Point  by  Monsignor  Bosse,  is  remarkably  prosperous.  The  building  is  now 
enlarged  by  the  addition  ofawing  of  considerable  size,  the  whole  being 
suitably  finished. 

I  visited  the  convent  throughout  and  I  am  in  ax)osition  to  say  that 
everything  is  in  perfect  order  and  that  nothing  has  been  spared  to  make 
the  children  as  comfortable  as  possible. 

The  boarding  school  was  opened  this  year  for  the  first  time  and  it  is  an 
excellent  idea  to  have  one. 

I  examined  the  classes  of  the  convent  at  the  beginning  of  last  Sep- 
tember and  was  very  well  satisfied. 

Writing  is  very  good  and  Arithmetic  is  apparently  taught  with  great 
care.  I  may  say  the  same  as  regards  the  other  branches. 

The  model  school  at  Cap  Blanc  in  the  same  place,  taught  by  Miss 
Masse  and  which  I  in6i>ected  in  September  last,  is  doing  very  good  work. 
Miss  Mass6  has  had  several  years  experience  and  I  am  satisfied  in  every 
respect  with  the  examination  I  made  of  her  school. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  secretary-treasurer  of  the  commission* 
ers  of  Cap  Blanc  are  in  good  order  and   it  would  be  hard  t«  find   a  better 
officer  than  Mr  Eusebe  Leblano. 
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On  the  whole  I  may  say  that  public  instruction  continues  to  make 
great  progress  at  Esquimaux  Point.  Monsignor  Bosse  takes  as  much  inte« 
rest  in  it  as  in  his  own  affairs  and  we  may  expect  still  further  improve- 
ment under  the  impetus  of  his  truly  apostolical  zeal. 

I  trust  that  you  will  be  able  this  year  to  increase  the  usual  grants  to 
poor  municipalities  in  my  district,  especially  those  to  the  East  of  Bcr- 
simis  If  the  grants  are  not  increased,  it  will  be  necessary  to  close  one  or 
two  schools,  a  proceeding  which  would  be  very  regrettable.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
30th  June  1887. 

The  dissentients  of  Ste.  Madeleine  had  no  school  in  operation  during 
the  year  ;  they  are  at  present  building  a  school  house  at  Grosse  Isle 
which  will  be  open  six  months  in  the  year  ;  also  a  school  house  at  the 
eastern  extremity  of  Coffin  Island,  at  the  place  called  old  Harry  Head, 
where  the  school  will  also  be  open  six  months  in  the  year.  The  ratepayers 
of  both  these  localities  are  too  few  in  number  to  keep  a  school  open  all 
the  year  round  ;  that  is  why  they  have  agreed  to  have  two  ;  the  teacher  , 
will  teach  six  months  at  Grosse-Isle   and  six  months  at  old    Harry   Head. 

The  dissentients  of  St.  Pierre  de  TEtang  du  Nord  could  not  have 
their  school. 

They  have  made  some  repairs  to  the  school  house  and  intend  to  oi>en 
it  in  August  next. 

I  noticed  with  pleasure  that  all  the  schools  in  my  district  were  pro- 
vided with  the  necessary  books  and  appliances,  and  consequently,  consi- 
derable progress  has  been  made. 

There  are  still  school  houses  in  my  dist  rict  which  are  not  properly 
finished,  especially  in  the  municipality  of  Ste  Madeleine  ;  at  the  school 
No.  2,  when  I  made  my  inspection  on  the  11th  May  last  the  pupils  and 
teacher  could  hardly  keep  themselves  warm  enough   to  be  able   to  write. 
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At.  school  No.  3  the  pupils  were  obliged,  on  saveral  occasions,  to  go  and 
get  wood  to  heat  the  school  house  ;  some  of  them  were  engaged  in  at  this 
work  when  I  went  there  on  the  9th  May. 

The  commissioners  in  this  municipality  have  great  difficulty  in  col" 
Iccting  the  school  taxes  and  will  probably  have  to  take  out  some  suits. 

The  school  furniture  continues  to  be  defective,  but  I  do  not  dare  to 
insist  on  this  point  owing  to  the  poverty  which  prevails  throughout 
those  Islands. 

The  schools  in  the  municipality  of  Aubcrt  maintain  their  relative 
superiority.  Two  of  the  male  teachers  in  this  municipality  hold  model 
school  diplomas  and  give  great  satisfaction.  Miss  Marie  Zoe  Delaney  who 
teaches  school  No.  2  in  Auberl  deserves  special  mention  for  the  excellent 
manner  in  which  her  school  is  kept  and  for  the  progress  made  by  her 
pupils. 

The  convent  of  the  Congregation  of  Notrc-Damein  the  municipality  of 
St e  Madeleine  has  surpassed  itself  this  year  and  its  work  has  exceeded 
general  expectation. 

The  secretary-treasurers  keep  their  accounts  well  and,  as  a  rule,  per- 
form their  duties  properly. 

Mr.  Paul  Duclos  an  old,  superanumated  teacher  is  in  fairly  good 
health,  although  he  is  beginning  to  feel  the  effects  of  age. 

On  the  whole,  I  have  every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  manner 
in  which  all  perform  their  duties  and  I  am  convinced  that  everywhere 
in  my  district  every  thing  is  done  that  can  possibly  be  done  with  the 
means  at  hand.  I  therefore  beg  you  to  be  pleased  to  give  a  large  portion 
of  the  supplementary  grant  to  the  poor  municipalities,  especially  that  of 
Ste  Madeleine.

Sir, 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1886-87. 

My  statistical  tables  show  that  there  are  in  my  district,  12,289  pupils, 
with  an  average  attendance  of  10,118  or  about  82  per  cent. 

There  are  181  educational  institutions,  viz  :  91  schools  under  control 
and  18  independent  institutions  receiving  grants,  the  others,  2Y  in  number 
are  independent  and  receive  no  grants. 

The  body  of  teachers  is  made  up  as  follows  :  101  male  teachers  and 
189  female  teachers  ;  180  are  in  religious  orders  and  110  are  not,  18  of 
the  latter  are  uncertificated,  and  the  majority  of  them  teach  in  the  indepen* 
dent  institutions. 

I  cannot  say  whether  there  has  been  or  has  not  been  any  increase  or 
decrease  in  these  figures  over  previous  years,  as  this  is  the  first  time  thai 
I  make  up  the  school  statistics  of  this  new  district.  However,  I  do  not 
think  I  am  wrong  in  saying  that  the  present  state  of  things  appears  to  be 
very  satisfactory.  Out  of  the  8Y  inspection  districts  with  a  total  of 
266,549  pupilt?,  this  district  supplies  one  twentieth  part. 

Montmorency. 

There  has  been  nothing  remarkable  in  ihis  county  in  connection  with 
the  general  movement  of  education.  No  difficulty  has  arisen  that  I  have 
not  been  able  to  settle,  with  one  exception. 

In  a  good  many  municipalities  the  parish  prif'st  is  a  member  of  the 
school  board  or  acts  as  secretary-treasurer. 

I  have  always  had  occasion  to  congratulate  myself  on  the  good 
understanding  which  has  prevailed  in  our  proceedings  respecting  the 
management  of  the  schools  or  reforms  to  be  effected. 

In  certain  other  parishes  where,  for  personal  reasons,  tlie  parish  priest 
cannot  act  as  chairman,  the  rate  payers  elect  as  commissioners  men  of 
education  and  progressiveidea«,  or  at  least,  who  are  in  favour  of  Education^ 
so  that  my  remarks  are  always  taken  in  good  part  and  are  attended  to, 
especially  in  connection  with  the  choice  of  good  teachers,  on  which  I  lay 
particular  stress. 

The  best  way  to  have  a  good  school  is  to  begin  by  having  a  good 
teacher. No  one  can  say  that  the  country  is  not  great  enough  and  prosperous 
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enough  to  indulge  in  the  luxury  o£  a  body  of  competent  teachers  ;  let  us 
therefore  raise  the  level  of  the  courses  of  studies  for  certificates.  Such  a 
step  would,  I  am  convinced,  solve  more  than  one  difficult  problem  which 
otherwise  will  remain  long  unsolved. 

I  notice  at  Montmorency  that  the  finances  are  nearly  always  in  a 
satisfactory  condition.  The  salaries  are  paid  regulary  and  the  secretary- 
tresurers,  if  not  all  accomplished  book-keepers,  know  at  least  how  to  do 
their  best  to  perform  their  duties. 

Several  school  houses  have  been  built  upon  plans  which  were  submit- 
ted to  and  approved  by  you,  namely ;  one  at  St  Adolphe,  one  at  Laval,  a 
third  at  St  Tite  and  a  fourth  at  St  Joachim.  The  parish  priest  of  each  of 
these  places  had  a  great  deal  to  do  with  this  and  the  work  has  been  done 
to  the  general  satisfaction.  These  municipalities,  with  one  exception,  are 
poor  and  I  requested  you  to  increase  the  grant  which  you  give  them  every 
year.  Considerable  repairs  have  been  made  to  some  other  houses.  The 
convent  of  the  parish  of  Ste  Famille,  a  relic  of  the  old  times  in  the  colony 
has  arisen  as  by  enchantment,  during  the  vacation,  from  the  midst  of  the 
century*old  elms  which  surround  it.  An  elegant  mansard  roof  has  just 
been  placed  on  the  main  building  and  makes  it  one  of  the  finest  convents 
in  all  the  parishes.  This  improvement  will  cost  over  a  thousand 
dollars,  which  is  a  very  large  sum  for  a  mission  which  has  so  little  reve- 
nue. It  relies  upon  Providence  to  assist  it  in  meeting  this  debt  and 
trusts  that  the  G-overnment  will  be  inspired  to  vote  a  bonus  to  it  in  remem- 
brance of  the  200th  anniversary  of  its  existence  and  on  account  of  the  ser- 
vices it  has  rendered  to  the  country. 

With  the  exception  of  5  or  6  elementary  schools  and  2  model  schools 
which  I  classed  in  my  bulletins  as  inferior,  the  others  are  good  or  compa- 
ratively so.  Two  examples  will  suffice  to  show  that  the  progress 
made  in  some  of  them  can  hardly  be  surpassed.  A  pupil  15  years  old 
&om  the  boys'  model  school  at  Ste.  Famille  under  the  able  management 
of  Mr  J.  Z.  Dubeau,  passed  with  distintion  an  examination  which  placed 
him  in  the  first  division  of  Laval  Normal  School.  Another  pupil  14 
years  old,  from  the  boy's  model  school  in  the  parish  of  St.  Laurent  taught 
by  Mr  Bruno  Pelletier,  was  able  to  enter  the  fifth  form  at  the  Quebec 
seminary. 

These  two  teachers  were  trained  at  the  Laval  Normal  school.  I  may 
aay  the  same  of  Messrs  Tardif  and  Bochon  who  prepare  pupils  for  college 
where  they  dp  credit  to  their  former  teachers. 
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The  convents,  as  well  as  the  other  girls'  or  mixed  model  schools 
taught  by  the  best  teachers,  do  very  good  work.  In  a  word  the  result  this 
year,  has,  on  the  whole,  been  good  and  I  think  I  may  congratulate  all 
who  have  contributed  to  it. 

St-RoCH  of    QUEBEC  NoRTH. 

This  small  school  municipality  will  have  its  fourth  elementary  school 
in  operation,  after  the  holidays.  The  balk  of  the  population  consists  of 
working-men.  I  do  not  know  whether  it  is  owing  to  want  of  means  or  to 
apathy  in  a  great  many  parents  who  do  not  send  their  children  regularly 
to  school,  but  I  found  the  children  very  backward  and  with  apparently 
but  little  taste  for  study.  There  are  only  enough  exceptions  to  bear  favo- 
rable testimony  to  the  work  of  the  teachers. 

The  Commissioners  are  havini?  the  school  furniture  renewed.  The 
desks  and  forms  are  made  according  to  a  plan  which  is  new  here  and  is  a 
great  improvement. 

This  school   board,  whose  merabjre  are  very  zealous,  has  secured 
the  services  of  a  very   competent  man  as  secretary-treasurer  and  I  have 
reason  to  hope  that   the  schools   will  receive  better    supervision,  that  dis- 
cipline will  be  better  observed  and  that  I  will,  at  my  next  inspection,  find 
that  good  work  has  been  done. 

St-Sauveur  de  Qu^:bec, 

The  schools  in  this  municipality  are  on  a  good  footing.  The 
commissioners  have,  with  praiseworthy  zeal,  placed  under  their  contro 
a  sufficient  number  of  schools  to  meet  the  general  requirements  of  the 
Ipcality.  According  the  agreements  made,  the  Sisters  of  the  Congrega- 
tion and  the  Christian  Brothers  are  to  open  model  classes  and  as  many 
elementary  classes  as  there  are  rooms  available  in  their  respective  estab- 
lishments. 

In  addition  to  these  two  large  institutions,  which  teach  133G  pupils, 
there  are  11  elementary  schools  taught  by  lay  teachers  and  attended  by 
792  pupils.  Several  of  these  schools,  amongst  others  those  of  Miss.  Dus- 
sault  and  Miss  Alphonsiue  Larue,  both  former  pupils  of  Laval  Norma 
School,  gave  me  the  greatest  satisfaction.  The  Commissioners,  accompa- 
nied by  an  Oblate  Father,  examine  all  these  schools  at  the  end  of  each 
half  year.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  literary  entertainments  take  place  before 
large  audiences  and  the  prizes  are  given  with  the  greatest  solemnity. 
Medals   of  honour  are  awarded   to  the  most  deserving  pupils    and  their 
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work  which  is  exhibited  to  the  audience  is  loudly  applauded.  Afterwards 
adresses  are  delivered  and  speeches  made  by  the  religious  and  civil  autho- 
rities and  then  all  separate,  happy  and  willing  to  make  still  further  sacri- 
fices in  the  cause  of  Education. 

City   of  Quebec. 

The  schools  of  all  kinds  in  the  city  are  attended  by  7,020  pupils.  In 
my  bulletins  I  have  already  given  information  about  each  of  these  schools 
but  I  think  it  advisable  to  add  some  further  details  which  will  make 
the  principal  ones  better  known. 

Convent  of  the  Sisters  of  CluirUy.  This  excellent  institution  has  alone 
one  sixth  of  the  pupils  in  all  the  schools  of  the  city.  I  inspect  six  parishes 
on  the  Island  of  Orleans  where  there  are  2  convents,  2  acade- 
mies, 5  model  schools  and  10  elementary  schools.  In  the  convent 
of  the  Sisters  of  Charity  in  Quebec  there  are  twice  as  many  children 
aught  as  in  those  six  parishes  together.  I  found  1.203  pupils  and  it 
-took  me  fifteen  sittings  to  examine  all  the  classes.  The  immense  buildings 
which  are  known  to  all  Quebec  are  barely  sufficient  for  their  population  of 
1,500  which  increases  every  year.  The  commissioners  will  have  to  take 
steps  to  gave  satisfaction  to  the  parents  who,  at  the  beginning  of  each 
year,  crowd  the  parlors  and  insist  upon  their  children  being  admitted. 
This  institution  is  very  popular  and  well  deserves  its  name.  There  is  no 
privileged  caste  in  it.  The  poor  man's  child  and  the  rich  man's  child,  the 
boarder  and  the  day  scholar,  all  receive  the  same  care,  the  same  kind 
attention  ;  the  same  teaching  is  given  to  all  indiscriminately  according 
to  the  pupils'  ability  ;  merit  alone  establishe  distinctions.  I  might  add 
what  every  one  knows  but  what  I  wish  to  state  in  my  official  report  that 
the  rich  man's  child  learns,  from  the  tenderest  age  to  practise  Charity  and 
in  the  room  where  children  under  seven  are  admitted  to  pass  the  day, 
there  are  some  very  touching  scenes.  The  workingman's  child  comes 
at  an  early  hour  because  his  mother  brings  him  to  the  Sisters  to  be  taken 
care  of  before  she  goes  to  her  work  and  she  comes  for  him  in  the  evening. 
The  rich  man's  child  comes  later  to  learn  his  letters,  and  practise  gym- 
nastics of  which  all  are  very  fond  ;  he  brings  his  toys  to  play  with.  Unfor- 
tinately  the  poor  child  has  no  toys,  not  even  a  basket  with  food,  but  the 
Sister  consoles  it  him  by  telling  him  that  the  other  is  his  friend.  The 
classes  are  attended  by  180  children,  both  boys  and  girls,  who  are  too 
yoTing  to  be  admitted  to  the  common  schools  but  who  learn, 
prayers,  singing  Reading,  Writing,  Arithmetic,  &c.  At  dinner  time 
the  rich  child  shares  his  cakes  with  the  poor  one,  thereby  learning  even 
at  that  tender  age,  to  give  food  to  the  hungry. 
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The  Sisters  support  all  the  expense  of  this  asylum  where  5  of  them  are 
contantly  engaged  in  teaching  and  watching  oyer  the  children.  They 
have  not  yet  received  anything  from  the  Government  but  let  us  hope  that 
it  will  not  always  be  so. 

In  this  establishment  10  classes  (one  of  which  is  a  model  one)  hare 
been  opened  under  the  control  of  the  commissioners  and  they  are  attend- 
ed by  539  pupils.  There  is  also  an  academy  receiving  a  grant  ;  2  classes 
with  58  pupils  ;  a  girls*  orphan  asylum,  5  classes  190  pupils  ;  a  boys' 
orphan  asylum  3  classes  161  pupils  ;  a  boarding  school  for  boys,  4  classes, 
125  pupils. 

The  first  division  of  this  boarding  school  is  a  model  school  which  does 
not  yet  receive  a  grant,  although  it  deserves  one. 

It  is  kept  on  an  excellent  footing.  The  little  boys  are  so  well  treated 
that  they  are  sorry  when  they  are  12  years  old,  because  they  hare  then 
to  leave.  They  have  large  recreation  rooms  where  they  can  practise 
gymnastics.  They  are  taught  Music  and  the  elements  of  the  Latin  langua- 
ge to  prepare  them  for  college. 

I  need  not  speak  of  the  sucess  obtained  every  year  by  the  pupils  of 
the  model  school  under  the  control  of  the  academy.  The  education  given 
in  it  does  not  consist  of  cramming' ;  the  children's  faculties  are  developed 
and  they  are  given  time  to  understand  what  they  learn. 

Every  year  about  twenty  young  girls  obtain  certificates  to  teach  in 
model  schools. 

In  this  connection  I  may  say  that  the  rule  observed  by  the  Sisters  of 
Charity  is,  that  before  becoming  novices,  they  must  have  a  certificate  from 
the  Board  of  Examiners. 

The  Sisters  of  Charity  also  have  charge  ot  the  two  model  schools  of 
Notre-Dame  de  la  Garde,  attended  by  329  pupils  of  both  sexes.  The  schools, 
which  I  visited  in  company  with  the  parish  priest,  have  baen  supplied 
by  him  with  splendid  furniture  and  a  harmonium  for  the  pupils  who 
wish  to  learn  Music.  I  found  at  my  examination  that  very  good  work 
had  been  done. 

I  also  inspectedjthe  St- Bridget's  Asylum  under  the  charge  of  the  Sisters 
of  Charity.  The  Commissioners  allow  them  $100  for  their  elementary 
classes.  There  are  76  orphans,  both  boys  and  girls,  of  Irish  origin  who 
attend  these  classes  and  seem  so  happy  that  one  would  never  suspect  the 
unfortunate  cause  of  their  being  in  the  asylum. 
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Convent  of  the  Ghod  Shepherd. — ^The  classes  of  this  institution  are  attend- 
ed by  431  pupils  ;  8  of  the  classes  are  called  academy  classes.  The  pupils 
in  the  superior  class  showed  that  they  pay  particular  attention  to  the  va- 
rious subjects  of  the  Course  of  Study.  They  compete  with  the  pupils  of 
the  Normal  School  and  prepare  themselves  for  the  strict  examinations  be- 
fore the  Boards  of  Examiners. 

The  Lady  Superior  did  the  honours  of  the  establishment  to  Mr  Farn- 
ham,  a  distinguished  journalist  of  New- York,  who  accompanied  me  on 
my  last  inspection  and  who  wished  to  inqaire  into  our  system  of  ele- 
mentary education  so  as  to  be  able  to  speak  of  it  from  actual  experience 
in  a  work  which  he  was  preparing  on  the  Province  of  Quebec.  At  my 
request  Sister  St.  Thomas  gave  him  a  practical  exhibition.  She  managed 
in  two  hours  to  bring  pupils  of  every  cla&s  before  us  and  to  demonstrate 
^th  the  greatest  ease  the  system  of  teaching  followed  in  that  establish- 
ment. 

I  may  add  that  the  same  courtesy  was  extended  to  us  at  the  convent 
of  the  Congregation  at  St  Sauveur  where  I  took  Mr  Farnham  for  the 
same  purpose. 

The  Lady  Superior  gave  the  pupils  a  practical  lesson  in  our  presence 
and  even  the  cross  questions  of  Mr  Farnham  could  not   embarrass   them. 

We  also  visited  in  that  municipality  a  small  elementary  school 
taught  by  Miss  Alphonsine  Larue  who  holds  a  model  school  diploma  from 
Laval  Normal  school  and  the  test  was  very  successful. 

The  Sisters  of  the  Good  Shepherd  manage  the  industrial  and  reforma- 
tory school  where  120  young  girls  are  admitted. 

There  are  two  classes,  one  of  which  is  certainly  a  model  one. 
One  of  its  pupils  received  a  certificate  for  a  superior  school.  I  advised 
the  directress  to  submit  a  report  of  this  school  which  deserves  a 
a  special  grant . 

St'Roch  convent.  The  Sisters  of  the  Congregation  have  opened 
in  their  convent  8  elementary  classes  under  the  control  of  the 
Commissioners  which,  when  I  made  my  inspection,  were  attended 
by  561  little  girls.  One  of  these  classes  might  however  be  classed  as  a  mo- 
del school.  I  do  not  think  it  has  ever  been  reported  to  your  Departement. 
It  deserves  a  special  grant. 

The  Commissioners  pay  $100  for  each  class  and  give  up  the  20  cents 
per  month  which  each  pupil,  who  can  do  so,  pays  direct  to  the  nuns.  It  is 
the  same  with  all  the  schools  under  control  taught  by  religious  congrega- 
tions. 
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The  Lady  jSap^rior,  notwithstanding  her  many  occupations,  was 
kind  enough  to  accompany  me  throughout  my  inspection  and  gave  me 
a  good  deal  of  information  about  her  hoUse  which  I  have  mentioned  iu 
my  bulletins. 

Christian  Brother  s  schools.  I  inspected  two  of  these  ;  that  in  St  Koch 
and  that  in  St  Sauveur.  The  first  has  11  classes  attended  by  795  pupils 
the  latter  10  classes  with  605  pupils. 

The  Inspecting  Brother  accompanied  me  throughout  my  inspection  of 
the  St  Roch  school  which  is  under  his  jurisdiction. 

At  St  Sauveur  my  inspection  coincided  with  that  of  the  School  Com- 
missioners who  were  accompaincd  by  an  Oblate  Father.  In  these  two  in- 
stitutions 6  lay  teachers  are  employed  regularly  They  get  the  same  salary 
as  the  Brothers  viz  :  $200.00.  The  pupils  in  the  three  first  classes  of  each 
establishment  follow  an  excellent  commercial  coarse.  English  and  French 
are  taught  in  a  practical  manner.  Writing  and  Drawing  are  especially 
attended  to  and  the  results  are  astonishing. 

At  St  Sauveur  where  I  had  an  oi»portunity  of  meeting  the  public  at 
the  examinations  at  the  end  of  the  year  I  found  that  this  institution  is 
highly  appreciated  by  the  local  authorities  who  endeavored  as  best  they 
could  to  express  the  gratitude  of  the  people  of  the  parish  to  the  Bro- 
thers. 

At  St  Roch  I  did  not  have  the  same  opportunity  of  hearing  them 
praised  in  public,  but  if  one  may  judge  by  the  zeal  displayed  by  the  people 
in  erecting  the  fine  building  just  handed  over  to  the  Brothers,  I  am 
convinced  that  there  also  their  work  is  highly  appreciated. 

School  of  the  Patronage.  135 'pupils  attended  the  3  classes  when  I 
made  my  inspection.  The  Brothers  of  St  ViuciMit  de  Paul  have  charge  of 
it,  but  the  institution  is  not  on  a  solid  basis,  in  my  opinion.  A  collection 
or  a  bazaar  do,  it  is  true,  provide  temporary  means  which  enable  it  to  live 
from  hand  to  mouth,  but  which  cannot  assure  the  future  of  an  institution 
ntended  for  so  noble  an  object.  The  work  is  not  one  of  those  which  are  des- 
tined to  perish  and  we  must  hope  that  the  foundation  system  inaugurated 
last  year  in  its  favour  under  the  patronage  of  llis  Eminence  the  Cardinal. 
Archbishop  of  Quebec,  will  be  a  success.  In  this  institution  there  is  a 
young  Professor  a  Mr. C.J.  Magnan  whose  writings  on  pedagogics  have 
been  reproduced  in  European  reviews. 

Other  scAoo/s.There  are  a  good  many  elementary  and  model  schools 
independent  and  under  control,  which  I  inspected.     Amongst  the  most 
important  are  those  in   St  Roch  kept  by  Mr.  Jules  Cloutier,  Mrs.  Cote  and 
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Hawkins  ;  at  the  Palais  by  Miss.  Goulet  and  Miss  Farley  ;  in  the 
Upper  Town  by  Miss  Neville;  in  the  Lower  Town  by  Miss  Baxter  ;  in  St 
John's  suburbs  by  Messrs  Fecteau  &  Letourncau,  Miss  Trumble,  Miss 
Fackney  &  Miss  Hethrington.  These  schools  do  good  work. 
Most  of  them  receive  grants  from  the  Commissioneri,  others 
from  the  government.  Some  teachers  have  been  notified  by  the 
Commissioners  that  they  must  not  in  future  rely  on  the  usual 
grant  This  has  had  ihe  effect  of  discouraging  some  who  have  given 
up  teaching.  Others,  like  Mr.  Cloutier,  who  teaches  a  commercial  aca- 
demy with  great  success,  have  decided,  notwithstanding  this,  to 
continue  teaching. 

If  we  admit  the  right  of  parents  to  send  their  children  to  whatever 
schools  they  choose  and  also  the  supposition  that  institutions  receiving 
grants  from  the  commissioners  do  not,  for  one  reason  or  another,  possess 
the  entire  confidence  of  some  of  the  interested  parties  would  it 
oot  be  better  under  the  circumstance,  instead  of  limiting  the  number  of 
schools  under  the  control  of  the  authorities,  to  have  as  few  as  possible  not 
^oder  supervision  ?  I  think  a  great  deal  would  be  gained  by  this.

[Special  Inspection] 

I  have   the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  schools  of  the 
¥ity  of  Levis  which,  by  your  letter  of  the  8th  January  last,  you  authori- 
me  to  inspect. 

The  county  of  Levis  contains  9  parishes  divided  into  14    school  muni* 
cilities  viz  : 

1  The  town  of  Levis. 

2  N.  D.  de  la  Victoire. 
8    Bienville. 

4  Lauzon. 

5  St- Joseph. 

6  St-David. 

7  St-Telesphore. 

8  Etchemin« 
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9  St-Romuald. 

10  St-Nicolas. 

11  St-Etienne. 

12  St- Jean  Chrysostome. 

13  St-Lambert. 

14  St-Henri. 

The  three  first  couBtitale  the  large  parish  of  Notre-Dame  de  Levis. 
The  towa  is  situated  on  the  North-West,  N.  D.  de  la  Victoire  on  the  South 
and  Bienville  on  the  North-East. 

The  parish  of  St-Joseph,  comprises  the  school  municipalities  of  Lauzon 
and  St-Joseph.The  village  of  that  parish  is  called  Lauzon  and  the  ranges  to 
the  East,  North  and  South  constitute  the  municipality  of  St- Joseph. 

The  municipality  of  St  Telesphore  is  the  South-west  part  of  the  parish 
of  St  David. 

Etchemin  and  St  Romuald  are  two  school  municipalities  which  con- 
stitute the  parish  of  St  Romuald.  The  Eastern  and  Centre  parts  are  called 
Etchmin  for  school  purposes. 

The  last  five  municipalities  have  the  same  limits  as  the  parishes  whose 
names  they  respectively  bear. 

School  houses 

There  are  85  school  houses,  70  of  which  belong  to  the  Commissioners  ;  9 
are  rented  and  6  are  used  for  independent  schools.  43  are  built  of  logs,  '32 
are  frame  buildings,  5  are  built  of  brick  and  stone.  Levis,  Lauzon  and 
Etchemin  have  very  fine  school  houses. 

The  college,  convent,  St  Joseph  hospital  in  Levis,  the  convent  and 
academy  in  Lauzon,  the  academy  and  convent  in  Etchemin,  as  well  as  the 
convent  at  St  Nicolas,  must  represent  an  aggregate  value  of  over  1 200,000. 

The  8  houses  in  which  the  elementary  schools  of  Levis  are  kept  are  in 
excellent  condition  and  represent  a  value  of  at  least  $10,000. 

As  to  the  school  houses  in  the  other  municipalities,  with  the  exception 
of  those  built  for  model  schools  and  about  a  dozen  others  for  elementary 
schools,  which  are  fairly  comfortable,  as  I  have  stated  in  my  bulletins,  they 
are,  as  a  rule,  not  large  enough  and  poor  in  appearance  ;  most  of  them  are 
very  cold.  Of  course  the  furniture  is  about  as  defective  as  it  can  be  in  these 
some  schools. 

Schools 

There  are  78  elementary  schools,  7  model  schools  and  2  academies 
under  control  besides   5  independent  institutions  receiving  grants  and  one 
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independent  one  which  receives  no  gra  it,    making  a  total  of   93  schools 
i?«rhich  I  inspected. 

Hospice  Sl'Joarph    dr  hi  I)6livranre. 

The  independent  institution  which  receives  no  grant  is  ih^  Hospice 
Si  Joseph  de  la  Delivrance  at  Levis.  Elementary  education  is  given 
there  to  517  boys  and  girls  ;  the  latter  also  learn  sewing,  knitting,  how 
to  make  their  own  clothes,  to  wash  and  to  iron. 

As  to  the  boys,  one  of  the  means  used  to  excite  their  emulation  and  to 
encourage  them  to  learn  their  lessons  and  do  their  exercises  properly,  is  to 
allow  them,  each  in  turn, to  go  and  work  on  the  farm  attached  to  the  estab- 
lishment, Practical  instruction  in  Agriculture  is  thus  added  to  the  theore- 
tical,  and  by  working  at  manual  labour  they  prepare  themselves  for  occu- 
pying, in  the  future,  good  positions  in  whatever  trades  they  may  select. 

This  institution,  as  every  one  knows,  wa«  founded  in  1879  by  Monsig- 
nor  Deziel,  the  illustrious  founder  .of  all  that  is  great  and  good  in  Levis, 
and  the  Sisters  of  Charity  took  charge  of  it  on  the  first  of  »September  of  the 
same  year.  It  is  but  right  to  add  that  if  Monsignor  Deziel  was  the 
founder,  the  Honorable  George  Couture  was  also  a  great  benefactor.  It 
-was  incorporated  in  1882  by  the  act  45  Victoria,  Chapter  93,  and  has 
become  the  property  of  the  Sisters  of  Charity.  The  Reverend  Sister 
St  Peter,  the  Lady  Superior,  at  the  head  of  16  nuns,  6  lay  teachers  and  14 
servants  manages  to  provide  for  all  the  requirements  of  700  persons.  With 
the  courtesy  which  distinguishes  all  the  nuns  of  her  order,  she  was 
good  enough  to  allow  me  to  inspect  the  establishment  throughout.  I 
Tvarraly  thanked  her  for  it  and  told  her  how  moved  1  was  at  the  sight 
of  so  admirable  a  work  and  at  beholding  so  evident  and  eloquent  a  proof 
of  what  Catholic  Charity  always  does  so  well 

Independent  Institutions  receiving  grants 

These  are  5  in  number  and  are  :  1  the  Levis  college  ;  2  the  convent  of 
the  Sisters  of  Jesus  Marie  at  Lauzon  ;  3  the  convent  of  the  Sisters  of  Cha- 
rity at  Levis  ;  4  the  convent  of  the  Congregation  at  Etchemin  ;  6  the  con- 
vent of  the  Sisters  of  Charity  at  St  Nicholas. 

I  will  speak  of  the  three  latter,  as  I  inspected  them. 

The  first  two  convents  are  very  good  ;  the  Levis  one  is  attended 
by  829  pupils ;  that  at  Etchemin  by  228  and  that  at  St  Nicholas  by  89.  In 
the  two  first  a  complete  course  of  studies  is  given  ;  both  languages  are 
tanght  on  the  same  footing ;  the  pupils  learn  Literature,  Rhetoric,  Logic, 
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Drawing,  Music,  hair- work,  wax- work,  &c..  cooking,  &c.,  &c.  Also, 
sewing,  embroidery,  &c.  The  useful  and  the  agreable  are  so  combined 
that  the  young  girls  are  taught  to  make  themselves  both  ornamental  and 
to  be  of  some  use  when  at  home  and  to  ba  able  to  do  domestic  work  when 
necessary. 

I  need  not  repeat  the  information  I  have  given  in  my  bulletins.  I 
will  merely  add  that  the  Lady  Superior  received  me  very  cordially  and 
told  me  how  glad  they  would  be  if  you  would  honour  them  with  a  visit. 

Academies  under  control. 

There  are  two  boys*  academies  under  control  ;  that  of  Lauzon  under 
the  Clercs  of  St-  Viateur  and  that  of  Etchemin  under  a  Sister  of  the  Congre- 
gation assisted  by  3  lay  teachers.  I  was  well  satisfied  with  the  former 
where  6  Brothers  teach  3.'>8  boys  a  complete  classical  course  and  how 
to  earn  their  living  in  business.  I  was  much  pleased  with  the  management 
of  this  institution  and  the  children  appeared  to  work  very  well  under 
their  teachers. 

The  boys*  school  at  Etchemin  is  well  managed  by  the  Sister  and  her 
four  lay  assistants  and  is  attended  by  224  boys  who  seem  anxious  to  learn. 
They  are  not  very  much  advanced  yet,  but  the  Sister  told  me  she  found 
them  very  backward  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  hopes  that  before 
long  her  school  will  be  worthy  of  the  name  of  Academy.  , 

Model  Schools  under  control. 

7  here  are  seven  model  schools  in  the  county  of  Levis  distributed  as 
follows :  one  at  St-Lambert,one  at  St-Henri,  one  at  St-Jean  Chrysostome,one 
at  St-David,  one  atSt-Nicolas  and  two  at  St-Romuald. 

The  two  first  are  good,  the  third  is  inferior,  the  fourth  is  quite  new  but, 
I  believe,  is  doing  well.  The  last  three  arc  nothing  but  very  ordinary 
elementary  schools. 

The  boys'  model  school  will  never  do  any  good  until  it  has  a  good 
master,  then  only  will  it  become  prosperous,  as  I  am  told  it  used  to  be  in 
former  years. 

In  the  first  two  schools  there  are  a  number  of  big  girls  who  go  there 
in  order  to  prepare  themselves  for  examination  before  the  Boards  of  Exa- 
miners. In  these  schools  I  have  seen  grown  girls  sitting  among  the  pu- 
pils. I  do  not  think  it  is  any  advantage,  either  to  the  body  of  teachers  or 
to  the  public,  to  have  our  model  schools  thus  turned  into  nurseries  for 
cheap  teachers.  It  is  evident   that  the  teachers  of  these  schools  must  ne- 
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gleet  the  middle  class  which  contains  the  most  of  their  pupils,  in  order  to 
teach  these  big  girls  and  prepare  thrm  fur  thtur  examination,  which  they 
pretty  frequently  succeed  in  pasbiinij  and  then  possess  themselves  of 
the    adjoining  elementary  schools. 

This  explains  how  I  found  so  few  good  ones  in  the  county  of  Levis, 
especially  in  the  parishes  where  this  kind  of  model  school  exists. 

The  two  St-Romuald  schools  have  been  for  a  few  months  only  under 
the  care  of  two  young  teachers  holding  model  school  diplomas  who  have 
not  yet  had  time  to  test  their  proKcieney.  They  told  me  that  they  found  their 
pupils  very  backward  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  I  may  say  that  they 
are  so  still. 

EliKMENTAKY    Sc'IlOOLS. 

Of  the  Y8  elementary  schools  which  I  visited,  but  few  gave  m3  complete 
satisfaction.  Most  of  them  are  of  manifest  inferiority  and  several  are  of  no 
use  whatever.  My  bulletins  give  detailed  information  as  to  each  of  these 
schools  so  I  need  not  revert  to  them  in  this  report.  I  will  however  call 
your  attention  to  the  statistical  table  of  the  various  branches  of  study  in 
the  elementary  schools.  You  will  observe  that  the  course  of  studies  is 
reduced  to  its  simplest  from  ;  you  will  also  observe  to  what  little 
advantage  the  big  boys  in  those  fine  and  flourishing  parishes  appear  in 
the  school  statistics  of  the  municipalities. 

I  am  sure  that  you  will  be  of  opinion  that  the  counsel  I  gave  to 
the  Commissioners  to  open  model  schools  taught  by  masters,  is  the 
only  way  of    attractmg  these  big  boys  to  school. 

Apart  from  the  town  of  Levis,  Lauzon  and  Etchemin,!  hardly  found 
in  the  municipalities  ie^n  boys  who  could  write  a  short  business  letter 
or  draw  up  a  note  or  a  receipt. 

In  fact  there  were  hardly  ten  who  could  give  the  least  explanation 
of  what  they  read.  However  I  was  given  numbers  for  statistical  pur- 
poses. 

In  nearly  all  the  municipalities  which  I  visited,  I  had  long  inter- 
views with  the  school  authorities.  It  is  admitted  that  the  boys  in  particu- 
lar learn  nothing  and  that  it  is  great  pity  to  leave  them  in  ignorance,  that 
it  is  necessary  to  overcome,  as  soon  a«  possible,  the  present  tendency  to  hand 
over  our  primary  schools  to  young  girls,  with  .ittle  or  no  qiialification  ;  but 
as  soon  as  practical  steps  have  to  be  taken,  a  little  extra  expense  to  be  in 
curred,  then  the  enthusiasm  cools  down  and  no  one  has  the  courage  to 
dive  into  his  pocket  for  the  few  cents  which  are  necessary  to  carry  out 
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an  idea  which  all  admit  to  be  a  good  one.  I  am  certain  of  one  thing  and 
that  is  that  the  authorities  in  many  municipalities  appear  to  be  but 
little  convinced  that  a  prompt  remedy  is  required  for  the  present  state  of 
affairs. 

Many  commissioners  admit  that  they  would  be  well  disposed  to 
engage  male  teachers/  if  the  law  compelled  them  to  take  the  initiative 
in  an  improvement  which  would  oblige  them  to  raise  the  rate  of  taxa- 
tion however  slighly,  so  they  temporize  and  wait  until  more  courageous 
commissioners  make  the  attempt 

Now  I  must  admit  that  this  ri*x>ort  gives  but  a  gloomy  view  of  the 
general  condition  of  the  elementary  schools  of  the  county  of  Levis ; 
however  I  think  I  am  within  the  bounds  of  truth  and  hope  that  those 
who  may  read  my  remarks  will  not  be  too  angry  with  me,  for  severe 
remedies  have  to  be  applied  when  necessary. 

I  may  add  that  the  Commissioners  ai)peared  to  appreciate  the  advice 
I  gave  them  and  to  be  decided  to  have  the  most  pressing  work  done 
during  next  vacation.  In  consideration  of  their  willingness  I  gave  them 
to  understand  that  all  the  time  they  wanted  would  be  allowed  them. 

Under  these  circumstances,  it  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  advisable  to 
wait  until  the  next  inspection,  to  see  whether  they  have  begun  at  least 
the  most  important  reforms. 

In  manv  cases  the  work  will  cost  considerable  amounts  and  I 
iinderstand,that  even  with  great  willingness,  it  will  take  the  parishes  which 
have  the  most  to  do,  several  years  before  they  can  accomplish  the  task  they 
have  to  perform. 

In  my  bulletins,  I  give  details  as  to  the  manner  in  which  the  secretary 
treasurers  keep  their  accounts.

[Special  Inspection] 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  my  inspection  of 
the  schools  in  the  county  of  Dorchester.  It  is  a  sequel  to  that  which  I 
Beit  you  in  May  last  and  will   com^>let9  the  ta^^k  which  you  confided  me 
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by    authorizing    me    to    inspect    the  schools   in  the   district  of  the  late 
Mr  Carrier. 

I  had  to  travel  over  the  whole  of  this  extensive  and  mountainous  country, 
the  Southern  portion  of  which  is  particularly  difficult  to  get  over,  as  the 
roads  are'so  hilly  and  full  of  stones^that  one  is  thankfuU  to  get  back  safe 
and  sound.  A  special  vehicle  is  required  and  the  best  time  to  inspect  the 
schools  is  from  the  15th  June  to  the  end  of  July.  I  am  told  that,  at  that 
season,  the  children  attend  school  more  regularly  and  the  ruts  made  in 
the  roads  by  the  Spring  floods  arc  filled  with  sand  which  is  carted  after 
seeding  time. 

This  county  comprises  12  large  parishes  which  I  will  proceed  to  name 
in  the  order  in  which  I  visited  them,  viz:  St-Anselme, Ste-Claire,  St-Mala- 
c?hy,  St-Leon  de  Brandon,  Ste  Germaine  du  Lac  Etchemin,  Ste-Justine  or 
Township  of  Langevin,  St-Odilon  de  Cranbourne,  St-Edouard  de  Framp- 
ton,  Ste-Marguerite,  Ste-Henedine,  St-Bemard  and  St-Isidore. 

A  part  of  St-Lcon  de  Standon  is  erected  into  a  separate  municipality 
under  the  name  of  St-Abdon  de  Standon. 

There  is  only  a  small  elementary  school  there,  the  teacher  of  ^A^hich 
is  not  certificated. 

The  are  9t  school-houses,  88  of  which   belong  to  the  Commissioners. 

Of  the  94  schools  in  operation,  89  are  elementary,  3  are  model  schools 
under  control  and  2  are  independent  model  schools  receiving  grants. 

There  are  93  lay  teachers  and  ^  nuns. 

There  are  only  3  male  teachers  and  90  female  teachers,  10  of  whom 
are  not  certificated. 

Two  male  and  3  female  teachers  have  been  trained  at  the  Laval 
No'Tnal  School. 

The  total  number  of  pupils  is  3,383,  with  an  average  attendance  of 
2,187.  Pupils  reading  fluently  2,603  ;  reading  with  explanations,  824  ;  in 
Tivriting  and  Arithmetic  3,165  ;  Grammar  and  Dictation,*  1,245  ;  Letter- 
writing,  897  ;  Sacred  History,  980  ;  History  of  Canada,  479  ;  other  histo- 
ries, 62  ;  Geography,  672  ;  Book-keeping,  341  ;  Agriculture,  516  ;  Object 
lessons,  322  ;  Geometry,  79  ;  Algebra,  40  ;  Sewing,  65  ;  Music,  16.  There 
are  also  422  pupils  wh©  learn  both  French  and  English. 

School  houses. 

There  are  few  parishes  in  this  county  which  can  pride  themselves  on 
their  ta?ste  in  building  school  houses,  for  they  are,  as  a  rule,  simple  cottages 
which  time  alone  colours,  for  the  painter  never  passes   that  way,  or  if  he 
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does,  his  services  are  only  secured  in  order  to  paint  the  door  or  gable  in 
Vermillion,  which  gives  the  building  an  air  of  pretension  which  is  pain 
ful  to  see. 

Most  of  those  which  I  visited  were  generally  dirty,  or  in  a  state  of 
decay,  sometimes  fairly  solid  but  unfinished  and  not  roomy  enough,  and 
finally,  nearly  always  badly  lighted  and  very  cold. 

In  my  bulletins  I  give  details  which  will  show  you  what  parishes 
have  the  most  to  do  in  that  resi>ect  in  order  to  comply  with  the  regula- 
tions of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction.  You  will  also  observe  that  I 
do  justicf^.  to  some  other  municipalities  where  praiseworthy  efforts  are 
made,  if  not  to  attain  perfection,  at  least  to  have  suitable  school  houses.  As 
1  found  the  authorities  very  willing  nearly  everywhere,  I  hope  there 
will  be  no  difficulty  in  effecting  reform,  particularly  as  I  found  all  classes 
animated  with  emulation  and  zeal. 

As  regards  Agriculture,  Trade  and  Industry,  the  county  of  Dorchester 
compares  favorably  with  other  parts  of  the  Province. 

Schools 

Of  the  04  schools  in  operation  only  five  are    model    schools  :  those  of 
St  Anselme,  St  Claire  and  St  Bernard   tanjrht  by    male   teachers  ;  also  a 
convent  of  the  Sisters  of  Charity  at  St  Anselme,  and  another  at  St  Isidore  un- 
der the  Sisters  of  the  G-ood  Shepherd.  All  these  schools  are  really  superior 
ones  and  do  credit  to  the  parishes  to  which  they  belong. 

The  boys'  model  school  at  St  Anselme  kept  by  a  distinguished  pupil 
of  the  Laval  Normal  School,  Mr  Thomas  Fuurnier,  is  of  great  service  to 
the  youths  of  that  parish. 

I  was  agreably  surprised  to  find  in  the  school  young  men  of  20  giving 
to  the  younger  pupils  an  example  of  assiduity,  application  and  good  con- 
duct. I  congratulated  them  on  their  love  of  study  and  on  the  good  exam- 
ple which  they  gave  to  the  other  young  m*»n  of  the  parish,  who  might  in 
greater  numbers  spend  the  many  leisure  hours  of  the  Winter  season  in 
study.  Air.  Fournier  cheerfully  performs  the  additional  work  imposed  on 
liim  and  thereby  gains  public  esteem  and  the  confidence  of  the  parents. 

The  convent  in  this  parish  is  regularly  attended  by  T6  girls  and  the 
Sister  of  Chjirity  are  \ery  successful  here  as  everywhere  else.  The  parish 
priest  and  Dr.  Vaillan<30urt,  the  chairman  of  th"*  board,  actompanicd  me 
when  I  visited  the  convent.  We  took  particular  interest  in  examining  a 
class  of  little  boys  from  5to  t  years  of  age.  which  the  Sister?,  at  the  request 
of  the  parish  priest  have  opened  during  the  year. 
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The  Sisters  of  the  G-ood  Shepherd  teach  the  mixed  model  school  in  St 
Isidore.  Their  institution  is  independent,  but  they  also  have  the  manage- 
ment of  the  class  under  control  of  the  Commissioners  to  which  boys  and 
girls  are  admitted.  I  did  not  find  any  big  boys  m  this  or  any  of  the  other 
schools  of  the  parish.  The  young  girls  follow  a  complete  course  of  study 
in  this  convent.  While  I  was  examining  the  younger  pupils.  I  gave  out 
a  subject  for  composition  to  the  older  ones,  who  did  the  work  remarkably 
well. 

The  model  school  at  Ste  Claire  is  a  mixed  one  and  is  under  the  mana- 
gement of  Mr.  P.  Simard  a  former  pupil  of  Laval  Normal  school.  When 
I  made  my  inspection  there  were  23  grown  girls  who  were  preparing  for 
examination  before  the  Board  of  Examiners.  Mr.  Simard  teaches  the 
school  himself,  hut  Mrs.  Simard  looks  after  the  girls'  department  out  of 
class  hours.  Mr.  Simard  is  a  very  zealous  teacher  and  succeeds  very  well 
I  was  accompanied  by  Dr  Lesage,  the  chairman  of  the  Board.  lie  seems 
well  satisfied  with  the  progress  made  by  the  pupils  of  the  school.  For  my 
part  I  found  it  doing  well. 

The  mixed  model  school  at  St  Bernard  is  taught  by  Mr.  F.  Audet, 
who  was  educated  at  the  Quebec  Seminary  and  obtained  his  diploma  from 
the  Quebec  Board  of  Examiners.  He  is  a  very  intelligent  young  teacher, 
who  has  specially  studied  pedagogics  by  himself  and  his  teaching  is 
methodical  and  remarkably  lucid.  It  is  a  pity  that,  at  St  Bernard,  they 
cannot  understand  that  it  is  imposs'ible  for  this  excellent  teacher  to  con- 
tinue any  longer  to  sacrifice  his  time  and  his  future  for  an  annual  salary  of 
♦176. 

In  addition  to  these  5  model  schools  which  are,  I  repeat,  remarkably 
good,  there  are  2  elementary  schools  which  raig-ht,  with  advantage,  be  made 
model  schools,  one  in  district  No  1  of  the  parish  of  the  Ste  Henedine  and  one 
in  district  No  1  of  St  Malachy.  They  would  be  entitled  to  the  grant  for 
superior  institutions  if  the  commissioners  were  to  make  application  for  it 
accompanied  by  a  report,  as  I  advised  them  to  do. 

Thefirstofthese  two  Schools  is  taught  by  Mrs.  Octave  Fluet  Dumont, 
a  former  pupil  of  Laval  Normal  school  and  is  attended  by  106  pupils,  some  of 
whom  successfully  learn  most  of  the  branches  of  a  model  school.  A  second 
certificated  teacher  assists  Mrs  Dumont.  School  No  1  of  St-Malachy  is 
kept  by  Miss  Virginie  Boilard  who  holds  a  model  school  certificate  from 
the  Board  and  teaches  both  languages  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner  to  54 
pnpile.  All  the  branches  of  an  elementary  school  and  some  of  those  of  a 
model  school  are  well  taught. 
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Amongt  the  87  elementary  schools  about  20  are  comparatively  good  ; 
the  others  are  inferior  or  bad.     My  bulletins   give   all  the  details. 

If  it  be  true  that  a  good  many  pupils  do  not  possess  the  necessary 
qualifications  1  to  succeed,  it  is  likewise  true  that  some  of  the 
teachers  have  but  little  education,  still  less  zeal  and  not  the  slightest 
knowledge  o  :how  to  teach.  The  teachers  of  this  class,  by  accepting 
salaries  of  from  $50  to  $60,  easily  find  places,  but  as  the  commissioners  often 
find  that  they  pay  them  too  dear,  they  oblige  them  to  wash  the  school- 
room floor.  Now,  although  I  find  it  improper  for  the  commissioners  to 
impose  such  work  on  the  teacher  of  their  children  and  although  I  energe- 
tically protest  against  such  a  practice,  I  cannot  but  admit  that  they  are 
consistent  from  their  own  point  of  view,  for  they  pay  higher  wages 
to  the  servant  who  feeds  their  cattle.  With  them,  as  with  many 
others,  a  person's  value  is  estimated  by  the  amount  of  his  salary.  It  is  unfor- 
tunate that  such  engagements  should  be  made  officially  and  in  the  name 
of  the  law. 

Most  of  the  secretary-treasurers  perform  the  duties  of  their  office  very 
well.   They  are  men  of  education  and  progress.

Sir. 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  first  report,  on  the  inspection  of 
the  schools  in  my  district  for  the  scholastic  year  ending  on  the  30th  June 
last. 

My  district  consists  of  19  municipalities  and  comprises  9  institutions  divi- 
ded as  follows  1^68  elementary  schools,  17  model  schools  and  1  academy  un- 
der control;  2  independent  model  schools  and  8  academies  receiving  grants 
and  three  independent  elementary  ^schools  receiving  no  grants.  These 
schools  are  distributed^n  my  'inspection  district  as  follows : 

Be^tiport.  ^In  this  municipality  there  are  six  schools  under  control  in 
operation,  besides  two  independent  sc^hools.  The  model  school  taught  by 
the  Misses  ,Vallee  does  satisfactory  work.  As  regards  the  elementary 
schools,  that  taught  by  Miss  Rosalie  Parent  deserves  speial  mention  for 
the  order  and  discipline  maintained  in  it.  I  was  very  well  pleased  with 
Miss  Parent's  Sihool.  The  other  schools  in  this  municipality  also  do 
satisfactory  work. 
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St.  Michel  de  Beauport.  This  municipality  has  only  two  elementary 
schools  which  are  on  a  fairly  good  footing.  Both  these  municipalities 
appeared  to  me  to  be  in  a  prosperous  condition. 

Charlesbofurg.  There  are  in  this  parish  five  elementary  and  two 
model  schools  under  control.  The  model  school  of  Notre  Dame  des  Lau- 
rentides,  under  the  management  of  the  Sisters  of  the  Good  Shepherd, 
continues  to  do  satisfactory  work.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  these  good 
Sisters  are  remarkable  for  their  zeal,  devotedness  and  spirit  of  self-sacrifice 
and  the  services  they  render  are  highly  appreciated  by  the  citizens  of 
Charlesbourg.  As  to  the  model  school  in  the  village  under  Mr.  Turgeon, 
I  will  only  say  a  word  to  corroborate  the  praise  bestowed  upon  him  by 
Inspector  Fremont  and  which  he  richly  deserves.  Mr.  Turgeon  was  in 
his  element,  and  his  happiness  consisted  in  teaching.  This  was  the  real 
secret  of  his  wonderful  success.  I  will  not  say  anything  further,  so  as  not 
to  destroy  the  effect  of  the  praise  which  my  predecessor  so  gracefully  and 
lavishly  bestowed  upon  him.  I  have  but  one  regret  to  express  and  that  is  my 
sorrow  at  seeing  him  give  up  teaching,  owing  to  his  health  being  shattered 
by  twenty  one  years  of  constant  work.  He  gave  up  the  task  with 
regret.  Amongst  the  elementary  schools,  which  are  all  on  a  good  footing 
that  of  Bourg-feoyal  under  Miss  Eudora  Lambert  deserves  special  mention. 

In  addition  to  the  schools  I  have  just  mentioned,  Charlesbourg  has  a 
fine  convent  under  the  management  of  the  Sisters  of  the  Q-ood  Shepherd. 

I  will  take  the  liberty  of  giving  some  information  in  connection 
with  this  establishment  which,  although  classed  only  as  a  model  school, 
can  compare  favorably  with  many  others  of  the  same  kind  classed  as 
academies. 

[  am  in  a  position  to  speak  of  this  institution  as  the  Sisters  in  charge 
kindly  invited  me  to  visit  the  school. 

The  education  given  in  this  convent  is  very  good,  the  system  followed 
is  excellent  and  the  teaching  is  as  clear  and  precise  as  it  can  possibly  be^ 
I  found  that  the  pupils  were  able  to  explain  thoroughly  everything  they 
did. 

The  establishment  is  really  a  first  class  one  and  I  would  like  io  see  it 
rank  as  an  academy  with  an  increased  grant. 

St,  Ambroise.  In  this  parish  there  are  10  elementary  and  2  model 
schools  ;  the  two  latter  are  particularly  good.  Mr.  Dore  who  teaches  the 
boy's  model  school  and  Miss  Pelisson  who  teaches  the  girl's  model  school 
both  deserve  praise  for  their  zealous  performance  of  their  duties.  Most 
of  the  elementary  schools  do  satisfactory  work,  and  that  taught  by  Miss 
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Caroline  Oay  deserves  special  mention.  I  am  sorry  that  the  commis- 
sioners havo  not  thonght  proper  to  retain  the  services  of  so  v^ell  qualified 
a  teacher. 

Ajicienne  Loretle.  There  are  6  elementary,  and  two  model  schools  and 
an  academy  in  this  municipality.  All  these  schools  do  satisfactory  work-. 
Mr.  Pageot's  school  deserves  special  mention. 

Si.  Colomb  de  SiUe^y.  There  are  2  elementary,  two  model  schools  and 
an  academy  in  this  municipality.  All  these  schools  do  very  good  work 
and  I  am  happy  to  say  that  8illery  has  an  excellent  school  organization. 
In  addition  to  the  above  mentioned  schools  there  is  a  girls'  academy 
which  is  a  first  class  institution,  under  the  management  of  the  Sisters  of 
Jesus-Marie.  I  regret  to  say  that  I  was  unable  to  obtain  the  statiscics  of 
this  establishment,  at^hough  I  asked  for  them  and  this  explains  why  the 
nstitution  does  not  appear  in  my  bulletins  or  in  my  statistical  table. 

Si.  F6lix  du  Cap  Roiigt,  The  two  model  schools  and  the  elementary 
school  in  this  municipality  are  under  the  management  of  the  Sisters  of 
Charity  and  all  three  are  excellent. 

&ie  Foye,  Two  schools,  an  elementary  and  a  model  are  taught  by  the 
Sisters  of  the  Grood  Shepherd  and  do  very  satisfactory  work,  for  these 
excellent  tea(?hers,  here  as  elsewhere,  are  as  zealous  and  self-sacrificing  as 
thev  can  be. 

Tewkesbury  No.  1.  There  is  one  school  in^operation  which  does  fairly 
good  work. 

Stoneham.  There  is  also  one  school  in  this  municipality  which  does 
very  satisfactory  work. 

I  was  unable  to  visit  the  school  in  Tewkesbury  No.  2  as  it  was  closed 
owing  to  the  illness  of  the  teacher.  This  explains  why  this  school  does  not 
appear  in  my  statistical  table. 

St.  Dunstan,  There  is  an  excellent  school  in  this  municipality,  very 
well  taught  by  Mr.  P.  Brown. 

St.  Raymond.  In  this  large  i>arish  there  are  13  schools,  all  elementary, 
only  10  of  which  were  in  operation  during  the  past  year.  I  could  only 
inspect  9  of  these  10  schools  as  the  other  was  closed  on  account  of  the 
disappearance  of  the  teacher  and,  as  1  could  not  obtain  the  required  inform- 
ation, this  school  does  not  appear  in  my  statistical  table.  As  to  the  9 
schools  which  I  inspected,  I  classed  them  as  follows :  4  are  inferior,  2 
good  and  the  remaining  3  very  good.  That  taught  by  Miss  Odile  Dugal 
deserves  special  mention. 
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Sie  Jeanne  de  Neuville,  During  the  past  year  6  schools  were  in  operation 
in  this  municipality,  5  being  elementary  and  doing  satisfactory  work  and 
an  excellent  model  school  taught  by  Miss  Aurore  Dionne,  a  very  able 
teacher,  whose  scientific  and  professional  knowledge  it  would  be  difficult 
Iq  surpass. 

I  was  very  much  pleased  with  her  school.  One  district  had  no  school 
open  throughout  the  year. 

St.  Basile.  There  are  5  elementary  and  1  model  school  in  this  muni- 
cipality. The  latter,  taught  by  Miss  Adelaide  Germain,  does  very 
satisfactory  work.  I  may  say  the  same  of  the  elementary  schools  under 
Miss  Josephine  Delisle  and  Miss  Meleda  Drolet,  which  are  both  deserving 
of  special  mention. 

Ecureih.  The  only  school  in  this  municipality,  a  model  school  taught 
by  Miss  Ozelina  de  Varennes,  does  very  satisfactory  work. 

PouUe-aux-Trembles,  This  parish  is  divided  into  4  school  districts  and 
has  4  elementaryjand  1  model  school  under  control,  besides  an  independent 
academy  under  the  management  of  the  Sisters  of  the  Congregation.  The 
latter  institution  does  very  good  work  and  is  well  encouraged,  which 
testifies  to  its  being  on  an  excellent  footing. 

I  will  not  enter  into  details,  as  institutions  of  this  kind  are  too  wall 
known  and  are  rightly  considered  to  be  among  the  best  in  the  country. 
The  boys'  model  school  which  is  taught  by  Mr.  Armand  Lockquell  deserves 
great  praise,  for  it  is  an  excellent  school  in  every  respect.  The  elementary 
schools  also  do  satisfactory  work. 

Si,  Augustin,  There  are  5  schools  under  control  in  this  municipality, 
four  being  elementary  and  one  a  model  school. 

There  is  also  an  independent  model  school  under  the  management  of 
the  Sisters  of  the  Congregation.  TThat  I  have  said  above  of  the 
academy  at  Pointe-aux-Trembles,  applies  in  every  respect  to  this  insti- 
tution. 

The  boys'  model  school  under  Miss  Celina  Gingras  also  does  good 
work. 

Amongst  the  elementary  schools  which,  on  the  whole,  do  very 
good  work  that  of  Miss  Helene  Beaubien,  a  pupil  of  the  Laval  Normal 
School,  is  the  best  and  is  deserving  of  special  mention.  It  is  one  of  the 
best  elementary  schools  in  my  district. 

Ste.  Catherine.  In  this  poor  municipality  there  are  6  elementary 
and  one  model  school  under  control  of  the  Commissioners. 
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The  model  school  taught  by  Miss  Alice  Delisle  is  an  excellent  one  and 
does  satisfactary  work.  Amongst  the  elementary  schools,  that  of  Miss 
Bertha  Dube  and  that  of  Miss  Mary  Loughran  are  very  good. 

The  schools  at  Ste.  Catherine  Station  and  Lake  Saint  Joseph  were 
closed  when  I  went  to  inspect  them  and  this  explains  why  the  statistics 
of  these  two  schools  do  not  appear  in  my  grand  statistical  table. 

1  have  to  congratulate  the  Reverend  Mr  Leclerc,  the  parish  priest  of 
Ste  Catherine,  on  his  zealous  efforts  to  stimulate  the  teachers  and  overcome 
the  apathy  of  the  pupils,  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that, not  withstanding  the 
disadvantages  under  which  it  labours,  the  schools  of  the  parish  of  Ste. 
Catherine  compare  favorably  with  schools  of  the  same  kind  in  more  favored 
localities, 

I  would  be  very  glad  if  the  grant  to  the  mod^l  school  in  this  munici- 
pality could  be  increased. 

Before  concluding  I  have  to  give  some  explanations  with  reference 
to  school  furniture  and  appliances  in  my  district.  They  are  far  from 
what  they  should  be.  There  are  very  few  forms  with  back-rests  ;  there  are 
many  badly  made  desks  and  the  absence  of  maps  and  black  boards  is 
particularly  noticeable,  especially  maps,  the  result  being  that  in  many 
schools  Geography  is  entirely  neglected. 

As  you  may  have  observed  by  my  bulletins, Agriculture  and  Drawing 
are  not  taught  at  all  in  a  great  many  schools.  This  is  in  most  instances 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  school  authorities  will  not  have  these  branches 
taught  in  the  schools  or  to  the  parents  refusing  to  supply  their  children 
with  the  necessary  books  and  appliances. 

Let  us  hope  that  there  will  be  a  change  in  this  respect  when  the 
school  authorities  and  parents  will  better  understand  their  interests  and 
duties. 

I  found  in  some  municipalities  that  the  school  commissioners  do  not 
even  take  the  trouble  to  visit  the  schools  every  year,  as  required  by  law 
It  is  therefore  not  surprising  that  there  is  apathy  in  such  schools  notwith- 
standing the  zeal  and  energy  of  the  teachers  Children  who  are  so  neglected 
and  who  never  receive  a  word  of  encouragement  or  the  slightest,  reward 
are  greatly  to  be  pitied>nd  it  js  no.wonder  they^make  no  progress  ;  they 
are  entirely  forgotten,  no  one>a ys  any  i>eed  to  them  and  they  are  quite 
astonished  when  the  inspector  encourages  them  and  distributes  the  few 
rewards  he  has  at  his  disposal. 

In  some  schools  which  I  inspected  and  in  which  there  was  a  lack  of 
discipline  and  application,  I  offered  to  give  one  or  two  prizes  to  some  of 
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the  pupils,  if  there  was  improvement  in  their  conduct  and  I  am  happy 
to  say  that  in  every  instance  the  promised  rewards  were  deserved,  which 
proves  what  a  powerful  stimulus  this  is. 

There  is  another  matter  to  which  I  would  call  your  attention  and  that 
is  the  spirit  of  independence  which  prevails  in  certain  municipalities  with 
reference  to  the  remarks  made  by  the  school  inspectors.  In  many 
cases  the  school  authorities  pay  no  attention  to  them  whatever.  The 
reason  why  I  mention  this,  is  that  when  Mr.  Lefebvre  inspected  the  schools 
itt  the  county  of  Portneuf,  which  are  within  my  ditrict,  he  made  remarks 
to  the  commissioners,  who  as  a  rule  paid  no  attention  to  them.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  schools  in  my  ins- 
pection district. 

The  following  comparative  table  will  show  you  what  progress  has 
been  made  in  my  division  from  the  time  I  was  appointed  to  the  present  day. 


Watricts

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The  slight  decrease  in  the  total  number  of  pupils  is  due  to  exten- 
sive emigration  to  the  United  States  during  the  year. 

In  order  to  obtain  uniformity  in  school  books  and  put  a  stop  to  the 
objectionable  habit  which  the  teachers  have  of  making  the  children  get 
only  the  books  which  they  themselves  have  studied,  I  have  succeeded  in 
several  municipalities  in  getting  the  commissioners  to  buy  the  books  and 
to  supply  the  teachers  with  the  books  they  require  for  teaching.  I  further 
got  the  commissioners  to  pass  a  resolution  forbidding  teachers  to  introduce 
any  book  into  the  schools  without  their  permission. 

If  the  education  laws  were  amended  in  that  sense,  I  think  we  would 

have  a  remedy  for   the  chief  obstacle  to  progres,    For  a  new   teacher   in 

taking  charge   of  the  school  always  seeks   to  introduce  the  books  which 

Jie  has  studied.  I  see  no  other  remedy  for  the  evil  than  that  which  I  nave 

just  suggested. 

In  some  municipalities  there  is  too  much  learning  by  heart.  Amongst 
those  which  have  given  up  this  bad  habit  I  find  St-Theodore  d' Acton. 
There  are  also  in  my  district  many  pupils  who  are  very  backward  and 
whose  teachers  are  not  certificated,  so  they  only  learn  Catechism,  Reading, 
Writing  and  a  smattering  of  Grammar  and  Arithmetic.  Memory  is  culti- 
vated but  not  the  intellect.  The  dilficulty  in  this  instance  is  the  scarcity 
of  certificated  teachers.  This  scarcity  exists  every  year  and  I  cannot 
understand  why  young  girls  from  the  vicinity  of  Quebec,  Montreal  or 
St-Hyacinthe  should  not  go  and  teach  in  the  counties  of  ShefFord  or  Missis- 
quoi.  The  salaries  are  higher  than  elsewhere,  communications  are  easy, 
the  ratepayers  are  affable,  polite  and  hospitable  ;  on  the  other  hand  they 
would  gain  a  great  deal  by  learning  English.  Last  year  five  came  from 
Lotbiniere  and  we  hope  that  we  will  have  a  still  greater  number  next 
year. 

There  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  several  school  houses  in 
which  the  furniture  has  been  renewed.  I  might  perhaps  have  obtained 
more  for  other  schools,  but  the  poverty  and  distress  which  prevailed  in 
some  districts  prevented  me  from  doing  so. 

Eight  school  houses  have  been  rebuilt,  2  in  Ste-Pudentienne,  one  in 
South  Ely,  one  in  North  Stukely,  one  in  Milton,  one  in  West  Farnham, 
one  in  Caxton  and  one  in  St-Andre  d' Acton.  The  Commissioners  are 
everywhere  zealous  and  willing  and  are  building  school  houses  which  are 
spacious,  well  lighted  and  comfortable.  The  plan  of  the  buildings  is  better 
suited  for  schools  than  that  which  is  generally  adopted  for  school  houses 
in  the  district  of  Quebec  ;  they  are  more  convenient  for  placing  the  furni. 
ture,  the  windows  give  a  better  light  and  the  stove  is  better  situated  for  its 
heat  to  be  felt.

Schools. 

Of  the  1^4   lementary  schools  in  my  district,  29  are  very  good,    iTT 
ate  good,  35  middling,  21  inferior  and  12  bad. 

The  Marianite   Sisters  at  Magog  and  the  Sisters  of  St-Josesh  at  St- 
Baxnien  de  Bedford  have  done  good  work. 

There  are  5  model  schools  under  control,  viz  :  the  boys'  model  schools 
at  Acton  Vale,  Roxton  Falls,  Waterloo  and  Coaticooke  and  the  girls'  model 
school  at  Roxton  Falls.  In  consequence  of  the  departure  of  Mr.  Boulay, 
the  model  school  at  Acton  Vale  has  been  placed  under  the  direction  of  two 

female  teachers,  who  could  not  even  this   year   maintain    the  rank  of  the 

school  ;  not  a  single  pupil  followed  the  modsL  course. 

At  Roxton  Falls  the  mixed  academy  has  been  divided  into  two  parts, 
the  boys  being  given  over  to  Mr.  Tanguay  and  the  girls  to  Miss  Lamothe. 
Five  pupils  followed  the  model  course  in  the  boys'  school  and  none  in  the 
girls'  school,  which  was  not  very  good  this  year,  but  will  be  handed  over 
next  year  to  the  Sisters  of  La  Presentation.  Mr.  Tanguay  will  be  replaced 
by  Marist   Brothers. 

At  Waterloo  only  one  pupil  followed  the  model  course  under  the 
direction  of  Miss  Gingras  superintended  and  directed  by  the  Sisters  of 
J^suS'Marie. 

At  Coaticooke  10  pupils  followed  the  model  course  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Mr  A.  D.  Porcheron  whose  reputation  is  well  known.  His  pupils 
were  distinguished,  as  in  the  past,  by  their  discipline,  application,  zeal  and 
progress. 

There  are  seven  independent  Roman  Catholic  institutions*  The  con- 
vents of  West  Fam  ham,  Coaticooke,  Granby  and  Acton  Vale  are  under 
the  management  of  Sisters  of  La  Presentation  who  do  excellent  work  and 
maintain  their  reputation.  They  particularly  excel  in  training  good  teachers  ; 
all  the  young  girls  in  this  district  who  intend  to  be  teachers  should  spend 
at  least  two  years  in  one  of  these  institutions. 

These  nuns  w^ill  take  possession  of  the  splendid  convent  which  the 
citizens  of  Roxton  Falls  are  building  through  the  zeal  and  patriotism  of 
their  parish  priest.  Rev  Mr.  Santenac. 

The  convent  at  Waterloo  under  the  management  of  the  Sisters  o( 
JSsus'Mdrie  is  noted  throughout  this  section  of  the  county,  for  the 
high  edtlcation  it  gites. 

Tlie  convent  at  Stanstead  Plain  Hear  the  United  States  frontier  is 
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attended  by  both  Protestant  and  Koman  Catholic  girls  and  is  doing  rery 
good  work. 

The  Ursuline  Ladies  who  have  charge  of  it  and  who  teach  with  that 
8]>ecial  proficiency  for  which  they  are  so  well  known,  are  teaching  in  this 
part  of  the  country  oui*  beautiful  French  language  which  was  formerly 
almost  unknown  there. 

The  pupils  of  the  West  Farnham  Academy  under  the  Fathers  of  St- 
Croix  are  very  assiduous  and  are  making  marked  progress.  This  year  Rev 
Father  Guay,  who  succeeded  Rev.  Father  Dion,  kindly  gave  me  the  statis- 
tics even  before  I  asked  for  them.  I  examined  the  pupils  in  each  division 
and  can  say  that  this  institution  is  a  first  class  commercial  school.  English 
and  French  are  taught  and  all  banking  and  customs  business  is  transacted 
in  English. 

This  year  again,  in  several  municipalities  the  commissioners  advanced 
or  delayed  their  Winter  examinations  in  order  to  accompany  me  and 
benefit  by  my  remarks  and  advice  to  them  or  to  the  children.  In  this 
connection,  I  have  to  congratulate  the  commissioners  of  Ste-Anne  de 
Stukely,  North  Stukely,  Lawrenceville,  South  Ely,  Granby,  St-Theodore 
d' Acton,  St-Andre  d'Aotou,  Acton  Vale,  Waterloo,  West  Farnham  and 
Notre-Dame  des  Anges. 

It  is  needless  to  speak  of  the  parish  priests,  tor  their  untiring  zeal  is 
known  to  all  and  without  them  many  schools  would  not  be  in  existence 
and  others  could  not  support  themselves. 

On  the  whole,  since  my  appointment  in  February  1882,  education 
in  this  part  of  the  country  has  made  wonderful  progress,  which  is  due  in 
the  first  place  to  the  parish  priests,  then  to  the  commissioners  and  trustees 
who  have  seconded  their  ettbrts  and  followed  the  advice  given  them.  No 
less  than  50  school  houses  have  been  built  and  a  great  many  others  have 
been  considerably  repaired.  The  school  furniture  has  been  completely 
renewed  in  many  schools.  It  is  quite  true  that  much  remains  still  to  be 
done  but  in  view  of  the  hard  times  it  was  impossible  to  do  better  and 
exact  everything  at  once.  I  trust  that  my  stay  in  this  district  has  not 
been  without  some  benefit  to  education.

Sir, 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  scholastic  year 
1886-8*7. 

The  statistical  table  which  I  have  already  sent  shows  an  increase  over 
last  year  of  342  pupils  in  all  the  schools  m  my  inspectorate. 

This  is  in  a  great  measure  due  to  the  abundant  crops  which  enabled 
the  farmers  to  send  their  children  to  school  more  regularly,  to  the  adoption 
of  improved  methods  of  teaching,  to  uniformity  of  school  books  and  also, 
I  think,  to  the  following  time  table  which  I  introduced  in  my  schools  in 
18Y4. 
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This  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  speaks  highly  in  favor  of  our 
educational  syetem  and  I  am  happy  to  state  that  public  opinion  in  this 
county  IS  becoming  daily  more  favorable  to  the  cause  of  education. 

There  are  9t  educational  institutions,  viz  :  one  classical  and  commercial 
college,  2  academies,  9  model  schools  and  85  elementary  schools. 

The  total  number  of  pupils  is  3,957,  average  attendance  3,263. 

With  one  exception,  all  the  schools  under  the  control  of  the  commis- 
sioners are  taught  by  female  teachers  ;  8  have  diplomas  from  the  Laval 
Normal  School  and  so  has  the  one  male  teacher  ;  66  have  certificates  from 
the  Boards  of  Examiners  and  19  are  not  certificated.  The  same  reasons 
which,  in  previous  years,  have  prevented  the  school  boards  from  getting 
other  teachers,  prevented  them  this  year  also. 

The  establishment  of  a  Board  of  Examiners  at  Roberval,  Lake  St- John, 
was  a  step  in  the  right  direction  and  is  fully  appreciated  by  all,  for  it  will 
be  of  great  service  to  young  persons  who  wish  to  teach  and  will  reduce 
the  number  of  uncertificated  teachers. 

Several  of  the  latter  have,  since  my  last  inspection,  passed  their  exa^ 
mination  before  the  board,  whose  establishment  at  Roberval  will  be  an 
additional  source  of  prosperity  for  the  Ursulines'  Academy  at  that  place,  as 
it  will  attract  a  greater  number  of  young  girls  from  the  other  parishes. 

The  teachers  in  my  district  are  almost  without  exception  remarkable 
for  their  good  conduct,  moral  character,  indefatigable  zeal  and  for 
their  proficiency.  Most  of  them  endeavor  to  increase  their  professional 
knowledge  so  as  to  perform  their  duties  as  well  as  possible.  All  of  them 
have  been  educated  at  the  Laval  Normal  school,  at  the  Chicoutimi  aca- 
demy or  the  Ursulines'  convent  at  Lake  St  John. 

The  Normal  schools  are  institutions  of  great  value,  for  they  supply  us 
every  year  with  teachers  who  are  models  for  the  others  who  have  not 
had   the   advantage   of  special  training. 

I  notice  with  regret  that  the  teachers  are  not  remunerated  in  propor- 
tiau  to  the  services  they  render  to  the  country. 

The  salaries  of  well  trained  school  mistresses  from  the  Laval  Normal 
school  does  not  exceed  $200,  and  the  only  school  master  in  my  district,  a 
former  pupil  of  the  same  school,  gets  only  $180.00  besides  lodgings  and 
fuel.  It  would  be  much  better  if  the  commissioners  and  parents  could 
only  realize  that  they  make  a  great  mistake  in  paying  less  for  intellectual 
than  for  manual  labour. 
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The  Minor  Seminary  at  Chicoutimi  under  the  superintendence  of  the 
Bishop  of  Chicoutimi  and  managed  by  worthy,  zealous  and  learned  priests 
and  eci^Iesiastii's  does  honour  to  the  county  of  Chicoutimi  which  is  proud 
to  posesses  it. 

The  girls'  academy  at  Chicoulimi  is  attended  by  89  pupils,  2  being  in 
the  academical,  14  in  the  model  and  70  in  the  elementary  class.  They  are 
very  diligent  and  learn  all  the  branches  of  the  course  of  studies  recom- 
mended by  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction. 

Four  of  them  graduated  at  the  end  of  the  year  vA^hen  the  distribution 
of  prizes,  took  place.  In  May  last  six  obtained  certificates  for  model 
schools  from  the  Board  of  Examiners  at  Chicoutimi  and  six  others  for 
elementary  schools. 

In  the  elementary  class  there  are  pupils  who  are  remarkably 
clever  for  their  age.  Children  of  9  or  10  w^rite  from  dictation  without 
making  any  mistakes,  are  well  up  in  parsing,  Jearn  Sacred  History,the  His- 
tory of  Canada  and  Geography,  work  out  practical  sums  &c.  They  also  learn 
to  spin,  to  weave,  to  embroider,  to  knit  and  to  cook. 

This  academy  is  increasing  in  favour  every  year,  for  the  children  re- 
ceive an  excellent  education  in  it. 

The  building  has  been  almost  entirely  rebuilt  and  is  now  large 
enough  to  receive  a  great  number  of  pupilt.  It  is  an  ornament  to  the 
town  of  Chicoutimi  and  its  construction  is,  in  agr^-at  measure,  due  to  the 
generosity  of  His  Lordship  Bithop  Kaciue  and  to  the  zeal  of  the  worthy 
parish  priest  Rev.  Mr  A.  Fafard. 

The  Ursulines'  academy  at  Lake  St  John,  which  was  founded  only  in 
1882  does  good  work  and  is  in  a  flourishing  condition,  its  object  being  to 
give  a  sound  and  Christian  education  to  young  girls.  The  anxiety  of  the 
settlers  of  Roberval  and  adjoining  parishes  to  have  their  children  educated 
has  greatly  contributed  to  the  success  of  the  institution. 

The  course  of  studies  is  thoroughly  practical  and  extends  over  a  pe- 
riod of  eight  years.  Pupils  who  are  preparing  for  examination  before  the 
Boards  receive  particular  attention. 

In  1882  there  w^ere  25  boarders  ;  there  are  now  51,  besides  75  day- 
scholars  ;  eleven  nuns  teach  ;  three  pupils  were  awarded  special  diplo- 
mas and  sixteen  teach  at  present. 

There  are  27  pupils  in  the  higher  class  and  00  in  the  elementary. 
They  are  taught  Reading,  Catechism,  Grammar,  Parsinpr,  Letter-Writing, 
Literature,  Composition,  Arithmetic,  Book-Keeping,  Algebra.  Mensura- 
tion,   Geography,   Natural  History,    Astronomy,    Horticulture,   Writing 
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Drawing,  vocal  and  instrumental  Music,  Drawing  with  Crayons  and 
Painting  in  water-colors,  Sacred  History,  History  of  Canada,  of  France  and 
of  England,  Ancient,  Modern  and  Contemporaneous  History,  English 
Physics  and  Chemistry.  The  pupils  also  learn  to  spin,  to  weave  &c. 
and  are  not  allowed  to  do  fancy  work  until  they  can  sew,  knit  and  mend 
their  clothes. 

This  institution  was  founded  by  the  Ursuliues  of  Quebec  at  the  ur- 
gent request  of  Rev.  Jos.  Lizotte,  the  parish  priest  of  lioberval. 

The  majority  of  the  Commissioners  appear  anxious  to  have  the  school 
laws  work  properly.  My  advice  is  nearly  always  followed  to  the  letter 
and  I  may  say  that  in  all  the  municipalities,  the  commissioners  consult 
me  with  reference  to  the  engagement  or  dismissal  of  the  teachers  and 
with  reference  to  their  finances  &c. 

The  difficulties  which  occurred  in  Ouiatchouan  have,  at  last,  been 
settled  to   almost  general  satisfaction. 

The  village  of  Roberval  which  formed  part  of  Ouiatchouan  is  now  a 
separate  municipality.  The  school  board  consists  of  educated  men  with 
the  parish  priest,  Rev.  Mr.  Lizotte,  at  their  head. 

The  secretary-treasurers  perform  their  duties  faithfully  and,  as  a  rule 
the  teachers  are  paid  regularly. 

Several  school  houses  have  been  built  during  the  year  and  a  good  n^any 
have  been  suitably  repaired  ;  most  of  these  houses  have  been  built  in 
accordance  with  the  school  laws,  amongst  others,  those  of  St-Prime.  I 
must  say,  to  the  praise  of  the  commissioners  of  this  municipality  who 
are  educated  and  intelligent  men,  that  their  school  houses  do  them  credit. 
Whenever  I  inspect  their  school  they  always  accompany  me  with  the 
parish  priest,  Rev.  Mr.  F.  X.  Bellay.  It  would  be  desirable  to  increase  the 
grant  to  this  parish,  as  well  as  to  Grandmont,  Alma  and  St-Felicien. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  there  has  been  a  great  improvement  in  the 
furniture. 

The  subjects  taught  in  the  schools  and  which  I  especially  remarked 
are  :  Catechism,  Writing,  History,  Grammar,  Arithmetic  and  mental 
Arithmetic. 

Catechism. — This  is  taught  twice  a  day  to  children  who  are  preparing 
for  their  first  Communion.  I  examined  the  children  in  each  school  and 
found  that  the  teachers  endeavored  to  give  the  children  proper  religious 
instruction. 

Writing.  ^Remarkable  progress  has  been  made  in  this  branch.     The 
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copy  books  are  clean,  and  greater  care  is  taken  in   showing  the  children 
how  to  hold  their  pens  and  how  to  write. 

In  a  great  many  schools,  copy-books  with  printed  headings  are  used. 
The  Langlais  series  is  very  good  but  the  parents  find  it  too  expensive  and 
are  opposed  to  its  being  introduced. 

History. — ^This  is  better  taught  at  present,  for  the  children  are  not 
compelled  to  learn  by  rote,  but  they  are  practised  in  repeating  their 
lesson  as  they  understand  it,  thereby  enabling  them  to  recollect  it  much 
better. 

Arithmetic — This  is  taught  in  a  methodical  and  practical  manner  and 
the  exercises  are  generally  well  selected.  Mental  arithmetic  especially  is 
very  good  practice  for  the  children's  intellects. 

Grammar. — ^This  is  much  better'  taught  than  formerly  owing  to  the 
introduction  of  the  book  prepared  for  teachers  by  the  Christian  Brothers, 
and  I  found  an  improvement  in  Composition. 

The  prizes  which  I  give  every  year  to  the  most  deserving  pupils  are 
productive  of  much  good.  Most,if  not  all,  of  the  school  boards  have  adopted 
the  system  of  giving  prizes  at  the  public  examinations  and  this  always 
has  a  good  effect. 

I  am  happy  to  join  all  the  teachers  in  congratulating  you  on   having 
been  made  a  Commander  of  the  Order  of  Gregory  the  Great  by  Pope  Leo 
XIII,  who,  in  doing  so,  has  acknowledged  your  constant  efforts  to  promote 
the  cause  of  Education  in  this  county  . 

I  cannot  let  this  occasion  pass  without  testifying  to  the  deep  interest 
which  the  members  of  the  clergy  take  in  Education.  Many  of  them 
are  chairmen  of  the  local  school  boards  and  accompany  me  in  my 
inspections. 

Owing  to  the  energetic  efforts  of  Rev  P.  N.  Delage,  the  parish  priest 
of  Laterriere,  schools  have  been  opened  in  St-Cyriac  this  year. 

As  it  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  repeat  the  information  already  given  in 
my  bulletins,  I  refer  you  to  the  notes  which  I  took  at  each  inspection  and 
I  classify  the  schools  under  my  supervision  as  follows  :  4  are  excellent, 
79  are  good  and  11  or  12  are  middling. 

St-Bruno  and  Cap  a  TOaest  have,  this  year,  been  erected  into  separate 
municipalities.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  general  report  on  the  gchools 
of  iny  inspection  division,  comprising  the  electoral  district  of  Sherbrooke, 
the  united  counties  of  Richmond  and  Wolfe,  the  county  of  Compton  and 
parts  of  the  counties  of  Megantic  and  Beauce. 

A  glance  at  the  map  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  will  show  that  this 
inspection  division  covers  the  whole  of  the  large  judicial  district  of  St- 
Francis,  except  the  county  of  Stanstead,  besides  embracing  two  largo 
rnxmicipalities  in  Megantic  county  and  all  the  municipalities  of  Beauce 
connty  bordering  on  the  county  of  Compton. 

I  take  the  liberty  of  reiterating  here  the  statement  that  I  have  already 
inacle  in  previous  reports,  that  this  division  is  altogether  too  large  for  ono 
inspector. 

UTithin  the  last  seven  years  the  number  of  schools  under  my  super- 
vision has  more  than  doubled.  Referring  to  your  report  for  the  school 
year  1879-80  I  find  that  my  division  contained  113  elementary  and  two 
niod.el  schools.  The  aggregate  attendance  at  these  schools  w^as  8,744 
Pupils,  with  an  average  attendance  of  2,633. 

As  you  may  see  by  my  statistical  table,  for  the  year  closed  on  the  SOth 
•^^^tk.^  last,  my  roll  has  increased  to  218  elementary  and  6  model  schools. 
The   aggregate  attendance  is  7,146,  with  an  average  attendance  of  5,169. 

Besides  these  schools,  which  arc  under  the  control  of  school  commis- 
*=^^^ixers  or  trustees,  there  are  in  this  division  six  independent  institutions 
^*-  5i\iperior  education  comprising  one  classical  and  commercial  college, 
Olio   l)usiness  college  and  4  Ladies'  academies. 

I  wish  I  could  say  that  the  Government  grant  had  increased  in  the 
*^^*^0.^  ratio  but,  unfortunately,  the  reverse  is  the  case.  The  fact  of  the 
^^B.tter  is  that  in  some  municipalities  this  source  of  revenue  is  looked 
^Poxi  with  so  little  interest  that  the  school  commissioners  consider  them- 
^^I'^^s  entirely  independent  of  it,  and  it  is  but  an  exceedingly  slender 
^^'tViority  on  which  to  base  the  enforcement  of  the  school  laws  and  regu- 
lations. I  sincerely  trust  that  the  government  will  find  the  means  to 
^Ucrease  its  subsidy  to  the  amount  you  ask  for  in  your  last  report. 

The  introduction  of  the  time  table  prepared  by  the  Eoman  Catholic 
^^tumittee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  will  be  of  incalculable 
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advantage  in  the  schools,  and  whatever  modification  local  requirements 
may  render  necessary  to  that  table,  can  be  easily  effected  by  the  inspectors 
in  the  pages  set  apart  for  that  purpose  in  the  school  registers  prepared  by 
my  confrere,  Mr.  Hubbard,  and  myself,  and  which  you  have  honored  with 
your  approval. 

The  average  attendance  at  the  schools  this  year  may  be  said  to  have 
been  exactly  in  the  same  proportion  as  that  of  last  year  ;    out  of  an  aggre- 
gate of  6927,  last  year,  the  average  was  4898  ;  whereas  this  year  out  of  a 
total  of  7146  the  average  is  5169.     The  dread  of  the  introduction  of  small 
pox,  rather   than   its  actual   existence,  for  we  were   comparatively  free 
from  it  in  this  district,  prevented  a  great  number  of  children  from  attend 
ing  school  last  year.  This  year  the  exceedingly  severe  weather  of  the  past 
Winter  sufficiently  accounts  for  the  low  average  attendance  at  our  schools. 
Wherever  I  found  that  neglect  or  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  parents 
to  send  their  children  regularly  to  school  caused  the  average  attendance 
to  fall  below  the  legal  number  of  15, 1  advised  the  authorities  to  notify  the 
parents  that  the  school  would  be  closed  the  following  year  if  no  improve- 
ment was  made  after  the  notice  had  been  given.     In  several  instances 
this  notice  produced  the  desired  effect,  while  in  a  few  it  was   found 
necessary  to  put  the  threat  in  execution. 

The  result  has,  in  every  instance,  proved  satisfactory  ;  in  some  cases 
the  parents  became  so  urgent  that  school  was  opened  after  a  few  months 
and  the  attendance  well  sustained  ever  since,  while  those  who  had  to  go 
a  full  year  without  school  have  been  careful  to  send  more  regularly  after 
its  reopening  the  next  year. 

The  new  school  houses  that  are  built  now  are,  thanks  to  the  regula- 
tions enforced  by  you  to  that  effect,  of  suitable  dimensions,  properly 
lighted  and  ventilated. 

The  school  furniture,  as  you  may  see  by  my  bulletins,  leaves  a  great 
deal  yet  to  be  desired,  but  there  is  a  decided  general  improvement  never- 
theless. Sherbrooke  and  Richmond  have  set  the  example  of  fine  build- 
ings and  first  class  school  furniture.  Windsor  Mills  Village  has  followed* 
this  year,  by  the  building  of  a  fine  girls'  schools  supplied  with  improved 
modern  furniture. 

Several  school   municipalities  furnish  their  schools  with  writing  ma- 
terials for  all  the  pupils,  and  it  is  much  to  be  desired  to  see  them  all  do  so  : 
the  cost  is  but   slight  and  is  more  than  tenfold  compensated   by  the  pro- 
gress made  in  the  schools  possessing  these  advantages. 

The  secretary-treasurers,  generally   speaking,  fulfil  their  duties  credi- 
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tabljr,  but  in  some  municipalities  the  school  commissioners  neglect  to 
have  their  accounts  audited  yearly  and  considerable  carelessness  on  the 
part  of  the  Secretary-Treasurers,  may  pass  unperceived  by  the  school  boards. 
There  is  a  slight  improvement  in  the  salaries  paid  to  teachers,  but  more  is 
vet  to  be  desired. 

With  regard  to  method  and  proficiency  there  has  been  no  apparent 
change  in  the  teachers  since  last  year. 

I  have  read  with  much  interest  the  report  of  my  confrere,  Mr.  Lippens 
and  your  remarks  on  the  system  he  has  adopted  with  regard  to  instruct- 
ing teachers  in  the  manner  of  conducting  their  schools. 

That  a  great  deal  of  good  will  result  from  the  conferences  given  by 
Mr.  Lippens,  in  the  difterent  municipalities  constituting  his  inspection 
division,  I  have  not  the  slightest  doubt,  but  I  am  not  at  all  convinced 
that  this  system  can  be  profitably  generalized. 

In  the  small  inspection  divisions  in  thickly  populated  portions  of  the 
Province,  in  which  the  inspectors  can  effectually  make  two  regular  visits 
a  year  to  each  municipality  and  to  each  school,  this  method  would  be  pos- 
sible, but  even  then,  I  seriously  doubt  if  the  results  to  be  obtained  by  this 
8y8tem  can  ha  compared  to  those  that  can  be  produced  by  the  mode  I  had 
the  honor  of  suggesting  in  my  report  for  18*79-80,  viz  :  "  the  assembly  of 
**  the  teachers  in  the  Normal  s(;hools  during  the  holidays,  and  there  put- 
**  ting  them  through  a  course  of  teai^hing  which  would  not  fail  to  be  pro- 
'*  ductive  of  better  results  than  any  lectures  or  conferences.'' 

Among  the  many  grounds  on  which  I  base  this  opinion  I  beg  to  state 
the  following  :  1st  That,  instead  of  decreasing  the  number  of  inspectors, 
visits  to  their  schools,  even  in  those  divisions  that  can  be  visited  twice  a 
vear,  it  would  be  advisable  to  have  these  inspection  visits  to  each  school 
increased  if  possible.  There  are  innumerable  details  and  errors  coming 
under  the  notice  of  the  inspector,  in  each  school,  in  which  he  can  give  imme- 
diate instructions  on  the  spot,  that  cannot  be  otherwise  attended  to  or 
remedied. 

2nd  The  time  given  to  instruct  the  teachers,  in  each  municipality,  being 
limited  to  two  days,  is  certainly  too  short  to  accomplish  the  end  in  view. 

3rd  The  instructions  given  to  teachers  on  the  several  subjects  that  have 
to  be  taught  cannot  all  be  as  well  given  by  one  individual,  no  matter  \yhat 
his  ability,  knowledge  and  eloquence  may  be,  as  when  each  subject  is 
treated  by  a  specialist  of  experience  in  actual  practice. 

4th  In  my  case,  and  I  presume  it  is  not  an  exceptional  one,  it  would  be 
impossible  to  adopt  Mr.  Lippens'  system  from  the  fact,  that  the  number  of 
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municipalities  that  I  have  to  visit  aud  the  amount  of  travel  required  to 
visit  them  are  so  large  that  to  hold  teachers'  meetings  for  conferences, 
during  even  two  days  in  each  municipality-and  I  beleive  that  time  is  not 
half  suflB^cieut  to  obtain  good  results-about  two  thirds  of  the  school  year 
would  be  absorbed  and  the  schools  would  for  the  most  part  have  to  remain 
uninspected. 

To  bear  me  out  in  these  views  I  have  the  experience  of  the  working 
of  the  Protestant  Teachers'  Institutes  for  the  last  four  years. 

These  latter  are  not  held  in  the  Normal  Schools  it  is  true,  but  what 
amounts  to  about  the  same  thing  is  that  they  are  held  by  the  professors'of 
the  McGill  Normal  School  assisted  by  other  distinguishd  educators.  With 
regard  to  the  working  of  these  institutes,and  the  opinion  that  now  prevails 
regarding  the  time  that  should  be  devoted  to  them  J  cannot  do  better  than 
submit  to  you  the  remarks  I  find  in  the  Sherbrooke  Gazette  and  Weekly 
Examiner  of  the  22nd  and  29th  inst,  which  are  as  follows  : 

teachers'  institute. 

•'  The  Teachers'  Institute  held  last  week  at  Lennoxville,  was  the 
"  most  successful  in  all  respects,  of  any  heretofore  held  in  the  Province.  It 
"  opened  at  the  College,  Thursday  morning,  with  nearly  one  hundred 
"  teachers  in  attendance,  and  during  the  four  days  the  attendance  reached 
«•  fully  128,  most  of  whom  were  quartered  in  the  College  ;  and  although 
•*  the  boarding  and  rooming  capacity  of  the  College  was  strongly  taxed, 
"  all  were  well  provided  for  .The  teachers  were  from  all  sections  of  the  dis- 
**  trict.  Bury  sending  the  larc^est  number  [16].  Several  were  in  attendance 
"  for  the  4th  year,  and  a  large  number  for  the  3rd. 

"  The  roll  and  general  management  were  in  charge  of  Inspector  Hub- 
•*  bard  ;  the  institute  was  conducted  by  Rev.E.I.  Rexford,  Secretary  of  the 
**  Educational  Department,  Quebec,  assisted  by  Drs.  Robins  and  McQre- 
**  gor,  McGrill  Normal  School,  Dr.  Harper,  High-School  inspector,  and  Rev. 
Dr  Adams  of  the  College.  The  intimation  made  at  the  outset  that  all  in 
attendance  would  be  expected  to  pass  a  subsequent  examination  upon 
"  the  work  done, before  receiving  their  certificates  of  attendance,  doubtless 
•*  had  an  eff'ect  in  securing  closer  attention  to  the  lectures,  which  were  very 
**  interesting  and  practical,  and  the  interest  was  well  sustained  to  the 
*  close.  In  fact,  the  feeling  begins  to  find  expression  that  a  four  days  ses- 
«*  sion  is  too  short. 

**  Much  credit  is  due  to  the  College  authorities  for  their  efibrts  in  provi- 
«*  ding  for  the  members  of  the  institute,  as  well  as  to  lecturers  for  their 
•'  earnestness  in  the  work  ;   and  also  to  the  large  number  of  teachers  for 
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"  their  zeal  and  enterprise  in  attending  the  Institute.  This  effort,  which 
**  began  four  years  ago  without  any  recognised  status,  has  proved  an 
**  undoubted  success,  and  these  Institutes  are  now  a  regular  part  of  our 
"  educational  system,  have  a  recognized  position,  and  are  having,  year  by 
*'  year,  an  increasing  influence  upon  our  school, 

"  We  learn  that  the  Teachers'  Institute  at  Bedford,  this  week,  goes  ahead 
'*  of  that  at  Lennoxville  ;  150  teachers  being  in  attendance.  A  friend  writes : 
*•  None  are  more  surprised  than  the  Bedford  people,  who  had  provided  for 

"  75,  and  have  to  take  care  of  150,"  !  Good  for  Bedford  ! 

Here  then  is  the  result  of  four    years  experience  and  I  think  that  no- 

*'  thing  more  should  be  wanting  to  convince  us  that  the  sooner  the  Roman 
Catholic  teachers  are  given  the  same  advantage  the  better.  We  possess 
the  same  material ;  we  have  our  Normal  school  professors  and  other  eminent 
educators,  as  well  as  the  school  inspectors,  who  being  all  naturally  desi- 
rous of  forwarding  our  common  school  education,  would  willingly  furnish 

their  quota  of  work. 

There  would  be  no  lack  of  accommodation  in  any  of  the  localities  that 
may  be  chosen  to  hold  the  meetings.  There  is  but  one  obstacle  to  be  over- 
come ;  that  is  to  find  funds  to  meet  the  travelling  expenses  of  teachers 
attending  these  meetings.  I  trust  that  the  goverment  will  grant  you  the 
sum  of  $  2,000,00  you  asked  for  that  purpose  in  your  report  for  the  year 
1884-85. 

When  we  get  these  Institutes  established  and  have  the  amendments 
you  suggest  to  the  regulations,  governing  the  issuing  of  teachers'  diplomas 
passed  and  in  operation,  we  will  see  a  marked  improvement  in  the  com- 
mon schools  of  this  district  and,  I  trust,  in  those  of  the  whole  Province. 
Besides  furnishing  their  quota  of  work  in  organizing  the  institutes  and 
assisting  in  obtaining  a  successful  result  from  their  labours,  the  inspectors 
will  have  to  see  that  the  instructions  given  to  the  teachers  at  those  gathe- 
rings are  put  into  practical  use  in  each  of  their  schools.  They  will  also 
have  to  supplement,  in  their  visits,  the  many  details  that  it  is  impossible 
to  reach  in  general  instructions  and  that  vary  according  to  the  requirements 
of  each  locality. 

Had  we  meetings  of  school  inspectors,  occasionally,  these  questions 
could  be  thoroughly  discussed  and  a  uniform  line  of  action  adopted  :  this 
would  lead  to  much  more  rapid  reform  and  improvement  than  can  be 
obtained  by  the  present  system.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  schools  in  my  inspec- 
torate for  the  year  ending  30th  June  last 

My  district  includes  21  municipalities,  comprising  129  institutions  of 
all  kinds,  viz  ;  112  elementary  schools,  12  model  schools,  4  academies  and 
a  classical  and  commercial  college.  Ten  of  these  institutions  are  indepen- 
dent. All  the  establishments  are  attended  by  6,Y37  pupils  with  an 
average  attendance  of  68  percent.  This  is  a  little  less  than  last  year,  both 
as  regards  the  average  attendance  and  the  number  of  pupils  on  the  rolls 

This  decrease  is.  I  think,  due  to  the  severity  of  the  TTinter,  which 
compelled  many  children  to  remain  at  home,  to  the  emigration  from  two 
municipalities  and  also,  in  a  lesser  degree,  to  epidemic  diseases  which 
prevailed  in  many  parts  of  my  district. 

All  the  higher  independent  institutions  are  under  the  management  of 
members  of  the  clergy  or  of  various  religious  orders  and  are  all  deserving 
of  the  esteem  which  they  enjoy  and  of  the  encouragement  given  to  them. 

The  academies  under  control,  the  principal  of  which  is  that  taught 
by  the  Christian  Brothers  at  Three  Rivers  and  attended  by  625  pupils 
all  do  very  good  work. 

It  is  true  that,  in  many  of  these  schools,  the  model  class  is  not  nume- 
rous, but  this  is  due  to  the  extreme  youth  of  the  pupils  and  in  nowise 
detracts  from  the  merits  of  the  teachers  or  the  worth  of  the  schools.  The 
elementary  classes  are  very  good. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  many  of  the  municipalities  in  my  dis- 
trict should  not  have  model  schools.  St  Barnabe,  St  Didace,  Ste  Etienne 
and  St  Justin  could  easily  support  a  model  school,  but  the  ratepayers 
cannot  come  to  an  understanding  in  this  matter. 

The  elementary  schools,  as  a  rule,  do  good  work.  The  number  of 
inferior  ones  which  I  point  out  every  j^ear,  has  greatly  decreased. 

But  there  are  still  and  always  will  be  schools  which  remain  stationary 
or  which  fall  off  inefficiency,in  some  municipalities,  whose  only  endeavour 
is  to  reduce  the  salaries,  without  taking  the  teachers'  capacity  into  consi- 
deration. 

The  worst  municipality  in  this  respect  is  the  fine  and  flourishing 
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parish  ofYamachiche  where  the  teachers  are  recruited  amongst  those  persons 
whose  want  of  capacity  prevents  them  from  remaining  any  length  of  time 
in  a  school.  These  young  persons  always  offer  their  services  for  a  small 
salary  and  are  consequently  readily  accepted  everywhere.  Everything 
in  this  municipality  is  in  a  bad  way  ;  the  school  houses  and  furniture  are 
poor.  When  I  made  my  first  inspection  in  February  last  I  found  three 
school-houses  without  fuel,  one  of  the  teachers  had  removed  with  her 
pupils  to  the  neighbor's  house  and  taught  school  in  the  kitchen,  in  the 
midst  of  the  noise  made  by  the  people  of  the  house  and  of  the  younger 
children.  Another  school  was  also  closed  in  consequence  of  the  neglect  of 
the  commissioners  or  the  unwillingness  of  the  ratepayers,  each  of  whom 
supplies  his  share  of  fuel  for  the  school.  This  is  a  very  bad  system,  for 
most  of  the  schools  here  suffer  from  it.  Yet  the  commissioners  of  this 
municipality  are  willing  enough,  but  they  are  mislead  by  a  spirit  of  false 

economy  which  affects  everything  connected  with  the  schools  and  prevents 

their  doing  good  work. 

There  has  been  but  little  change  in  the  number  of  pupils  learning  the 

various  branches  ;  but,  if  they  do  not  study  more  subjects,  they  certainly 

study  them  better  and   in  a  more  profitable  manner   except,  however, 

Drawing  and  Agriculture. 

As  regards  the  former,  I  think  we  can  give  up  all  hopes  of  any  impro- 
vement as  long  as  we  require  the  teacher  to  teach  what  he  does  not  know. 
In  my  opinion  it  is  a  mistake  to  think  that  a  person  can  teach  properly  a 
subject  of  which  he  is  ignorant.  Som<5  teachers  may  succeed,  but  most  of 
thexn.  will  only  try  for  form's  sake.  This  is  at  present  the  case  in  most  of 
^y  schools,  as  regards  Drawing. 

The  school  houses  have,  as  a  rule,  been  kept  in  good  order  and  the 
^G'W'  buildings  now  being  erected  are  all  comfortable  and  much  better  than 
those  which  they  replace. 

There  is  a  gradual  improvement  in  the  school  furniture  and  it  would 
^®  good  everywhere  if  the  money  spent  on  it  were  expended  judiciously. 

All  the  municipalities  in  my  district  have  more  or  less  renewed  their 
Bchool  furniture  but  its  usefulness  and  value  are  not  proportionate  to  the 
amount  it  has  cost. 

It  would  be  rendering  an  undoubted   service  to  the  municipalities  to 
^^  the  same  for  the   furniture  as  for  the  school-houses,  namely  to  order 
it  to  be  made  according  to  a  pattern   approved  by   the   Department,   of 
Public  Instruction, 
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The  schools  are,  with  a  few  exceptions,  fairly  well  provided  with  what 
they  require.  There  is  not  one  which  is  not  supplied  with  the  necessary 
maps. 

The  school  rates  and  teachers'  salaries  have  been  paid  pretty  punc- 
tually, except  in  the  municipality  of  St-filie,  where  the  arrears  of  school 
rates  have  continued  to  increase,  through  the  fault  of  the  secretary-trea- 
surer. I  had  to  have  him  replaced  and  I  expect  that  the  new  secretary- 
treasurer  will  make  up  for  the  neglect  of  his  predecessor. 

The  teachers'  salaries  have  been  reduced  in  several  municipalities. 
The  school  commissioners  of  Shawonegan,  amongst  others,  have  fol- 
lowed this  unfortunate  practice,  which  has  deprived  them  of  two  of  their 
best  teachers.  Other  municipalities,  on  the  contrary,  such  as  Maskinong^, 
have  given  a  better  example  by  increasing  the  salaries  of  their  teachers. 

All  the  secretary-treasurers  have  kept  their  accounts  properly,  with 
the  exception  of  the  one  above  mentioned.  If  some  are  not  above  reproach 
for  their  indifference  about  the  schools  of  their  municipalities,  they  all  do 
their  work  honestly. 

Nine  uncertificated  teachers  were  employed  by  the  school-commission- 
ers. I  must  however,  in  all  fairness,  state  that  all  are  sufficiently  capable 
and  have  done  their  duty  well.  Most  of  them  were  too  young  to  obtain 
certificates. 

I  notice  with  satisfaction  that  there  is  to  be  a  change  in  the  system 
of  examining  candidates  for  certificates  and  it  is  quite  time  for  it. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  school  inspector  should  be  ex  officio  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  his  district  ;  it  would  not  do  the  board  any  harm. 

On  the  whole,  I  have  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  work  done  by 
the  schools  in  my  district.  I  observe  with  pleasure  that  the  number  of 
people  in  our  country  parts  who  take  in  a  newspaper  has  increased  during 
the  past  two  or  three  years  in  the  ratio  of  fifteen  to  one,  which  shows  that 
the  taste  for  reading  is  surely  but  slowly  increasing. 

I  hope  that  the  above  remarks,  with  the  information  contained  in  my 
inspection  bulletins,  will  suffice  to  show  you  the  state  of  education  in  my 
district.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report  and  statistical  table 
for  the  year  ending  June  30th  188Y. 

I  have  reported  this  year  twenty-five  municipalities,sixteen  of  which 
are  under  the  control  of  commissioners  and  nine  under  trustees. 

Eleven  of  these  municipalities  are  in  the  County  of  Megantic,  six  in 
Compton,  three  in  Lotbiniere.  two  in  Beauce,  two  in  Dorchester  and  one 
in  tie  County  of  Wolfe.  I  have  not  reported  the  new  municipality  of  St- 
Alplionse  de  Thetford  as  the  two  Protestant  schools  there  were  not  in 
ol>eration. 

There  were  in  operation  in  my  district  eighty-three  schools,  the  majo- 
rity of  which  I  visited  twice  during  the  year. 

Sixty  of  these  schools  were  kept  open  from  eight  to  ten  month8,while 
tie    remainder  varied  from  three  to  six  months. 

There  were  as  usual  only  four  schools  for  superior  education.  The  aca- 
deiny  at  Inverness  has  been  very  successfully  taught  for  the  past  two 
ye^Ts  by  James  Mabon,  B.  A.  I  am  glad  to  hear  that  Mr.  Mabon  has  been 
'^•^ugaged  for  the  coming  year  and  will  open  his  school  on  the  first  of 
Sej>tember  next. 

The  model  school  at  Leeds  Village  was  taught  this  year  by  Mr  Nor- 
^^Tx  M.  Bayne.  The  total  number  attending  this  school  during  the  year 
w^«  one  hundred. 

The  model  schools  of  St  Sylrestre  and  Gould  were  fairly  attended  and 
^^  tioubt  did  good  work  under  the  management  of  Miss  McMaitin  and 
Miss  Bliss  respectively. 

The  school  atScotstown,  Kinnear's  Mills,  and  NeW-Armagh,  were  this 
y^stx  taught  by  m'Odel  school  teachers  and  will  I  trust  pass  the  required 
examination  and  be  placed  upon  the  list  of  institutions  receiving  a  grant 
fr<>tti  the  **  Superior  Education  Fund." 

The  total  number  of  pupils  attending  schools  of  all  grades,  was  two 
thousand  three  hundred  and  sixty  three,  one  thousand  two  hundred  and 
"oxtxe  boys,  and  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty  four  girls,  being  an 
increase  of  sixty  one  over  last  year's  figures. 

The  average  attendance   has  only  reached  one  thousand  five  hundred 
«^^4  thirty-seven  or  sixty -five  per  cent. 
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This  falling  off  in  the  attendance  I  think  can  only  be  attributed  td 
the  unusually  severe  Winter  which  no  doubt  prevented  many  of  the 
younger  children  from  attending. 

I  have  reported  as  engaged  in  teaching  this  year  five  male  teachers 
and  seventy-eight  females.  The  highest  salary  paid  was  |600,  and  the 
lowest  $80.  The  average  salary  of  male  teachers  I  have  estimated  at 
$288  and  femaks  |107. 

Under  control  of  Protestant  commissioners  and  trustees  there  are 
seventy  schools  attended  by  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine 
pupils.  Under  cointrol  of  Roman  Catholic  commissioners  nine  schools  with 
One  hundred  and  eighty-nine  pupils. 

I  may  safely  state  that  on  the  whole  very  fair  progress  has  been  made 
in  the  majority  of  the  schools  under  my  supervision.  A  better  system  of 
teaching  is  being  gradually  introduced.  This  no  doubt  is  chiefly  owing 
to  the  excellent  academies  and  model  schools  conducted  by  teachers  who 
have  received  their  train  ing  at  the  McGrill  Normal  school  and  also  to  the 
establishment  of  Normal  institutes  throughout  the  Province. 

There  has  also  been  a  decided  improvement  in  the  matter  of  text 
books.  The  list  of  authorized  text  books  which  I  sent  to  the  teachers 
and  secretary  treasurers  has  been  adopted  in  all  the  municipalities  aftet 
considerable  grnmbling  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  parents,  who  did  not 
see  any  necessity  for  such  a  change. 

The  practise  of  **  boarding  around  ''  has  in  my  district  been  altoge- 
ther abandoned. 

It  is  my  duty  to  report  that  teachers  in  many  of  the  municipalities 
are  not  engaged  by  written  contract,  as  you  will  see  by  referring  to  the 
bulletiiis  of  inspection  which  I  have  forwarded. 

"With  regard  to  school  buildings  there  has  not  been  very  much 
done  during  the  year. 

The  majoritv  of  the  school  houses  however  may  now  be  classed  as 
good  and  in  most  cases  are  fairly  supplied  with  school'  furniture.  The 
Commissioners  are  gradually  but  slowly  supplying  their  schools  with  the 
necessary  maps. 

On  the  ninth  instant  I  received  notice  that  an  Order  in  Council  was 
passed  changing  the  limits  of  my  district  so  as  to  include  the  Counties  of 
Wolfe,  Compton  and  Stanstead.  I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  my 
friends  in  Megantic  and  elsewhere  for  their  uniform  kindness  on  the 
occasion  of  my  visits  to  the  schools  and  for  their  hearty  co-operation  and 
assistance  in  matters  connected  with  education.  .- 
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1  have  had  the  supervision  of  this  district  almost  seventeen  years,  but 
although  my  official  connection  with  the  greater  part  of  it  is  at  an  end.  I 
shall  continue  to  take  a  deep  interest  in  all  the  schools  previously  under 
my  charge  and  in  everything  pertaining  to  their  advancement. 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions  I  have  arranged  the  different  mu- 
nicipalities in  order  of  merit  with  reference  to  the  following  points  : 

iThe  manner  in  which  school  commissioners  and  secretary-treasurers 
discharge  their  duties  ; 

2  The  condition  of  the  school  houses  ; 

3  School  apparatus  ; 

4  The  use  of  authorized  text-books  ; 

5  The  efficiency  of  the  teachers  ; 

6  The  salaries  of  teachers  and  method  of  payment. 
The  following  maybe  classed  as. 

QOOD

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  state  of  Edu- 
cation in  Gasp6  for  the  scholastic  year  1886-8t. 

By  looking  over  the  inspection  bulletins  and  some  special  remarks 
which  I  sent  you,  you  will  be  ^better  able  to  see  the  work  done  by  the 
schools  in  my  inspectorate. 

Of  the  36  municipalities  comprised  in  my  district  only  three  remained 
without  teachers  during  the  year  and  I  have  every  reason  to  hope  that, 
next  year  every  place  will  have  a  school  in  operation.  In  this  connection  I 
«;annot  too  highly  praise  the  people  w^ho  take  an  ever-increasing 
interest  in  educational  matters. 

It  would  therefore  be  very  desirable,  in  fact  necessary,  for  the  Govern- 
ment to  respond  in  an  effective  manner  to  the  appeal  of  the  Council  of 
Public  Instruction  for  an  increased  grant  to  common  and  superior  schools. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  this  increase  in  the  grant  has  become  a  matter  of 
life  or  death  to  a  good  many  schools  which  cannot  be  established  or  kept 
up,  especially  in  isolated  places  where  even  well  to  do  people  have  great 
difficulty  in  getting  on. 

Lectures  on  professional  training  and  Inspectors'  conventions  would 
do  an  immense  amount  of  good  by  securing  method  and  uniformity  in 
the  system  of  teaching. 

For  my  part  I  will  always  do  the  best  I  can  to  promote  the  interests 
of  Education.

Of  the  teachers  in  elementary    schools   under  control   there  are  2  nuns,  2 
male  teachers,  60  certificated  and   uncertificated  female  teachers. 

Four  of  the  teachers  in  the  independent  elementary  schools  are  not 
certificated. 

The  model  schools  are  taught  by  2  certificated  male  and  3 
certificated  female  teachers.  There  are  also  3  assistants,  2  of  whem 
have  an  elementary  school  certificate,  while  the  other  has  none.  All  these 
schools  do  good  work. 

Of  the  two  independent  academies,  [convents]  at  Baie  St.  Paul  and 
Malbaie,  the  former  is  under  the  management  of  the  Sisters  of  the  Congre- 
gation and  the  latter  of  the  Sisters  of  Charity.  Both  these  convents  do 
very  good  work  and   are   a  credit  to  the  Ladies  who  have  charge  of  them. 

Special  attention  is  paid  to  religious  instruction  which  is  the  true 
basis  of  a  sound  education. 

I  noticed  with  pleasure  that  a  larger  number  of  pupils  loaiii  the 
principal  branches  of  the  official  course  of  studies  and  I  hope  that  this 
will  continue. 

Most  of  the  municipalities  endeavour  to  carry   out  the  regulations  of 
the  Council  of  Public  Instruction, 


It  is  painful  to  see,  every  year,  some  commissioners  discharging 
teachers  without  good  reasons.  These  constant  changes  do  a  great  deal  of 
harm. 

I  carefully  examined  the  books  of  the  secretary-treasurers,  nearly  all  of 
whom  keep  their  accounts  in  accordance  with  the  official  plan.  One  of 
them  has  not  yet  sent  me  a  satisfactory  statem'^nt  of  the  affairs  of  his 
municipality,  although  I  have  advised  him  and  the  commissioners  have 
frequently  called  upon  him  to  do  so. 

The  teachers'  salaries  are  too  small.  If  we  wish  to  have  good  schools 
we  must  secure  the  services  of  competent  teachers  and  in  order  to  obtain 
this  we  must  pay  them  a  sufficient  salary. 

The  prizes  sent  by  the  department  and  which  I  had  the  pleasure  of 
distributing  to  the  pupils  give  great  satisfaction  and  are  a  source  of  encou- 
ragement for  the  children. 

As  it  is  admitted  that  the  prizes  given  to  the  pupils  excite  a  laudable 
emulation,  do  you  not  think  that  we  might  excite  the  same  emulation  in 
the  teachers  ?  If,  for  instance,  the  Superintendent  were  to  give  a  special 
certificate  to  a  teacher  who,  during  a  trial  of  two  or  three  years,  has 
done  very  good  work  and  complied  with  the  educational  laws  and  regu- 
lations of  the  Council  of  Public  Instru  ;tion,  it  would  be  a  great  encoura- 
gement to  the  body  of  teachers.  Those  who  obtained  such  a  certificate 
would  in  all  probability  get  better  salaries. 

I  beg  to  recommend,  as  I  have  done  in  past  years,  the  poor  municipa- 
ties  of  St.  Placide,  Callieres,  De  Salles,  St.  Hilarion,  Petite  Riviere  and  St 
Urbain  and  I  hope  they  will  be  allowed  the  supplementary  grant. 

Such  are  the  few  remarks  which  I  have  deemed  it  my  duty  to  add 
to  the  information  contained  in  my  inspection  bulletins  and  in  conclusion 
I  beg  to  say  that  the  parish  priests,  the  majority  of  the  school  commis- 
sioners and  a  great  many  persons  who  take  an  interest  in  education  have 
greatly   assisted  me  in  the  performance  of  my  duties.

I  have  the  houour  to  submit  ray  annual  report  on  Public  Instruction 
in    x^my  district  for  the  year  1886-87. 

This  year  there  are    33  municipalities   comprising   1*79   schools,    169 
el^x:Eieutary  and  6  model  schools,  3  academies  and  a  commercial  college. 


The  condition  of  the  elementary  schools  is  very  much  the  same  as  in 
pr^  AT  ious  years.  They  are  attended  by  6,318  pupils,  being  a  decrease  of 
li20    since  last  year.  This  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  exceptionally  severe 

ter  which  we  had. 


The  superior  schools  continue  to  do  good  work  ;  the  convents  at  St- 
Gr^ox-ge,  Ste-Marie,  St-Sylvestre  and  St-Joseph  are  especially  deserving 
of  racxention  and  are  quite  equal  to  the  best  institutions  in  the  Province. 
Tlx^  convent  at  St- Joseph  has  added  Calisthenics  to  its  other  branches  and 
iY^^-y  are  a  great  success. 

The  lay  schools  also  do  very  good    work.     About  the  middle   of  May 

I        Jr^ceived    many    invitations    to    be    present   at    the    distribution    of 

p^i^c38,  all  of  which  were  to  take  place  about  the  2Yth  of  that  month.  With 

tlxe    exception  of  the  convent  at  St-George  where  I  happened  to  be  at  that 

d-^t^^  I  was  obliged,  to  my  great  regret,  to  decline  these  invitations,  but  I 

1^^I>^  I  will  be  more   fortunate  another  year. 


Some   of  my   colleagues   suggest   that   superior   schools   should   bo 
est^lcDlished  in  every  municipality  of  any  importance.    This  is  an  excellent 
8Ug"^estion,  for  besides  the   good  which  the   teacher  would   do  in  his  own. 
6cKc:>ol,   he   would   serve    as  a  model   for  the  other  terchers  in  the  muni- 
cipality.    He   might   also  be   engaged   to   superintend  the  teaching  in 
\.\v^  elementary  schools  which  he  would  visit  in  turn. 

The  teachers  who  have  had  no  professionel  training  would  be  glad  to 
\j^ye  some  competent  person  to  guide  them. 

But  in  order  to  eflect  this,  we  require  assistance  from  the  Grovernment 
^iid  changes  in  the  school  law. 

The  following  fact  shows  what    can  be  done  under  the  present 
system. 

I  proposed  to  the  pastor  of  a  municipality  in  my  district  to  establish 
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a  model  school,  the  commissioners  to  pay  the  same  salary  with  the  under- 
standing that  if  the  school  was  found  to  be  deserving  of  a  grant  as  a 
superior  school,  the  amount  of  the  grant  should  be  paid  to  the  teacher. 
We  considered  the  idea  an  excellent  one  but  unfortunately  it  could  not  be 
carried  out. 

Meanwhile  young  girls  of  15  or  16  years  of  age  are  engaged  who  are 
sometimes  placed  in  charge  of  children  as  old  as  themselves.  This  has  led 
one  of  my  colleagues  to  say  that  it  is  painful  to  see  young  men  placed 
under  such  slender  authority. 

Conferences 

The  idea  of  giving  lectures  to  the  teachers  seems  to  meet  with  favour 
and  to  be  well  received  by  all.  The  good  effect  which  they  would  cer- 
tainly produce  entitles  them,  at  least,  to  a  trial. 

In  my  opinion  these  conferences  should  be  held  at  the  beginning  of 
the  scholastic  year  and  not  at  the  end,  as  in  the  latter  case  they  would  not 
be  of  any  use  at  all  to  several  teachers  [those  who  give  up  teaching]  and  of 
but  little  use  to  others  who  would  have  to  wait  two  long  months  before 
putting  what  they  have  learnt  into  practice. 

I  do  not  think  that  the  end  in  view  can  be  attained  by  substituting 
these  conferences  for  one  of  the  inspections  which  the  inspector  is  obliged 
to  make  every  year.  I  consider  that,  in  many  cases,  these  two  inspections 
cannot  possibly  be  made,  either  on  account  of  the  length  of  time  during 
which  the  roads  are  impassable  or  on  account  of  the  expense  which  they 
entail.  I  may  also  say  that,  as  regards  some  of  them,  the  two  inspections 
are  not  obligatory,  for  the  regulations  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee 
which  orders  them,  also  says  that  no  inspector  shall  have  more  than  a 
hundred  schools  to  inspect :  consequently  when  one  of  them  has  two 
hundred  schools  or  more,  he  must  be  an  exception  to  the  rule.  Besides,  if 
he  has  so  mai^y  schools  how  can  he  find  time  to  hold  conferences. 

School  records. 

As  a  rule,  these  are  only  to  be  found  in  the  inscription  register  which 
in  many  instances  disappears  at  the  end  of  the  year  Sometimes  the  com- 
missioners do  not  provide  one  and  the  notes  are  kept  on  loose  sheets. 

But  yet  it  would  be  a  great  advantage  to  the  teacher  to  have  a  regis- 
ter in  which  the  work  could  be  regularly  entered,  and,  in  the  evening,  by 
making  a  faithful  summary  of  his  dfty's  work  he  would  be  able  to  see  at 
glance  what  has  been  done,     He  would  thereby   follow  the  advice  which 
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Madame  de  Lamartine  gave  to  her  distinguished  son  when  she  told  him 
to  follow  her  example  and  keep  a  diary  which  like  a  mirrpr  would  reflect 
his  whole  life. 

A    NEGLECTED   SUBJECT. 

The  method  of  teaching  letter- writing  is  defective  in  most  schools.  It 
is  not  sufficient  to  make  the  children  copy  letters  to  a  father  or  a  mother 
etc.,  for  they  never  vary  from  one  end  of  the  year  to  another  and  are  of  no 
interest  to  the  pupils. 

An  American  author  says  that  the  best  kinds  of  composition  are 
those  which  relate  to  Nature,  Geography,  Arithmetic  and  the  Sciences. 
Descriptions  of  places  where  great  historical  events  have  happened  may 
be  written  by  giving  a  few  short  but  interesting  delails  which  may  be 
again  referred  to  afterwards.  Arithmetic  necessitates  the  drawing  up 
of  reports  in  concise  language.  As  regards  the  Sciences,  written  descrip- 
tions should  accompany  each  step  which  is  made. 

The  teacher  should  not  begin  by  making  the  children  write  a  compo- 
sition but  should  do  as  explained  above  and,before  the  children  would  have 
time  to  hate  composition,  they  would  be  able  to  find  pleasure  in  writing  it. 

Accounts. 

The  secretary-treasurers  may  be  divided  into  three  classes  with 
reference  to  the  manner  of  keeping  their  books  :  1st  those  who  keep  them 
-well  ;  2nd  those  whose  books  one  thinks  one  can  understand,  with  their 
explanations  and  3rd  those  whose  books  are  incomprehensible.  There  is 
but  little  improvement  in  this  respect.  With  the  adoption  of  the  official 
system  the  Department  should  require  the  secretary-treasurers  to  have 
numbered  receipts  as  vouchers. 

I  will  take  the  liberty  of  repeating  what  I  said  last  year  on  this  sub- 
ject, namely,  that  from  the  20th  to  the  30th  of  December  and  from  the 
1st  to  the  10th  June  every  year,the  secretary-treasurers  should  be  obliged, 
under  penalty  of  a  fine,  to  send  you  a  sworn  statement  of  the  amounts 
paid  to  the  teachers  for  the  current  year,  at  the  aforesaid  dates.  This  would 
eni^ble  you  to  see  to  what  extent  that  duty  is  sometimes  neglected, 
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School  Houses. 

During  the  past  year,  seven  hare  been  rebuilt  viz  :  one  in  each  of  the 
municipalities  of  Les  Saints  Anges,  St  Severin,  St-Frederic,  St-Fran^ois 
and  St-Ephrem  and  two  in  that  of  Sacre-Cceur  de  Jesus.  The  finest  and 
best  finished  is  beyond  a  doubt  that  of  St-Severin  which  is  the  poorest 
municipality  in  my  district.  Reverend  Mr.  J.  O.  Naud  the  parish  priest 
is  to  be  congratulated  on  his  zeal  for  the  improvement  of  his  schools. 

Inspections 

I  had  the  greatest  difficulty  in  making  my   inspections  this   year. 

During  the  Winter  heavy  snow  storms  succeeded  each  other  at  such  short 
intervals  that  the  roads  were  impassable  for  several  days  and  sometimes 
weeks  at  a  tima  Thus  during  the  12  days  spent  at  St  Sylvestre  I  could 
only  inspect  six  schools  out  of  ten.  Under  such  circumstances  it  was 
difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  keep  appointments  which  I  made.  I  how- 
ever did  my  best  to  comply  with  your  wishes  in  that  respect. 

Prizes 

These  are  as  attractive  as  ever.  I  require  the  teachers  to  give  good  marks 
to  their  pupils  for  every  lesson  well  learnt  and  every  exercise  well  done, 
also  for  good  conduct  and  application.  I  consider  that  the  pupil  who  has 
the  most  good  marks  deserves  the  first  prize. 

I  have  found  that  this  system  has  worked  well  wherever  it  has  been 
followed.

II 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  male  pupil  teachers  who  have  obtained 
Iheir  diplomas  from  Laval  Normal  school  have  nearly  all  obtained  good 
situations  in  important  schools  in  this  province.  Applications  for  teachers 
have  been  much  more  numerous  than  in  past  years.  This  is  very  satisfac- 
tory both  for  the  benefit  of  the  teachers  generally,  who  are  so  miserably 
paid,  and  for  the  improvement  and  advancement  of  education.  When  the 
teachers  find  that  their  profession  will  enable  them  to  earn  their  livelihood, 
when  they  find  that  their  labours  and  studies  are  better  appreciated,  they 
will  not  be  tempted  to  give  up  their  places  for  a  less  laborious  and  more 
lucrative  career  and  our  Canadian  youths  will  benefit  by  their  zeal  and 
experience. 

In  some  thickly  populated  places  it  has  been  found  that  the  authority 

bf  a  young  school  mistress  which  is  respected  by  children  from   seven  to 

thirteen  years  of  age,  is  not  respected  by  older  boys,  who  require  a  master's 

.firm  hand  to  keep  them  in  chock  and  rei)ress  their  feelings  of  independence 

and  insubordination. 

These  lads  require  some  one  with  manifest  authority  to  maintain 
discipline  and  to  direct  them  with  firmess. 

Good  order  in  class  is  very  properly  considered  an  essential  element 
of  success  while  confusion  and  want  of  discipline  are  the  greatest  obstacles 
to  progress.  This  is  doubtless  the  reason  why  we  have  at  present  more 
applications  for  masters  than  formerly 

The  female  teachers  who  obtain  diplomas  from  the  Normal  school  are 
always  in  request  because  they  are  considered,  Irom  their  training,  to  be 
able  to  teach  efficiently  and  practically ;  they  have  no  difficuKy  in  finding 
situations.  It  is  however  a  matter  of  regret  that  there  is  no  organization 
for  the  purpose  of  assisting  the  school  municipalities  in  procuring  the 
teachers  they  require.     Such  an  organization  would  be  a  benefit  to  all. 

Ill 

It  is  unnecessary  to  repeat  the  praise  already  given  to  the  pupils  for 
their  application.  I  will  merely  say  that  they  are  in  nowise  behind  their 
predecessors.  The  academy  class  in  particular  has  done   very   good  work. 
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The  proper  pronunciation  of  the  French  language,  reading  aloud  and 
declamation  are  especially  practised  by  the  pupils.  The  energetic  efforts 
of  my  lamented  predecessor  in  connection  with  this  important  branch, 
still  produce  their  eff*^ct.  The  young  persons  who  go  before  the  Board  of 
examiners  to  obtain  certificates  always  show  how  thorough  their  training 
has  been  in  this  resp?ct.  One  of  the  most  neglected  branches  in  some 
country  schools  is  French  composition.  This  is  a  pity.  It  is 
au  excellent  and  even  necessary  thing  to  know  the  rules  of  Grammar  and 
how  to  apply  them,  but  it  is  also  very  important  that  persons  should  be 
able  to  express  their  ideas  clearly  and  understand  the  expressions 
they  use. 

Every  year,  young  men  come  to  us  who  know,  very  little  about 
writing.  Style  is  quite  unknown  to  them  ;  they  have  never  even  written 
a  simple  letter,  nor  endeavored  to  find  out  the  precise  meaning  of  words 
in  common  use  :  they  have  never  been  taught  to  think  for  themselves  and 
still  less  to  arrange  their  ideas  and  express  them  clearly,  correctly  and 
gracefully.  They  have  some  knowledge  of  Grammar,  but  they  can  not 
express  themselves  in  proper  terms. 

It  is  therefore  a  difficult  and  laborious  task  when  they  have  to  write  a 
letter  or  a  composition,  even  with  the  assistance  of  the  professor  Of 
course,  in  the  end,  they  write  with  more  facility  and  less  timidity  but 
it  requires  great  patience  and  perseverance  to  'give  polish  to  intellects 
which  have  remained  so  long  uncultivated. 

IV 

The  litterary  success  of  which  I  have  spoken  would  be  attained 
more  promptly  and  to  a  greater  extent  if  out  youths  were  taught  at  an 
early  age  to  observe  the  rules  of  Grammar  and  to  use  proper  expressions 

In  the  schools  efforts  are  made  to  teach  the  pupils   to  write  correctly, 
that  is  grammatically.     Considerable  time   is  devoted   to  this  but  the  art 
ot  speakuig  correctly  is  entirely  neglected.    And  yet  there  is  evidently  an 
affinity  between  the  two   and  I   might  even   assert  that   the  latter  is  the 
Necessary  prelude  to  the  former.     It  cannot  be   denied   that  for  many  of 
<">ur  students,  the  language  they  use  in  their  compositions  is  quite  diffe- 
rent from  that  which  they  generelly  use  in  speaking.    It  is  therefore  easy 
'to  understand  what  difiiculties  they  have  to  overcome  in  order  to  employ 
V»roper  expressions  and  words  grammatically  correct  when  they  only  make 
Xase  of  them  at  long  intervals. 

Mr  Paul  de  Cazes,  the  secretary  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction 
in  a  remarkably  good  essay  which  he  read,  in  May  last,  before  the  Royal 
9 
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Society  of  Canada  at  Ottawa,  pointed  out  a  nnmb^r  of  improper  expres- 
sions used  in  Canada  and  he  is  of  opinion  that  the  teachers  alone  can 
make  them  disappear  gradually,  by  speaking  correctly  themselves 
and  especially  by  seeing  that  their  pupils  do  so,  in  order  to  banish  incor- 
rect expressions  and  those  which  are  not  French  or  are  not  recognized  by 
the  rules  or  usages  of  educated  people.  This  work  has  to  be  done  at 
all  times  and  require  unceasing  and  persevering  efforts,  but  I  have  often 
found  that  it  has  good  results. 

I  have  not  the  slightest  wish  to  make  distinguished  writers  of  all  our 
young  Canadians.  That  would  be  a  Utopian  idea.  But  a  greater  number 
of  them  might  be  taught  to  express  their  ideas  properly.  Two  thin^-vs  are 
required  for  this  ;  the  first  is  to  gradully  improve  the  language  of  the 
pupils,  the  second  is  to  give  them,  as  often  as  possible,  short  compositions 
to  write,  proportioned  to  their  intellectual  development,  and  which 
would  also  serve  as  exercises  in  G-rammar  and  Style.  This  system  has 
already  met  with  success  in  some  institutions.  It  would  perhaps  be  well 
to  have  it  more  generally  adopted  for  the  benefit  of  our  French  Canadian 
youths. 

V 

Before  concluding  this  report  I  would  like  to  say  a  word  about  the 
retirement  of  Mr  Daniel  McSweeny,  a  professor  of  thi^  Laval  Normal 
School.  This  venerable  man,  over  seventy  years  of  age,  almost  blind, 
worn  out  by  his  labours  during  nearly  fifty  years,  has  resigned,  and 
receives  a  pension  which  he  has  fully  earned  by  his  work,  his  talents 
and  his  unceasing  efforts  in  the  cause  of  education  in  Canada.  The  pro- 
fessors and  pupils  of  our  Normal  School  will  never  forget  his  religious 
feelings,  his  love  of  study  and  especially  his  knowledge  of  Mathematics, 
his  scrupulous  attention  to  duty,  his  manners  which  were  those  of  a 
perfect  gentleman  and  which  also  showed  him  to  bo  an  able  teacher  and 
an  exemplary  Christian.  They  tender  him  this  tribute  of  their  admiration 
and  esteem  aud\,will  always  remember  him  with  respect  and  gratitude. 

Mr  John  Ahem,  a  former  teacher  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Commercial 
Academy  of  the  Plateau  in  Montreal,  has  been  appointed  to  succeed  Mr 
McSweeney,  His  brilliant  services,  his  experience  and  talents  leave  no 
doubt  but  that  he  will  be  w^orthy  of  the  honorable  position  to  which  he 
has  just  been  appointed  in  his  Alma  Mater. 

VI 

The  Provincial  Government  is,  at  present,  getting  extensive  repairs 
made  to  the  interior  of  the  Normal  school  building.  Time,  the  destrover, 
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had  also  worn  out  our  old  walls  and  reduced  them  to  a  pitiful  state  of  ruin 
and  uncleanliness.  After  the  vacation,  the  old  Ch§iteau  will  present  a  new , 
agreeable,  and  comfortable  appearance  to  the  professors  and  pupils.  It  is  a 
pity  it  is  too  small  to  receive  all  who  seek  admission.   Its  incomparable  site 
on  our  promontory  and  the  historical   recollections  which  surround  it  are 
sure  to  awaken  and  strengthen  in  the  minds  of  our  young  students  an  un- 
dying love  for  their   country.  We  hope,  however,  that  the  day  is  not  far 
distant  when  Quebec  will  have  upon  its  heights  a  large  and  good  school, 
which  will  be  at  once  an  ornament  to  our  city  and  a  boon  to  our  French 
Canadian  nationality.   In  the  meantime  we   mrst  congratulate  ourselves 
Tipou  the  kindnesi*  shown  us  by  the  Grovernment  and  express  our  grateful 
thanks  for  it.

In  submitting  my  annual  report,  I  ask  permission  to  express  the  satis-* 
flection  with  which  the  staff  of  the  McG-ill  Normal  School  welcome  you' 
once  again  to  preside  on  the  occasion  of  our  annual  gathering,  and  to  confer- 
^^  the  successful  candidates  their  diplomas.  Their  diplomas  which  they 
'^^Ve  merited  by  the  diligent  and  successful  labours  of  the  past  nine 
Souths  and  by  the  excellence  of  their  answering  at  the  late  arduous 
^^atninations,  will  introduce  them  in  their  several  grades  to  the  honos 
''^ole  body  of  teachers  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  as  organized  under  the 
•belter  of  the  law. 

Permit  me  at  the  same  time  to  thank  you,  Sir,  for  the  medal  which  on 

^'^J'S  occasion  as  on  many  previous  occasions,  you  have  so  kindly  bestowed 

^^  tlie  student  taking  the  second  place  in  the  Model  School  Class.  Personally 

^^^^  the   more   grateful   for  this  act   of  consideration  because  it  tends  to

*U<i  Prize  between  two  pupils  who  stand  near  in  attainment,  the  first  who 

^^^^es  that  distinction,  and  the  second  of  the  same   class   who   often  falls 

^hoYt  of  it  by  an  almost  imperceptible  if  not  illusory  difference. 
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Here  also  I  desire  to  express  grateful  acknowledgements  to  His 
Excellency  the  G-overnor  G-eneral  for  the  annual  gift  of  the  Marquis  of 
Lansdowne's  Silver  Medal  to  the  pupil  of  highest  standing  in  the  Academy 
Class,  and  to  J.  C.  Wilson,  Esq.  M.  P.,  for  a  book  and  a  money  prize  given 
to  the  pupil  attaining  the  highest  place  in  the  Elementary  School  Class. 

During  the  session  now  closing  eight   pupils  were   admitted  to  th« 
Academy  Class,  thirty  one  to  the  Model  School  class,  and  fifty-seven  to  tk»® 
elementary  school  class.   Of  these  ninety-one  were   women  and  five  we^^ 
men.  Some  retired  unable  to  endure  the  strain  of  continuous  hard  stu^  5 
some  for  personal  or  family  reasons  of  various  kinds,  and  a   few   failed  ^^ 
the  Chrismas  examinations.    Of  the  several  classes,   seventy-four  pnpL     ^* 
presented  themselves  at  the  sessional  examinations,  and  to-day  I  have  ttr   "^Q 
pleasure  of  asking  you  to  confer  seven   Academy   Diplomas,   twenty-fo^^sir 

Model  School  Diplomas,  and  thirty-eight  Elementary  Diplomas.     To  the sse 

must  be  added  one  Academy  diploma   of  the   first  grade  granted  on  e^^a- 
mination  to  a  graduate  in  Arts  of  McGill  University. 

Those  who  are   familiar  with    the   work   and   arrangements    of  t^    ie 
McGill  Normal  School  will  not  ask  how  it  is  that  so  large  a  proportion^    of 
our  pupils  pass   the  sessional   examinations.      For   the   information       of 
others  I  mav  make  the  followinu*  brief  statement.    We   select  with  sri^caf 
care  the  pupils  who  enter  our  elementary    school  class.    Some  prove   in.  ca- 
pable or  unsuitable  and  are  encouraged   to   drop   out  voluntarily  early  in 
the   session.     The   semi-sessional  examinations  compel    the   retirement  of 
others.    Very   few  but  the  earnest   and   the    talented  reach    the  closin{j[ 
examinations     of  the    year,   and    exceedingly    rare     are    the    instances 
in   which   any  others   survive    them.     Only    those    who   are   able    and 
industrious     find     the     Normal     School     an     attractive     place,     and, 
return  to  it  a  second,  and  a   third   year.     TTe  spare  no  pains   in  teachiag. 
We  examine  on  what  we  have  taught.   TTe  expect  our  pupils  to  pass,  a-xaid 
as  a  rule,  they  do  pass  the  later  examinations  triumphantly. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  pupils  trained  in  the  Notib:^^^^ 
School  do  engage  in  teaching.  Last  year  sixty-six  diplomas  w^^^^ 
conferred.  Twenty-nine  of  the  holders  have  continued  to  prosecute  tlu-  ^^ 
studies  in  order  to  secure  higher  diplomas  ;  thirty  are  known  to  me  to  ^ 
at  present  engaged  in  teaching;  seven,  as  far  as  I  know,  have  not  upto^B^ 
present  time  taught. 

Changes  in  the  character  of  the  work    of  an  institution  like  this,  \!^^^ 
touches  many  important  interests,  must,   if  wisely  made,  be  madec^^^' 
tionsly  and  deliberately.  But,   because  the  interests  that  Normal  Scho   ^* 
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toaoh.,  are  closely  linked  to  national  progress,  those  who  direct  them,  dii 

ting-txishing  the  superficial  drift  of  temporary  popular  excitement  from  th 

deef>,   steady  current  of  national  conviction,    should   be  quick  to    take  ar 

vantage  of  the    flow  of  national  thought  and   aspiration.  Normal   School 

intist    not  veer  with  every  shifting  swirl  of  fashion,  nor  must  they  anchc 

a52:a.inst  the  stream  of  educjitional  advancement.  You,  Sir,  will  rejoice  wit 

tx.s    that  we  are  able  to  report  progress  in  this  Normal  School.  Not  to  spea 

ol"  tlie  gradual  improvement  in    many   directions  that   has  marked   it  i 

ooxnuion  with  many  y(»ar6  in  the  past,    the  present    year  will    be  remen 

fc^^ired.  in  the  history  ol  the  school  for  the  special  development  <»f  instructio 

in.

I  have  no  doubt  that  under  the  Divine 
njr  we  shall  be  able  to  report  that  our  Normal  School  students  have 
ed  more  bv  their  visits  to  the  Model  f^chools  than  has  been  hitherto 
ble.

As  the  Montreal  Polytechnic  School  is  about  to  be  transferred  to 
Laval  University,  the  report  on  [that  institution  assumes  a  special  impor- 
tance and  necessitates  the  mentioning  of  details  which  would  not  be 
required  in  an  ordinary  report. 

I 

Importance  and  necessity  of  a  school  of  science. 

The  inauguration  of  the  Canadian  Confederation  in  1867  brought  the 
various  populations  of  British  North  America  in  closer  contact 
and  young  French  Canadians,  who  had  hitherto  entered  the 
professions  of  Law  and  Medecine,  gradually  felt  the  influence  of  a  people 
which  occupied  itself  more  with  Industry  and  Commerce.  They  at  once 
saw  that  the  only  way  in  which  they  could  occupy  a  high  position 
would  be  by  means  which  tend  to  develop  national  wealth  and  the 
exchange  of  our  products  with  those  of  other  countries. 

These  ideas  gave  rise  to  the  establishment  of  agricultural  and  com- 
mercial schools  for  the  purpose  of  showing  young  French  Canadians  how 
to  obtain  a  greater  yield  from  the  soil  and  to  exchange  the  products 
-which  constitute  the  wealth  of  Canada. 

But  this  wealth  does  not  consist  only  in  what  our  farms  produce.  In 
addition  to  the  fruits  with  which  Divine  Providence  rewards  the  farmer's 
toil,  it  has  also  deposited  inexhaustible  treasures  under  the  surface 
and  has  endowed  man  with  intellect  and  power  to  turn  them  to  the 
greatest  advantage. 

Sometimes  we  find  the  treasures  quite  ready  for  use,  as  in  the  case 
of  coal,  and  then  we  have  onlv  to  extract  it  ;  sometimes  we  have  to  mine 
for  some  kind  of  ore,  to  treat  it  by  various  methods,  more  or  less  compli- 
cated in  their  nature,  in  order  to  extract  the  metals  or  metalloids  contained 
in  it  and  afterwards  deliver  those  elements  to  Industry,  which  works 
them  up  and  transforms  them  in  a  thousand  ways  and  supplies  Society 
with  a  number  of  articles  of  universal  and  permanent  utility. 

Thus  it  is  that  Industry  has  settled  down  beside  Agriculture. 

It  was  necessary  to  develop  the  riches  covered  by  the  soil,  to  utilize 
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the  ores,  to  endeavour  to  produce  in  the  country  articles  which  were 
formerly  imported  from  abroad,  to  open  up  new  roads  and  railways,  to 
build  steamers,  bridges,  workshops  and  to  construct  machinery  of  all 
kinds. 

At  the  outset,  there  was  in  Lower  Canada  a  dearth  of  men  competent 
to  carry  out  such  undertakings  and  outsiders  came  to  direct  them,  but, 
before  long,  there  was  fortunately  a  reaction. 

The  development  of  the  weath  of  the  soil  of  the  country  could  not 
be  left  to  strange  hands  and  it  was  felt  that  it  was  necessary  to  foulid  a 
school  were  the  studious  youths  of  Canada  could  also  acquire  indispen* 
sable  technical  knowledge. 

It  is  easy  to  understand  the  object  of  such  a  school.  It  is  necessary 
to  train  manufacturers,  producers,  transformers  of  raw  material  at  every 
stage  of  production,  from  the  manager  of  the  workshop  to  the  foreman, 
from  the  engineer  who  can  conceive  a  gigantic  undertakingto  the  simple 
foreman  of  works.  It  was  necessary  to  have  intellects  trained  in  theori- 
tical  science  which  would  not  wander  about  in  undecided  attempts,  but 
which  would  firmly  and  directly  aim  at  the  desired  end,  strengthened  by 
the  labour  of  overcoming  difficulties  and  turning  to  advantage  the  expe- 
rience of  those  who  had  gone  before. 

The  manufacture  of  chemical  products  alone  has  doubled  the  wealth 
of  European  countries.  Cannot  we  also  hope  that  great  prospects  are  in 
store  for  Canada,  which  it  will  realize  when  it  has  a  body  of  thoroughly 
trained  manufacturers,  accustomed  to  struggle  against  the  resistance  of 
raw  materials,  familiar  with  the  handling  of  products  of  all  kinds  and 
gaided  by  the  most  recent  and  economical  methods. 

II 

One  Polytechnic   school  is  amply  sufficient   for  the  require- 
ments OF  the  Roman  Catholics  of  the  Province. 

Having  shown  the  importance  and  necessity  of  a  school  of  engineer- 
ing for  the  Province  of  Quebec,  we  have  now  to  prove  that  one  establish- 
ment of  the  kind  is  amply  sufficient. 

We  here  refer  especially  to  the  Roman  Catholic  population  of  the 
Province  which  in  1887,  probably  amounts  to  1,268,000  out  of  a  total  of 
1,474,000  inhabitants. 

The  consideration  of  what  is  done  in  other  countries  should  have  a 
great  weight  and,  as  the  great  majority  of  our  people  are  of  French  origin, 
it  is  natural  to  turn  to  France.     For  a   population  26  times  greater  than 
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that  of  Quebec,  France  finds  two  schools  of  engineering  sufficient,  namely : 
the  Ecole  Potyteckuiqne  and  the  Ecole  Centrale  des  Arts  et  Metiers.  The  for- 
mer has  only  a  limited  number  of  pupils  who  are  guaranteed  emx^loyment 
by  the  State  after  they  have  also  passed  two  or  three  years  more  in  a 
school  of  applied  science.  The  Ecole  Centrale  trains  engineers  for  every 
branch  of  industry  and  for  every  work  and  service  which  is  not  necessa- 
rily within  the  province  of  the  state  engineers.  A  specified  number  of  stu- 
dents are  admitted  after  passing  a  competitive  examination.  The  diploma  of 
engineer  of  art  sand  manufactures,  which  is  awarded  to  deserving  students 
after  three  years  study,  shows  their  capacity  but  does  not  secure  them 
any  position  ;  however  the  value  of  this  diploma  is  now  admitted  the  world 
over  and  most  civilized  nations  send  students  to  this  great  school. 

If  we  look  for  other  schools  of  the  same  kind  we  find  one  at  Zurich 
in  Switzerland  and  another  in  Italv- 

However  we  must  not  confound  engineering  schools  proper  with 
schools  of  arts  and  manufactures,  which  are  intended  for  the  purpose  of 
training  able  machinists  and  good  foremen  of  workshops  ;  such  are  the 
schools  at  Chalons,  Angers,  Aix  and  St-Etienne  in  France,  to  say  nothing 
of  a  number  of  private  schools  more  or  less  similar  to  them, 

"We  therefore  find  that  France  has  a  very  limited  number  of  engineer- 
ing schools,  only  two  in  fact  and  owing  to  this  they  have  a  highly  dis- 
tinguished staff*  of  professors  and  receive  considerable  grants  to  meet  the 
expense  of  the  higher  class  of  teaching. 

It  is  consequently  evident  that  for  the  Province  of  Quebec,  one  special 
school  of  engineering  is  sufficient  and  we  have  reason  to  congratulate 
ourselves  upon  the  fact  that,  after  many  attempts,  we  have  at  last  suc- 
ceeded in  founding  in  the  metropolis  ofCanada  a  real  Polytechnic  school, 
which  has  been  in  existence  for  fourteen  years.  It  has  already  given  to 
the  country  forty-one  engineers  who  have  proved  their  ability  and  some 
of  whom  occupy  positions  of  considerable  importance. 

Ill 
The  profession  of  engineer  should  be  governed  by  special  legis- 
lation LIKE  THE  OTHER  LIBERAL  PROFESSIONS. 

While  on  this  subject,  a  question  of  some  importance  may  ba 
asked  ;  it  is  this  :  "Would  it  not  be  advisable  to  have  the  profession 
of  engineer  governed  and  legalized  like  that  of  the  advocate,  notary 
and  physician. 
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If  it  be  proper  that  the  rights  of  the  widow  and  orphan  be  protected 
by  men  acknowledged  to  be  competent  ;  if  it  be  proper  that  our  lives  and 
fortnnes  be  governed  by  precise  laws  imposing  a  strict  responsability 
npon  every  one  as  regards  his  fellow-beings  ;  if  it  be  proper  that  those 
who  devote  themselves  to  the  relief  of  sufFimng  humanity  be  compelled 
to  undergo  severe  examinations  before  assuming  the  responsibility  of  the 
life  and  death  of  patients  ;  still  more  should  those  who  are  to  superintend 
public  works,  up3n  which  many  lives  sometimes  dopend,  aflTord  every 
guarantee  that  there  will  be  nothing  uncertain  in  their  work.  Preserva 
tion   of  life  is   quite  as  precious  as   that  of  health  or  fortune. 

It  is  morally  certain  that  if  we  had  a  body  of  competent  and  res- 
ponsible engineers  on  railways  and  steamers  and  in  work-shops  &c.  every 
accident  which  would  happen  would  be  strictly  investigated  by  the  body 
of  engineers  who  would  be  anxious  to  maintain  the  honour  and  protec- 
tion of  their  profession. 

Thus,  people's  lives  would  not  be  exi>osod  in  the  hands  of  persons  v^'ho 
style  themselves  engineers,  just  as  one   becomes  a   merchant  or  a  broker, 
and  great  public  works  would  be  supnjrintended  by  really  competent  men 
whose  names  alone  would  inspire  both  citizens  and  governments  ^vith   | 
confidence. 

It  is  pre<nsely  men  of  this  stamp  that  are  trained  at  the  Polytechnic 
school  in  Montreal. 

IV 
History  of  thf.  Polytkchxic  school  from  its  foundation 

Our  report  for  1881  gives  the  history  of  the  foundation  of  the  Montreal 
polytechnic  School   of  which  we   will   merely  give  a  synopsis  here. 

In  1869,  Hon.  Mr.  Chauveau,  Minister  of  Public  Instruction  instituted 
a  reserve  fund  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  school  of  applied  sciences 
and  a  course  of  technology  and  made  a  report  of  the  communications 
which  he  had  made  on  the  subject  to  the  Laval  University  of  Quebec  and 
other  institutions  in  Montreal. 

In  1873  through  the  efforts  of  Hon.  G.  Ouimet,  Mr.  Chauveau's  suc- 
cessor, and  with  the  kind  assistance  of  the  Koman  Catholic  Commissioners 
of  Montreal,  the  scientific  and  industrial  school  \vas  founded. 

An  affreement  was  signed  bv  the  Minister^of  Education  and  two  dele*  * 
gates  from  the  Board,  with  reference  to  the  course  of  studies  and  the  con- 
ditions to  be  observed  by  the  Roman  Catholic  Commissioners  of  Montreal 
on  the  one  hand,  and  the  Government  on  the  other. 
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In  the  month  of  November  the  first  lessons  were  given  in  the  prepa- 
ratory class.  In  1874  we  had  a  preparatory  class  and  one  for  first  year  stu- 
dent«j.  In  1875,be8ides  these  two  classes, we  had  one  for  second  year  students 
and  in  187G  the  school  was  in  fall  working  ordi^r.  On  the  8th  of  May  of 
the  same  y^ar  the  school  was  put  on  the  same  footing  as  the  universities 
as  regards  scientific  education  ;  its  name  of  **  Scientific  and  Industrial 
School  "  was  changed  by  law  to  that  of  the  **  Polytechnic  School  **  (40 
Vic.  chap.  22  section  44)  and  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 
was  authorized  to  grant  a  diploma  of  engineer  to  successful  students. 

The  first  diplomas  wore  granted  at  the  end  of  the  icholastic  year 
1876-77  and  the  list  of  engineers  trained  at  the  icihool  has  been  added  to 
every  year. 

At  the  Paris  Exposition  in  1878,  the  school  was  awarded  a  silver  me- 
dal for  its  organization  and  the  work  of  its  pupils  ;  at  the  Dominion  Exhi- 
bition in  1880  it  was  awarded  a  first  class  diploma,  and  at  the  Colonial 
and  Indian  Exhibition  held  at  London  in  IS.^G  it  was  awarded  a  diploma 
and  a  medal. 

The  course  of  studies  with  its  modifications. 

As  we  stated  in  our  report  for  1881,  the  Montreal  Polytechnic  School 
has  taken  for  its  model  the  Ecole  centrale  des  arts  kt  manufactures 
of  Paris  and  has  endeavored  to  follow  the  same  course  of  studies. 

The  curriculum  published  in  a  prospectus  in  the  month  of  January 
1874  may  be  described  as  follows  :

The  management  of  the  school  has  the  right  to  add  to  or  modify  the 
course  of  studies  as  required.  During  the  years  1874-1875  and  1876  the 
preparatory  class  and  those  for  first  and  second  year  pupils' were  organized 
in  succession.  In  1876-77  the  school  was  in  full  operation  with  a  prepara- 
tory class  and  three  divisions. 

During  the  following  years  the  course  of  studies  was  improved  and 
completed  ;  a  special  course  of  lectures  was  introduced  on  infinitesinal 
calculus,  technological  chemistry,  machinery  and  the  construction  of  ma- 
chinery, railways  and  the  resistance  of  materials. 

The  fact  of  the  pupils  being  better  and  better  prepared  facilitates 
the  improvement  of  the  studies  ;  for,  with  very  few  exceptions,  the  pu- 
pils have  gone  through  the  preparatory  class.  It  is  therefore  not  surprising 
that  the  engineers  trained  in  the  school  should  be  so  successful  in  the 
various  positions  to  which  they  have  been  appointed  either  by  the  govern- 
ment or  by  private  parties. 

The  manner  in  which  the  subjects  are  taught  in  the  four  divisions  of 
the  school  for  1886-87  will  convey  a  correct  idea  of  the  present  course 
of  studies  : 

Preparatory  course.  Arithmetic,  complete  theory  ;  Algebra  to  equations 
of  the  second  degree  inclusively  ;  elementary  Geometry  ;  Zoology  and 
Botany  ;  elementary  Physics  to  heat  inclusively  ;  elementary  and  preli- 
minary Chemistry  and  treatment  of  metalloids  ;  linear  Drawing. 

First  ytar  :  Rectilinear  and  spherical  Trigonometry,  Algc^bra  and  infi- 
nitesimal calculus  ;  analytical  Geometry,  descriptive  Geometry  ;  Physics 
in  general  ;  Chemistry  in  general :  Mechaaics  in  general;  Machinery ;  Mine- 
ralogy ;  Cosmography  ;  Architecture  ;  Constructioa  ;  Topography;  linear 
and  topographical  Drawing. 

Second  year  :  Analytical  and  descriptive  Geometry];  Physics  in  general , 
applied  Mechanics  ;  Machinery  :  Mineralogy  ;  Cosmography  ;  Construc- 
tion ;  Topography  ;  linear  and  topographical  Drawing. 
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Third  year.  Physics  applied  to  Industry  ;  analytical  Chemistry  ;  Che- 
mical Technology  ;  Hydraulics  ;  Metallurg  construction  of  Machinery  ; 
Constructions  ;  Railways  ;  Public  Works  ,  Resistance  of  materials,  Plans 
and  Specifications  ;  Surveying  and  G-eodesy  ;  Industrial  Legislation  ; 
linear  and  topographical  Drawing.

Like  all  other  institutions  of  the  kind,  the  Polytechnic  school  has  had 
to  overcome  all  sorts  of  obstacles  before  its  existence  was  an  accomplished 
fact.  Ii  is  only  proper  to  mention  at  the  same  time  as  the  founders,  the 
names  of  those  who  distinguished  themselves  by  their  efforts  to  overcome 
the  difficulties  which  beset  the  foundation  and  make  the  new  institution 
a  success. 

Mr.  C.  A.  Pfister.  the  senior  professor  of  the  school,  drew  up  the 
course  of  studies  and  selected  the  instruments  required  fQr  teaching  Phy- 
sics and  Chemistry.  It  is  only  fair  to  add  that  Mr.  Pfiater  has  devoted  all 
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his  efforts  towards  making  the  school  a  success  and  has  been  a  distin- 
guished Professor  of  Physical  and  Natural  Sciences,  the  branches  allotted 
to  him. 

Mr.  E:  Balete  has  been  since  1874  a  very  successful  professor  of  Math- 
ematical Science  and  Cosmography.  Since  1883  in  addition  to  his  pro- 
fessorship he  has  been  Director  of  Studies,  a  position  which  he  fills  with 
the  greatest  zeal  and  in  such  a  manner  as  to  deserve  both  the  esteem  of 
management  and  the  gratitude  of  the  pupils. 

We  have  much  pleasure  in  adding  that  all  the  professors  perform 
their  duties  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  pupils  and  the  school  authorities. 

YII 
Prizes  and  bursaries  founded  in  favour  of  the  school. 

* 

The  Polytechnic  School,  which  is  recognized  by  all  to  be  an  institu- 
tion of  great  benefit  to  the  public,  has  already  been  the  recipient  of  gene- 
rous endowments. 

Mr.  P.  S.  Murphy  has  given  the  following  prizes,  in  perpetuity. 

Irst.  A  silver  medal,  bearing  the  effigy  of  the  donor  to  the  best  third 
year  student,  on  condition  that  the  general  average  of  the  marks  gained 
by  third  year  pupils  is  at  least  16 J  out  of  20. 

2nd.  An  annual  scholarship  of  fifty  dollars  in  favour  of  a  pupil,  to  be 
selected  by  the  management,  to  pay  his  fees. 

3rd  After  the  death  of  the  generous  donor,  a  similar  annual  scholar- 
ship of  fifty  dollars  will  be  given  for  the  same  purpose  to  another  student 
who  will  also  be  selected  by  the  management. 

Mr  Prudent  Beaudry  a  merchant  of  Los  Angeles  (California)  foun- 
ded in  1875  an  annual  scholarship  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for 
the  support  of  a  student  at  the  Polytechnic  school.  Owing  to  reverses  of 
fortune,  the  generous    donor  was  obliged  to  discontinue  his  gift  in  1887. 

Mr.  Victor  Beaudry,  the  worthy  brother  of  the  last  mentioned  gen- 
tleman, supported  a  student  for  two  years  at  an  expense  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  per  annum. 

Hon.  Pierre  Garneau  gave  a  special  prize  in  1884-85  for  the  best 
second  year  student,  on  condition  that  the  minimum  average  of  marks 
should  be  ItJi  out  of  20. 

VIII 
Statement  of  Receipts  and  Expenditure  from  1873  to  1887 
If  we  .compare  the   following  statement  with   the  financial  reports 
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published  by  the  Roman  Catholic  School  Commissioners  of  Montreal,  we 
find  that  the  amounts  paid  for  purchase  of  land,  construction  and  repair  of 
buildings  for  the  Polytechnic  school,  have  been  struck  off  as  the  land  and 
buildings  remain  the  property  of  the  said  commissioners. 

This  statement  shows  that  the  Roman  Catholic  School  Board  of 
Montreal  has  paid  the  sum  of  $8,733.86  for  the  support  of  the  Polytechnic 
School  since  its  foundation.  As  the  accounts  of  a  school  are  not  settled  in 
the  same  manner  as  ordinary  business  transactions,  we  are  convinced  that 
the  Montreal  rate-payers  will  understand  that  the  sum  devoted  to  the 
support  of  the  Polytechnic  school  is  an  investment  which  will  yield  a  con- 
siderable return  both  to  the  city  and  to  the  Province.

Montreal,  as  an  indemnity  for  the  large  sums  expended  by  them  for  the 
purchase  of  furniture  and  for  the  maintenance  of  the  said  Polytechnic 
school. " 

After  fourteen  yearsof  an  isolated  existence,  the  Polytechnic  School 
has  become  an  integral  part  of  the  Roman  Catholic  University  of  this 
Province  while  retaininig  its  character  of  a  special  school.  It  is  annexed 
to  the  new  Faculty  of  Arts  of  Laval  University,  participates  in  the  privi- 
leges of  that  great  institution  and  completes  its  organization,  placing  it  on 
the  same  footing  as  the  other  great  universities. 

There  is  no  reason  to  doubt  that  this  school  will  continue  to  be 
worthy  of  the  generous  support  of  the  government  and  of  the  solicitude 
with  which  you  yourself  have  watched  over  it  since  its  foundation.

maire 6l^mentaire  lire  partie,  (first  edition  1886.) 

4.  Id,  2nde,  partie,  (first  edition  1886.) 

The  committee  request  that  the  above  be  approved  by  the  Council, 
"^ith  the  exception  of  the  first  in  which  exercise  137,  page  92,  would  have 
^o  be  completely  changed. 
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As  the  work  entitled  "  Outlines  of  English  History  "  has  not  been 
addressed  to  the  Department  but  merely  sent  to  the  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee  without  any  date  author's  name,  or  number  of  theedition,  the  com- 
mittee recommend  that,  the  attention  of  the  publisher  be  called  to  these 
points  before  the  examination  of  the  book  is  concluded. 

In  its  report  of  the  25th  May  1886  the  Committee  declined  to  recom- 
mend **  La  mcthode  rtaliofiale  de  dessin  "  by  Mr,  E.  M.  Temple  because  : 

1.  This  work  comes  within  the  province  of  the  Council  of  Arts  and 
Manufactures. 

2.  Because  it  was  .stated  that  it  contained  models  .which  were  not 
proper. 

The  sub-committee  now  finds  that  these  models  are  not  in  the  edition 
submitted  to  it  for  examination  and  it  sugijests  that  it  be  resolved  ;  that 
there  is  no  objection  to  this  new  edition  of  Mr,  Temple's  Mcthode  NaiwnaLe 
being  introduced  into  the  schools,as  soon  as  it  is  approved  by  the  Council 
of  Arts  and  Manufactures.

3sed  of  Rev.  Dr.  Cornish,  Rev.  Dr.  Norman  and  Mr.  Masten  (Mr  Masten 
mvener),  with  instructions  to  confer  with  Dr.  Robins  and  report  at  next 
eeting. 

8.  From  Mr.  C.  P.  Green,  Richmond,  applying  for  a  diploma  on  the 
ound  of  Examinations  already  passed,  and  length  of  service  as  a  teacher 
id  submitting  testimonials. 

In  reference  to  this  application,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  inform 

r.  Green  that  the  present  regulations  make  no  provision  for   granting  a 
ploma,  without  examination,  under  the  circumstances  mentioned  in  his 
tter.

The  Committee  agreed  to  recommend  that  Miss  L.  E.  Lawless

(5.  From  the  Protestant  Division  of  the  B  )ard  of  Examiners,  Sher- 
brooke,  asking  for  the  appointment  of  the  Rev\  Archibald  Lee,  B.A.,  to 
replace  the  Kev.  John  C.  Cattanach  as  a  member  of  the  Board. 

The  Committee  agreed  to  recommend  the  Rev.  Archibald  Lee,  B.  A., 
of  Sherbrooke,  for  appointment  as  member  of  the  Protestant  Division  of 
tl^e  Board  of  Examiners,  Sherbrooke. 

7.  The  Secretary  submitted  correspondence  concerning  certain  irregu- 
larities connected  with  the  proceedings  of  the  Protestant- Divisions  of  the 
Boards  of  Examiners  of  Bedford,  Stanstead  and  Montreal.

tions. 

TIL  That  the  Sux^erintendent  be  requested  to  draw  the  attention  of 
the  Protestant  Divisions  of  Boards  of  Examiners  to  the  fact  that  the  law 
provides  that  no  candidate  shall  be  admitted  to  examination  who  is  not  6f 
age  to  receive  a  diploma. 

IV.  That  the  form  of  reports  of  Protestant  Divisions  of  Boards  of 
Examiners  contain  a  declaration,  to  be  signed  by  the  President  or  Vice- 
President  and  Secretary  of  the  Board,  to  the  ofl'ect  that  the  examination 
has  been  conducted  in  strict  accordance  with  the  Begulations  prescribed 
for  such  Boards.  " 

A  deputation  from  St.  Francis  College.  Richmond,  consisting  of  the 
Principal,  Mr.  A.  W.  Bannister,    M.A.,  and   Mr.  Jones,  a    member  of  the 
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Corporation  of  the  Collegts  was  introdaced  to  the  Committee  by  Dr  H  mekcjr. 

They  explained  to  the  Committee  the  present  position  of  St.  Francis 
College,  and  urged  its  claims  to  the  continuance  of  the  College  grant. 

After  liat^niiig  to  the  representations  of  the  Deputation,  the  Committee 
agreed  that  the  grant  of  one  thousand  dollars  be  paid  to  tha  College  for 
the  past  year,  and  that  the  College  be  continued  on  the  list  of  Institutions 
subject  to  inspection, 

A  communication  was  read  from  Dr.  Kelley,  Secretary  Provincial  As- 
sociation Protestant  Teachers,  inviting  members  of  the  Committee  to  attend 
the  annual  Convention,  to  be  held  in  Montreal  on  the  14th,  15th  and  16th 
irtst.,  and  enclosing  the  official  programme.  The  secretary  read  a  Report 
prepared  at  the  request  of  the  Committee  by  Dr.  Robins,  upon  the  subject 
of  Physiology  and  Hygiene,  and  text-books  thereon. 

The  Report  was  received  and  the  thanks  of  the  committee  tendered  to 
Dr.  Robins  tor  his  valuable  Report.

S.  The  opinion  is  well-nigh  unanimous  that  the  time  allowed  for  de^i^^i_l 
iug  with  the  numerous  subjects  of  examination  should  be  materially  i  ^^ho 
creased. 

4.  That,  if  practicable,  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  subjects  n  unji^  il 
for  the  several  exarainations  should  be  made,  either  by  omission  of,  or  »^-  ~^p- 
tion  between,  certain  of  them. 

5.  That  too  many  questions,  and  some  of  them  of  too  difiScalt  a  ch^^s-  '- 
acter,  for  the  time  allowed,  are  set  ;  eepecially  in  the  papers  for  the  E^B-^- 
mentary  Diploma. 

e.  That  there  is  a  great  disparity  in  the  numerical  values  assigned  "**> 
the  questions,  which  shows  a  lack  of  nniformily  of  procedure  aud  of  ^  V" 
preciation  of  the  relative  difficulty  of  the  questions. 

1.  Much  dissatisfaction  is  expressed  with  existing  arrangements  a^^o' 
regulatious,  aud  great  stress  is  laid  on  the  necessity  for  the  appoiatmes^i 
of  a  Central  Board  of  Examiners  for  the  conduct  of  these  exaoiinationB.  (J^" 
ly  in  this  way  can  a  reasonable  guarantee  be  given  for  the  paasiog  of  co  ^^^n 
patent  candidates. 
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8.  That  a  more  definite  system  of  classifying  the  different  grades  of 
candidates  is  needed. 

9.  Doubts  are  expressed  as  to  the  expediency  of  retaining  the  examin- 
ation in  School  Law  (No,  16,  Appendix  A.,)  and  if  retained  a  Text-book 
should  be  provided. 

The  Sub-Committee  are  strongly  and  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that 
an  essential  condition  of  successfully  carrying  into  effect  the  proposed  regu- 
lations, is  the  appointment  of  a  Central  Board  of  Examiners,  composed  of 
men  of  the  requisite  knowledge  and  skill  for  conducting  the  examinations 
in  question  ;  and  they,  therefore,  respectfully  recommend  : — 

1.  That  a  Cent  nil  Board  of  Jlxaminers  be  appointed  for  conducting 
the  examinations  for  the  se^'eral  Diplomas  ;  and  that  the  functions  and 
powers  of  the  said  Board,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  enacted  in 
that  behalf,  shall  be  :  — 

(fl)  To  set  the  examination  papers  for  the  said  examinations,  and  as- 
sign the  numerical  values  to  the  questions  in  the  several  subjects. 

{h)  To  receive  and  read  the  answers  of  the  candidates,  and  to  estimate 
their  value  in  accordance  with  the  above  numerical  valuation. 

(r)  To  decide  what  candidates  have  satisfied  the  conditions  for  pas- 
sing the  examinations,  and  to  arrange  them,  in  order  of  merit,  as  successful 
candidates  in  their  respective  classes. 

(fl)  To  issue  Diplomas  to  the  successful  candidates. 

2.  That  an  annual  examination  be  held  for  the  several  grades  of  Di- 
plomas, viz  ; — Elemen'an/^  Model  and  Acadenu/,  beginning  on  the  first 
Tuesday  in  July. 

3.  That  the  examination  for  the  Elementary  School  Diploma  extend 
over  two  days  and  a  half  :  in  the  morning  from  9  to  12,  and  in  the  after- 
noon from  2  to  5  ;  for  the  Model  School  Diploma,  over  three  days,  in  the 
morning  from  9  to  12^  and  in  the  afternoon  from  2  to  5  ;  for  the  Academy 
Diploma,  over  four  days,  in  the  morning  from  9  to  12,  and  in  the  after- 
noon from  2  to  5.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Cornish  submitted  the  following  Report  of  the  Sub- 
cimittee  appointed  to  report  upon  the  proposed  regulations  for  Boards 
Examiners. 

The  Report  was  received  ;  and,  after  certain  amendments  were  made. 
Committee  agreed  to  adopt  the  Report  and  to  recommend  : — 

"  That  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction 
cerning  the  establishment  and  jurisdiction  of  the  Boards  of  Examiners, 
.  for  the  examination  of  candidates  for  teachers,  diplomas,  passed  the 
\\  November  1861,  and  11th  February,  1862,  and  approved  by  His  Excel- 
"y  the  Governor-General  in  Council,  on  the  18th  March,  1862,  and  all 
Midments  thereto,  be  rescinded,  so  far  as  Protestant  Dii'isions  of  Boards 
Examiners  are  concerned,  and  the  following  regulations  for  candidates 
>oth  sexes  be  substituted  in  their  place,  to  come  into  force  at  the  July 
mination.  1887  : — 

ReCt.  1. — Only  Protestant  Divisions  of  Boards  of  Examiners  shall  have 
power  to  grant  diplomas  valid  for  teaching  in  Protestant  schools. 

Reg.  II.-— The  diplomas  granted  by  Protestant  Divisions  of  Boards  of 
iminers  shall  be  of  three  grades,  viz  :  Elementary,  Model  School  and 
idemy. 

Reg.  III. — The  Protestant  Divisions  of  Boards  of  Examiners  of  Que- 
•y  Montreal  and  Sherbrooke  shall  retain  the  power  to  examine  candi- 
es for  Elementary,  Model  School  and  Academy  diplomas  ;  such  diplo- 
8  being  valid  for  any  Protestant  school  of  the  same  grade  in  the  Pro- 
ice. 

Reg.  IV. — The  remaining  Protestant  Divisions  of  Boards  of  Exami- 
'8  already  organized,  or  which  may  be  organized  hereafter,  shall  have 
?ver  to  examine  candidates  for  Elementary  diplomas  only  ;  such  diplo- 
s  being  valid  for  any  Protestant  Elementary  school  in  the  Province. 
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Reg.  V — There  shall  be  three  classes  of  Elementary  diplomas  and 
two  classes  of  Model  School  and  Academy  diplomas.  Third  Class  Elemen- 
tary diplomas  shall  be  valid  for  one  year  only. 

Reg.  VI. — All  Protestant  Divisions  of  Boards  of  Examiners  shall  meet 
on  tho  first  Tuesday  in  the  month  of  July  each  year,  for  the  examination 
of  candidates,  as  hereinafter  provided, 

Reg.  VII. — Each  candidate  shajl  notity  the  Secretary  of  the  Protestant 
Division  of  the  Board  of  Examiners,  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  meeting 
of  the  board,  of  his  intention  to  present  himself  for  examination. 

Reg.  VIII. — Each  candidate  shall  deposit  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Protestant  Division  of  the  Board  before  his  examination  :  first,  a  certificate 
of  good  moral  character,  according  (o  Form  I.  annexed,  signed  by  a 
minister  of  the  congregation  to  which  he  belongs  and  by  at  least  two 
school  commissioners  or  trustees  of  t^e  locality  in  which  he  has  resided 
for  the  six  months  previous  to  his  examination  ;  second,  an  extract  from  a 
register  of  baptism,  or  other  sufficient  proof,  that  he  was  at  least  eighteen 
years  of  age  last  birthday. 

Reg,  IX. — Each  Protestant  Division  of  the  Boards  of  Examiners  shall 
cause  a  register  of  examinations  to  be  kept,  in  which  the  Secretary  shall 
enter  the  names  of  all  candidates,  and,  opposite  each  name,  the  date  of 
examination,  the  grade  of  diploma,  the  class  of  diploma,  and  the  name  of 
the  minister  signing  the  certificate  of  moral  character.  The  Secretary  shall 
transmit  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  within  fifteen  days 
from  the  date  of  examination,  a  special  report  of  the  Board,  as  to  the  results 
of  the  examination  ;  containing  the  names  of  the  candidates  recommended 
for  diplomas,  and  such  other  information  as  may  be  required  by  the  pres- 
cribed form  of  report,  and  as  the  Board  may  deem  it  expedient  to  give; 
such  reports  to  be  signed  on  behalf  of  the  I^oard  by  the  President  or  Vice- 
Pres?ident  and  the  Secretary 

Reg.  X. — On  receipt  of  such  report  the  Superintendent  shall  issue  to 
the  Secretary  the  required  number  of  diplomas,  each  diploma  being  sealed 
with  the  seal  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction.  No  diplomashall 
be  valid  without  said  seal  and  the  signatures  of  the  President  of  Vice- 
President  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

Reg.  XI. — Candidates  shall  be  examined  in  every  subject  by  printed 
examination  papers.  These  examination  papers  shall  be  prepared  by  a 
central  committee  appointed  by  the  Protestant  Committee  of  the  Council 
of  Public  Instruction, 
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Reg.  XII. — The  examination  papers  shall  be  sent  under  seal  to  the 
different  Boards  of  Examiners,  to  be  opened  by  them  on  the  days  and 
Hours  fixed  for  examination,  and  in  the  presence  of  the  candidates.  Each 
oandidate  shall  write  his  answers  on  the  paper  provided  for  him,  and  no 
other  paper  shall  be  used.  The  answers  shall  be  read  and  valued  by  the 
xnembers  of  the  Boards  ;  the  number  of  marks  accorded  to  each  answer,  and 
"the  total  number  of  marks  gained  by  a  candidate  in  each  subject,  shall  be 
cdistinctly  marked  upon  his  papers.  The  papers  of  each  candidate 
examined,  thus  marked,  shall  be  fastened  together  and  returned  by  the 
Secretary,  together  with  the  report  required  by  Reg,  IX,  to  the  Superin- 
trendent  of  Public  Instruction,  who  shall  immediately  submit  the  same  to 
t:he  Protestant  Committee. 

Reg.  XIII. — At  each  meeting  ofthe  Protestant  Divisions  of  the  Boards 
of  Examiners,  the  rules  contained  in  Appendix  B  shall  be  strictly  observed 
in  conducting  the  examination.  At  the  hour  fixed  for  opening  the  exam- 
i  nation  on  the  first  day,  after  the  candidates  are  seated,  and  before  the 
^examination  questions  are  distributed,  the  rules  in  Appendix  B  shall  be 
3read  aloud  to  the  assembled  candidates  by  the  acting  chairman. 

Reg.  XIV. — Candidates  for  the  three  grades  of  diplomas  shall  be 
subject  to  examination  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Syllabus 
of  examination,  Appendix  A. 

Reg.  XV. — Two  days  and  a  half  shall  be  allowed  for  the  exam- 
i  Tiation  for  an  Elementary  diploma,  three  days  for  a  Model  School  diploma 
^^nd  four  days  for  an  Academy  diploma. 

Reck  XVI  — The  following  shall  be  the  order  and  the  subjects  of  the 
Examination  for  the  three  grades  of  Diplomas.  (The  order  is  given  on 
I:^ag:e  231) 

Reg.  XVII. — Candidates  for  Elementary  diplomas  must  take  at  leas^ 
fifty  P<3r  cent  of  the  marks  in  Writing,  Arithmetic,  Geography,  Grammar, 
^nd  the  Art  of  Teaching,  and  at  least  one-third  of  the  marks  in  each  of 
the  other  subjects.  Caudidates  for  Model  School  diplomas  must  take  fifty 
per  cent  of  the  marks  in  Writing,  Arithmetic,  Geography,  Grammar,  Art 
of  Teaching,  Geometry  and  Algebra,  and  one-third  of  the  marks  in  each  of 
the  other  subjects.  Candidates  for  Academy  diplomas  must  take  fifty 
per  cent  of  the  marks  in  each  of  the  above-named  subjects  for  the  Model 
^^chool  diploma,  and  in  Latin  and  Greek,  and  one-third  of  the  marks  in 
each  of  the  other  subjects.  Two-thirds  of  the  marks  must  be  taktn  by  all

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RsG.  XVIII  — Candidates  for  any  diploma,  who  obtain  two-thirds  of 
the  aggregate  marks,  shall  be  entitled  to  Second  Class  diplomas.  Gandt* 
dates  for  Elementary  diplomas  who  obtain  one-half  and  less  than  two- 
thirds  of  the  aggregate  marks,  shall  be  entitled  to  Third  Class  Elementary 
diplomas.

Academies,  aod  transmit  a  report  thcTeof,  alon;;  with  the  answers  of  the 
pnpils  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Frotcstant  Committee  as  soon  as  possible 
afttir  the  examination  ; 

5.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  University  Examiaers  shall  issae 
certificates  of  creditable  answering  to  papiU  of  G-rade  III  Academtfs, 
giving  exact  number  of  marks  token  in  each  case  ; 

6.  That  no  fees  shall  be  exacted  for  the  examinaliuiuil'iMipiU  ol'  .V-n.

The  papers  for  these  examinations  shall  be  prepared  by  the  Inspector 
of  Superior  Schools.  Pupils  who  pass  in  their  respective  grades  will  be 
entitled  to  rpi-dve  certificates  to  this  effect  from  the  Department  of  Public 
lust  rnci  ion.

IV.  The  examination  of  Gradv*  III  Academies,  shall  be  in  accordance 
with  the  standard  prescribed  in  the  authorized  course  of  study  for  that 
grade ;  and.  in  passing  in  the  same,  the  pupils  shall  be  recommended  to 
the  universities  for  the  title  of  Associate  in  Arts  or  for  Junior  Certificates, 

V.  The  examination  shall  be  held  the  first  week  in  June, 

VI.  Pupils  over  eighteen  years  of  age,  may  receive  the  certificate  of 
the  Universities  and  the  title  of  Associate  in  Arts,  but  they  shall  not  be 
ranked. 

VII.  The  examination  papers,  including  those  for  the  A,  A.  exami- 
nation, shall  be  distributed  from  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  by 
the  Inspector  of  Superior  Schools,  and  the  answers  of  the  pupils  shall  be 
returned  to  the  Department,  in  accordance  with  instructions  to  deputy 
examiners. 

The  answers  of  pupils  of  Grade  III,  Academies,  shall  be  immediately 
transmitted,  by  the  Inspector  of  Superior  Schools  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Examiners  of  the  Universities  for  examination,  and  report  thereon 
for  the  information  of  the  Protestant  Committee. 

VIII.  The  maximum  number  of  marks  for  each  subject  in  grade  I 
shall  be  50  ;  in  grade  II.  75  ;  and  in  grade  III,  100.  In  the  examinations, 
pupils  will  not  be  considered  as  having  passed  in  any  subject,  unless  they 
have  obtained  at  least  one  third  (and  in  the  case  of  Heading  and  Dictation) 
three-fourths  of  the  marks  attainable  in  that  subject. 

IX.  The  examination  papers  prepared  by  the  Inspector  of  Superior 
Schools  shall  consist  of  nine  questions  in  each  subject  arranged  in  thre^ 
groups  only  one  from  each  group  to  be  answered. 
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X.  Three  papers  shall  be  prepared  for  the  Academy  grades  on  each  of 
the  subjects  of  English,  Greography  and  History,  in  accordance  with  the 
course  of  study;  but  at  the  option  of  the  teacher :  the  deputy  examiners 
may  select  any  one  of  the  three  as  the  examination  paper  for '  all  the 
grades.  No  pupil,  however,  shall  select  questions  from  more  than  one  of 
such  papers. 

XI.  Pnvilegen  granted  to  successful  pupils. 

1.  Pupils  who  have  passed  for  the  Associate  in  Arts,  and  have  taken 
two-thirds  of  the  aggregate  marks,  and  who  have  passed  in  French,  shall 
be  eligible,  without  further  examination,  to  enter  the  Model  School  class 
of  the  McQ-ill  Normal  School. 

• 

2.  Pupils  who  have  been  examined  for  the  Associate  in  Arts,  and  who 
may  present  themselves  before  any  Board  of  Examiners,  in  order  to  obtain 
Diplomas  as  teachers,  shall  be  exempted  from  the  Examinations  in  any 
subject  (except  French,  Algebra,  G-eometry,  Latin  and  G-reek  in  the  case 
of  candidates  for  Academy  Diplomas)  in  which  they  have  taken  two-thirds 
ef  the  marks  in  the  Associate  in  Arts  examinations. 

3.  Associates,  in  Arts  who  have  passed  in  Latin,  Greek,  Algebra,  and 
Geometry,  may,  without  further  examination,  enter  the  Faculties  of  Arts  \ 
Df  the  two  Universities.  Those  who  have  passed  in  Algebra  and  Geometry 
may  enter  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  of  McGill  University. 

4.  The  examiners  for  the  Associates  in  Arts  shall  furnish  successful 
pupils  with  evidence  of  their  qualifications  with  reference  to  the  above. 

The  Committee  agreed  to  adopt  the  following  instructions  to  the 
Inspector  of  Superior  Schools,  Deputy-Examiners  and  pupils  and  directed 
that  they  should  be  printed  and  circulated. 

A.  Inspectors  of  Superior  Schools. 
I.  Inspection. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspector  : 

1.  To  inspect  the  Protestant  Model  Schools  and  Academies  in  the 
Province  of  Quebec  ^i  any  time  from  1st  of  October  to  the  1st  of  May ; 
giving  one  day,  at  least,  to  the  inspection  of  each  school. 

2.  To  report  on  the  building  and  furnishing  of  each  school  and  th*? 
condition  of  the  out-houses. 

3.  To  state  the  number  of  pupils  on  the  roll  and  the  number  present 
on  the  day  of  inspection. 

4.  To  ascertain  how    far  the  course  of  study  is  being  carried    out  in 
each  school,  and  ^vhat   [if  any]    are  the  obstacles  to  this  being  done  fullr. 
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5.  To  inquire  into  the  work  and  the  progress  of  the  work  in  the 
several  grades, 

6.  To  examine  the  time-table,  whether  it  is  judiciously  framed  or 
not. 

7  To  take  notes  of  each  teacher's  method  of  conducting  his  classes, 
whether  he  enlists  the  interest  and  attention  of  his  pupils,  whether  there 
are  indications  of  careful  preparation  for  the  work  on  his  part  or  not. 

8.  To  indicate  the  strong  and  weak  points  of  each  school. 

9.  To  give  to  each  teacher,  privately,  such  judicious  hints  and  sug- 
gestions in  the  conduct  of  his  school  as  may  seem  necessary  in  the  circum- 
stances. 

10.  To  prepare  the  examination  papers  in  accordance  with  the  author- 
ized course  of  study,  that  is  fourteen  subjects  in  Academies  and  twelve  in 
Model  Schools,  and  to  submit  them  to  the  sub-committee  on  examination 
for  revision  and  approval. 

11.  To  submit  a  general  annual  report  of  the  work  of  inspection  at 
the  September  meeting  of  the  Committee,  along  with  the  tabulated  returns 
of  the  results  of  the  written  examination. 

12.  To  submit  an  interim  report  of  the  work  of  inspection  at  each  of 
the  three  remaining  quarterly  meetings  of  the  Committee. 

II.  Tabulated  returns  of  examination  and  inspection. 

1.  The  Inspector  shall  report  in  regard  to  each  school  : — 

(a)  The  number  of  pupils  on  the  roll  for  the  term  in  which  the  exam- 
ination is  held,  and  the  number  present  on  the  day  of  examination. 

(b)  The  number  of  pupils  presented  for  examination  in  each  grade. 

(c)  The  number  of  pupils  not  classed  in  any  grade  and  the  subjects 
taken  by  them. 

yd)  The  number  of  pupils  that  have  passed  in  each  grade  and  the 
numbers  that  have  failed  in  each. 

(c)  The  information  required  in  form  B,  in  which  the  standing  of  the 
pupils  in  the  several  grades  shall  be  given,  and  separately,  the  standing  of 
the  ungraded  pupils  in  the  subjects  which  they  have  taken. 

2.  In  taking  averages  to  avoid  fractions,  any  fraction  under  a  half  shall 
not  be  reckoned,   one   half  and    over   shall   be  uckoned  one. 

3.  A  copy  of  the  examination  papers  shall  be  given  in  by  the  inspector 
along  with  reports  and  returns. 

4.  In  order  to  be  eligible  for  examination,  a  pupil  must  have  been  in 
attendance  ninety  days,  at  least,  during  the  current  scholastic  year. 


Deputt-Examiners. 

1.  The  pupils  shall  bo  under  the  direct  and  i-areful  supervision  of  the 
deputy-pxaraiuers  ihroughout  the  esaroinatiou. 

2.  The  examination  questions  will  be  sent  to  the  deputy-examiners  in 
sealed  envelopes,  and  the  esaiuinatiotis  are  lo  held  on  the  days  and  dur- 
ing; the  hours,  and   these  only,  which  are  specified  on  the  envelopes. 

3.  Before  opening  the  envelopes  for  the  fir(>t  hour  ol"  the  examiuation 
the  deputy-examiner  shall  read  alond  the  special  instructions  to  the 
pupiis. 

4.  The  answers  of  the  pnpilB  shall  be  4irritten  upon  half  pag'es  of  fools- 
cap paper,  &steiied  together  at  the  top  left  hand  corner.  The  papils 
■hall  use  no  other  paper  than  that  provided  for  them.  The  use  of  blotting 
paper  or  the  printed  examination  pa)>er  or  slates,  for  rough  dralls  or  for 
any  writing  whatever,  is  strictly  forbidden. 

5.  No  persons  excv'pt  the  head-teacher  and  the  depuly-exaininer,  shall 
be  admitted  into  the  school-room  during^  the  examinations,  und  neither 
teacher  nor  deputy-examiner  shall  communicate  with  any  pupil  daring 
the  progress  of  any  examination.  Any  necessary  instruction  shall  be  given 
aload  to  the  whole  cla^^s. 

6.  At  tlie  honr  appointed  for  each  subject,  afior  nil  books  huve  been 
removed  from  the  desks  o.;cupied,  and  the  pupils  have  been  given  their 
allotted  places,  and  provided  with  paper,  blotting  paper,  pens  and  ink, 
the  envelopes  for  that  hour  shall  be  opened  and  the  examination  papers 
distributed  to  the  pupils. 

T.  The  examination  papers  or  any  question  therein,  may  be  read  alond 
to  the  pupils  by  the  deputy -examiner  ;  but  no  explanation,  whatever,  shall 
be  given  as  to  the  meaning  or  purport  of  the  questions. 

8.  No  pupil  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  the  examiuation  room,  after 
the  expiration  of  an  hour  from  the  commencement  of  the  examination, 
nor  after  a  pupil  has  lefi,  the  examination  room.  Any  pupil  leaving  the 
examination  room  alter  the  issue  of  the  examination  papers  in  any  sub- 
ject, shall  not  be  permitted  to  return  during  the  examination  of  the 
subject  I  hen  in  hand. 

9.  At  the  close  of  the  time  allotted  for  each  subject,  the  answers  of 
the  pupils  shall  be  collected  by  the  deputy.examiners,  placed  in  the  appro- 
priate envelope  provided  for  the  purpose,  and  sealed  in  ihe  presence  of 
the  pupils,  without  being  read  by  the  teachers  or  deputy-examiners.  No 
paper  shall  be  returned  to  the  pupils  for  correction  or  additions  after  jl 
has  been  received  from  the  pupils.  i 
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10.  At  the  close  of  the  examinations,  the  envelopes  containing  the 
pupils'  answers  to  the  several  subjects,  shaU  be  carefully  packed  together 
and  forwarded  to  the  Inspector  of  Protestant  Superior  Schools,  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Instruction,  Quebec. 

11.  No  pupil  shall  give  or  receive  assistance  of  any  hind  in  answering 
the  examination  questions.  Any  pupil  detected  (a)  in  taking  into  the 
examination  room,  or  having  about  him  any  book  or  writing  from  which 
he  might  derive  assistance  in  the  examination  ;  {b)  in  applying,  under  any 
circumstance  whatever,  to  other  pupils ;  (c)  in  answering,  under  any 
circumstance  whatever,  application  from  other  pupils  ;  [d]  in  exposing 
-written  papers  to  the  view  of  other  pupils  ;  [e]  in  endeavoring  to  overlook 
the  work  of  other  pupils,  shall  be  immediately  dismissed  from  the  exam- 
ination.    The  plea  of  accident  of  forgetfulness  shall  not  bi  received. 

12.  The  head-teacher  and  the  deputy-examiners  of  each  school  shall 
sign  the  following  declaration  at  the  close  of  the  examination  and  forward 
it  to  the  Inspector  of  Superior  Schools  : — 

We  hereby  solemnly  declare   that  the  examination  of has   been 

conducted  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  special  regulations  prescribed 
for  such  examinations,  that  the  envelopes  containing  the  printed  exam- 
ination papers  were  opened  and  that  thi  envelopes  containing  the  answers 
were  sealed  in  the  presence  of  the  pupils  and  at  the  times  specified,  and 
that  the  answers  forwarded  to  the  Department  have  been  given,  to  the 
hest  of  our  knowledge,  by  the  pupils  themselves,  without   assistance  from 

deputy-examiner,  teacher,  fellow-pupils,  memoranda   or  text-book  during 

the  time  of  examination.

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out  or  destroyed.     Draw   your  pen  through  any  writing  not  intended  as 
an  answer  or  part  of  answer. 

6.  Your  answers  must  be  written  upon  the  paper  provided.  The  use 
of  other  paper,  blotting  paper,  the  printed  examination  paper,  or  slates  for 
rough  drafts  or  any  writing  whatever,  is  strictly  forbidd^^n. 

7.  You  must  not  communicate  with  any  pupil  or  other  person  in  the 
room,  directly  or  indirectly,  during  the  progress  of  an  examination.  You 
must  not  give  or  receive  assistance  of  any  kind  in  answering  the 'ques- 
tions, either  from  pupils,  memoranda  or  books.  Any  infraction  of  this 
or  the  preceding  rule  will  involve  the  loss  of  the  whole  examination. 

The  Committee  agreed,  that  as  candidates  for  teachers'  diplomas  are 
n  >w  required  to  pass  an  examination  on  Physiology  and  Hygiene,  that 
this  subject  shall  t  orm  x>art  of  the  course  of  study  for  Model  Schools  and 
Academies,  and  that  half  an  hour  a  wjek  bs  devoted  to  thj  study  of  the 
t  xt  book  proscribed  for  the  Elementary  and  Model  School  di  >lomas. 

The  Sub-committee  on  guarantees  of  Protestant  Education  reported 
progress  to  the  effect  that  a  conference  had  been  held  with  representa- 
tives of  I  he  Univ^ersities,  and  that  statements  have  been  prepared  of  the 
special  points  requiring  attention. 

The  report  wa^  received  and  the  Sub-Committee  was  continued 
with  the  addition  of  the  chairman  ;  and  was  instructed  to  prepare  and  pub- 
lish a  report,  embodying  the  statements  referred  to,  and  all  points  of 
immediate  importance  with  reference  to  Protestant  rights.  The  Commit- 
tee was  further  requested  to  confer  as  early  as  possible  with  all  persons 
and  bodies  influential  in  the  matter,  so  as  to  guard  the  interest  of  Pro- 
testant education  as  eff**ctually  as  possible. 

The  InspL»ctor  of  Superior  Schools  presented  an  interim  report  of  his 
work  of  inspection  up  to  dite,  which  was  accepted  by  the  Committee. 

The  Secretary  reported,  for  the  information  of  the  Committee,  that  it 
is  the  intention  of  the  Institute  Committee  to  hold  four  Institutes  n3Xt 
Summer,  beginning  as  follows  :  Ljnnoxville,  July  12th:  Bedford,  July 
19th  ;  Aylmer,  July  26th,  and  Ormstown,  August  2nd  Each  meeting  will 
continue  four  days  In  order  that  the  work  of  the  Institutes  may  not  ba 
confined  to  a  short  session  of  four  days,  a  course  of  study  has  been  pre. 
pared  which  teachers  may  read  up  during  the  next  six  months,  and  so  add 
very  much  to  the  value  of  the  Institutes.  At  th$  close  of  each  Institute,  a 
set  of  questions  will  bj  given  to  each  member  of  the  Institute,  who  has 
attended  regularly.  The  members  will  be  required  to  prepare  answers  to 
these  questions  at  their  leisure,  and  return  them  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Department.   When  these  answers  have  been  examined  and  marked,  the 
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certificates  of  attendance  with  the  percentage  of,  marks  gained  will  be 
mailf  d  to  each  member. 

The  Lecturers  at  these  Institutes  will  be  Dr.  Robins,  Dr  McGregor,  Dr 
Hnrper,  and  the  Rev.  Elson  I.  Rexford. 

Dr  Robins  will  take  up  Object  Lessons,  and  Goldsmith's  Deserted 
Village,  and  has  given  instructions  concerning  a  preparatory  course  of 
reading.  Dr  McGregor  will   take  up  Arithmetic  and  Simple   Mensuration. 

Dr.   Harper  will  discu^^s   Class  Management,  as   in  Baldwin's  School 

Manug«ment,  Part  VI. 

Rev.  Elson  I.  Rexford  will    continue  the  subject  of  School    Discipline 

as  in  Baldwin's  School  Management,  Part  III.

DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  INSTRUCTION. 

Quebec,  30th.  March,  188Y. 

Which  day  a  special  meeting  of  the  Protestant  Committee  of  the  C. 
P.  I.  was  held,  upon  the  call  of  the  Chairman,  to  consider  the  report  of 
the  Sub-committee  on  the  relation  of  Protestant  Universities  and  Superior 
Schools  to  the  Professions  and  Professional  Examinations  and  for  other 
business. 

Present:  The  Right  Rev.  James  Williams,  D.D,.  in  the  chair.  The 
Rev.  Dr.  Cook  ;  R.  W.  Heneker,  Esq.,  D.CX, ;  The  Rev.  Dr.  Matthews  ; 
E.  J,  Hemming,  Esq.,  D.C.L. ;  The  Hon.  James  Ferrier  ;  The  Rev.  Greorj^e 
Weir,  L,L.D. 
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Letters  were  read  from  Sir  William  Dawson,  the  Rev.  Canon  Norman, 
G.  L.  Masten,  Esq.,  and  the  Hon.  Mr,  Justice  Church  regretting  their 
inability  to  be  present. 

The  secretary  read  the  notice  upon  which  this  special  meeting  was 
called,  and  also  the  following  circular  letter  which  had  been  addressed  to 
the  Protestant  Members  of  the  Provincial  Legislature  .* — 

Quebec,  26th.  March,  1887.     ' 

Sir, — I  am  directed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Protestant  Committee  of 
the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  to  inform  you  :  (1)  That  it  is  the  desire 
of  the  Committee  to  confer  with  the  Protestant  members  of  the  Provincial 
Legislature,  respecting  legislation  which  is  desired  in  reference  to  the 
relation  of  Protestant  Universities  and  Superior  Schools  to  the  Professions 
and  Professional  examinations.  [2]  That  a  special  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mittee has  been  called  for  Wednesday,  the  30th  inst.,  at  ihe Council  Uoom, 
Department  of  Public  Instruction,  Quebec.  [8]  That  the  conference  with 
the  members  of  the  Legislature  will  take  ]>lace  at  eleven  oVlook  a.m.,  on 
that  day,  at  which  you  are  specially  requested  to  be  present.

In  the  absence  of  the  Convener,  The  Hon.  Mr.  Justice  Church,  Dr- 
Heneker  presented  the  following  report  of  the  sub  -committee  : — 

To  the  Protestant  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction. 

(Report  of  Sub-committee  on  the  relation  of  the  Protestant  Universi- 
ties and  Protestant  Superior  Schools  to  the  Professions  and  Professional 
Examinations^^ : — 

Complaint  is  made  that  the  Bar  Act  of  the  last  session  has  infringed 
on  the  rights  and  privileges  of  th^  Protestant  minority  in  this  Province* 
B8  regards  education.  By  that  Act,  both  the  general  system  of  education, 
regulated  by  the  Protestant  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion, and  the  general  Course  of  Study  followed  in  the  Protestant  Univer- 
sities, (McGrill  College  and  Bishop's  College.)  as  well  as  the  Special  Law 
Course  of  these  Institutions,  have  been  interfered  with,  and  are  now 
endangered. 

In  order  to  attain  to  a  clear  understanding  of  the  question  raised,  it 
will  be  as  well  to  consider  :  — 

1.  What  are  the  rights  and  privileges  secured  to  the  Protestant  minor- 
ity by  the  Confederation  Act    (The  Bristish    North  America  Act,  186^)  ? 

2,  In  what  respects  have  these  rights  and  privileges  been  infringed 
upon  or  set  aside  ?

The  followin)^  extract  from  the  Confederation  Act  gives  in  fall  the 
clauses  referring  to  education  : — 

**  Sec.  93.  In  and  for  each  Province,  the  Legislature  may  exclusively 
make  laws  in  relttion  to  education,  subject  and  according  to  the  followinsr 
provisions  : — 

1«  Nothing  in  any  sach  law  shall  prejudicially  affect  any  ri^ht  or 
privilege  with  respect  to  denominational  schools,  which  any  class  of 
persons  hare,  by  law,  in  the  Province  at  the  Union. 

2.  All  the  powers, privileges  and  duties  of  the  Union,by  law  conferred 
and  imposed  in  Upper  Canada  on  the  separate  schools  and  school  trustees 
of  the  Queen's  Koman  Catholic  subjects,  shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
extended  to  the  dissentient  schools  of  the  Queen's  Protestant  and  Soman 
Catholic  subjects  in  Quebec. 

i^.  Where  in  any  Province  a  system  of  separated  or  dissentient  schools 
exists  by  law  at  the  Union,  or  is  thereafter  established  by  the  Legislatnre 
of  the  Province,  an  appeal  shall  lie  to  ihe  Governor-General  in  Council 
from  any  act  or  decision  of  any  Provincial  Authority  affecting  any  right 
or  privilege  of  the  Protestant  or  Boman  Catholic  Minority  of  the  Queen's 
subjects  in  relation  to  education. 

4.  In  case  any  such  Provincial  law,  as,  from  time  to  time,  seems  to  the 
Governor-Gen -ral  in  Council  requisite  for  the  due  execution  of  the  pro- 
visions of  tins  .section,  is  not  made,  or  in  case  any  decision  of  the  Governor- 
General  in  Council  on  any  appeal  under  this  section  is  not  duly  executed 
by  the  proper  Provincial  Authority  in  that  behalf,  then  and  in  every  such 
case,  and  as  far  only  as  the  circumstances  of  each  case  require,  the  Parlia- 
ment of  Canada  may  make  remedial  laws  for  the  due  execution  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  and  of  any  decision  of  the  Governor-General  in 
Council  under  this  section," 

It  is  clear  from  these  provisions  that  the  differences  known  to  exist 
in  the  several  Provinces  on  the  subject  of  education  were  recognized,  and 
that,  while  granting  power  to  eath  Province  to  make  its  own  laws  in 
relation  to  education,  the  rij^hts  of  Minorities  were  to  be  respected  and 
maintained. 

Clause  I  guards  denominational  schools  established  in  the  Province  at 
the  Union. 

Clause  2  provides  that  the  powers,  privileges  and  duties  conferred 
and  imposed  at  the  Union  in  Upper  Canada  on  Roman  Catholics,  shall  be 
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and  are  extended  to  dissentient  school^,  Roman  Catholic  or  Protestant,  in 
Quebec.  * 

Clauses  3  and  4  give  the  right  of  app.ml  to  the  Grovernor-G-eneral, 
mnd  power  to  make  remedial  laws  to  the  Parliament  of  Canadi  in  case  of 
need. 

Now  under  Clause  1,  the  Uaivorsities  must  be  classed  : — 

1.  Bishop's  College  is  an  Institution  founded  and  gorerued  by  th»i 
Church  of  England  in  Canada, 

2.  McGrill  College  is  essentially  Protestant. 

3.  Laval  is  essentially  a  Roman  Catholic  Institution. 

Therefore  no  law  should  be  or  ought  to  have  been  pa6sed,  likely  to 
affect  prejudicially  the  rights  or  privileges  of  any  of  these  Institutions. 

Selecting  in  the  first  instance,  the  Bar,  as  a  profession  which  ha« 
obtained  special  powers  from  the  Legislature,  let  us  examine  its  position 
at  the  Union,  in  relation  to  Education. 

The  Bar  Act  of  1866,  29-30  Vict.,  cap.  21,  was  in  force  at  the  time  of 
Confederation.  Referring  to  that  portion  of  this  Act,  regulating  Examin- 
ations and  Admission  to  Study  and  Practice,  we  find  that :  — 

Sec.  26  prescribes  that  every  Cowtcil  of  a  Section,  may  make  By-law^ 
to  regulate  the  Examination  for  admission  to  the  study  and  the  practice 
of  the  profession  of  an  Advocate 

Three  or  five  m-mbers  of  the  Bar,  who  shall  hav*  practised  more  th«n 
five  years  as  Advocates,  wjre  to  ba  appointed  as  a  Committee  to  examine 
Candidates. 

The  requirements  for  practice  (Vide  Sec.  2,  §  I. ) 

"  That  he  has  btudied  regularly  and  without  interruption  under  a 
Notarial  agreement  as  a  Clerk  and  Student  with  a  practising  Advocate 
daring  four  consecutive  years  ;  or  three  consecutive  years,  if  he  has  fol- 
lowed a  regular  and  complete  Course  of  Law  in  a  University  or  Incorpor- 
ated College,  in  which  such  Course  of  Law  is  established,  which  Course 
of  Law  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  contained  ;  and  that 
he  has  taken  a  Degree  in  Law  in  such  University  or  Incorporated  College  ; 
and  such  Course  of  Law  may  be  followed  at  the  same  time  that  the 
student  is  serving  his  time  of  study  under  articles." 

2.  "Thu  Governor,  from  time  to  time,  may  require  of  all  Universities 
or  Incorporated  Colleges  claiming  to  hive  established  therein  such  aCour;se 
of  Law,  a  Report  fully  shewing  the  detailed  requirements  of  such  Course ;  and,  by 
Order  in   Council,  he   may   declare  his  approval  thereof,  if  the  same  are 


med  sufficient ;  or  he  may  prescribe  su^h  olher  and  further  requirements  as 
be  (ieemad  fit ;  aiid  no  diploma  or  degree  in  Law  shall  avail  nader 
Section  nuless  granted  in  conformity  with  the  reqairementg  of  sneh 
ler  iu  Council. " 
Snch  were  the  Bar  relations  at  the  time  of  Confederation.  After 
federation,  the  Bar  Act  was  amended  in  186!1. 

32  Vict.,  Cap,  27,  Sec.  11*  of  this  Act  is  interesting,  as  defining  the 
ling  of"  Liberal  Education.  "  It  reads  as  follows— 
The  Liberal  Education  required  for  admission  to  the  study  of  the 
vv  shall  include  a  Complete  Course  o*'''''"'Kical  study,  viz  : — 
"Latin  rudiments.  Syntax,  Method,\'  er.  nation.  Belles-lettres,  Rhetoric 
Philosophy  inclusive  or  ««v  oilier  V"  nlele  Course  of  Classical  study 
t  in  Iitnirpornled   CMeges,    Seminar  'Juivenilies."

and  oral  examination  "  on  the  subjects  indicated  in  a  programme  printed 

and  published  under  their  ("the  Examiners')   supervision  or  that  of  the 

Council. 

These  changes  seem  to  your  Sub-committee  a  direct  tiifru/gement  of 
the  rights  »iid  privileges  of  the  Protestant  minority,  as  will  be  Explained 
below. 

Lastly  we  come  to  the  Bar  Act  of  1886 — the  Act  of  last  Se8sion~49-50 
Vict.,  Cap.  34.  By  this  Act.  further  aggressive  action  is  taken  in  favor  of 
the  General  Council.     Vide  Sec.  41  and  foJlowijig. 

"We  find  that  under  Sec.  49.  the  General  couucU  is  substituted  for  the 
Lieuletmut  Governor  in  the  powers  before  that  time  given  to  the  latter  to 
inquire  into  and  when  needed  to  prescribe  the  Law  Course  of  the  Universi- 
ties. The  General  Conncil  may,  from  time  to  time,  determine  the  subjects 
which  shall  be*  studied  and  the  number  of  lectures  which  shall  ba  follow- 
ed in  each  subject  to  constitute  a  regular  Law  Course, 

And  further  the  curricnlom  so  established  shall  not  be  altered,  except 
by  a  "  two  thirds  vote  "  of  the  members  of  the  General  Council  and  the 
degree  in  Law,  as  well  as  the  Law  Coarse,  shall  avail  only,  in  so  far  as  the 
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prescribed  cnrriculum  has  been  effectually  followed  by  the  University  or 
College. 

There  is  also  a  lengthening  of  the  period  of  Clerkship  even  to  the 
holder  of  a  degree  under  the  above  conditions,  instead  of  a  **  three  years  " 
Course  :  he  is  made  to  serve  **  four  years  "  with  a  practising  Advocate. 

Thus  far  your  Sub-Committee  have  dealt  with  the  case  of  the  Bar,  bin 
they  roffret  to  say  that  they  are  led  to  believe,  on  what  they  deem  high 
authority,  that  the  Medical  Profession  is  also  about  to  seek  legislative 
powers  so  as  to  introduce  changes  into  the  Medical  Act  which  tend  in 
the  same  direction  as  those  complained  of  in  the  Bar  Act  of  last  session. 

The  cases  of  the  two  professions  are  not  absolutely  identical,  for  on 
the  governing  body  of  the  Medical  Profession,  the  Universities  are  repre- 
sented. Vide  40  Vict.,  Cap,  26  Sec.  4,  and  42-43  Vict.,  Cap.  37,  Sec,  4. 
\Thich  is  not  the  case  with  the  Bar.  As  however  no  Medical  Bill  has  yet, 
80  far  as  your  Sab-Committee  is  aware — ^been  prepared,  it  is,  of  course, 
impossible  to  know  the  exact  nature  and  extent  of  the  powers  to  be  asked 
for,  but  your  Sub-Committee  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  present 
system  of  Examinations  for  the  degrees  in  Medicine  and  Surgery  which 
take  place  in  the  presence  of  Assessors  and  qualify  candidates  for  the 
license  to  practise  as  well  as  for  the  degree  of  C.  M.  M.  D.  [Vide  42-43 
Vict.,  Cap.  32,  Sec.  13,]  is  to  be  changed  and  the  University  degrees  are 
to  be  henceforth  treated  as  purely  honorary,  the  license  to  practise  being 
given  only  after  a  separate  and  purely  professional  examination. 

Your  Sub-Committee  would  see  no  objections  to  this,  if  there  were  a 
l^eneral  **  Medical  Examining  Board  for  the  whole  Dominion,  "  on  which 
the  Universities  could  be  represented,  so  that  the  University  degrees  in 
Medicine  and  Surgery,  as  well  as  the  License  to  practise,  would  follow 
the  results  of  this  Examination.  In  this  way,  the  tone  and  status  of  the 
profession  would  be  raised,  and  the  C,  M.  M.  D.  of  Canada  would  rank 
with  any  like  degree  in  the  world. 

But  failing  this  broader  view  of  the  question,  your  Sub-Committee 
see  no  advantage  in  the  change  from  the  present  system.  As  to  th»  e^^a- 
mination  for  Admission  to  Study,  it  is  purely  a  general  Educational  ques- 
tion, not  a  technical  one,  and  your  Sub-Committee  deprecate  any  inter- 
ference on  the  part  of  professional  bodies  in  the  matter  of  General  Educa* 
tion  as  followed  in  Protestant  Schools  under  the  control  of  the  Protestant 
Committee.  All  that  any  professional  body  is  entitled  to  claim  is  that 
Candidates  for  Study  should  be  proved  to   have  had  a  Liberal  Education. 

It  must  be  clear  to  every   thinking  mind  that    privileges  conferred   upon 
25 
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members  of  a  profession  iu  their  Corporate  capacity  are  so  conferred  in 
the  interests  of  the  pablic.  They  are  not  for  the  private  benefit  of  the 
members  of  such  profession.  The  Legal,  the  Medical  and  other  professions 
are,  no  doubt,  very  important  bodies^to  whom  are  committed  the  fortunes 
and  lives  of  the  citizens  generally,  and  special  obligations  as  well  as  great 
privileges  are  imposed  and  conferred  on  them  for  the  public  benefit.  It  is 
therefore  a  matter  in  which  the  genonil  public  are  eoncerned  that  due 
care  should  be  exercised  as  to  the  admission  of  Candidates  both  to  the 
study  and  practice  of  these  ^professions.  But  that  these  professional  bodies 
should  become  "  Close  Corporations  "  with  ix)wer  to  bar  the  doors  against 
all  but  persons  whose  liberal  Education  has  been  carried  on  only  after 
the  programme  of  each  profession,  is  a  monstrous  evil  which  needs  only 
to  be  mentioned  to  bo  condemned. 

So   long  as  the   Lieutenant-Governor  in   Council-^-the  Head  of  the 

State — exercised  a  power  on  behalf  of  the  citizens  at  large,  all  was   well, 

more  especially  as  it  was  understood  that  there  wonld  be  no  interference, 

except  in  case  of  some  acknowledged  abuse,  but  to  transfer  this  power  to 

a  professional  body,  which,  by  its  very  nature  and  constitution,   must  be 

considered  one-sided  and  partial  ;  is,  on  the  face  of  it,  oi>en  to  very  serious 
objection. 

^  The  danger  lies  iu  the  fact  that  the  proportion  of  Protestants  to  Soman 
Catholics  iu  this  Provinre  is  only  as  one  to  six,  and  by  the  Constitution  of 
the  General  Coun(*il  oT  the  Bar.  that  body  will  have  a  large  numb.^r  of  its 
members,  perhaps  all,  Boman  Catholics. 

There  was  a  ceitain  amount  of  dincf«»r  when  the  control  lav  with  the 
Councils  of  Sections,  but  as  in  Protestant  districts  there  was  a  tolerable 
certainty  of  Protestant  repros^mtation  in  the  Couui'il,  there  was  nothing 
serious  in  this  danger. 

But  the  programme  ol'lhe  General  Council  ignores  Protestant  Educa- 
tion altogether  by  the  introduction  of  subjects  extraneous  to  the  system. 

They  put  aside  the  well  known  tact  that  so  diverse  are  the  systems 
of  Roman  Catholics  and  Protestants,  that  two  Committees  of  the  Council 
of  Public  Instruction  exist. 

The  provisions — quoted  above — made  at  the  time  of  Confederation, 
reco;jnize  this  divergence,  and  guard  the  rights  of  Minorities,  whether 
Soman  Catholic  or  Protestant. 

Your  Sub-Committee  can  come  to  no  other  conclusion  than  the  fol- 
lowing : — 
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1.  That  the  attention  of  the  Government  be  formally  called  to  the 
serious  disadvantages  from  which  the  Protestant  population  of  this  Pro« 
vince  are  now  suffering,  through  the  operation  of  the  Bar  Act  of  last 
session,  which,  in  many  of  its  clauses,  infringes  on  their  rights  and  privi- 
leg^es, 

2.  That  a  demand  be  made  for  the  abrogation  of  the  objectionable 
clauses  of  the  said  Act. 

3.  That,  in  order  to  guard  against  a  recurrence  of  the  evil  complained 
of,  the  Legislature  be  requested  to  make  provision  for  the  appointment  of 
two  Examining  Boards  for  the  examination  of  Candidates  seeking  to  enter 
on  the  study  of  all  or  any  of  the  professions. 

4.  That  one  of  such  Examining  Boards  be  Roman  Catholic,  the  other 
Protestant,  and  that  each  Board  be  appointed  by  its  own  proper  Commit- 
tee of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction. 

5.  That  the  Arts  degrees  of  the  Universities  be  recognized,  as  entitling 
the  holders  of  such  degrees,  to  enter  on  the  study  of  any  profession  with- 
out preliminary  examination,  on  the  ground  that  these  degrees  constitute 
in  th^maelves  the  best  possible  evidence  of  a  Liberal  Edacation. 

6.  That  no  interference  in  the  curriculum  of  study  of  any  Faculty  of 
any  University  by  any  professional  body  be  allowed,  but  that  the  prin- 
ciple of  the  law  giving  power  to  the  Lieutenant-Grovernor  to  inquire  into, 
and  if  needs  be,  prescribe  the  Course  of  Study,  be  restored,  it  being  taken 
lor  granted  that  due  care  would  always  be  shown  in  instituting  such 
inquiry. 

That  no  i>rivilege  be  granted  to  any  University  not  shared  by  the 
others  now  existing  in  this  Province,  or  which  may  tend  to  the  disadvan- 
tage of  any  one  of  such  Institutions. 

All  which  is  resi)ectfully  submitted. 

Dr.  Heneker  then  submitted  for  the  information  of  the  Committee 
the  petition  to  the  Honorable  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Province 
of  Quebec,  from  the  University  of  Bishop's  College,  Linnoxville,  concer- 
ning subjects  under  consideration  of  the  Committee. 

In  the  absence  of  Sir  William  Dawson,  the  Secretary  read,  for  the 
information  of  the  Committee,  a  similar  petition  to  the  Hon.  the  Legisla- 
tive Assembly  from  the  University  of  McGill  College.  Dr,  Heneker  also 
presented  certain  Resolutions  from  the  Law  Faculty  of  Bishop's  College 
and  St;  F'tancis  Section  of  the  Council  of  the  Bar, 
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In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  notice,  the  Conference  w^ith  the 
Protestant  members  of  the  Provincial  Legislature  was  held  at  11  o'clock. 
There  were  present  the  following  members  of  the  Legislature  : —

Hon.  W.  W.  Lynch  ;  E.  E.  Spencer  Esq  ;  William  Owens  Esq  ;  John 
Mcintosh  Esq  ;  A.  S,  Johnston  Esq  ;  J.  S.  Hall  Esq  ;  Ozro   Baldwin,  Esq? 

The  Chairman  explained  the  object  of  the  Conference  and  called  upon 
the  secretary  to  read,  for  the  information  of  the  Members  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, the  memorials  from  the  two  Universities.  Dr.  Heneker  thenread  the 
report  of  the  Sub-committee  on  the  Relation  of  Protestant  Universities 
and  Superior  Schools  to  the  Professions  and  Professional  Examinations, 
and  gave  necessary  explanations  concerning  the  same.  A  discusion  follow- 
ed, in  which  the  Hon.  W.  W.  Lynch,  Hon.  D,  A.  Ross,  E.  J.  Hemming 
Esq,  Hon.  F.  E.  Gilman,  Rev.  Dr.  Cook,  Hon.  James  Ferrier  and  Hon.  J. 
G-.  Robertson,  took  part,  after  which  the  conference  closed. 

The  Chairman  reported  that  the  Sub-committee  had  an  interview 
with  the  Premier  of  the  Province,  and  submitted  to  him  the  memoran- 
dum prepared  concerning  Protestant  Universities  and  Professional  Exam- 
inations. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Hemming,  seconded  by  Dr.  Matthews,  it  was 

Resolved. — That  the  report  of  the  Sub-committee   named  to   consider 
the  relation  of  Protestant  Universities  and  Prott^stant  Superior   Schools  to 
the  Professions  and  Professional  Examinations  be  adopted,with  the  excep- 
tion of  that  portion  which  may  be  supposed  to  raise    the    question  of  th^ 
constitutionality  of  section  49  of  Act  49-50  Viet.,  Chap.  34,   being   an  Act 
respecting  the  Bar  of  the    Province  of  Quebec,  which,  in  the   opinion  o 
this  Committee,  requires  further  consideration. 

And  with  the  aforesaid    reserve  that  the  said  report  bo  placed  in  tli( 
hands  of  the  Premier  of  this  Province. 

And,  in  addition  thereto,  that  the  Secretary   of  the    Committee  be  r( 
quested  to  draw  up  a   statement   setting   forth  the   extent  to  which  th( 
Course  of  Study  now  followed  in  the  Protestant  Schools  in  this    Provincc^^ 
is  affected  by  the  provisions  of  said  section. 

There  being  no  further  business  the  meeting  then  adjorned.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  ray  annual  report  for  the  scholastic  year

Amendments  to  the  School  Law. 

In  view  of  the  revision  and  (Consolidation  of  the  statutes  of  this  Prcr^' 
vini'e,  both  the  Committees  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  an  ^ 
myself  deemed  it  advisable  to  draft  some  amendments  to  the    srhool  lavi^- 

These  amendments  which  were  di.scu8sed  at  a  session  of  the  Counci  ^ 
of  Public  Instruction  which  was  convened  at  the  request  of  the  Premier  an<I 
was  held  on  the  18th  April  last,  were  passed   at   the   last   session   of  tbt? 
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jSfislature    and  now  form  part  of  Title  V  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the 
Pro  prince  of  Quebec. 

These  amendments  in  no  wise  affcjct  the  spirit  of  the  law  as 
it  *3 -listed  before  they  were  passed.  Most  of  them  relate  only  to  questions 
of  interpretation  and  administration,  and  will  have  the  effect  of  facilita- 
tii:ft  £^  the  application  of  the  school  law. 

A  glance  at  those  which  are  quoted  below  will  give  you  an  idea  of 
tli€3     importance  and  usefulness  of  that  work. 


The  following  paragraphs  hare  been  added  to  section  137  of  chapter 
15  <z>f  the  Consolidated  Statures  for  Lower  Canada  and  define  the  manner 
of  ^5"iving  notices  for  school  purposes. 

The  publication  of  a  public  notice  for  school  purposes  is  made  by  p<>sting  up  a  copy 
of  «i.xch  notice  at  two  different  places  in  the  manicipality  from  time  to  time  indicated  Dy 
reaol  iition  of  the  school  corporation. 

In  d  fault  of  loc:jlitieis  indicuti'd  by  the  school  corporation,  the  public  notice   must  be 
.  post:<:id  upon  or  near  the   ])ripcipal    door  of  at  least  one  placAJ   of  public  worship,  if  any 
the^^o  be,  and  at  some  other  plact^  of  public  resort  in  such  municipality. 

In  either  case,  if  there  is  a  Konian  Catholic  church  in  the  muiucij)ality,  the  notice 
niii^^t:.  be  posted  upon  or  near  the  principal  door  of  such  church. 

The  school  corporation  may  also,  by  resolution,  fix  one  or  qiore  localities  in  the 
^**it:^  icipality,  or  in  a  neighboring  city  town  or  village  municipality,  if  such  city,  (own  or 
^"•li^XjEre  municipality  forms  part  of  the  same  parish  or  of  the  same  township,  in  which  any 
P'**>1  i<j  notice  must  Iv  read  out  aloud,  in  a  distinct  manner,  on  the  Sunday  next  following; 
J-i^o  day  on  which  the  same  was  published,  at  the  close  of  divine  service,  if  such  service 
hii«    l>cenheld. 

,  The  omission  to  read  this  notice   does  not   invalidate  the   publication   of  the  notice, 

*^^    "t-lie  persons  who  werc^  bound,  or  who  undertook  to  read  it,  thereby  incur   a  penalty  of 
tiot   l^'.gg  than  two  nor  more  than  ten  dollars. 

*•  Every    time   a   notice   is  ordered   to   be    published   in  one  or   more  newspapers, 
suclx    notice  must  be  inserted  in  newspapers  jiublished  at  least  once  a  week    in  the  county 
^^^y  there  be,  if  not,  in  newspapers  of  the   district,  or  of  the  neijrhborinp:  district   if  no 
^^^SfMiperH  are  published  in  the  first  district. 

j.^^     "The  same  rule  applies  when  such  notice  must  appear  in  two  newspapers  published  in 
*-**^**€nt  languages.

^^^its  of  existing  municipalities. 


The  present  procedure  it  as  follows  : 

The  LientenaDt-Groyernor  in  Council  may,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Saperin- 
tendent,  alter  the  limits  of  existing  municipalities  for  school  purposes,  sub-divide  soeh 
municipalities  or  erect  new  ones  ;  but  these  alterations,  suMivisions  or  erections  shall 
onlv  take  place  after  notice  to  that  effect,  inserted  twice  in  the  Quehec  Official  (lasetfte. 
and  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  two  newspapers,  one  in  French  and  the  other  Englidi 
if  there  are  any  published  in  the  municipality  ;  if  not.  in  two  newspapers  published  b 
the  nearest  municipality,  as  provided  in  section  137c  added  by  this  act  to  section  137  of 
chapter  15  of  the  Consolidated  Statutes  for  Lower  Canada,  and  after  the  school  corpon- 
tions,  affected  by  the  proposed  alterations,  have  been  notified  and  their  representatioBi 
thereon  carefully  considered. 

If  such  alterations,  subdivisions  or  erections  take  place,  public  notice  thereof  ahall 
also  be  given  by  the  Superint*»ndent  in  the  Quebec  Official  Gazette. 

The  notices  in  the  Official  Gtizette  and  in  the  newspapers  shall  be  ^ven  by  the 
Superintendent,  at  the  expense  of  the  parties  applying  for  such  alterations,  subdivisicofi  or 
erections. 

In  the  csL,<e  of  the  erection  of  a  new  municipality  the  ratepayei*s  of  the  saidmuDicipt!- 
ity  shaU,  in  accordance  with  the  notice  published  in  the  Quebec  Official  Gkxette  elect  their 
commissioners  or  trustees  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  sections  34  and  following  of  chapter 
15  of  the  Cons^ilidated  Statutes  for  Lower  Canada,  as  amended  by  the  act  45  Yictori»« 
chapter  29,  section  1  ;  [if  not,  such  appointments  of  school  commissioners  and  trustees  are 
made  bv  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  in  virtue  of  section  45  of  the  said  chapter  15 
of  the  Consolidated  Statutes  for  Lower  Canada."]  [R,  S.  Q,  Art  1973  and  art.  123 
to  124  of  the  School  Law  in  the  Code  of  Public  Instruction]. 

Experience  has  proved  since  that  article  has  been  in  force,  that  th<? 
publishing  of  the  notices  in  the  French  and  English  papers,  in  addition  to 
the  Official  Gaz«^tte  which  alone  was  required  under  the  old  law,  consider- 
ably increas«*8  the  cost  of  publication  and  is  attended  with  some  other 
drawbacks  which  render  it  rather  difficult  to  carry  out  the  law.  I  intend, 
therefore,  to  recommend  the  Government  to  amend  that  article.  Under 
the  second  paragraph  of  the  above  article,  the  appointment  of  commis- 
sioners for  a  new  municipality  is  made  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
council  wh<»n  the  election  of  such  commissioners  has  not  taken  place  in 
the  month  following  the  notice  of  the  election  published  in  the  Official 
Gazette. 


The  following,  which  replaces  section  22  of  the  act  41  Victoria  chap- 
ter 6,  considerably  changes  the  procedure  formerly  followed  in  the  case 
of  rt  school  municipality  being  abolished  and  its  territory  being  annexed 
to  an  adjoining  municipality.

1.  The  person  charged  with  the  said  inquiry  shall  give  a  notice  of  at  least  eight  days,

])]:;ee  where  luid  of  the  day  and  hour  when  the  examination  in  question  will  be  prooeeM 
wj'fh,  8o  that  the  said  municipalities  may  be  represented  thereat. 
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For  the  purposes  of  such  examination,  the  pcrtton  charged  therewith  ehall  have  all 
the  powers  conferred  upon  the  Saperintendent  himself  hy  section  8  of  this  act. 

A  report  of  the  said  examination  shall  he  made  to  the  Superintendent,  if  the  examina- 
tion was  not  made  hy  him,  and  the  Superintendent,  after  hearing  the  representatives  of 
both  school  municipalities  interested  shall  upon  such  examination  give  his  decision,  which 
shall  have  tho  effect  of  an  award  of  arbitrators  on  all  the  parties,  and  shall  be  final  and 
without  appeal. 

2.  Until  the  Superintondont  has  made  his  award,  the  school  municipalities  interested 
shall  remain  in  the  same  htate,  and  the  commis-sioners  shall  remain  mvested  with  the 
bame  rights  and  powers  as  before  tho  said  abolition  and  annexation  as  regards  the 
management  of  the  schools,  but  they  cannot  contract  any  new  debts  or  obligations. 

If  by  the  award  the  Superintendent  decides  that  the  school  commissioners  of  the 
abolished  municipality  shall  pay  a  part  of  their  debts  or  do  anything  whatever  which 
reqaires  the  continuation  of  the  existence  of  the  school  municipality,  he  shall  expressly 
declare  it  in  his  award,  and  then  the  school  municipality  in  question  shall,  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  out  the  said  award,  continue  to  exist,  as  if  the  abolition  and  annexation  of  its 
territory  had  never  taken  place,  and  may  levy  taxes  according  to  the  provisions  of  the 
lawd  respecting  education,  unt  1  the  said  award  shall  be  completely  carried  out,  without 
prejudice  to  the  rights  of  the  new  school  municipality  to  levy  and  recover  taxes  in  the 
new  territory  according  to  law. 

3.  The  school  municipality,  which  shall  so  continue  its  l^;al  existence  for  the  pur- 
pose of  carrying  out  the  said  award,  shall,  every  year,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July, 
make  a  report  to  the  Superintendent  of  all  that  has  been  done  in  carrying  out  the  award 
until  the  Superintendent  declares  the  award  completely  carried  out. 

From  the  day  of  the  publication  of  such  declaration  in  the  Quebec  Official  Oazette 
such  school   municipality  nhM  ce^ase  to  have  any  legal  existence. 

4.  The  Superintendent  may,  in  the  said  award,  if  he  deems  it  expedient,  order   that 
the  new  school  municipality  shall  have  the  right  to  levy  upon  the  territory  of  the  abolished 
municipality  a  special  tax  in  addition  to  the  ordinary   school   tax,   during   one   or   more 
years,  and  then  the  school  tax  so  levied  may  be  recovered  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same 
manner,  and  with  the  same   rights  and   privileges  as  the  ordinary   school  taxes,  whether 
the  new  school  municipality  has  or  has   not  a  special  school  law  ;  and   in  all   proceed- 
ings for    the  recovery   of  such   special   tax    an    extract    fVom    the  award,   with   the 
eortifieate  of  the  chairman   of  the   school   municipality  interested   or  of  the  clerk  of  the 
corporation  charged  with  the    collection,    shall    be  proof  of  the  existence  of  the  tax   in 
question. 

5.  Any  school  municipality,  whose  territ:>ry  has  been  annexed  to  a  neighboring  muni- 
cipality before  the  passing  of  the  present  provisions,  but  which  continued  to   exist  under 
•  special  provision  of  law  to  that  effect,  may  notify  the  Superintendent  that  it  intends   to 
•^ail  itself  of  the  preceding  provisions  and,  after  such  notification,  such  school  municipal- 
^'fy  shall  be  proceeded  with  under  the  above  provisions.  [B.  S.  Q.  Art  1975  and  following 
^n€i  School  Law  in  the  Code  of  Public  Instruction  Art  128  and  following^. 


T^e  paragraph  added  to  section  31  of  Chapter  16  of  the  Consolidated 
^tatutes  for  Lower-Canada,  makes  five  miles  the  maximum  length  and 
*>readth  of  school  districts.  (R.  S.  Q.,  Art.,  1981  and  School  Law  in  the  Code 
^J"  JPublic  Instruction  Art.  137.) 


•  The  procedure  for  declaration  of  dissent  has  also  been  the  object  of

rc<  fvii red  numlh'r,  have  b.»en  proposed  for  election  as  scluxd  commissitmers  or  trustees, 
th<:5  election  is  declared  at  an  end,  and  the  presiding  officer  pnx'laims  the  candidates 
proposed  for  election  duly  elected. 

**  4thly.  i->ne  hour  alter  the  opening  of  the  meeting,  if  more  cimdidates  have  bt^en  put 
io  ^lominatiou  than  there  are  school  commissioners  or  trustees  to  be  elected,  the  presi- 
din«^  officer,  upon  a  requisition  by  five  electors  present,  proceeds,  without  delay,  to  hold  a 
F»H,  and  to  registi*r  the  votes  of  the  electors  present.

"  8thly.  Any  person  tendering  his  vote,  must  take  the  following  oath  or  affirmation, 
^^ore  the  presiding  officer,  if  recpiired  so  to  do  by  him,  by  any  elector,  by  any  candidate 
^^  bj  the  representative  of  any  candidate  : 
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''  I  swear  \or  I  affirm]  that  I  am  qualified  to  vote  at  this  election,  that  I  am  at 
least  twenty-one  years  of  age,  that  I  have  paid  all  school  taxes  due  by  me,  and  that  I, 
have  not  already  voted  at  Uiis  election  :  So  help  me  God/' 

If  such  elector  refuse  to  take  such  oath  his  vote  must  be  refused . 

'^  9thly.  Whenever  the  presiding  officer  does  not  understand  the  language  spokeo 
by  one  or  more  electors,  he  must  appoint  an  interpreter,  who  before  acting  taked,  be- 
fore such  person  presiding,  the  following  oath  : 

"  I  swear  \or  affirm.]  That  I  will  faithfully  translate  the  oaths,  declarations,  affir- 
mations,  questions  and  answers  which  the  presiding  officer  shall  require  me  to  translate, 
respecting  this  election  :  So  help  me  God. 

*^  lOthly,  Each  page  of  the  poll  book  must  be  numbered  in  writing,  and  initialed 
by  the  person  presiding  at  the  election. 

"  llthly.  If  an  elector  take  the  required  oath,  or  refuse  to   take  the  same,  or  if 
objection  is  made  to  his  vote,  mention  of  each  of  these  facts  must  be  made  in  the  poll 
book,  in  the  following    terms, — '*  sworn  ** —  "refused"  or  "  objected  to  ",  as  the  CMe      ] 
may  be. 

*•  12thly.  At  the  close  of  the  election,   but  before  proclaiming  the  candidates 
elected,  the  presiding  officer  must  certify,  under  his  signature,  on  the  poll  book,  tho 
total  number  of  votes  entered,  from  the  first  to  the  last  entry  in  the  book,  and  also  tb« 
total  number  of  votes  given  for  each  of  the  candidates. 

"  13thly,  In  case  of  an  equal  division  of  votes,  in  favor  of  one  or  more  of  the  can- 
didates, the  presiding  officer  is  bound  to  vota,  und3r  a  penality  of  not  less  thaa  twenty 
or  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

"  14thly.  At  the  close  of  the  election,  the  presiding  officer  proclaims  such  of  the 
candidates  as  have  attained  the  largest  number  of  votes  duly  elected  school  commi;^ 
sioners  or  trustees.  [jR.  S,  Q.  Art  2002  and  School  Law  in  Code  of  Public  Instructi^m. 
Art,  163  to  179]. 


Section  35  of  chapter  15  of  the  Consolidated  Statutes  for  Lower  Cani* 
da  is  replaced  by  the  following*,  which  gives  Roman  Catholic  and  Proto* 
tant  clergymen  the  right  to  refuse  to  accept  the  office  of  school  commission' 
er  or  trustee. 

"  At  such  meetiug  the  proprietors  of  real  estate  paying  taxes  or  monthly  foas 
qualified  to  vote,shull  elect  five  bchool  commissioners  or  three  trustees,  as  the  casemsj 
be.  or  the  number  of  commissioners  or  trustees  required  to  fill  the  vacancies  caused  l^ 
the  retiring  of  such  of  the  commissioners  or  trustees  as  go  out  of  office. 

All  persons  sc  elected,  except  Roman  Catholic  and  Protestant  clergymen,  are 
bound  to  accept  the  office  to  which  they  have  been  elected.  "  [1?.  S.  Q.  art,  20(K4,  wi 
School  Law  in  Code  of  Pub/ic  Instruction  art.  186.] 


**  Section  36  of  chapter   15   of  the   Consolidated  Statutes  of  Lower 
Canada  as  amended  enacts  that  a  person  must  be  an  elector,  in  order  to  be 
eligible,  unless  he  be   one   of  the   ministers   of  religion  resident  in  the 
municipality.  (R,  S.  Q.,  Art.  2006  and  School  Law  in  Code  of  Public  Instruclicm 
Art,  184.) 

The  amendment  to  section  51  of  the  Consolidated  Statutes  for  Lower 
Canada  formally  forbid  school  commissioners  and  trustees  to  contract  for 
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y  work  for  the  school  corporation  of  which  they  are  members.  (R,  S.Q., 
/.  2007  Sdiool  Law  in  Code  of  Public  Instruction.  Art,  186  J 


The  paragraph  added  to  section  44  of  chapter  15  of  the  Consolidated 
atutes  for  Lower  Canada  compels  the  chairman  of  any  meeting  for  the 
action  of  commissioners  or  trustees  to  notify  the  commissioners  and 
iistees  elected  of  their  election  within  eight  days  after  such  election. 
L  S.  Q.,  Art,  2009  and  School  Law  in  Code  of  Public  Instruction  Art,  188.) 

Section  4t  of  Chapter  15  of  the  Consolidated  Statutes  for  Lower  Cana- 
1,  as  amended,  reads  as  follows  :

bich  he,  himself,  or,  in  his  absence,  one  of  the  school  commissioners  or  trustees  named 
r  him,  shall  preside.  [/?.  S.  Q.  Art.  2010  and  School  Law  in  Code  of  Public  Instruction 
i.  189. 

According  to  an  opinion  given  me  by  the  Law  Officers  of  the  Crown  with 

aspect  to  the  interpretation  of  this   article,  a  commissioner  or  trustee 

'ho  permanently  leaves  the  municipality    may  tender  his  resignation 

id  thereupon  the  vacancy  dates  from  the  day  on  which  the  resignation 

handed  to  the  secretary -treasurer. 


The  following  article  which  replaces  section  41  of  chapter  15  of  the 
^nsolidated  Statutes  for  Lower  Canada  establishes  for  contestations  of 
actions  of  school  commissioners  or  trustees,  the  same  procedure  as  that 
n^tained  in  the  Municipal  Code  for  contestations  of  elections  of  councillors, 
oept  that  the  delay  for  serving  a  copy  of  the  petition  and  notice  stating 
^  day  on  which  it  will  be  presented  to  the  court  is  fifteen  days  instead 
ihirly  ( See  paragraph  4  of  that  article) 

*'  For  the  purposes  of  the  preceding  section,  the  procedure  to  be  adopted  shall  be 
i  following  :  • 

"  1st.  Any  election  of  school  commissioner  or  trustee  may  be  contested  by  any 
^didate  or  by  five  electors,  on  the  ground  of  violence,  corruption,  fraud  or  incapacity, 
on  the  ground  of  the  non-observance  of  the  necessai  y  formalities. 

''  2ndly.  The  examination  and  decision  of  such  contestation  is  vestdd  in  the  Circuit 
>urt  of  the  district  or  eoanty,  or  in  the  magistrate's  court  of  the  county  in  which  the 
^micipalily  is  situated,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  other  courts. 

*'  Brdly.  Such  contestation  is  brought  before  the  court  by  a  petition  in  which  are, 
•  forth  the  facts  and  reasons  alleged  in  support  of  the  contestation. 

The  petitioners  may  also,  in  their  petition,  indicate  the  persons  who  have  a  right 
the  office  in  question  and  state  the  facts  necessary  to  establish  such  right. 

'*  4thly.  A  copy  of  the  petition,  with  a  notice  stating  the  day  on  which  the  petition 
n  be  presented  to  the  court,  is  served  upon  and  left  with  every  school  commissioner  or 
-^stee  whose  election  is  contested,  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  such  election  ; 
^^i-wise  the  right  of  contesting  is  forfeited. 

*^  5thly.  No  such  petition  can  be  presented  or  received  after  the  close  of  the  first 
of  the  court  next  following  the  day  when  each  contested  election  was  made. 
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Neyerihelees,  if  the  election  was  made  within  the  fifteen  days  preceding  anch  fint 
term,  the  petition  may  be  presented  on  the  first  day  of  the  second  term. 

"  6thly.  The  petitioners  must  give  security  for  the  costs  at  loa^t  ten  days  before 
the  petition  is  presented  to  the  court ;  otherwise  such  petition  cannot  be  received. 

''  7thly.  The  security  required  by  the  foregoing  paragraph  is  put  in  before  the 
clerk  of  the  court 

The  suredea  must  be  owners  of  real  estate  to  the  value  of  two  hundred  dollara,  over 
and  above  any  incumbrances  there  may  be  on  such  property. 

One  surety  suffices,  provided  he  is  an  owner  of  real  estate  to  the  required  value. 

"  8thly.  ouch  petition  is  presented  in  open  court,  together  with  the  returns  of  the 
preliminary  servicer. 

'^  9thly.  If,  after  having  heard  the  parties,  the  court  is  of  opinion  that  the  groonda 
set  forth  in  the  petition  are  sufficient  in  law  to^ave  the  election  declared  null,  it  orders 
proof  to  bo  adduced  and  the  jmrties  interested  to  be  heard,  on  the  day  in  term  it  deems 
the  most  convenient. 

"  iOthly.  The  court  proceeds  in  a  summary  manner  to  hear  and  decide  snch  oontea- 
tation. 

The  evidence  may  be  taken  orally  or  in  writing,  in  whole  or  in  part,  as  the  eonrt 
shall  order. 

'' llthly.  The  court  by  its  judgment  may  confirm  or  annul  the  election,  or  declare 
another  person  to  have  been  duly  elected. 

"  I2thly.  The  court  may  condemn  either  of  the  parties  to  pay  the  costs  of  the  con- 
testation ;  and  snch  costs  are  taxed  and  are  recoverable  as  well  against  the  parties  to  the 
suit  as  their  sureties. 

The  judgment  of  the  court,  in  so  far  afi  regards  the  costs,  is  executory  agaimit  tha 
sureties,  fifteen  days  after  a  copy  thereof  has  b^n  served  npon  them. 

**  13thly.  The  court  may  order  that  its  judgment  be  6er\'ed  at  the  expense  of  the 
party  acrainst  wliora  the  judgment  has  been  given,  upon  any  pcri^on  it  may  deem  proper^ 

"  14thly.  If  the  trial  of  the  contestation  is  not  concluded  at  the  close  of  the  term  _ 

the  court  during  which  the  petition  was  presented,  the  sitting  judge  must  continue  V  -% 
without  interruption  during  the  vacation,  adjourning  from  day  to  day  until  he  delivfe-^:^  ^ 
his  final  judgment  upon  the,  merits  of  the  contestation. 

**  I5thly.  If  the  court  by  its  judgment  annuls  the  election  of  the  school  comn^BL  -^s- 
sioncrs  or  trustees  or  any  one  of  them,  without  slating  who  should  fill  such  offices,  «r  %^c 
court  must,  in  the  snmo  judgment,  oi-der  a  new  election  to  replace  the  school  coming  is- 
8ionei*8  or  trustees  whose  elections  are  so  annulled,  name,  for  that  object ;  a  persoi^  ^o 
preside  at^uch  election  and  fix  the  day  and  hour  upon  which  a  meeting  of  the  elect^CL^  a^ 
IS  to  be  held. 

Such  day  must  not  be  sooner  than  fifteen  nor  later  than  twenty  days  from  *•-  *^^ 
date  of  the  judgment. 

•*  16th ly.  Such  election  must  be  announced  l>y  public  notice,  by  the  chairmarm  ^^ 
the  school  commissioners  or  trustees,  or  by  the  secretary-treasurer  if  there  be  non^  *" 
office,  or  if  the  chairman  is  the  school  commissioner  or  trustee  whose  election  has  b  *-""*^n 
annulled. 

If  there  be  neither  a  chairman  nor  a  secretary- treasurer  in  office,  the  notic*:^^*'* 
given  by  the  senior  justice  of  the  peace  or,  in  his  dorault,  by  any  other  justice  of  *-  *'^ 
peace  residing  in  the  municipality  and,in  their  default,by  three  proprietors,  us  soom^  ^^ 
a  copy  of  the  judgment  has  been  served  upon  them. 

the  omission  to  give   this  notice   prevents  a  meeting  of  the  municipal  eleci 
from  being  held,  and  rendoi*s  the  persons  whose  duty  it  is  to  give  it,  subject  to  a  penffT 
of  not  less   than   five  nor   more   than  twenty  dollars.   (JR.  S.  Q.,  Art.  2015  and  Sc 
Law  in  Cotk  of  Public  Instructioih  Art.  194  to  210.) 


The  amendments  to  section  59  of  chapter  15  of  the  Consolidated 
Statutes  for  Lower  Canada,  as  amended  by  section  1  of  the  act  50  Victoria 
chapter  20  are  of  great  importance.  Paraiifraph  5  of  the  following  article 
requires  that  the  chairman  of  the  school  commissioners  and  trustees  shall 
be  able  to  read  and  write. 

When  a  niuniciiality  is  erected  and  each  year  thereafter,  the  school  commissioners 
or  trustees  shall  meet  o  i  the  tirst  Monday  after  their  appointment  or  after  notice  of 
their  election,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  a  chairman. 

2.  They  shall  also  appoint  a  secrouiry-treasuror,  who  shall  ho  entrusted  with  the 
ciire  and  custody  of  the  archives,  and  shall  remain  in  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the 
commissioners  or  trustees. 

3.  If  the  meeting  cannot  be  held  on  the  da}-  fixed,  it  may  be  held  on  any  day  of 
the  same  week. 

4.  If  it  ho  the  first  meeting  of  the  school  commissioners  or  trustees  in  the  muni- 
oipalily,  it  shall  he  presided  over  by  one  of  their  number  until  a  chairman  is  appointed. 

5.  No  oue  shall  be  appointctl  chairman  of  school  commissioners  or  trustees  who 
does  not  know  how  to  ix^ad  and  write.  (R.  aS'.  Q.  art.  2020  and  tictiool  Law  in  Code  of 
Public  Instruction,  art.  215,  21G  and  217.) 


The  last  paragraph  of  subsection  10  of  the  section  110  of  chapter  15 
of  the  Consolidated  Statutes  for  Lower  Canada  is  replaced  by  the  fol- 
lowing : 

The  engngcmcnt  of  a  teacher  shall  be  for  the  term  of  a  school  year  except  in  special 
cases  approved  by  the  Superintendent.  {M.  S.  Q.  Art.  2027  and  Sdiool  Law  in  Code  of 
Public  Listruction  ^irt.  225. 


The  effect  of  the  amendment  to  section  12  of  the  act  41  Victoria 
chapter  G  is  to  increase  from  two  to  ten  dollars,  the  fine  imposed  upon 
the  chairman  of  school  commissioners  or  trustees  who  neglects  or  refuses 
to  call  a  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  school  corporation,  upon  being 
required  so  to  do,  and  enacts  that  such  fine  shall  belong  to  the  school 
corporation  to  which  the  chairman  who  pays  such  fine,  belongs,  (R.  S,  Q, 
2023  a?id  School  Law  in  Code  of  Public  Instruction  Art,  220). 

Subsections  1  and  2  of  section  65  of  chapter  15  of  the  Consolidated 
Statutes  for  Lower  Canada  are  replaced  by  the  following  : 

It  is  the  duty  of  school  commissioners  and  trustees  : 

"  1.  To  appoint  and  engage  (l)y  resolution  of  the  school  corporation  and  by 
written  contract)  teachers  duly  qualified  to  teach  in  the  schools  under  their  control. 

2.  To  cancel  the  engagementH  of  teachers  on  account  of  incapacity,  neglecting 
faithfully  to  perform  their  duties,  insubordination,  misconduct  or  immorality,  after 
mature  deliberation,  at  a  meeting  called  for  that  purpose  \ 

3.  To  provide  that  the  court^e  of  study  authorized  by  the  Roman  Catholic  or 
Protectant  Committee,  as  the  case  may  Ik»,  shall  ha  followc<l  in  each  school. 

4*  To  require  that  no  other  books  be  used  in  the  schools  under  tiioir  control  than 
those  authorized  by  the  Ctnincil  of  J*ublic  In.struction  or  cither  of  the  Committees 
tiiereof : 

The  cure,  or  priest  administering  a  Romaii  Catholic  Church  shall,  however,  have 
the  exclusive  right  of  selecting  the  school  books  having  reference  to  religion  and 
morals  lor  the  use  of  pupils  of  his  religious  faith. 
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The  Protestant  Committee  shall  have  similar  powers  respecting  Protestant 
pupils,    (i^.  S.  Q,  Art.    2026  and  School-Law  in  Code  of  Public  Instruction  Art.  224.] 

The  last  paragraph  of  this  article  giv^s  the  Protestaut  Committee  the 
right  to  select  the  books  having  reference  to  religion  and  morals  for  the 
nse  of  pupils  of  their  religious  faith. 

The  amendment  to  sections  63  of  chapter  15  of  the  Consolidated  Sta- 
tutes for  Lower  Canada  gives  the  school  corporations  power  to  hold  real 
estate  yielding  an  annual  revenue  of  three  thousand  dollars.  (R.  S  Q. 
Art.  2033  and  School  Lata   in  Code  of  Public  Instruction  Art,  232) 


Section  73  of  chapter  16  of  the  Consolidated  Statutes  for  Lower  Cana- 
da is  replaced  by  the  following  : 

*•  It  is  the  duly  of  the  school  commissioners  and  trustees  to  cause  to  be  levied  by 
taxation,    in  their  re6i)ective  municipalities,  the  taxes  deemed  necessary  lor  the  supi>ort 
of  ihe  schools  under  their  control . 

The  sum  arising  from  such  taxes  must  not  be  less  than  the  sum  allowed  out  of  the 
common  school  fund  for  such  municipality.  "  {^R.  S.  Q.  Art.  20ot>  and  School  I^aur  in 
Code  of  Public  Instruction  Art,  23G  and  237.] 


Section  4  of  the   act  46,   Victoria,   chapter   29,  as   amended,    reads  as 

follows  : 

The  M?hool  commissioners,  or,  in  the  case  of  there  being  dissentient  schools  in  a 
municipality,  the  school  commissioners  and  trustees,  may,  by  mutual  agreement  and  by 
resolution  passed  by  them  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  authorize  their  chairman  and,  upon 
his  refusal,  any  other  school  commisisioner  or  ti-ustoc,  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with 
any  [K»rtiOii,  partnership  or  company  incorporated  for  carrying  on  any  nianutactnring 
or  iiulustriul  undertaking  wliatsoever,  within  the  limits  of*  such  niunici|)ali(y,  and 
coninuile  i"or  the  payment  annually  of  a  certain  deteruniiate  sum  ofmoricy.  tor  a  nunil»er 
of  years,  not  in  any  case  to  exceed  ton,  all  school  taxes  that  may  bo  inijjostil  on  biiiM- 
ings,  land  and  projKirty  occupied  by  such  person,  partnership  or  company  for  the 
purpose  of  such  industry  ;  jirovided  such  agreement  or  commutation  so  to  be  nnule  be 
afterwards  confirmed  and  ratified  by  the  bald  commissioners  or  the  saiii  commissioners 
and  trustees.  (li.  S.  Q.  Art,  2048  and  Scho<jl  Laa-  in,  Code  of  Public  Jn^^fruction 
art.  241).] 

Sections  13  of  the  act  41  Victoria,  chapter  G  and  G4  §  G  of  chapter  Lj 
of  the  Consolidated  Statutes  for  Lower  Canada,  as  amended,  allow  the 
school  commissioners  and  trustees  to  tax  not  only  for  the  purchase,  rebuild- 
ing and  enlargement  of  the  school  houses,  but  also  for  their  repair  and 
maintenance.  {R.  S.  Q.  ArL  2049  and  2051  and  School  Lair  in  (-ode  of  Public 
Inslruclion  art.  250  and  254 ) 


The  three  first  subsections  of  section  40  of  the  act  40  Victoria  chapter 
22  ;  as  amended,  read  as  follows  : 

When  a  school  distric-t  is  divided  bv  the  creation  of  a  new  (.ii^trict  or  now  ninniei" 
pality,  the  jjart  on  which  the  school  lu>nse  is  sitnat^nl  sliall  roUiin  the  ]>roj)ertv  thereof*, 
and  shall  refund  to  the  other  an  amount  which  shall  l)e  e>tabli.s}ied  pro-rata  by  the 
valuation  of  the  real  pioperty  which  was  taxed  for  its  erection. 
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2.  The  same  rule  shall  be  followed  when  the  religions  minority  shall  declare  them- 
selves dissentient,  niiless  an  understanding  to  the  contrary  become  to  with  the  minority 
the  majority  shall  keep  the  said  school  house  on  payment  of  an  amount  determined  as 
abovf. 

3.  In  either  of  the  two  casoa  the  school  commissioners  or  trustees  of  the  munici- 
pality iti  which  the  said  school  house  is  situated  shall  entrust  three  competent  persons 
with  the  waking  of  a  valuation  of  the  said  ^chool  house,  and  of  the  land  upon  which  it  is 
built,  and  such  valuation  appioved  by  them  shall  bo  final.  (72.  S.  Q.  Art,  2004  and 
Sch)ol  Law  in  Code  of  Public  Instruction  Art,  267]. 


The  foUovviug  has  been  added  to  section  3  of  the  act  48  Victoria 
chapter  30. 

"  It  shall  be  lawful  for  two  or  more  school  municipalities  to  unite,  by  mutual 
agreement,  in  maintaining  a  model  school  or  an  academy,  and  in  erecting  a  building 
therefor. 

In  case  of  such  union  the  school  or  school  building  shall  be  under  the  control  of 
the  school  corporation  of  the  municipality  in  which  it  is  situated  ;  nevertheless,  the 
Hchool  com!nissionei*s  or  trustees  of  the  municipalities,  which  are  united  for  the  purpose 
of  contributing  to  the  erwtion  or  maintenam-e  of  such  school  or  academy,  shall  have 
the  right  to  be  present  at  all  meetings  of  su(!h  school  corporation  and  to  take  part  in 
the  discuswions  and  to  vote  upon  all  questions  respecting  the  administration  of  the 
atfairs  of  the  academy  or  model  school. 

**  3b,  Any  school  corporation  that  desires  to  co-operate  in  the  manner  above  set 
forth  in  the  erection  of  such  model  school  or  academy  building,  shall  pass  a  resolution 
to  that  effect  naming  the  amount  to  be  levied  and  any  other  particulars  deemed 
necessary. 

Such  sum  may  Ik?  ])ai<l  in  one  amount,  but  at  least  one  instalment  shall  bo  paid 
annually  till  the  whole  is  paid. 

Any  school  corporation  that  desires  to  participate  in  the  maintenanceofoneof  such 
schools  shall  pass  a  resolution  naming  the  amount  to  be  levied  annually  for  that  purpose. 

2ndly.  Such  resolution  shall  be  submitted  by  the  school  corporation  at  a  meeting 
of  ratepayers  of  the  municipality  called  for  that  purpose,  in  the  manner  prescribed  for 
cailin{^  general  meetings. 

The  notice  calling  such  meeting  shall  contain  a  copy  of  the  resolution  to  be 
submitted. 

At  such  meeting,  the  persons  qualified  to  vote  shall  reconl  their  votes  for  or  against 
the  resolution  in  the  numner  provided  ibr  the  election  of  school  commissioners  and 
trustees. 

If  the  majority  vote  against  the  resolution,  the  said  resolution  shall  become  null ; 
but  if  the  majority  are  in  favor  of  the  resolution,  the  school  corporation  of  the  said 
municipality  shall  levy  the  amount  named  in  the  n^solution,  and  shall  pay  the  said 
amount  over  to  the  corporation  of  the  school  municipality  in  which  the  school  is  situated. 

Srdly.  The  amount  name<l  for  the  maintenance  of  the  school  shall  be  paid  over 
each  year  until  it  is  decidetl  by  vote  of  the  ratepayers  to  discontinue  such  payment. 

**  3c,  The  acceptance  by  a  school  corporation,  in  which  such  school  is  situate,  of 

aid  in  the  erection  of  such  school  building  fiom  any  other  municipality,  shall  give  the 

oliildren  in  the  latter  municipality  the  right  to  attend  such  school   upon   the  same 

c?c:>nditions  as  the  children  of  the  municipality  in  which  such  school  is  situated.

The  following  subsections  are  added  after  subsection  3  of  section  GO  of  the  « 
chapter  15. 

"  ^.  Tho  sureties  of  the  secrotary-troasurer  may.  at  any  time,  by  giving  not 
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in  writiiifl:  of  their  intention  to  the  secretaiy-treasurer  himself  and  to  the  chairman  of 
the  school  corporation  by  which  ho  is  employed,  free  themselves  from  future  liability 
under  their  bond,  at  the  expiration  of  thirtj'  days  after  the  service  of  such  notice. 

This  notice  is  given  and  served  by  a  notary,  or  by  the  surety  himself  in  writing 
delivered  in  presence  of  one  witnass  who  shall  sign  the  same. 

36.  The  secretary-treasurer  must,  within  the  thirty  days  following  the  service  of 
such  notice,  furnish  other  sureties  in  lieu  of  those  who  have  withdrawn  ;  in  default  of 
his  so  doing,  he  cannot  dischai'ge  any  of  the  functions  of  his  office,  without  becoming 
liable  to  a  jwrialty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  infraction  of  this  provision.

3^.  He  attends  at  all  sessions  of  the  school  corporation  and  draws  up  minutes  of 
n.11  the  acts  and  yirocecdings  thereof,  in  a  register  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  called 
'  *  Register  of  ProceiKiings.  " 

All  minutes  of  the  sittings  of  the  school  corporation,  must  be  approved  by  the 
fi-^chool  corporation,  signed  by  the  person  who  presided  at  such  sitting,  and  counter- 
fe*igne<l  by  the  secretary-treasurer. 

Whenever  a  by-law  or  a  resolution  is  amended  or  repealed,  mention  must  be  made 
t  hereof  in  the  margin  of  the  register  of  proceedings,  oj)posite  such  by-law  or  resolution, 
together  with  the  date  of  its  amendment  or  repeal. 

"  8y.  Copies  and  extracts  certified  by  the  secretary-treasurer  from  all  books,  re- 
p^isters,  archives,  documents  and  papers  preserved  in  the  office  of  the  school  coq)oraticm 
iire  evidence  of  their  contents. 

"  3^.  The  secretary-treasurer  collects  and  has  charge  of  all  moneys  due  or  payable 
"^o  the  school  corporation. 

**  Si.  lie  pays,  out  of  the  funds  of  the  school  corporation,  all  sums  of  money  due 
l-jy  it,  whenever  he  is  authorized  to  do  so  by  such  corporation.  If  the  sum  to  be  paid 
c  h»es  not  exceetl  ten  dollars,  the  authorization  of  the  chairman  is  sufficient, 

Kven  in  the  abi^ence  of  authorization  from  the  school  corponition,  or  from  its 
^•hjiirinan,  it  is  his  duty  to  pay  out  of  the  funds  of  the  corporation,  any  draft  or  onler 
«  Irawn  u])on  him,  or  any  sum  demanded,  by  any  one  empowered  so  to  do  by  the  2>r*>^i" 
»i(ms  of  the  school  laws  or  by-laws. 

No  draft  or  oixler  can,  however,  be  legally  paid,  unless  the  same  shows  sufficiently 
the  nature  of  the  use  to  be  made  of  the  sum  therein  mentioned. 

"  3j  No  secretary-tieasurer  can,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  infrac- 
tion : 

1st.  Grant  discharges  to  ratepayers  or  other  persons  indebted  to  the  school  corpo- 
ration for  school  taxes  or  other  deots,  without  having  actually  received,  in  cash  or  in 
lawful  value,  the  amount  mentioned  in  such  discharges  ; 
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2ndly,  Lend  directly  or  indirectly,  by  hiraself  or  by  others  to  ratepayers  or  other 
pereons  whomBoever,  moneys  received  in  payment  of  echool  taxes  or  belonging  to  the 
bchool  eorpo.ation. 

"  3/i'.  The  secretary-ti  easurer  is  bound  to  keep,  in    the   form    prefjcribcd,    books  of 
account,  in  which  he  tntorp,  according  to  date,  each  item  of  receipt  and   fXiH*ndilun*. 
mentioning  therein  the  names  of  all  persons  who  have  paid  money  into  his  hands,  or  to 
whom  he  has  made  any  payment. 

He  must  keep  amongtt  the  archives  of  the  school  corporation,  all  vouchers  for  his 
expenditure. 

**  31.  The  secretary- treasurer  is  bound  to  keep  a  "repertory."  in  which  he  mention**, 
in  a  summary  manner  and  in  the  onler  of  their  dates,  all  reports,  acts  of  apportion- 
ment, valuation  rolls,  collection  rolls,  judgments,  maps,  jnans,  statements,  noticiK, 
leiters,  papers  and  documents  whatsoever,  which  are  in  his  possesbion  during  the 
exercise  of  his  office. 

**  3m.  The  secretJirj'-treasurer's  books  of  account  and  vouchers  for  his  expendilnre. 
together  with  all  the  i  egisters  or  document4>  in  his  archives,  are  open  for  inspection  ami 
examination  by  every  interchted  party,  or  their  attorneys,  on  the  office  days  as  estab- 
lished by  the  bchool  corporation,  between  the  hours  of  nine  in  the  morning  and  four  in 
the  afternoon. 

Such  persons,  either  themselves  or  by  their  attorneys  may  take  all  notes,  extracts 
or  copies  which  they  require. 

"  3n.  The  secretary-treasurer  is  bound  to  deliver,  upon  pnyment  of  his  fees,  to  any 
person  applying  for  the  same,  coi)ies  or  extracts  from  any  book,  roll,  register,  document 
or  other  paper,  which tforms  part  of  tho  archives. 

His  fees,  until  otherwise  fixed,  are  ten  etnts  per  hundred  words. 

The  secretary-treasurer  is,  nevertheless,  bound  to  furnish  gratuitously  any  copy  or 
extrai't  required  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  or  the  members  of  the  school  eor]x>n»ti«»n 
or  it.s  officers.  [B,S,  Q.  Art  2091  to  2109  and  School  Law  In  Coiic  of  Public  Instruction 
arf.  318.1 


Section  62  of  Chapter  15  of  the  Consolidated  Statutes  for  Lower 
Canada  is  replaced  by  the  following  : 

''  The  remuneration  of  the  severe tary-treasurer  shall  not  exceed  seven  per  cent  up*^ 
the  inonevs  received  by  him  a»  such,  for  all  the  services  consistent  with  the  duties  of 
his  office,  which  the  school  commissioners  or  trustees  may  require  of  him,  except  in 
case.s  hpecially  providetl  for  by  the  school  law  and  the  regulations  u])on  the  matter  vd&^ 
by  the  Su|»erintendent."

"  2.  The  secretary-treasurer,  as  soon  as  the  statement  has  been  approved  by  tW 
school  commissioners  or  trustees,  as  the  case  may  be,after  havin«j  been  audited  as  provi- 
ded by  the  articles  2115  to  2120  of  these  Revised  Statutes,  shall  prepare  an  al>tract 
of  the  receipts  and  expenditure  and  of  the  assets  and  liabilities,  which  he  shall  cause  to 
be  approved  in  the  same  manner  by  such  school  commissioners  or  trustees.

"  Such  auditors  are  bound  in  the  month  of  July  in  each  year,  and  when  the  school 
corporaiion  requires,  to  make  an  examination  of  and  to  report   I'espocting  all  accounts  of 
the  corporatiou   and   all   accounts   relating  to  any   subject  falling  within  their  jurisdic- 
tion."

By  making  a  common  fund  oat  of  which  the  (school  commissioners  or  trus- 
tees shall  pay  the  expenses  occasioned  by  the  payiuciit  of  teachers*  salaries,  the  mainte- 
nance of  schoolhouseH,  the  purchase  of  books,  school  furniture,  and  other  contiu'^cDt 
expenses. 

The  school  commissioners  or  trustees,  after  having  adopted  one  of  thase  two  meth- 
ods,  ciinnot  change  it  wilhin  two  years  unless  by  the  auth(»rity  of  the  Superintendent. 

In  all  ciises,  the  school  commissioners  or  trustees  shall  deduct  from  such  schoi>I 
fund  a  sum  of  eighty  dollars  for  the  support  of  a  model  school,  if  there  is  one  in  the 
municipality,  in  addition  to  the  share  which  such  model  school  is  entitled  to  receive  from 
such  fund.  (i2.

*'  Every  person  who  voluntarily  and  intentionally  troubles,  disturbs  or  in* 
terrupts  any  school  or  educational  institution  by  indecent,  improper  or  injurious  ex- 
pressions or  conduct,  or  by  making  any  noise  in  or  near  such  school  or  educational 
institution^  so  as  to  disturb  the  chisses  in  the  school,  shall,   upon  summary  conviction 
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before  at  least  two  justices  of  the  peace,  be  condemned  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty 
dollars  and  costs,  upon  the  deposition  of  one  credible  witnesn. 

Such  fine  shall  belong  to  the  school  commissioners  or  trustees  of  the  municipality, 
as  the  case  may  be,  and  shall  be  by  them  employed  for  the  l)enefit  and  advancement 
of  education  in  their  municipality.  *'  (/2.  S.  Q.  Art,  2194  and  2197  and  School  Laic  in 
Code  of  Public  Instruction  Art.  431,  and  435.) 

School  Regulations 

In  addition  to  the  amendments  made  to  the  law  of  Public  Instruction 
the  Roman  Catholic  and  Protestant  Committees  have  accomplished  a  work 
'which  is  no  less  important  as  regards  the  interests  of  Education. 

The  school  regulations  adopted  by  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction 
and  its  two  Committees,  from  the  origin  of  the  organization  of  our  school 
system  and  which  were  scattered  through  the  Journals  of  Education  and 
Tarious  registers,  have  been  collected,  revised  and  methodically  classified. 

The  regulations  of  the  Roman  Catholic  schools,  revised  by  the  Roman 
Catholic  Committee  at  its  session  held  on  the  20th  April  last,  were  sanc- 
tioned by  order  in-council  on  the  27th  July  last  and  those  adopted  by  the 
Protestant  Committee  were  sanctioned  on  the  30th  November  last. 

The  regulations  are  divided  into  nine  chapters  as  follows  : 

1.  Regulations  concerning  school  inspectors  ; 

2.  ''  '*  examinations  of  candidates  for  teachers' 

diplomas  ; 

3.  **  **  classification  of  schools  ; 

4.  *'  **  Normal  Schools 

5.  **  **  duties  of  school    commissioners    and 

trustees 

6.  *•  **  teachers 

7.  **  **  pupils 

8.  **  **  appeals  to  the  Committees 

9.  **  "  the  authorization  of  text  books. 

The  course  of  study  which  forms  part  of  the  said  regulations  enables 
teachers,  who  are  frequently  inexperienced,  to  divide  their  classes  into 
several  divisions  and  it  will  have  the  effect  of  making  teaching  generally 
more  uniform. 

On  the  other  hand  the  regulations  respecting  the  school  commissioners 
and  trustees  and  the  teachers  will  enable  those  officers  to  make  themselves 
acquainted  with  their  duties. 

Industrial  education  in  schools 

This  question  has  been  discussed  for  some  time  in  this  country.  Art 
elaborate  work  on  this  important  innovation  in  our  school  system,  which 
has  zealous  adherents  amongst  educational  men  in  Europe,  is  now  being 
published  in  a  Montreal  newspaper  and  a  practical  test  is  to  be  made  in 
the  model  school  attached  to  the  McGrill  Normal  School,  in  Montreal. 

The  following  remarks  are  taken  from  a  special  report  on  the  subject 
sent  me  by  the  principal  of  that  institution  : 
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The  workshop   recent I3'  ei-ected  by  the  McGill  Normal   School  is  but  the   humUe 
beginning  of  an  attempt  to  render  school  work  more  distinctly  educational,  in  the  widest 
sense  that  has  hitherto- been  deemed   jwssible  in  our  elementary  schools  here.     Being  well 
assured  that  the  highest  possible  intellfctual  culture  is  attainable  only  by  those  who  hare 
thoroughly  disciplined  physical  powers,  that  the   comfort  and  success  of  an  ladividual 
much  depends  on  his  acquiring  habits  of  industrious  skill  and  on  his  power  of  Bubjoga- 
ting  material  things  to  his  purposes,  and  that  the  prosperity  of  the  community  at  Urge 
is   based  upon  its  possession,  of  a  numerous  and  influential   body  of  skilful,    intelligent, 
industrious  and  self-res|)ectii)g  manual  workers,  the  authorities  of  this  school   earnestly 
desire  during  the  plastic  years  of  elementary  school  life  to  educate  pupils   into   habita  A 
painstaking,  skilful,  manual  labor. 

It  is  obvious  that  schools  in  general  have  been  educating  the  children  away  from 
work-shops,  and  have  been  creating  a  class  of  clerks,  book-keepers,  and  men  who  live 
by  their  wits,  and  that  manual  labour  in  shops,  factories  and  on  farms  has  fallen  into 
the  hands  of  a  class  of  people  relatively  inferior  to  the  workman  of  an  earlier  day; 
BO  that  while  factory-made  and  machine-made  work  is  hotter  and  cheaper  than  former- 
ly, skill  in  handicraft  is  being  lost,  and  handwork  is  less  reliable  than  formerly,  is  scamp- 
ed in  a  word.  This  mischievous  tendency  can  be  counteracted  by  creating  in  the  elemen- 
tary schools  a  class  of  educated  citizens  who  delight  in  what  they  make,  and  pride 
themselves  upon  their  constructive  art. 

For  this  purpose  it  is  neither  needful  nor  desimblo  to  teach  trades  in  school.  It  is 
sufficient  to  afford  pupils  opportunity  to  exercise  their  natural  love  of  con>truction 
under  skilful  guidance,  so  that  what  they  construct,  whether  useful  or  ornamental,  shall 
be  of  permanent  value,  sluill  gratify  their  taste,  and  shall  arouse  a  feeling  of  compla- 
cency in  work  well  done. 

How  this  is  to  bo  best  done  in  detail  will  be  taught  us  hy  an  experience  that  we 
have  not  vet  had. 

13ut  the  following  is  an  outline  of  what  we  have  done,  and  intend  to  do  forthwith 
for  the  manual  instruction  of  the  bovs  of  the  McGrill  model  schools,  helievin<r  that  the 
work  will  ultimately  develop  so  as  to  include  the  girls  of  the  model  schools,  and  the 
pupil  teachers  of  the  normal  schools. 

We  have  erected  a  j)lain  but  commodious,  woll  liirhted  and  well  ventilatod,  one 
story  workshop  cased  with  brick,    fifty  feet  long  by  twenty   feei  wide. 

The  total  cost,  exclusive  of  furniture  and  tools^  has  bi^en  less  than  81100,  and  has 
been  in  large  part  met  by  the  amounts  refunded  by  the  Provincial  Government  on 
account  of  repairs  to  the  building  and  furnaces  formerly  eff^^'ted  by  the  Normal  school. 

This  workshop  is  now  to  be  fitted  up  with  carpenters'  benches  and  wo<xl-working 
tools 

A  skilful,  handy  workman  has  been  engaged  to  spend  three  hours  on  each  of  the 
three  allernoons  of  3Ion«lay,  Wednesday  and  Friday,  to  superintend  and  instruct  the 
boys  of  the  model  schools,  divided  into  classes  of  fifteen  boys  each,  in  plain  carpentry. 
It  is  not  intended  to  make  this  w^ork  compulsory.  Time  will  l>e  set  apart  for  it  in  the 
school  course,  but  pupils  who  elect  to  do  so,  may  spend  that  time  in  the  ordinary  branch- 
es of  school  woik.  While  the  work  will  bo  plain  in  character  it  is  intended  to  make 
it  exact  from  the  beginning.  Nothing  will  be  permitted  to  be  made  for  which  exact 
working  drawings  have  not  first  been  prepared  by  the  maker. 

When  our  work  has  been  in  operation  for  a  time,  I  shall  hope  to  be  able  to  furnish 
you  with  an  account  more  Siitisfactoiy,  becaufec  more  definit<;  than  the  present. 

It  seems  to  me,  at  first  sight,  that  industrial  education  could  only  be 
applied  to  certain  classes  of  our  schools  and  could  not  become  general  in 
this  country  as  some  specialists  who  have  written  on  the   bubject,   would 
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like  to  see  it.  We  must  take  into  consideration  the  short  time  during  which 
our  country  children  can  go  to  school  and  the  fact  that  owing  to  the  dearth 
of  farm  hands  and  the  expense  of  manual  labour  th^y  generally  attend 
school  only  long  enough  to  acquire  the  first  elements  of  instruction  and 
many  of  them  only  until  their  First  Communion. 

Under  such  circumstances  would  it  be  wise  and  practical  to  make 
ihese  children  lose  a  portion  of  the  limited  time  they  can  devote  to  the 
study  of  the  most  indispensable  branches,  by  compelling  them  to  do 
manual  work  which  would  not  correspond  to  the  nature  of  their  future 
occupations  ? 

In  any  case,  the  question  is  broached,  and  I  invito  all  who  take  an 
interest  in  education  lo  send  me  their  remarks  on  the  subject  which  I  will 
submit  in  due  time  to  the  consideration  of  the  Committees  of  the  Council 
^f  Public  Instruction. 

School  MuseuiM. 

Thanks  to  the  untiring  and  intelligent  efforts  of  the  curator,  Mr.  D. 
N.  St.  Cyr,  our  school  museum  is  rapidly  increasing  its  collections  of  plants 
minerals,  insects  and  molluscs,  as  may  be  seen  by  the  following  extract 
from  a  report  made  me  by  Mr.  St.  Cyr  on  the  8th  February  last. 

By  comparin<]^  the  results  of  last  year  with  that  mentioned  in  your  report  for 
1885-86  pagei  XVII  and  XVIII,  you  will  bee  that  the  herbarium  of  the  Museurii  has 
been  increaT>ed  by  266  new  species  of  plants,  making  the  total  number,  1766  determined 
And  scientifically  classified  species,  containing  over  7,000  specimens. 

The  catologue  of  plants  printed  by  order  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  this 
Province  and  the  annexed  manuscript  catalogue  which  I  herewith  enclose,  contain  a 
complete  list  of  these  plants.  I  take  the  liberty  of  stating  hei-e  that  in  the  month  of 
September  last,  I  sent  nearly  200  species  of  plants,  not  mentioned  in  these  catalogues, 
to  Dr  John  Macoun,  the  distinguished  botanist  of  the  Geological  and  Natural  History 
.Survey  of  Canada,  which  will  bo  returned  to  us  in  the  Spring  duly  verified  and  named 
by  that  learned  specialist,  together  with  some  plants  which  are  wanting  in  the  herba- 
rium of  the  Museum  to  complete  the  Flora  of  Quebec. 

By  a  letter  dated  the  7th  November,  1887,  the  director  of  the  Geological  Survey 
of  Canada  was  kind  enough  to  communicate  this  good  news  to  me. 

The  entomological  collections  have  also  been  considerably  inci eased  during  the 
past  year  and  the  catalogue  contains  2306  species  of  insects,  carefully  determined,  and 
scientifically  classified  and  arranged. 

These  two  collections,  the  botanical  and  the  entomological,  are  especially  interest- 
ing from  an  agricultural  and  horticultural  point  of  view. 

The   entomological   collections  also  contain  over  7,000  well   pi-eserved  specimens, 
notwithstanding  the  inconvenience  resulting  from  too  limited  space  and   a  room    free    of 
.access  to  many  people,  who  are  not  over  ^crupulous  and  whom  I  cannot  watch  sufficiently 
.in  the  present  state  of  affairs. 

Dr  J.  F.  Whiteaves,  the  Paleontologist  and  Geologist  of  the  Geological  and  Natural 
History  Commission  of  Canada,  was  kind  enough,  with  the  permission  of  the  learned 
Director,  Dr  Selwyn,  to  undertake  to  examine  and  determine  scientifically  the  collections 
of  fossils,  of  recent  mollusca,  Crustacea,  echinoicrmata.  &c.,  of  the  iMuseum.

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REPORTS  OF  SCHOOL  INSPECTORS 


Mr.  T,  BEAULIEU 

( Translation) 
Sir. 

Having  made  my  first  inspection  of  the  schools  of  my  inspectorate* 
which  comprises  the  counties  of  Eamouraska  and  Temir^couata,  I 
now  have  the  honour  to  submit  yon  the  statistical  table  of  these  schools 
for  the  year  just  closed  together  with  the  following  remarks. 

There  were  two  hundred  and  thirty  two  schools  in  operation  in  this 
district,  comprising  a  classical  college,  one  school  taught  by  Brothers, 
eight  convents,  seventeen  model  and  two  hundred  and  five  elementary 
schools.  These  were  attended  by  nearly  nine  thousand  pupils,  the  average 
attendance  bt^ing  a  little  over  six  thousand. 

I  am  unable  to  eay  whether  ther  ?  has  been  any  progress  this  year,  as 
compared  with  previous  ones,  because  this  is  my  first  inspection,  but  the 
general  result,  which  I  consider  sati^fai'tory,  leads  me  to  think  that  there 
has  been  a  progressive  tendency  for  several  years  past,  which  1  attribute 
in  a  great  measure,  to  the  unceasing  efforts  of  your  department  and  the 
zeal  of  my  predecessors,  Messrs  Tangaay  and  Bouchard, 

111  order  that  my  report  may  not  be  too  long,  I  will  confine  myself  to 
general  remarks  on  each  class  of  institutions. 

The  colL^ge  at  Ste-Anne,  which  was  fou.ided  by  Ren'.  Mr.  Painohaud, 
is  equ  il  to  any  other  institution  of  the  kind  in  the  Province  as  regards 
the  course  of  study,  the  comfort  of  ihe  pupils  and  the  site  of  the  building 
and  dependencies.  I  do  not  think  it  out  of  place  to  state  here  that  this 
college,  which  was  only  founded  in  1829,  has,  in  fifty  nine  years,  supplied 
the  Church  with  two  hundred  and  forty  priests  and  has  educated  a  great 
many  men  who  h>ive  been  distinguished  in  politics,  literature,  the  liberal 
professions  and  trade. 

The  only  school  in  my  district  under  the  care  of  clerical  male 
teachers  is  the  Christian  Brothers'  school  at  Fraserville.  It  is  doing 
lyell,  although  only  lately  established. 

No  one  would  think  from  the  quantity  and  excellence  of  the  work 
done  by  the  pupils,  that  it  has  been  onlv  two  years  in  existence.  The 
^Brothers  have  every  reason  to  be  proud  of  their  success. 

The  convents  continue  to  give  an  excellent  and  thorough  education 
^o  young  girls,  and  the  pupils,  as  a  rule,  have  by  their  work  and  good 
conduct,  shown  that  they  appreciated  the  Z(»al  and  devotedness  of  the 
sisters.  I  recommend  the  convent  of  Notre-Dame  du  St-Rosaire,  at  St. 
^ndrS,  to  your  attention.  It  has  not,  as  yet,  received  any  grant  and  it 
greatly  needs  one  for  its  support.

This  would  be  sufficient 

to  ehow  the  teacher  how  worthy  is  her  mission  and  to  induce  her  to  do  her 

best  to  fnlSll  it. 

Until  such  time  as  the  project  of  having  teachers'  confereaces  is 
realized,  I  think  that  the  gift  of  some  work  on  the  art  of  teaching  would 
be  productive  of  much  good.  I  would  also  like  to  see  some  educational 
jonrnal  in  the  hands  of  the  teachers  in  my  district,  but  I  must  admit  that 
that  pleasure  is  almost  entirely  denied  me.  Some  do  not  know  that  any  such 
jODrnals  exist  and  the  others  find  their  salaries  too  small  to  allow  of  their 
Bubficribing  to  one,  I  hope  to  suct^eed  in  convincing  the  Kchoot  boards 
that  it  would  be  in  their  interests  to  pay  the  teachers'  subscriptions  to 
these  educational  journals. 

The  school  houses  and  forniture  in  my  district  are  not  what  they 
shoald  be.  The  want  of  money  in  most  of  the  municipalities  and  the 
indifiference  of  others  with  regard  to  educational  matters,  lead  me  to 
believe  that  it  will  be  a  long  time  before  everything  is  on  a  proper 
footing  in  this  respect.  3oine  new  school  houses  are  being  built  which 
are  not  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  contained  in  your  circulars, 
especially  with  reference  to  the  height  of  the  rooms. 

The  school  boards,  which  are  frequently  renewed,  do  not  know,  or 
Breqnently  forget  that  they  have  to  ask  yon  for  a  plan,  or  submit  their 
own  to  you.     I  think  that  a  general  plan  for  school   houses,   drawn  np. 
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engraved  and  distributed  amongst  the  municipalities,  would  be  productive 
of  good  results.  The  plaii  should  be  adapted  to  the  ordinary  wants  of 
the  schools  and  the  school  boards  might  be  allowed,  with  your  appro- 
val, to  make  some  alterations  in  accordance  with  the  wants  of  each 
locality. 

I  must  not  omit  to  state  that  some  municipalities  make  praiseworthy 
efforts  to  improve  their  school  houses,  Fraserville  and  Riviere  Quelle 
among:8t  others.  The  former  has  spimt  over  twelve  thousand  dollars  in 
building  a  school  for  the  Christian  Brothers.  This  building  is  a  credit  to 
the  rising  town  of  Fraserville  and  bears  conspicuous  testimony  to  the 
enlightened  views  of  the  commissioners  and  the  zeal  displayed  by  the 
parish  priest  in  the  cause  of  Education.  The  municipality  of  Riviere  Quelle 
has,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Ftibrique,  repaired  its  model  school  house  at 
an  expense  of  nearly  eight  hundred  dollars.  The  class-room  is  now  one  of 
the  finest  in  my  district  and  the  teacher's  apartments  are  very  nice.  Such 
splendid  improvements  are  not  to  be  wondered  at,  as  the  parish  priest  and 
the  Honorable  Provincial  Secretary  are  members  of  the  school  board.  It  is 
proposed  to  make  further  improvements  to  several  of  the  schools  in  the  two 
municipalities  I  have  mentioned. 

The  secretary  treasurers  keep  the  accounts  of  the  municipalities    cor- 
xectly  and  nearly  all  follow  the  official  method.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit,  with  this  report,  my  grand  statistical 
'table  for  the  scholastic  year  1887-88. 

This  table  shows  that  my  district  comprises  37   municipalities  ;    161 

institutions  of  all  kinds,  viz  :    144  elementary   schools,   16  model  schools 

and  one  girls'  academy  ;  that    146  school  houses  are  the   property   of  the 

commissioners  or  trust  ees,  23  are  rented  and    4  are  used  for  independent 

schools. 

Qne  hundred  and  ninety  five  female  teachers  are  employed  to  teach 
5.914  pupils  ;  thirty  one  are  nuns  and  of  the  remaining  164,  10  hold 
Normal  school  diplomas,  96  have  diplomas  from  the  boards  of  examiner^ 
and  58  are  uncertificated, 

I  have  again  to  repeat  what  I  have  frequently  stated,  namely  that  in 
the  low  salaries  paid  the  teachers  we  find  the  reason  why  so  many  schools 
are  taught  by  young  girls  who  are  not  certificated.  Good  teachers,  after 
successfully  teaching  for  some  years,  abandon  the  profession  for  any  other 
position  which  holds  out  better  prospects. 
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The  school  houses  are,  as  a  rule,  more  comfortable  than  form^^rly,  bnt 
several  schools  are  kept  in  rented  premises  v^hich  arc  not  at  all  what 
they  should  be  from  a  sanitary  point  of  view.  The  same  remark  applies 
to  the  other  buildings  attached  to  the  schools. 

The  attendance  of  regiistered  pupils  is  a  little  under  one  fourth  and 
some  children  never  go  to  school. 

From  the  notes  taken  during  the  course  of  my  inspection,  I  find  that 
the  schools  in  my  district  may  be  classed  as  follows  :  one  raod«»l  scho.">l  is 
fair,  four  are  good  and  eleven  are  very  good  ;  sixteen  elementary  scbi»ols 
are  inferior,  forty  seven  are  middling  and  eighty  are  srood. 

I  either  left  a  copy  of  my  notes  with  all  the  school  boards  or  smt 
them  by  letter  after  my  inspection  was  over. 

The  secretary-treasurers  perform  their  duty  faithfully  as  rejjards 
paying  the  teachers  and  no  complaint  was  made  to  me  on  that  score.

Sir. 

I  havo  tl^e  Imiiour  to  submit  mv  report  for  th^  8<holastir  vear  18^7-^^. 

By  comparing  the  reports  of  the  first  fifteen  years  with  those  of  the 
last  ten,  I  find  that  Education  has  made  crreat  progress  in  my  district  and 
that  the  people  have  become  more  enlightened  and  are  more  anxious  than 
ever  to  comply  with  the  school  laws  and  to  follow  the  advice  given  them 
in  connection  with  their  schools,  which  are  now  on  a  satisfactory  footinsT- 

There  are  twenty  two  municipalities  in  my  district,  comprising  121 
elementary  schools,  attended,  by  2,047  boys  and  2,052  girls,  being  an 
increase  oJF  22. 

There  is  but  one  independent  school,  that  of  Mr  Joly,  which  is  doing 
very  qrood  work. 

There  are  fourteen  model  schools,  one  more  than  last  year, 

Du'ing  the  whole  of  my  thirty  seven  years  service,  I  have  alwavp 
regretted  that  the  Government  has  not  deeemd  it  advisable  to  have  a  model 
school  for  boys  in  each  municipality. 

Most  of  the  girls  are  well  educated,  as  they  remain  long  enough  at 
school  and  I  wish  I  could  say  the  same  of  the  boys,  who  leave  school  as 
soon  as  they  have  made  their  First  Communion,  leaving  only  boys  from 
nine  to  eleven  years  old  at  school. 

Thirteen   out   of  the    fourteen    model   schools    are  taught  by  femal 
teachers  ;  the  remaining  one,  under  Mr.  J.  O.  Thibault,  is  attend^^dby  fiftj 
one  boys.   Several  of  the  former  pupils  of  this   school  have  done  well  i 
other   educational   institutions)   because   they   had  previously  been  wel 


truined  at  this  model  school.  Mr.Thibeault  and  the  thirte#^n  female  teachers 
have  done  their  duty  very  well.  Several  of  their  pupils  have  obtained 
firc$t  clnss  elemeutary  school  diplomas,  while  some  have  even  obtained 
model  school  diplomas. 

The  three  convents  continue  to  do  very  good  work.  The  boys  who  are 
taught  by  the  Si.^-ters  at  St  Galixte  de  Somerset,  are  making  wonderful  pro- 
gress ;  the  nuns  teach  and  train  them  well. 

The  average  yearly  salary  paid  to  the  teachers  of  elementary  schools 
is  $70.00.  This  year  1  did  not,  for  the  purposes  of  the  pension  fund,  add 
the  various  benefits  allowed  them  by  law,  because  these  teachers  refused 
distinctly  to  have  them  taken  into  account  and  they  are  perhaps  right,  for 
the  benefit  they  can  derive  from  the  fund  is  really  absurd,  at  least  for  the 
first  three  years. 

The  model  school  teachers  receive  an  average  salary  of  1 184.00  per 
annum.  This  is  relatively  as  meagre  as  that  paid  for  elementary 
schools. 

I  have  often  advised  the  teachers  to  join  together  and  fix  a  reasonable 
price  for  their  services  ;  but  instead  of  doing  so  they  compete  against 
each  other  and  off*er  to  accept  a  lower  figure.  They  have  therefore  only 
themselves  to  blame  very  often  if  they  are  not  better  paid. 

In  my  district  there  are  none  of  those  incapable  persons  about  whom 
so  many  complaints  are  made  elsewhere. 

All  the  teachers  are  certificated,  except  three  undor-teachers  who, 
although  competent,  do  not  hold  diplomas, 

I  repeat  once  more  that  there  is  no  necessity  in  my  district  for  confe- 
rences by  the  inspectors.  I  give  lessons  in  the  art  oi  teaching  to  every 
teacher  in  the  presence  of  the  pupils.  There  is  nothing  more  beneficial 
or  more  instructive  for  the  teacher  and  pupils,  especially  in  schools  where 
there  are  monitors.  The  lessons  are  varied  according  to  the  requirements 
of  each  locality. 

The  good  marks  which  I  get  the  teachers  to  give  the  children,  are 
exchanged  for  the  the  prize  books  which  I  distribute  every  year. 

I  always  advise  the  teachers  to  give  out  only  short  lessons  to  be  learnt 
by  rote  and  require  them,  above  all,  to  appeal  to  the  intelligence  of  the 
children  and  to  give  up  explaining  a  thing,  only  when  at  least  four-fifths 
of  the  class  have  mastered  it.  By  following  this  system,  it  very  frequently 
happens  that  the  best  answers  are  given  by  the  pupils  of  the  second  class 
end  even  by  some  of  the  third.  This  method  also  helps  on  the  young 
^:hildren,  interests  them,  and  excites  the  emulation  of  all,  as  the  more 
youthful  are  proud  to  compete  with  their  elders. 

Catechism  always  occupies  the  foremost  place  in  the  schools  and  I  also 
lav  great  stress  upon  oral  lessons. 

The  teachers  are  paid  regularly.  The  secretary-treasurers  keep  their 
feUMX>nnts  correctly  and  according  to  the  official  methods

Thieta  were  two  hundredand  twenty-nine  (229)  educational  estsbli^- 

^taentsinmydistrict  daring  the  past  year;  two  huudrt^d  and  three   (203} 

alimentary  schools  ;  twenty  three  (28)  model  schools  ;  two  academies  nnd 

4aMical  coU^.  The  elementary  schools  were  attended  by  7,189  pnpils 

a  model  schools,  by  1,741  the  a<»demieB  by  190  and  the  classical  colleg:e . 

by  SOO,  making  a  total  of  9,820.    The  average   attendance   was   7,083. 

228  lay  teachers  of  both  sexes  and  109  in  religious   ordi^rs  tanghtin' 
-  ttte  Tariouti  st^ools. 

The  average  of  the  salaries  was  $101.36.  Ofthe  schools  under  conind 
33  were  very  good,  124  were  good,  37  middling  and  22  ioferior. 

The  district  which  I  represent  is  one  of  the  most  important  in  the 
Province,  owing  to  the  establishments  of  superior  education  -which  it 
contains.  Besides  the  Nicolet  College,  whose  well  deserved  reputation 
reqaires  no  enhancement  from  me,  I  may  mention  the  Brothers'  schools  in 
the  parishes  of  Nicolet,  St.  Gr^goire,  La  Bale,  dn  Febyre  and  St.  Thomas 
in  which  one  hundred  and  sixty  pupils  received  a  good  commercial  and, 
a  thorough  general  education.  There  are  eleven  convents  in  this  district, 
where  an  excellent  education  is  given  and  which  are  attended  by  632 
pnpils. 

All  these  institutions  do  much  good,  not  only  by  their  very  sonnd 
and  practical  teaching,  but  also  because  they  servo  as  models  for  ihe 
elementary  schools,  and  cause  the  advantages  of  a  good  education  to  be 
more  and  more  appreciated. 

The  parish  priests  throughout  my  district  contribute  to  a  great  extent 
in  farthering  the  progress  which  is  yearly  made  in  the  schools  under 
control.  Their  salutary  influence,  their  zeal  and  sacrifices  have  a  great 
effect  in  promoting  the  cause  of  Education.  The  inspection  of  each  school 
by  me  and  the  prizes,  which  I  distribute  as  judiciously  as  possible,  have 
also  an  excellent  effect. 

The  teaching  of  Writing,  Grammar  and  Arithmetic  has  always  receiv- 
ed my  especial  attention  and  I  may  say  that  the  results  for  some  years 
past  have  been  highly  satisfactory. 
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Geography  and  History  are  also  taught  in  a  more  practical  manner, 
bat  there  still  remains  much  to  be  done  in  this  connection.  I  think  this 
is  due  to  the  fact  that  most  of  the  children  in  the  elementary  schools  do 
not  remain  there  long  enough. 

The  usefulness  of  Drawing  lessons  seems  to  me  to  be  admitted  by  all, 
at  present,  and  if  a  greater  number  of  pupils  do  not  learn  it,  it  is  due  to  the 
want  of  the  necessary  appliances.  The  school  commissioners  might  supply 
this  want  by  having  a  stock  of  drawing  books  in  the  school  or  with  the 
secretary-treasurer,  so  that  the  pupils  might  more  easily  buy  them.  The 
same  might  be'done  for  copy-books. 

The  obstacles  which  I  have  already  i)ointed  out  still  exist  as  regards 
the  teaching  of  Agriculture. 

The  causes  to  which  the  lack  of  improvement  in  some  schools  may  be 
attributed  are  the  following  :  the  irregular  attendance  of  the  pupils,  which 
is  the  almost  inevitable  result  of  the  incompetence  or  unwillingness  of 
some  of  the  teachers,  and  the  very  small  encouragement  given,  in  the  way 
of  salary,  to  the  teaching  staJBP  in  some  municipalities. 

All  the  school  houses,  with  very  rare  exceptions,  are  in  good  order,  but 
the  furniture  in  some  schools  is  defective 

The  forms  are  not  all  provided  with  back-rests,  and  neither  they  nor 
the  desks  are  adapted  to  the  size  of  the  children. 

Nearly  all  the  schools  have  a  register  in  which  the  favorable  or  unfa- 
vorable remarks  are  entered,  according  to  the  result  of  the  examination. 
These  registers  are  nearly  always  small  not  e-books,  with  hardly  any  binding, 
and  not  suited  ^o  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  intended.  A  reform  is 
greatly  needed  in  this  respect.  A  well  bound  n*gister  would  be  better  than 
five-cent  note-books  and  it  would  perhaps  not  be  so  easy  for  the  teachers  to 
remove  from  such  a  book  the  leaves  containing  unfavorable  reports  of  an 
inspection. 

All  the  secretary-treasurers  appear  to  perform  their  duties  properly 
and  none  of  them  allow  arrears  of  taxes  to  aci'umulate.  No  complaints  of 
any  consequence  were  made  to  me  by  teachers  with  reference  to  the 
payment  of  their  salaries.

Before  beginninff  my  inspection,  I  tioiified  the  commiB^ioners  of  each 
tanniripality  of  the  day  on  which  I  intended  to  visit  them  and  I  also 
sent  them  tne  following  drcolar  :

By  an  order  in  conncil  of  the  26th  September  1887,  passed  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Oonndl  of  Public  Instruction,  I  was  transferred  to 
the  district  left  vacant  by  the  removal  of  Mr  J.  P.  Simard  and  which 
comprises  the  counties  of  Bellechasse,  Ifontmagny  and  Tlslet. 

I  take  a  deep  interest  in  the  schools  under  your  control.  I  would  like 
to  see  them  all  flourishing  and  in  a  position  to  give  a  good  elemtntarv 
education  to  the  children  of  your  municipality.  I  am  sure  that  you  are 
animated  with  the  same  desire.  To  attain  this  end,  we  must  work  together 
and  carry  out  what  is  required  by  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 

I  therefore  take  the  liberty  of  addressing  you  the  following  remarks : 

It  is  very  important  that  you  should  regularly  visit  the  school  twioe^ 
as  the  law  requires  you  to  do. 

When  your  teachers  find  that  you  take  a  great  deal  of  interest  in 
their  schools  and  that  you  watch  over  them,  they  will  work  better,  because 
they  will  feel  sure  that  their  suc^^ess  will  be  better  appreciated  and  the 
pupils  themselves  will  study  with  more  emulation. 

As  a  rule,  the  salaries  paid  the  teachers  are  too  low.  I  trust  that  you 
will  endeavor  to  givethemaremuneratiou  proportionate  to  the  importance 
of  their  duties  and  that  you  will  pay  th«*m  regularly.  # 

The  repeated  absence  of  the  pupils  is  one  of  the  most  serious  obstacles 
to  progress  in  the  schools.  You  should  therefore  exert  all  your  influence 
over  the  parents  to  prevent  their  keepiug  their  children  at  home,  except 
for  the  most  weighty  reasons. 

Do  not  forget  that  your  duty  compels  you  : 

1  To  have  good  school-houses,  well  lighted  and  easily  heated  and 
ventilated  ; 

2  To  see  that  the  school  dependencies  are  kept  in  good  order, 
especially  the  closets  ; 

3  To  provide  the  class-rooms  with  good  desks  and  forms  with  back 
rests,  adapted  to  the  size  of  the  children  ; 

4  To  have  a  good  desk,  on  a  platform,  for  the  teacher  ;  ^ 

5  To  have  in  each  school  good  black-boards,  chalk  and  a  set  of 
maps  ; 

6  To  have  a  globe  in  each  model  school  and  academy  ; 

7  To  provide  each  school  with  a  clock  and  a  register  for  the 
visitors'  remarks  ; 

8  To  have  a  cup-board  in  each  school  for  keeping  the  records  ; 

9  To  have  a  time-table  and  the  school  regulations  posted  up  in  each 
school  ; 

10  To  see  that  all  the  branches  of  the  course  of  study  are  taught  in 
your  schools. 
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After  each  of  my  Hsits,  I  have  to  send  to  the  Superintendent  a  detailed 
ort  on  hII  the  matters  abovementiuued.  I  have  also,  at  the  same  time, 
nform  him  whether  the  secretary-treasurer  keeps  his  accoants  according 
he  official  method,  whether  there  are  uncollected  school  taxes  and  the 
)unt  of  the  same  and  whether  the  accounts  are  rendered  according  to 

w 
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Finally,  I  have  to  comply  with  all  the  orders  I  receive  from  theKoman 
holic  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  or  the  Superinten- 
U  and  I  hope  you  will  second  me,  as  far  as  lies  in  your  power,  in  the 
formance  of  my  duty.

You  have  no  doubt  observed  by  the  bulletins  which  I  sent  you  after 
ting  each  parish,  that  most  of  the  remarks  which  I  made  to  the  school 
imissioncrs  in  my  circular  were  attended  to  in  but  very  few  municipa- 
ls. 

I  may  say  that  the  school  houses  and  furniture  leave  somewhat  to 
d-  sir*  d  ev»  ry  whern.  There  are  even  gome  municipalities  in  which  not 
njrle  school-hotiKe  !>•  long^  lo  the  commissioners.  I  may  instance  St- 
n-Port-Joli.  What  happens  if  the  les  or  has  any  difficulties  with  some 
he  tax-payvrs  ?  He  refuses  to  lease  his  house  the  following  year  and 
school  has  to  be  put  anywh*»re,  irrespeciivo  of  distance,  which  is  very 
judicial  to  the  progress  of  the  children. 

I  may  also  state  that  several  of  \h{'  subjects  of  the  course  of  study 
Dot  tausrht  in  a  great  many  of  the  schools. 

I  do  not  consider  it  possible  to  comph^l  new  and  poor  parishes  to  follow 
regulations  strictly;  but  1  think  that,  in  the  old  parishes,  the  school 
horities  might  cause  all  the  regulations  of  the  Council  of  Public  Ins- 
:tion  to  be  strictly  observed. 

Much  remains  to  be  done  in  connection  with  the  school  finances.  As 
secretary-treasarers  have  received  no  advice  from  the  inspector  with  refe- 
•e  to  the  manner  of  keeping  their  accounts,  they  cannot  always  make 
ir  entries  correctly  in  the  columns  set  apart  for  the  purpose,  in  the 
'ial  books. 

In  many  municipalities,the  valuation  roll  in  use  is  not  the  official  roll  and 
m  the  accounts  are  rendered,  if  they  are  rendered  at  all,  they  are  nearly 
ays  useless,  because  some  formalities  have  not  been  complied  with.  I 
»t  mention  the  secretary-treasurer  of  St-Paul  de  Montminy,  whose 
)unts  are  kept  in  an  irreproachable  manner. 

As  a  rule,  the  school  laws  and  regulations  are  badly  observed  in  nearly 
he  municipalities  of  this  district.  I  am  not  discouraged,  however,  for 
lings  are  not  yet  well  done  next  year,  I  hope  to  obtain  an  entiretly 
,*rent  result  at  my  third  inspection. 

I  have  to  thank  the  parish  priests  of  St.  Charles,  St.  Gervais,  St.  Lazare. 
taphael,  St.  Michel  No  1  and  St.  Y alier,  as  well  as  the  commissioners  of 


these  maaicipalitids,  who  were  good   cnoagh    to   acjoiapaiiy  zai  la   atf 
inspectioiiB. 

At  St.  I'atil  de  Montminy,  also,  the  coramissioners  viBited  tueir  school 
with  me  and  were  nenrly  all  preaeut  when  1  inspected  their  booksof 
acconnt. 

There  are  S3  rannicipalities  in  my  district,  comprising  176  elemenliry 
schools,  19  model  schools  and  6  academics,  tanght  by  247  teachers  of  both 
■  sexes. 

The  total  number  of  pupils  was  '7,543;  3,737  boys  and  3,786  girls.  The 
average  attendance  was  6,253.  By  comparing  the  figures  of  my  grand 
statistical  table  with  the  last  oue  compiled  by  my  predecessor,  1  &ad  i 
considerable  decrease  in  the  number  of  pupils  learning  the  \-arioas  branch- 
es, but  I  certify  that  I  took  my  notes  on  the  spot,  for  I  inspected  all 
the  schools  of  ray  district  and  the  figures  I  have  given  are  correct. 

I  did  not  examine  the  boarders  in  the  convents  of  St,  Franfois,  of 
Montmaguy  and  St.  Aubert  belonging  to  the  Sif^ters  of  the  Congre^-^ 
tion.  I  wa6  informed  :  "  that  the  ladies  h^d  been  instructed  by  tluil' 
Superior,  not  to  admit  the  inspector." 

1  should  also  state  that  I  did  uot  inspect  the  coorents  beloDgiOi; 
to  the  same  order  in  the  district  of  Kamouraska. 

In  the  convents  of  the  Sisters  of /rfsws  J/rti-fe.  of  Charity  and  of  ti( 
G-ood  Shepherd,  1  am  always  well  received  and  examine  all  the  classn. 
I  also  observe  that  the  teachers  trained  by  these  uuns  are  more  sacoesifd 
as  teachers  than  those  trained  by  the  Sisters  of  the  Congregation.  I  dow" 
quite  know  the  reason,  bnt  I  think  the  latter  adhere  too  strictly  to  theiT^ 
old  system  of  teaching  and  do  not  try  to  keep  up  with  present  improrementfc 
The  progre.ss  in  the  St.Cbarles  Academy  taught  by  the  Siiiters  of  Charity  ha*, 
been  very  remarkable.  Six  of  their  pupils  who  had  been  there  only  fort 
year  or  two  obtained  first  class  model  school  diplomas,while  three  obtained' 
elementary  school  diplomas. 

At  the  convent  of  St.G-ervais,  taught  by  the  Sisters  of  Jesws  Marie,  tin 
results  were  still  more  astonishing,  f^r  twenty  four  pupils  obtained  their 
diplomas  daring  the  year,  four  for  first  class  model  schools  and  twenty 
for  elementary  snhooU.  Eight  others  might  have  obtained  diplomaa  in 
July  if  the  Board  of  Examiners  had  allowed  candidates  to  be  examined  vbs 
were  under  eighteen  years  of  age. 

In  this  convent,  with  which  I  am  thoronghly  ai'qnainted,  all  ths 
branches  of  an  academical  course  are  taught,  besides  music,  sewing  and 
embroidery,  wax  and  hair  work,  cooking,  domestic  economy  and  horticul- 
ture, which  is  uot  a  bad  thing  for  country  girls. 

I  hope  the  above  details  will  salEce  to  show  you  the  state  of  Edna- 
tion  in  my  new  district.

For  some  years  past,  the  school  was   attended  m1] 
by  from  six  to  ten  children.    The  commissioners  accordingly  deten 
to  close  the  school  for  an  indefinite  period  ; 

3.  An  increase  of  206  pupils  ; 
4  The  average  attendance  is  reduced   from  76  to  73  per   cent.    This 

is  chiefly  due  to  the  exceptional  severity  of  last  Winter  and  to  diphtheris» 
several  pupils  having  fallen  victims  to  that  disease.  Only  one  school  wsft 
closed  for  some  time  owing  to  the  illness  of  the  teacher  ; 

There  is  one  master  less  and  five  more  female  teachers.  The  salaries 
of  the  female  teachers  appear  to  have  bceii  lowered  a  little,  while  that  of 
the  male  teachers  has  increased  ; 

6.  There  are  ten  female  teachers  without  diplomas  instead  of  thres 
last  year.  Three  of  these  taught  elementary  schools  ;  two  taught  only 
English  and  music  in  independent  8chools  and  the  remainder  wen 
under- teachers  in  schools  under  control  ; 

7.  Only  one  male  teacher,  who  is  very  well  qualified,  is  uncertifi« 
cated  ;

I  beg  you  to  observe  that  the  statistics  for  1877-78  included  the  Pro- 
testant schools,  of  which  there  were  seven,  in  the  counties  of  Vaudreuil 
and  Soulanges,  As  these  schools  ceased  to  be  under  my  control  five  years 
ago,  they  do  not  figure  in  the  above  statistics  for  1887-88.  Ten  years  ago 
they  were  attended  by  over  two  hundred  pupils. 

I  may  be  permitted  to  conclude  from  the  above  that  the  population 
of  this  district  has  nobly  responded  to  the  zeal  and  energy  which  you 
have  unceasingly  displayed  in  furthering  the  cause  of  Education. 

The  parish  priests  hav^  also  contributed  towards  the  progress  I  have 
just  pointed  out.  Those  amongst  them  who  have  time  to  do  so,  regularly 
visit  the  schools  in  their  parishes,  either  alone  or  in  company  with  the 
commissioners,  at  least  twice  a  year.

Notes  on  the  institutions  qndkr  the  control   of  teachers 

belonqina  to  religious  orders. 

There  are  three  orders  of  male  teachers  and  four  orders  of  nuns  who 
teach  in  this  district. 

The  Reverend  Fathers  of  the  Holy  Cross  have  the  management  of  the 
college  of  St  Laurent,  The  Brothers  of  the  same  order  teach  the  academy 
at  Ste,  G-enevieve.  These  institutions  are  very  flourishing.The  former  gives 
an  elementary,  commercial  and  classical  education.  It  had  430  pupils  last 
ye«ir  It  has  recently  been  considerably  enlarged  and  is  now  an  elegant 
building  of  vast  proportions.  The  pupils  following  the  elementary  course 
have  a  class-room  suitably  furnished,  spacious,  well  lighted   and  healthy. 

In  the  other  institution,  which  is  also  very  ably  conducted,  there  are 
215  pupils, 

The  Clires  de  Sl-Viateur  also  have  two  important  establish- 
ments :  the  Bourget  College  which  occupies  a  very  salubrious  and  pictu- 
resqae  site  at  the  foot  of  Bigaud  Moautaiu,  and  the  boys*  model  school  at 
Vaudreuil.  There  were  237  pupils  at  thii  college  following  the  elementary, 
commercial  and  classical  courses.  The  building  has  quite  recently  been 
greatly  improved.    There  were   104  pupils  at  the  model   school. 


Foar  Christian  Brothers  very  zealously  and  sucressfully  taught  218  pnpils 

bt  the  Roman  Catholic  model  school  at  I^chiue.[^The.total  number  of  papils 

tinder  these  teachers  waa  1,204.  »^ 

The  ntmiber  of  teachers  was  12  and  the  average  per   teacher  17.  ' 

Th"?   Sisters  of  the    Congregation   de  Nolre-Dame  have  two  convent)^ 

onp  at  Poiute  Claire  and  the  other  at  the  Cedars. 

The  former  which  is  aitoated  in  a  charming-  and  very  healthy  spot,  has 
had  112  pupils,  most  of  them  being  boarders.  The  other,  which  ig  also 
V«ry  well  situated,  had  28  pupils. 

The  nans  of  this  order  have  earned  a  well  deserved  reputation  of  being 
5  excellent  teachers. 

The  sisters  of  the  Holy  Cross  have  their  chief.establishmeut  atSt-Lau. 
ren*.  and  their  convent  is  very  flourishing.  It  was  attended  by  250  pnpils- 
The  Sisters  of  8te-Anne  have  398  pupils  at^their  chief  establishment 
at  Lachine. 
)^  They  have  also  convents  in  the  following  parishre  :  Rigaud.lOl  pupils ; 
J  Vandrca'il.  83  pupils ;  St.  Polycarpe,  98  pupils  ;  Ste,  Genevieve,  lll»  pnpCI& 
i  Their  teaching  is  highly  thought  of. 

The  Sisters  of  Providence  hare  at  Cotmn  dit  Lac,  in  addition  to  their 
hospital,  a  sc'hool  iittendtni  by  i^l'  puj>il.s,  who  harej_greatlyjbenefited  ^by 
the  excellent  lewons  they  have  received.

For  how  many  years  luis  Vu  teacher  taught  in  lite  same  school  ? 

My  reply  tu  this  question  is  about  the  same  as  last  year  when  it  was 
as  follows  : 
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My  answers  to  the  other  questions  in  the  bulletins  as  regards  progress, 
discipline,  furniture,  etc.,  are  also  very  much  the  same  as  last  year. 

The  progress  made  during  past  years  in  the  teaching  of  the  varions 
branches,  especially  Reading  and  Writing,  is  very  remarkable. 

There  are  107  lay  teachers,  who  teach  4,355  pupils.  Average  nnmbar 
of  pupils  per  teacher  40. 
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I  conclude  this  report  by  giving  you,  for  last  year,  a  list  of  the  school 
lionses  repaired  or  built  and  another  of  those  which  require  repairs. 

School  No,  1,  St-Lazare,  rebuilt  ;  spacious,  comfortable  and  well  lighted 
class-room  ; 

School  No.  4,  same  municipality,  repaired ; 

School  No.  6,  St.  Laurent,  rebuilt ;  handsome  building,  painted  inside ; 
spacious  and  well-lighted ; 

Model  school,  Pointe  Claire,  repaired ;

School  No.  1,   Ste.   G-enevieve   No.  2,   repaired.  Vaudreuil   Convent, 
rebuilt.

Sir, 

1  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  state  of  Educa- 
tion in  my  district  for  the  scholastic  year  ending  80th  June  1888. 

By  looking  over  the  statistics  and  inspection  bulletins  you  will  see, 
better  than  you  can  by  mv  report,  the  result  obtained  in  each  municipa- 
lity. 

The  grand  statistical  table  for  this  year  shows  that  the  total  number 
of  pupils  was  10,763  being  533  more  than  last  year. 

My  division  now  comprises  37  municipalities,  instead  of  35.  This 
increase  is  due  to  the  new  municipality  of  Rougemont  and  that  of  the 
village  of  St  Dominique. 

These  37  municipalities  comprise  206  institutions,  195  school  houses, 
186  elementary  schools,  13  model  schools,  5  academies  and  2  classical 
colleges. 
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Although  I  did  not  inspect  all  the  independent  inslitntions,  I  wi 
neverthele^B  able  to  obtain,  as  nearly  as  i>o88ible,  the  information  I  reqoi 
red  to  compile  the  statistics  of  these  institutions. 

Oat  of  the  10,773  pupils  forming  the  grand  total : 
7,851  were  in  the  elementary  schools, 
1,267    "  "  model 

1,113    ''  '*  academies 

682    *'  ''  classical  colleges. 

The  average  attendance  was  9,374 

The  total  number  attending  the  schools  under  control  is  greater  b^- 
487  than  last  year.  The  average  attendance  is  also  higher  by  578  than  W* 
year.  * 

The  total  number  of  teachers  is  406. 
3  hold  Normal  school  diplomas, 
191  hold  diplomas  from  Boards  of  Examiners, 
196  who  have  no  diplomas,  belong  to  religious  orders. 
16  female  teachers  lay  are  not  certificated.   Several  of  these  are  onh  -Kly 
assistants,  in  the  model  schools  and  elementary  schools  which  have  *        s 
large  number  of  pupils. 

Nearly  all  the  teachers  zealously  perform  the  duties  of  their  impoaK  ^r* 
tant  office  and  are  more  or  less  successful  in  proportion  to  their  ability. 

The  action  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  in  forbidding  th»  ^^^ 
engagement  of  teachers  without  diplomas  without  the  consent  of  the  So^^^^* 

periutendeiit,  is  worthy  of  comnoLmdatioQ.J 

Mr.  Noe  Gervais  of  Richelieu  has  again  distinguished  himself  by  h\m  •^ 
succesful  teaching.  Several  of  his  pupils  teach  this  year  in  my  district  anc^  ^ 
give  full  satisfaction, 

I  have  frequently  observed  that  when  the  schools  are  well  kept,  th^  -^ 
parents  are  more  willing  to  deprive  themselves  of  the  services  of  thei^  -^^ 
children,  instead  of  keeping  them  away  from  school. 

The  model  schools  taught  by  Messrs.  Alexandre  Dupuis  at  St.  Simoitf^-^^ 
and  Charles  Paradis  at  Ste  Angeie  de  Mounoir,  do  very  good  work. 

All  the  institutions  under  teachers  belonging  to  religious  orders  give? 
full  satisfaction  to  all  who  can  appreciate  the  value  of  a  sound  an  ^ 
Christian  education. 

The  school  board  of  St.  Ilyacinthe  has  purchased  this  year,  a  fine  8ite^!='^=*^ 
adjoining  the    Girouard  Academy  on  which  there  is  a  fine  house  for  th 
masters,  with  a  splendid  garden,  well  fenced  in. 

The  tax-payers,  who  are  greatly  in  favour  of  Education,  were  glad  t 
learn  that  the  commissioners  had  etfected  this  purchase.  ° 

The  clerical  teachers  have  been  so  successful  of  late  years  that  they  hnvt*^ 
gained  the  esteem  of  all  the  residents  of  the  town.  466  pupils  attendee '^ 
iheir  school  last  year  and  561  this  year. 

The  Marist  Brothers  have  elTected  a  happy  change  in  the  boys'  schoo. 

of  the  village  of  St.  Ephrem  d'Upton.  They  are  intelligent  and  able  teachers 

There  is  now  a   very  good   feeling    between   the   parents   and  tk^ 
teachers  and  the  pupils  attend  school  much  more  regularly. 
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Financial  matters  in  general  seem  to  have  been  woU  managed  ;  the 
taxes  haA^e  been  more  regularly  collected  and  the  teachers  better  paid. 
There  are  still  two  municipalities  where  the  arrears  are  rather  heavy,  but 
the  teachers  have  not  suffered. 

To  the  credit  of  the  school  commissioners  of  my  district,  I  must  say 
that,  with  the  exception  of  two  municipatlities,  I  found  every  one  in 
favour  of  Education.  Several  parish  priests  accompanied  me  during  my 
inspections  and  those  who  could  not,  gave  me  their  reasons  for  not  doing  so. 

The  commissioners  of  St.  Denis  No.  2,  whose  conduct  last  Autumn  was 
not  quite  what  it  should  have  been  in  connection  with  the  engagement  of 
the  teacher  for  school  No.  1,  have  at  last  quieted  down  and  have  complied 
with  the  instructions  which  you  gave  them.  I  am  quite  confident  that  the 
same  difficulty  will  not  again  occur  in  this  parish, 

I  examined  the  pupils  of  the  195  schools  under  control,  but  I  was 
unable  to  pay  a  second  visit  to  the  schools  of  the  municipalities  of  St.  Jude, 
St,  Denis,  Ste.  Madeleine  and  St.  Damase.  However,  I  am  in  a  position  to 
state  that  no  difficultv  has  occurred  in  connection  with  these  schools  and 
that  they  have  worked  well. 

If  the  weather  had  been  better  last  Winter,  I  might  have  been  able  to 
make  the  two  inspections  required,  but  as  snow  storms  prevailed  for  several 
weeks,  I  was  frequently  delayed  for  days  while  on  the  way.  These  are  the 
reasons  which  prevented  me  from  inspecting  all  my  schools  twice. 

The  inspection    bulletins   sent    you    during   the   year      relating    to 
each  school,  relieve  me,  I  think  from  the  necessity  of  giving  more  details 
in  this  report.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  schools  of  that  por- 
tion of  my  district  which  I  was  able  to  inspect  during  the  scholastic 
year  1887-88. 

The  report  covers  only  about  one  hundred  schools,  those  of  the  coun- 
ties of  St.  John's  and  Iberville,  with  the  exception  of  four  or  five  dissen- 
tient schools,  w^hich  were  not  open  wh(»n  I  made  my  inspection  ;  however, 
class  has  been  taught  in  all  of  them  during  the  year,  the  dissentient 
Hchool  of  St.  Luc  being  the  only  one  which  remained  closed  throughout. 

I  was  prevented  by  illness  from  inspecting  all  the  schools  ;  in  the 
first  place  by  the  epidemic  disease  which  prevailed  at  St.  John's  during 
the  Autumn  and  Winter  and  afterwards  by  typhoid  fever  with  which  my 
whole  family  and  myself  were  attacked  and  which   confined  me  to  my 
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bed  until  the  end  of  May.    I  hare    already  c^ent   medical  certificatea 
eatablishinfc  theaej  facta  to  the  Department  of  Public  Inatroction  and  I 
now    enclose  anodier.  I  regret  that  I  was    prevented  by  circonstances. 
firom  being  able  to  compare  the  total  number  of  pnpila  in  the  varionK 
branches  with  that  of  last  year  and  also  that  I  am  compelled  to  confine 
my  remarks  to  the  fmost  important  changes  which  have  been  made  ii 
that  portion  of  my  district  which  1  vibited  during  the  past  scholastkac^ 
year. 

The  institutions  of  sui>erior  education  have,  as  formerly »  continued 
do  good  work  and,  as  a  proof  of  the  result,  I  may  mention  that  two  of  them,., 
the  boys'  and  the  girls*  academy  of  the  to^u  of  Iberville,  under  the  mana — 
gement  of  the  Sisters  of  Congregatiou  and  the  Marist  Brothers  resp< 
intended  to  considerably  enlarge  their  buildings  during  the  holidays  ii 
order  to  enable  them  to  provide  room  for  the  many  pupils  for  whi 
admission  they  received  applications  every  day. 

I  am  hapl^y  to  state  that  in  most  of  the  model  and  elementary  schoolw  W]f 
in  the  country  parts,  considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  Writingr' 
Drawing  and  Arithmetic.  This  is  in  a  great  measure  due,  I  consider,  to  th< 
introduction  of  copy-books  with  printed  headings,  of  books  for  dail] 
exercises  and  the  copies  for  the  national  system  of  drawing. 

Until  last  year,  these  copy-books  were  used  only  in  the  to^ 
schools  and  some  other  independent  superior  schools.  In  the  country  parts^ 
as  a  rule,  the  teachers  had  to  struggle  with  all  the  difficulties  raised 
the  introduction  of  these  useful  appliances.  These  difficulties  were  nume — 
rous  and  were  chiefly  due  to  the  opposition  of  the  parents,  who  still  cl 
that  the  teachers  themselves  are  obliged  to  write  out  the  models  and  that^  -^^ 
the  daily  exercise  books  and  drawing  books  are  of  no  use  whatever  ancK^  ^ 
were  only  ordered  out  of  caprice. 

In  order  to  assist  the  teachers  in  overcoming  these  obstacles,  I  consid-— 
ered  it  advisable  to  recommend  them  to  get  beginners  to  use  books 
and  B,  of  the  small  Payson  series,  which  may  serve  as  an  introduction  U 
the  Langlais  series  and  which  are  much  cheaper  than  the  first  numbers^ '^'^ 
of  the  latter  series. 

Moreover,  in  order  to  excite  the  emulation  of  the  pupils  who  are  better:*'  '*'' 
able  to  get  their  parents  to  supply  these  articles  than  the  teachers 
and  in  order  to  induce  them  to  spend  their  pocket-money  in  purchasing" 
them,   I  promised  them  special  prizes  for  all  the  written  subjects  or  worl 
of  each  class.    Thus,  at  my  last  visit,  I  distributed  the  prizes  given 
the  department    as  follows  :  I  gave  two  prizes  in  each  class  attended  bv 
sufficient  number  of  pupils,  one  to  the  pupil  the  most  distinguished  for  hit 
conduct,assiduity,and  application  and  who  had  obtained  the  greatest  num- 
ber of  marks    in  the  examination  passed  before  me  ;  the  other  prize  wat 
given  to  the  pupil  who  showed  me  the  best  series  of  copy-books  witi 
printed  models,  of  daily  exercise  books  and  drawing  books. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that,  to  the  great  Satisfaction  of  the  teachers,  thii 
plan  succeeded  beyond  all  our  expectations  and   that,  in  the  majority  o: 
these  schools,  I  found  many  pupils,  whose  work  showed  great  improve^ 
ment  while  it  also  proved  that  the  teachers  had  taken  special  pains        ^ 
ire. 
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Another  source  of  satisfactiou  lies  in  the  marked  improvement  in  the 
rebuilding  and  repairing  of  the  school  houses.  I  deem  it  my  duty  to 
mention  the  places  whiTe  this  has  been  done. 

In  the  county  of  Iberville,  the  municipality  of  St.  Sebastien  built, 
during  the  holidays  of  188t,  for  the  village  district,  a  very  pretty,  spacious 
and  well  ventilated  two  story  house,  on  an  elevated  spot  which  was  care- 
fully levelled  and  planted  with  shade  trees.  The  municipality  of  St.  Gre- 
gory the  Great,  during  the  same  holidays,  rebuilt  two  of  its  school  houses 
and  is  now  engaged  in  repairing  or  rebuilding  three  others. 

In  the  parish  of  Ste  Brigitte,  two  new  school  houses  have  just  been 
finished  ;  in  St.  Alexandre  a  school  house  has  also  been  repaired. 

In  the  county  of  St.  John's,  the  parish  of  St.  John's  has  repaired  a 
Kchool  house  and  is  about  to  build  a  new  one. 

All  these  schools  I  may  say,  to  the  credit  of  all '  who  are  interested, 
have  been  built  as  much  as  possible,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  the  school  regulations, 

I  am  however  sorry  to  say  that  the  same  improvement  has  not  been 
made  in  the  furniture,  which  is  pretty  much  what  it  was  thirty  years  ago : 
long  desks  with  places  for  eight  or  ten,  with  forms  of  the  same  length  and 
with  no  back-rests,  on  which  the  pupils  sit  without  their  feet  being  able 
to  reach  the  floor  and  whose  only  support  consists  in  the  walls.  Neverthe- 
less, I  think  this  lack  of  improvement  in  the  school  furniture  is  not  due 
to  unwillingness  on  the  part  of  the  school  authorities,  but  rather  to  the 
fact  that  the  geat  advantage  of  having  comfortable  furniture  is  not  proper- 
ly understood.  I  have  now  every  reason  to  hope  that  clause  107  and  the 
following  clauses  of  tho,  school  regulations  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Com- 
mittee will  have  the  effect  of  securing  the  desired  improvements.

"The  grand  statistical  table  which  I  have  prepared  for  the  scholastic 
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year  188Y-88  shows  that  there  are  one  hundred  and  forty  three  educational 
institutions  in  my  district,  divided  as  follows  : 

Elementary  schools  125 
Model  schools  14 

Academies  3 

College  1 

Of  the  above,  one  hundred  snd  twenty  fire  elementary  schools  and 
four  model  schools  are  under  control  :  ten  model  schols,  three  academies 
and  a  college  are  independent.  Amongst  the  independent  institutious, 
twelve  are  subsidized  ;  the  convents  of  St.  Thomas  and  St.  Norbert  are  not. 
All  these  independent  institutions  are  Roman  Catholic  and  are  taught  by 
priests,  by  the  Brothers  of  St  Viateur  or  by  nuns  belonging  to  the  various 
orders  whose  chief  establishments  are  in  the  diocese  of  Montreal. 

Last  year,  there  were  only  three  Protestant  schools  in  operation  ;  the 
school  at  St  Felix  de  Vaiois  could  not  be  kept  up  owing  to  there  not 
being  enough  pupils. 

The  teachers  are  classified'as  follows.

The  average  salary  of  the  lay  teachers  was   $120,00    per   annum  and 
that  of  the  clerical  teachers  was  $110,00.  My  statistics  show  that  during, 
the  year  1887-88,  7,407  pupils  attended  the  143  schools  above    mentioned 
the  average  attendance  being  5,020. 

The  sexes  are  about  equally  divided  in  numbers  viz  :  3,708  boys  and 
8,699  girls.  There  are  7,347  Roman  Catholic  and  60  Protestant  pupils. 

My  district  comprises   twenty-five   school  municipalities  included  ia^ 
twenty  parishes,  twelve  in  the  county  of  Joliette  and  eight  in  the  county  o£* 
Berthier. 

The  census  of  1881  gave  the  popuLition  of  these  twenty   parishes  ai^ 
being  38,000.  This  population  has  hardly  increased  owing  to  the  emigration 
of  a  great  many  people  to  the  United  States  and  to  the  large  centres.   If 
we  take  these  figures  as  a  basis,  we   find   that   the   number   of  chilJrea 
attending  school  represents  nearly  one   fifth,  or  twenty  per   cent  of  the 
whole  population.     This  proportion  is  rather   high   and   shows  that  the 
people  in  these  country  parts  are    far    from   being   inditlerent  and,  on  the 
contrary,  are  zealous  and  in  favour  of  Eduoatiou.     Everywhere  there  is  » 
desire  to  have  a  school  easy  of  access.  All  the  fathers  and  mothers  want  their 
children  to  read  and  write  and  to  be   able   to   learn   their  Catechism,  the 
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fundamental  principles  of  Eeligion,  Arithmetic,  &c.  The  rudiments  of 
Science  are  taught  everywhere  and  superior  education  is  likewise  in  great 
favour.  This  is  shown  by  the  fact  of  our  having  fourteen  independent 
institutions,  some  of  which  leach  the  higher  branches.  These  institutions 
are  attended  by  1,31(^  pupils,  being  about  one  fifth  of  the  whole. 

There  are  tw:o  convents,  one  at  St.Thomas  and  another  at  St.  Norbert, 
taught  by  nuns   who  are  very  zealous  in  the  peiformance  of  their  duties. 

Those  two  institutions  do  not  receive   any   grant    but   I   hoi)e   they  will 

next  year. 

Most  of  the  teacjhers  in  the  schools  under  (control  are  well  qualified.   I 

'Was  however  obliged  to  insist  upon  the  dismissal  of  some  female  teachers, 

whose  usefulness  was  very  doubtful. 

The  secretary-treasurers  of  St,  Gabriel  de  Brandon  and  St.  Come  w^ere 

romiss  in  their  duties,  but  I  was  pleased   to  learn  that  the  municipalities 

^^irhich  employed  them  had  been  repaid  all  the  money    collected    by  them 

M-uJ  that  the  teachers  were  as  well  paid  there  as  everywhere  else.

Schoohhames, — There  are  IG4  school  houses,  14*7  of  w^hich  belong  to 
the  school  corporation,  14  are  rented  and  3  belong  to  religious  commu- 
aities. 

Institutions. — There  w^ere  169  in  operation  :  3  independent  superior 
Schools,  11  superior  schools  under  control  and  155  elementary  schools 
auder  control. 

leaching  staff — This  consists  of  205  persons  :  11  clerical  and  21  lay 
male  lay  teachers  ;  32  nuns,  141  female  lay  teachers,  4  male  and  25  female 
lay  teachers  are  without  diplomas  ;  this  number  is  nearly  always  the 
same.

It  should  be  the  same  with  the  teacher  who  should  make  a  aelec-^^^ 

tion  from  amongst  the  different  branches  he  has  to  teach,  having  rwar^^^ 

to  quality  in  the  first  place  and  afterwards  to  quantity.    The  same  lin^^^ 

of  argument  should  lead  us  to  teach      Geography    much  aooner  thaitJ^* 

is  usually  done  and  to  postpone  the  teaching  of  Grammar  and  other  aimi 

lar  abstract  subjects. 

The  fourth  French  Reader  contains  a  good  many  pages  on  A^rioalta ' 

ture  ;  would  it  not  be  advisable  to  increase  and  complete  them,  still  leav-^^- 

ing  the  book  its  title  of  "  Fourth  Reader  ".    The  principles  of  Agricol 

lure  might  thus  be  taught  to  a  much  greater  number  of  pupils. 

The  parent, who  as  a  rule. will  only  buy  the  most  indispensable  books — v 
are  very  glad  to  see  their  children  improve  in  Reading  and   pass  from  th^^ 
' ''o  the  fourth  1^3ader  aud.  iu  such  cases,  they  cheerfally  inicorthi^      i 
7  expense.  ' 


In  this  counection,  I  should  obsorve  that  it  is  not  always  rij^ht  to 
throw  the  bhime  upon  the  parents  who  neglect  to  supply  their  children 
with  certain  books  and  other  artirles  which  would  be  useful  to  them  at 
school.  Ill  fact  if  you  consider  :  Ist.  That  a  pupil  in  an  elementary  school 
requires  a  Catechism,  a  French  Reader  and  sometimes  an  English  one,  a 
Grrammar,  a  Sucred  History,  a  History  ol*  Canada,  a  Geography,  an  Arith- 
metic, sometimes  a  Psalm  book,  a  slate  and  p-^ncils,  an  exercise  book,  a 
drawing  book,  an  inkstand,  pens.  &c.  ;  2ud.  That  the  children  often  lose 
or  destroy  them  ;  3rd.  That  some  lathers  have  four  or  five  children  at 
school.  It',  I  say,  you  consider  all  this,  you  must  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  it  is  necessary,  if  not  to  diminish  the  number  of  subjects  to  be  taught, 
at  least,  from  motives  of  economy,  to  endeavour  to  reduce  the  number  of 
books,  by  having  in  one  volume  the  various  subjects  which  are  at  all 
analogous  to  eacn  other.  Thus,  the  treatise  on  Agriculture  might  be  inserted 
in  a  Realer  ;  Sacred  History  might  go  with  the  History  of  Canada  :  the 
Arithmetic  might  contain  a  suihcient  number  of  lessons  on  Book-keeping 
and  Drawing  to  suffice  lor  the  requirements  of  elementary  schools. 

The  relations  between  the  commissioners  and  teachers  have  assumed 
another  phase.  I  have  not  heard  of  any  law  suit  during  the  last  two  or  three 
years ;  they  were  very  common  formerly, 

Since,in  filling  up  our  bulletins  we  have  to  reply  to  the  question 
*'  Do  the  comfHissioners  {or  trustees)  visit  the  schools  ?  "  and  I  have  consequently 
to  ask  this  question  before  the  commissoners  themselves,  those  gentlemen 
perform  their  duty  more  regularly.  In  the  city  of  Hull  and  the  villages, 
they  generally  pay  their  visits  at  the  prescribed  intervals  and  look  after 
their  schools  properly.  But  in  the  country  parts  and  especially  in  the  county 
of  Pontiac,  things  are  very  different.  There  are  some  schools  which  do  not 
recollect  having  been  honored  by  the  presence  of  a  commissioner  for 
several  years.  It  is  true  that  the  country  school  commissioner  is  not,  as 
a  rule,  qualified  to  examine  the  children  and  judge  of  their  degree  of 
instruction  ;  but  it  is  equally  true  that  it  is  in  his  power  to  render  services 
of  another  kind  to  his  school.  He  knows  that  his  own  house  requires 
looking  after  and  he  might  think  that  the  school  requires  it  also.  He 
should  see  whether  it  is  sufficiently  provided  with  fuel  ;  whether  the 
wood  is  sound  and  dry  ;  whether  there  are  openings  in  the  wall,  around 
the  doors  and  windows  or  in  the  ceiling,  which  allow  of  dangerous 
draughts  ;  whether  a  journal,  a  bla<^k-board,  chalk  or  maps  are  needed  ; 
whether  the  fire  is  lighted  at  the  proper  hour  ;  whether  the  school  hours 
are  well  employed  ;  whether  there  are  many  absences  and  to  what 
cause  they  are  due.  The  above  questions  and  many  others  might  be  put 
to  some   commissioners  and  they  would  be  unable  to  reply. 

If  there  are  are  commissioners  who,  contrary  to  law,  neglect  to  visit 
their  schools,  the  latter,  on  the  other  hand,  are  often  visited  by  persons 
who  are  not  obliged  to  do  so  and  who  make  these  visits  out  of  pure  devo- 
tedness.  You  know  of  whom  I  speak.  I  mean  the  members  of  the  clergy. 
The  parish  priests,  of  whom  there  are  about  30  in  the  district,  visit  nearly 
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all  the  schools  in  their  parishes  ;  they  examine  the  children  and  encour- 
age them  by  giving  them  prizes  ;  some  contribute  largely  out  of  their 
own  means  to  the  support  of  the  schools. 

Diplomas. — It  seems  rather  unnecessary  to  call  your  attention  again 
to  the  well  known  fact,  so  deplorable  and  so  regretted  hj  all  except  those 
who  are  pentonally  interested,  that  some  boards  of  examiners  continue  to 
give  diplomas  to  persons  who  do  not  deserve  them. 

^  The  consequences  of  this  are  sometimes  serious.  Last  Winter  in  a  school 
which  was  half  French  and  half  English  I  met  a  teacher  who,  although 
she  held  a  certificate  for  both  languages,  told  me  she  could  not  speak 
French.  One  of  the  rate-payers  complained  to  me  that  his  child  could  not 
make  his  First  Communion  because  the  teacher  was  unable  to  teach  him  his 
Catechism  in  French.  The  commissioner  who  was  present  told  me  that  he 
knew  nothing  of  the  teachers*  ability  before  engaging  her  but  had  relied 
upon  her  certificate.  He  had  done  well,  bat  who  had  done  wrong  ?  This 
teacher  who,  at  the  end  of  October,  had  replaced  one  who  did  not  know 
English  well  enough,  was  herself  replaced  hj  another  before  the  end 
of  the  year.  Thus,  there  were  three  changes  in  this  school  in  the  space  often 
months.  Teaching  in  both  languages  is  required  in  nearly  one  half  of  the 
schools  of  my  district,  but  masters  are  wanting  and  although  my  district 
receives  each  year  firom  the  Province  of  Ontario  at  least  one  fitch  of  its 
contingent  of  teachers  of  both  sexes,  the  commissioners  are  sometimes 
obliged  to  engage  persons  whom  they  know  to  be  but  little  qualified  to 
teach.  However  these  drawbacks  disappear  as  colonization  progresaea  and 
as  the  population  becomes  more  dense  and  more  homogenous. 

Accounts, — The  ofHcial  system  of  keeping  accounts  is  adopted  nearly 
everywhere.  The  accounts  are  generally  examined  and  approved  by  the 
commissioners.  However,  there  are  some  municipalities  which  allow 
arrears  to  accumulate  and  others  whose  accounts  are  very  carelessly  kept. 

On  the  whole,  it  would  be  -fortunate  if  the  schools  had  made  as  much 
proess  from  the  point  of  view  of  professional  knowledge  as  it  has  in 
financial  matters. 

Nevertheless,  it  is  beyond  a  doubt  that  the  people  appreciate  Educa- 
tion more  and  more,  that  the  teachers  are  treated  with  more  consideration, 
that  the  school  houses  and  furniture  are  improving,  that  the  number  of 
schools  is  increasing,  that  the  children  are  blotter  provided  with  school 
necessaries  and  are  more  regular  in  their  attendance.  But  all  this  is  not 
enough  and  does  not  yet  justify  us  in  saying  that  our  elementary  schools 
are  good,  that  they  turn  out  well  educated  pupils,  and  that  every  child 
between  seven  and  fourteen  who  attends  these  sch  jo^s,  has  nine  chances 
out  often  of  acquiring  that  knowledge  which  he  can  naturally  be  expect- 
ed to  ac^quire  in  a  well  organized  school. 

lln fortunately  we  are  not  yet  in  a  position  to  say  this  generally  and 
still  such  is  the  end  we  must  have  in  view  and  the  more  competent 
our  teachers  the  better  will  we  succeed.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  subiuit  my  report  for  the  scholastic  year  188T-88. 

My  grand  statistical  table,  which  I  have  filled  up  with  all  the  care 
and  attention  within  ray  power,  shows  a  slight  decrease  in  the  general 
iittendance.  This  decrease  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  the  convent  of 
2St.  Aniijet,  which  was  attended  by  sixty  pupils,  was  closed  last  year  and 
very  few  of  these  pupils  are  in  the  other  schools  which  I  inspect.  More- 
over, the  dissentient  school  at  Ste  Martine  is  now  included  in  the  new 
parish  of  Le  Tres  Sdiut  Sarremenl  and  has  passed  under  th§  control  of 
Mr.  McCrregor.  IJut  for  these  changes  I  would  have  had  this  year  a  very 
satisfactory  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils. 

There  has  also  been  a  great  improvement  in  the  average  attendance 
snd  the  number  of  schools  in  which  all  the  subjects  of  the  course  of 
study  are  not  taught,  has  happily  decreased. 

All  the  male  lay  teachers  in  this  district  hold  model  school  orelemen- 
"tary  diplomas  and  perform  their  duties  with  great  zeal  and  ability  ; 
"their  salaries  have  but  slightly  increased  and  are  far  from  commensurate 
"with  the  nobles  duties  they  perform  in  the  arduous  task  of  teaching. 

As  to  the  female  lay  teachers,  I  must  say  that  they  also  perform  their 
duties  well  ;  some  of  them,  however,  do  not  know  how  to  teach  and 
others,  but  few  in  number,  have  not  the  necessary  ability.  Amongst  the 
latter,  some  have  diploma  ,  and  some  have  not.  Teachers  without  diplomas 
eshould  no  longer  be  tolerated  in  my  district  except  perhaps  in  a  couple  of 
poor  municipalities  where,  if  the  law  was  strictly  enforced,  the  commis- 
sioners or  trustees  might  be  compelled  to  close  their  schools. 

I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  inform  you  that  wherever  it  has  become 
necessary  to  rebuild  or  repair  the  school-houses,  the  school  authorities 
give  them  a  neater  appv?arance,  more  suitable  dimensions  and  better 
proportions  than  in  the  past.  The  new  school-houses  are  more  comfort- 
:Bble  than  the  others  and  are  more  healthy  for  the  teacher  and  pupils. 

This  shows  the  advantage  of  the  section  of  the  school  law  which 
forbids  the  commissioners  to  build  school-houses  otherwise  than  upon 
plans  supplied  or  approved  by  the  Superintendent. 

In  connection  with  the  school  sites,  I  think  there  is  an  omission  in 
the  school  law,  because  it  does  not  specify  the  extent  of  ground  which 
"the  commissioners  or  trustees  have  the  right  to  expropriate.  This  extent 
should  never  be  less  than  a  quarter  nor  more  than  half  an  arpent  accord- 
ing to  the  area  of  the  lot,  from  which  a  portion  is  to  be  taken.  There  are 
also  places  where  the  grounds  in  front,  alongside  or  in  rear  of  the  school 
houses  are  very  small  and  the  privies  are  so  close  to  the  schools  that  ihey 
endanger  the  health  of  the  teacher  and  pupils. 


I  know  of  other  school-houses  which  have  only  the  {rroaiiil  on  which 
ey  are  built  and  I  believe  that  th«>  law  dons  not  give  the  (commissioners 
■  tnwtees  a  rijfht  to  coinpel  the  adjoiiiiuff  proprietors  to  give_np  a  poriiou 
jf  their  grounds.  ' 

It  is  therefore  nrgently  nei:essary  to  amend   the  law,    so   ai    to   giva 
p.  commissioners  the  right  to  expropriate,  not  only  when    a  new  build- 
has  to  be  erected,  bm  also  to  enlarge  groiiads  which  aru  loo  smalt. 
BeforH  I  conclnde,  I  wonld  like  to  ask  the  Depai"tmiMit  of  Tablie.  In^ 
ction  to  have  a  grand  (able  printed,  to    be   posted    np   in    th>»   school— 
ms,  defining  in  a  precise  manner,  the  dniiea  of  the  temher  with  ref*-^ 
—ce  to  the  school-house,  especially    the  class-room    and  its  fi)riiit(tr«,  n-m 
ell  as  his  or  her  duties  towards  the  pupilti  and  their  p-.irents  and  the  datiaa 
the  children  towards  their  teachers. 

This  table  should  aUo  contain  the  approved  course  of  stndy  and 
ne-table  for  erery  day  in  the  week.  With  such  a  table  conalanrly  i  _i 
V,  the  teacher  wonld  know  the  order  to  be  followed  in  the  performam 
.-ii*  or  her  duties  and  could  no  longer  pretend  ignorance  when  tl 
pector,  during  his  inspection,  observes  that  some  subjects  have  m 
en  taafjht.

'  I  hare  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual   report  and  statistical  tabl^^ "" 

for  the  scholastic  year  recently  closed. 

The  important  changes  made  in  the  limits  of  my  district  of  inspeCi^r^" 
tion  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  have  naturally  affected  very  materially  'j 
the  nature  and  extent  of  my  work  during  the  year  and  have  cansec^*'^ 
marked  changes  in  my  statistical  table,  as  compared  with  former  ones  ■^^' 

The  reduction  in  the  number  of  schools  under  my  supervision  whicL-^ 
was  before  ex<-e8sively  large.aObrded  a  considerable  relief,  though  the  reduc-  ^^" 
tion  in  territorial  limits  was  not  in  the  same  proportion,  and  as  aoorsiderabl^^'  * 
portion  of  the  field  was  new  to  me,  I  could  not  take  it  up  with  the  readi — — '~ 
ne-6  of  known  gronnd.  Through  the  kindness  of  Inspector  McLoughlin^  ^' 
who  rendered   me  valnable  assistance  in  my   first  tour  through  Shefford^^^^^ 
c/mnty.  by  ipeuding  a  w«ek  with  me  in  risiting,  I  found  much  leas  tron — •  '-^' 
ble  than  j  had  anlitapated,  in  learning  the  location  of  the  Bchools  of  that^^? 
county.   In  the  n"w  portion  of  Drummond  county  the  few  schools  clasaed^^ 
as  I'rotestant,  are  very  much  scattered,  requiring  a  large  amount  of  travel  to^^"^ 
reach   them.     The  severity  of  the  Winter,  and  the  frequency  of  storms- — ■ 
prevented  me  from  doing  as  much  in  that  section  as  I  wished,  bat  I  hav^^ 
Tail '  "  "    improved  the  open  weather  while  the  schools  were  in  operatioiL  ■»      j 
ed  most  sections  twice  during  the  year. 
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As  a  brief  abstract  of  my  statistical  table  I  may  state  that  I  have 
reported  44  municipalities  in  part,  containing  about  1Y8  school  districts 
with  ir»8  schools  in  operation  **  under  control,"  168  being  classed  as 
elementary,  6  as  model  schoo's,  and  4  as  academies.  I  have  also  reported 
7  schools  not  under  control,  making  a  total  of  1^5.  In  the  elementary 
schools  under  control.  I  have  re[)orted  8646  pupils,  in  the  model  schools 
502,'and^in  the  academies,  438,  in  schools  not  under  control  331,  giving 
a  total  of  4,817,  wiih  an  average  attendance  of  8,533.  It  should  also  be 
borne  in  mind  that  several  of  the  elementary  schools,  most  of  the  model 
schools  and  all  the  academies  have  two  or  more  departments,  so  that, 
counting  departments  there  are  in  schools  under  control,  189,  and  in  all 
about  200.  There  has  been  but  very  little  changing  of  teachers  during  the 
year  :  much  lessjn  proportion,than  in  my  district  as  preriously  constituted, 
the  whole  number  of  teachers  reported  being  only  212.  or  in  schools 
Tinder  control  198,  9  males  and  189  females.  I  am  sorry  to  have  to  still 
Teport  a  low  average  of  salaries  which  I  make  to  be  about  $166. 

Four  small  dissentient  municipalities  have  not  had  school  properly 
coming  within  the  scholastic  year.  There  is  still  a  good  deal  of  diversity  of 
practice  in  regard  to  the  arrangement  of  the  school  year.  Other  requiremenis 
are  fairly  well  observed,  and  the  teachers  are  in  most  instances,  engaged 
by  the  year,  but  in  the  elementary  schools  particularly,  the  salaries  are  de- 
cidedly too  low,  to  secure  and  to  retain,  if  secured,the  serrices  of  really  good 
teachers.  The  table  shows  21  teachers  in  schools  under  control  (more  than 
one  tenth)  without  diplomas,  a  part  of  these  had  held  second  class  diplo- 
:mas  under  the  old  regulations,  which  had  expired,  22  teachers  held  diplo- 
mas from  McGill  Normal  school,  but  these  were  employed  mostly  in  the 
model  schools  and  academies.  Something  has  been  done  in  the  renewal  or 
repair  of  school  houses  and  more  is  needed, 

I  have  endeavored  to  give  full  particulars  of  the  schools  and  municipa- 
lities in  the  bulletins  of  inspection  ;  and  it  hardly  seems  necessary,  there- 
fore, to  refer  particularly  to  each  one  in  this  report.  I  will  give  the 
classification  of  the  municipalities,  as  I  have  made  it  upon  notes  taken 
at  my  visits,  based  as  required,  upon  the  following  particulars  : 

1.  The  length  and  arrangement  of  the  school  year  ; 

2.  The  condition  of  school-houses  and  grounds  ; 

3.  The  supply  of  apparatus,  blackboards,  maps,  etc  ; 

4.  The  use  of  the  course  of  study  ; 

5.  The  use  of  a  uniform  series  of  authorized  text-books  ; 

6.  The  salaries  of  teachers  and  method  of  payment  ; 

'  As  I  have  taken  notes  on  the  same  scale  as  heretofore,  I  have  to 
adopt  the  same  in  my  list,  reporting  those  which  rank  from  1  to  2  as 
excellent,  those  from  2  to  3  as  good  ;  from  3  to  4  as  middling  ;  4  to  6  as 
bad  or  very  bad.  Hereafter  I  will  conform  to  the  proposed  decimal  scale. 
A  few  small  municipalities  which  had  no  school,  are  omitted  from  the 
list. 

The  four  municipalities  not  included  in  the  above  list,  (not  having 
had  schools,)  are  Kingsey,  diss,  St.  G-ermain,  diss,  Wickham  E,  diss,  and 
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Wickham  N.  diss.    Near  the  close  of  the  year,  the  remaining  Protestan 
of  North-Ely  have  joined  the  dissentients  ;  so  that  North  Ely  will  drop 
out  of  my  list,  next  year,  only  North  Ely  diss,  remaining. 

The  teachers'  institute  held  at  Lennoxville  in  the  early  part  of  th 
present  month,  though  not  as  largely  attended  as  last  year,  was  greatl 
successful,  both  as  regards  numbers  and  interest ;  and  I  hope  for  mo 
success  than  last  year  in  the  examination  upon  the  work  done.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  public  schooLK^=>b 
in  my  district  for  the  scholastic  year  1887-88. 

There  were  154  institutions  of  all  kinds  this  year,  being  5  more  thaE^-^n 
last  year.  Of  the  above  154,  there  were  136  elementary  schools  under^Ei^^r 
control  and  one  independent  institution  non-subsidized  ;  14  model* ^e^^l 
schools,  thirteen  under  control  and  one  independent  school,  subsidi»Hl :  -i^^^ 
S  academies,  one  under  control  and  two  independent  academies  BuhBiS^^' 
dized. 

The  13*7  elementary  schools  are  all  mixe<l  (  boys'  and  girls'  schools  '  ^  ' 
and  are  taught  by  female  lay  teachers  with  the  exception  of  on^^  -^^^ 
which  is  taught  by  a  nun.  Of  the  14  model  schools,  eight  are  mixed,  twc^  ""^^ 
are  girls'  and  four  are  boys'  schools. 

Seven  mixed  model  schools  are  taught  by  female  lay  teachers  an£^  •^ 
one  is  taught  by  a  layman.  One  of  the  two  girls'  model  schools  is  taught^  -^^ 
by  nuns  and  one  by  a  female  lay  teacher. 

Of  the  four  boys'  model  schools,  one  is  taught  by  nuns,  one  by  a^^  ^ 
layman  and  the  two  others  by  female  teachers. 

The  three  academies  are  taught  by  nuns.  The  teai^hing  staffconsists^^  -^ 
of  159  female  lay  teachers,  143  of  whom  have  diplomas  ;  of  23  nuns^^  ^ 
belonging  to  various  orders ;  of  5  male  teachers.  2  lay  and  3  clerical  teach-^  ^' 
ers,  making  a  total  of  187  viz  ;  182  female  and  5  male  teachers. 

Nine  teachers,  of  both  sexes,  hold  diplomas  from  Laval  Normal  school^  ** 
and  all  the  others  have  diplomas  from  the  T>oards  of  Examiners. 

During  the  scholastic  year   ending   30th  June  last,   the   elementary 
schools  were  attended  by  5,909  pnpils,  the  model    schools   by    1,003  and 
academies  by  356,  total  7,268  ;  3,540  boys  and  3,728   girls.     The   averag^^^ 
attendance  was    4,841   or  66  to  67  per  cent,  which  is   a  slight   improve- 
ment on  last  year. 

The  three  academies  and  the  model   school  taught  by  the  nuns  hav^^ 
done  the  same  good  work  as  in  the  past,  and  give  an  excellent  moral  an^ 
religious  education  to  the  young  girls  who  attend  them. 
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There  is  another  superior  school  which  was  opened  only  last  Septem- 
ber ;  that  is,  the  commercial  academy  of  Ste.  Auue  de  la  Perade  under 
the  Brothers  of  the  Sacr^-Ccenr.  The  school  commissioners  of  that  vil- 
lage have  at  last  decided  to  erect  a  fine  two  story  brick  building  sixty  feet 
by  forty. 

Those  who  take  an  interest  in  Education,  under  the  Reverend  Canon 
Bochet,the  parish  priest,  have  at  last  found  means  to  overcome  the  obstacles 
to  the  success  of  the  undertaking.  The  Brothers  of  the  Sacr6  Occur,  who 
had  left  the  village  of  St.  Anne  three  years  before,  because  no  suitable 
house  could  be  ^iven  them,  were  requested  to  return  and  take  charge  of 
tne  boys*  model  school.  They  cheerfully  did  so,  as  they  now  have  comfort- 
able lodgings  and  large  class-rooms.  I  have  no  doubt  that,  before  long, 
this  institution  will  be  quite  deserving  of  the  name  of  commercial  acnde- 
my.  As  it  is  at  present  only  beginning,  I  have  entered  it  in  my  statisti- 
cal table  as  a  model  school. 

The  other  thirteen  model  schools  in  my  district  are  also  doing  good 
work.  The  teachers  are  willing  and  energetic  and  areas  successful  as  they 
can  be  under  the  circumstances.  The  most  important  of  these  model  schools, 
apart  from  that  taught  by  the  Sisters  of  the  Assumption  at  St.  Maurice 
are  those  of  Mr  Camille  Dostaler  inthe  village  of  Champlain,  of  Miss  Rose 
de  Lima  Descormiers  at  Ste.  Genevieve  deBatiscan,  of  Mr  Etienne  Dostaler 
at  St.  Narcisse  and  of  Miss  Eugenie  Lacroix  at  St  Stanislas. 

Of  the  187  elementary  schools  18  are  excellent,  28  are  good,  83  are 
middling  and  8  are  inferior. 

Amoni^st  the  best,  I  especially  noticed  that  of  Miss  Marie  G-odin  in  the 
village  of  St-Casimir.  It  is,  in  fact,  as  good  as  an  ordinary  model  school 
and  if  it  were  not  for  the  fact  that  the  commissioners  of  the  municipality 
refuse  to  recognize  it  as  a  model  school,  it  might  have  a  shar6  of  the 
special  grant. 

Last  year  seven  school  houses  were  built  and  some  were  extensively 
repaired.  Five  of  the  former  seemed  to  me  to  be  in  accordance  with  the 
regulations  relating  to  the  building  of  school  houses.  The  two  others  are 
built  in  very  poor  localities  and  are  far  from  being  in  accordance  with  the 
regulations. 

As  may  be  seen  on  reference  to  my  statistics  for  the  last  years,  the  work 
done,  although  not  inappreciable  by  any  means,  would  still  be  much 
greater  were  it  not  for  the  drawbacks  which  my  colleagues  and  myself 
have  frequently  pointed  out  in  our  annual  reports  and  which  it  is  unneces- 
sary for  me  to  repeat,  I  hope  however  that  before  long  our  provincial 
legislature  will  find  means  to  improve  the  social  condition  of  our  public 
school  teachers  and  this  hope  is  shared  by  all  who  take  an  interest  in 
Edu<*ation. 

I  must  not  conclude  this  report  without  cordially  thanking  the  parish 
priests  and  all  the  other  persons  who  were  kind  enough  to  advise  and 
assist  me  in  the  p(»rformance  of  the  ordinary  duties  of  my  oifice.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1887-88. 

With  the  exception  of  the  four  Bchools  in  Tingwick  which  were 
open  whon  I  visited  that  place,  I  made  one  inspection  of  all  the  achooi 
.  in  my  district  and  visited  those  of  West  Wickham,  Drummondville  an< 
St*Gyrille  de  Wendover,  twice.    It  is  impossible  to  inspect  all  the  ichoo^ 
twice,  owing  to  the  extent  of  my  district. 

The  number  of  institutions  of  all  kinds  is  lt9,  divided  as  follows  :   ' 

Elementary  schools  under  control 164 

Model  schools 8 

Independent  model  schools,  subsidized 4 

Independent  academies,  subsidized 2 

Independent  elementary  schools,  non-subsidized 1 

179 

The  independent  subsidized  model  schools  and  academies  are  tangh 
by  clerical  teachers  and  nuns.    They  are  doing  good  work,  thanks  to  th 
excellent  education  given  in  them  and  which  is  becoming  more  and  mo 
practical. 

Several  pupils  who  were  trained  in  the   commercial  academy  of  Sfc^^  f" 

Christophe  have  obtained  good  situatious  ;    they  are  remarkable  for  thei  ^^r^ir 
good  conduct  and  knowledge  of  business  matters.    They  are  a  credit 
the  school  which  taught  them  and  that   is  the   greatest   praise  which 
be  awarded. 

There  are  eight  model  schuols  under  control,  three  of  which  are  tauch*  .^cit 
by  clerical,  teachers  belonging  to  Tarious  orders  and  five  are  under  la^^ -7 
teachers,   one  of  whom  has  not  been  very  successful. 

Of  the  165  elementary  schools  attended  by  6,688  pupils.   98  are  g^d 
62  are  middling  and  5  are  bad.     The   model   schools   under  control  weic^   "^ 
attended  by  356  pupils,  while  the  two  academies  and  independent  model]  ^ 
schools  were  attended  by  554.     The  total  is  6,590  with  an  average  attend—  -" 
ance  of  4.999. 

With  very  few  exceptions,  the  most  saccessful  teachers  are  those 
have  taught  for  some  years  consecutively   in   the  same  district.     Most  o 
them  are  zealoas  and  always  follow  the  advice  of  the  parish  priest  and  o 
the  inspector.    Amongst  the  fifty  or  sixty  teachers   who   every  year  mor 
from  one  parish  or  district  to  another,  there  are  some   who   have  the  ne 
cessary  capacity  and  ability,  but  too  many  of  them,  unfortunately,  are  no 
sufficiently  educated,  although,  in  many   instances,  they   hold  diplom 
for  elementary  or  even  for  model  schools. 

Diplomas   are,   beyond  a  doubt,  too  easily   obtained   and   this   is 
protection  for  good   teachers   who  strive  zealously  and  bravely  to  give  0 
good  education  to  the    children   confided   to   their  care.     It  is  above  al? 
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necessary  to  have  a  good  teacher  to  impart  the  first  ideas  of  education, 
both  religious  and  profane,  to  young  children,  for  the  strength  of  an 
edifice   depends  upon  that  of  its  foandations. 

With  the  exception  of  Drawing,  there  has  been  a  slight  increase  in 
the  number  ot  pupils  learning  the  various  branches  of  the  course  of 
study  and  I  have  much  satisfaction  in  stating  that  the  children  understand 
better  than  they  did  formerly.  Sacred  History  and  the  History  of  Canada, 
for  instance,  are  no  longer  taught  by  rote  ;  facts  are  connected  together, 
remarkable  events  which  have  occurred  between  two  periods  and  under 
such  and  such  an  administration,  are  summarized  and  the  pupil  is  thereby 
enabled  to  derive  some  benefit  from  what  he  learns  at  school. 

Writing  has  during  past  years  been  the  object  of  special  attention  on 
the  part  of  the  teachers.  The  pupils  are  nearly  all  provided  with  the  Lan- 
glais  series  of  copy-books  with  printed  models,  and  the  teacher,  instead  of 
spending  her  time  in  preparing  a  model  which  is  frequently  a  defective 
one,  can  devote  that  time  to  superintending  the  pupils  at  their  work  and 
reminding  them  of  the  principles,  without  the  knowledge  of  which  they 
can  never  have  a  good  hand.  The  study  of  Drawing  which  in  the  element- 
ary schools,  consists  in  tracing  lines,  some  geometrical  figures  and  the 
most  common  objects  one  sees,  is  beyond  a  doubt  of  great  assistance  to 
papils  learning  to  write. 

In  a  great  many  schools  I  give  as  an  encouragement,  a  prize  to  the 
pupil  who  has  the  best  copy-book. 

Six  school-houses  were  built  this  year  on  plans  submitted  for  your 
approval.  I  may  mention,  amongst  others,  the  school  in  the  village  of  St. 
Cyrille  de  Wendover  and  No.  2  school  of  St.  Norbert,  which  are  as 
elegant  and  neat  as  they  are  comfortable.  The  commissioners  of  these 
in^iinicipalities  fully  understand  the  nature  and  importance  of  their  duties. 
I  3m  unwilling  to  believe  that  the  same  spirit  of  progress  does  not  exist 
elsewhere,but  owing  to  want  of  means  in  many  places,they  are  obliged  to 
pxit  off  a  complete  reform  in  this  respect.  The  furniture  in  some  schools 
leaves  somewhat  to  be  desired.  The  chief  defect  consists  in  the  long,  flat 

I-  heavy  desks,  which  are  also  too  high  and  are  not  always  suited  to  the 
cliildren.  Notwithstanding  my  repeated  recommendations,  I  am  unable 
i  to  ffet  them  replaced  by  combined  desks  and  forms,  or  at  least  by  suitable 
I  desks,  as  promptly  as  I  would  wish.  There  are  not  many,  it  is  true,  but 
1  I  am  anxious  to  see  them  disappear  from  all  the  schools.  I  have  noticed 
■  for  some  years  past  that  the  parish  priests  take  great  interest  in  getting 
m  the  school  authorities  to  comply  with  the  departmental  regulations  in 
***i«  respect,  as  in  everything  else  connected  with  the  schools  and  thei  r 
I^per    management,  and  I  beg  to  tender  them  my  sincere  thanks  for  it 

I  have  inspected  the  accounts  of  every  school  corporation  within 
^7  district  and  have  had  no  fault  to  find  with  any  of  the  secretary- 
^'easurers. 

The  books  are  kept  regularly  and  according  to  law,  the  taxes  are 
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collected  vnth  sufficient  pramptness  to  allow  the  commisdoneni  to  p^: 
the  teachers  at  the  dates  specined  in  their  articles  of  engagement. 

I  tmst  that  these  few  remarks  will  suffice  to  show  that  if  all  is 
perfection  in  my  district,  still  good  progress  is  made  from  year  to  year.

188Y-88, 

My  district  comprises   the  counties  of  Richelieu,  Yercheres 
Ohambly  and  consists  of  85  school  municipalities  with  146  schools  :  1! 
elementary  schools,  14  model  schools,  and  9  academies.    The  number 
schools  under  control  is  181.    There  are  11  subsidised  and  8  non-suT 
sed  independent  schools*    The  grand  total  of  the  pupils  is  8,298. 

Amongst  the  schools  under  control  4  were  very  good,  56  good, 
middling,  19  inferior,  4  very  inferior -and  2  were  absolutely  useless. 

The  average  salary  of  the  male  lay  teachers  is  $800.00  per  annum  m 
that  of  the  female  lay  teachers  $100.00  in  the  county  of  Ricnelieu,  $180.( 
in  the  county  of  Yercheres  and  $160.00  in  the  county  of  Chambly, 

*The  teachers  have  generally  to  buy  their  own  fuel  and  this  systei 
has  many  draw-backs. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school-year,  I  collected,  as  in  previous  year 
all  the  female  teachers  in  my  district  in  order  to  speak  to  them  of  the  ai 
of  teaching.    Nearly  all  of  them  attended.    Several  of  the  religious  coi 
mnnities  placed  their  rooms  at  my  disposal  for  my  lectures  and  the  nui 
attended  with  those  of  their  pupils   *yho  intended   to  become  teachei 
Thanks  to  the  generous  assistance  of  many   school  boards,  most  of  th 
teachers  had  no  expenses  to  incur.  ^, 

I  see  by  your  report  for  last  year  that  a  priest  who  writes  on  behaL^^' 
of  the  Bishop  of  St-Hyacinthe  says  :  "  The  parish  priests  report  that  th^^  * 
result  of  these  conferences  has  been  highly  satisfactory  and  their  effec'  ^^ 
was  at  once  felt.  " 

I  agree  with  Mr.  Stenson,  that  it  is  very  desirable  to  organize  a  sj 
cial  course  of  lectures,  during  the  holidays,  on   the  art  of  teaching, 
more  efficient  or  economical  means  and  none  easier  of  execution  could 
devised.    I  am  authorized  by  several  religious  communities  to  state  tha- 
they  would  willin^fly  undertake  to  provide  accommodation,  for  a  trifle, 
young  girls  desirous  of  attending  these  lectures. 

There  would  be  nothing  to  prevent  the  lectures  being  continued 
during  the  scholastic  year  wherever  the  teachers  could  be  conveniently 
collected  together.  They  might  last  one  day  in  each  place.  But,  as  most  of 
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the  inspectors  complain  that  they  already  have  too  much  work  to  do,  it 
would  be  better  to  appoint  special  lecturers  for  the  purpose.  There  are, 
moreover,  other  reasons  to  be  adduced  in  favour  of  this  system. 

The  necessity  of  spreading  the  knowledge  of  the  art  of  teaching 
throughout  our  teaching  staff  is  greatly  felt  Most  of  the  teachers  take  up 
teaching  without  any  previous  professional  training  and  they  have  no 
opportunities  of  learning  or  of  improving.  Let  us  provide  them  with  these 
opportunities  ;  they  will  all  the  more  cheerfully  take  advantage  of  them 
that  it  is  their  interest  to  do  so.  The  eao^erness  with  which  the  lectures 
were  followed  in  my  division  is  a  convincing  proof  of  this. 

I  am  happy  to  learn  that  the  proper  authorities  have  adopted  a  course 
of  study  accompanied  by  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching  which  leaves  a  great 
deal  to  the  personal  initiative  of  the  teacher  with  reference  to  the  manner 
of  teaching  the  various  subjects. 

But  I  do  not  think  that  the  course  of  study  alone  is  sufficient  to 
obtain  the  object  in  view.  Those  who  have  no  professional  knowledge, 
will  not  understand  the  directions  contained  in  the  document  or  will  mis- 
interpret them,  and,  on  that  account,  the  course  of  study  will  frequently 
remain  a  dead  letter  or  will  not  be  properly  carried  out. 

It  is  necessary  that  the  meaning  of  this  course  of  study  be  well 
understood  and  be  followed,  not  mechanically,  but  intelligently.  To  attain 
this  end,  it  would  have  to  be  accompanied  by  practical  lessons.  The  ordi- 
nary inspection  made  by  the  inspector  would  not  be  sufficient  for  this,  for 
the  course  of  study  contains  in  substance  the  whole  of  the  system  which 
cannot  be  learnt  in  an  hour's  time. 

In  a  word,  the  adoption  of  this  course  of  study  renders  the  diffusion 
of  professional  knowledge  indispensable  and  the  best  means  under  the 
circumstances  of  attaining  that  end  are  special  lectures  and  conferences. 
This  is  the  only  way  in  which  the  adoption  of  the  course  of  study  could 
really  be  made  a  step  in  the  pathof  progress,  bat  it  would  be  a  gigantic 
one,

Sir, 

In  obedience  to  your  orders  contained  in  your  letter  of  the  8rd  No- 
vember 1887,  I  inspected  the  schools  in  the  district  of  Mr  Miller^  who  has 
been  called  upon  to  perform  other  duties. 

This  district  comprises  the  counties  of  TAssomption  and  Montcalm 
and  the  parishes  of  Lanoraie  and  Lavaltrie  in  the  county  of  Berthier  and 
includes  29  school  municipalities.  There  are  182  schools  :  113  elemental 
ry  schools,  16  model  schools,  2  academies  and  one  classical  college. 
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The  grand  total  of  the  pupils  is  6,174.  Last  year  it  was  6,440,  but  I 
should  state  that  my  inspection  was  madein  Winter  and  that  my  statistics 
do  not  include  the  pupils  entered  during  the  last  fire  months  of  the 
scholastic  year.     The  decrease  is  therefore  more  apparent  than  real. 

With  a  few  exceptions,  I  found  the  schools  well  kept  and  the  teach- 
ers fairly  competent.  There  are  bat  few  male  teachers.  Most  ol  the  female 
teachers  hold  diplomas  from  the  Montreal  Board  of  Examiners.  Some 
obtained  theirs  at  Three-Rivers.  They  probably  thought  it  better  to  be  on 
the  safe  side.  According  to  the  official  returns  for  last  year,  the  Montreal 
Board  admitted  89  candidates  oat  of  188.  At  Three-Rivers  8Y  were  examin- 
ed and  all  were  admitted,  with  one  exception. 

That  portion  of  the  district  which  lies  between  the  Laurentides  and 
the  river  is  a  rich  and  fertile  region.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  the  teachers 
are  poorly  paid.  It  is  hard  to  believe  that  in  flouribhing  parishes  like 
those  of  L'Assomption,  L'Epiphanie,  St.  Lin  and  St.  Jacques,  the  teachers  of 
elementary  schools  receive  from  $84  to  $100  per  annum,  and  out  of  this 
miserable  pittance  have  to  provide  fuel  for  the  school-houses.  This  is  one 
third  less  than  is  paid  in  the  counties  of  Yercheres  and  Chambly. 

St.  Paul  TErmite  is  however  a  praiseworthy  exception  and  it  would 
be  desirable  that  its  exemple  be  followed  by  the  others. 

The  mountainous  region  which  includes  Rawdon,  Kilkenny,  Wexford, 
Chertsey  and  St  Donat  is  in  marked  contrast  with  the  level  country.  The 
soil  is  arid,  the  population  is  scattered  over  a  vast  extent  and  the  roads  are 
bad.  It  is  very  difficult  to  get  teachers  for  these  isolated  places.  I  therefore 
appeal  to  your  indulgence  and  generosity  in  favour  of  these  poor  munici- 
palities which  have  to  make  great  sacrifices  to  support  their  schools. 

Some  improvements  have  been  made  everywhere  to  the  school 
houses  and  furniture,  owing  chiefly  to  Mr.  Miller's  persevering  eflforts, 
but  things  are  done  as  slowly  as  possible  and  much  remains  yet  to  be 
done.  The  population  does  not  appear  to  be  animated  with  any  great 
spirit  of  progress. 

In  some  municipalities,  the  school  commissioners  managed  so  that 
their  "Winter  examination  would  be  held  at  the  same  time  as  my  inspection 
and  I  cannot  sufficiently  thank  them  for  their  kindness  to  me. 

I  found  in  each  school  a  register  for  the  visitors.  I  endeavored  to 
follow  the  example  of  Mr.  Miller,  who  very  carefully  entered  in  them  all 
the  remarks  he  had  to  make  on  the  result  of  the  examination  and  on  the 
state  of  the  school-house  and  furniture.  The  parish  priests  and  school 
commissioners  have  also  adopted  the  praiseworthy  habit  of  entering  » 
report  of  their  visits.  I  found  these  registers  so  useful  that  I  have  takeu 
steps  to  introduce  them  into  the  schools  of  my-own  district.

Sir, 

I  hare  the  honour  to  submit  my  animal  report  on  the  schools  in  my 
district  for  the  scholastic  year  ending  the  30th  June  1888. 

I  have  not  included  the  municipality  of  St-Laurent  de  Matapediac, 
because  the  only  school  in  it  has  been,  for  three  years,  nnder  Mr.  Lyster's 
control.  I  merely  visited  the  school  and  examined  the  secretary-treasurer's 
accounts  "When  I  last  went  there  on  the  19th  March  last,  this  small  school 
was  attended  by  19  pupils,  17  Protestants  and  2  Roman  Catholics.  The 
Koman  Catholic  ratepayers  of  this  place  will,  it  seems,  soon  succeed  in 
Laving  a  school  of  their  own. 

A  new  school  was  opened  last  year  in  the  municipality  of  Maria.  It 
was  held  in  a  rented  house  but  a  school  house  is  now  being  built  and  will 
T>e  finished  in  time  for  the  re-opening  of  the  school.  There  are  now  nine 
schools  in  Maria,  attended  by  421  pupils.  It  is  the  largest  municipality  in 
my  district. 

Another  school  will  shortly  be  opened  in  the  municipality  of  St.- 
Charles  de  Caplan.  The  commissioners  have  built  a  good  school  house  in 
a  new  district. 

This  year  I  have  one  more  model  school  than  last  year,  there  being 
:now  6  instead  of  4.  The  municipality  of  Port  Daniel  East  has  made  a  good 
move  in  raising  the  villaj^e  school  to  the  rank  of  a  model  school.  The 
parish  priest,  Rev.  Mr,  Gagnon,  the  chairman  of  the  commissioners,  bias 
spared  no  pains  to  place  his  model  school  at  once  on  a  very  good  footing, 
"The  house,  furniture,  and  school  appliances  are  all  complete  and  in  perfect 
order.  This  school  was  attended  by  67  pupils,  15  in  the  model  and  62  in 
the  elementary  class.  French  and  English,  book-keeping,  the  use  of  globes 
«nd  all  the  other  branches  are  very  successfully  taught.  Miss  Lumina 
Oagnon,  a  very  devoted  and  able  teacher,  has  charge  of  it. 

By  comparing  the  grand  statistical  table  for  1887-88  with  those  of 
ibnner  years,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  has  been  an  increase,  every  year, 
in  the  number  of  pupils,  which  is  now  2,470,  with  an  average  attendance 
of  1,872  or  74  per  cent,  which  is  very  satisfactory,  considering  our  long 
"winters  and  the  bad  state  of  the  roads  in  the  Spring  and  Autumn. 

The  most  important  branches  are  studied  by  a  greater  number  of 
children  and  in  a  more  intelligent  manner  than  formerly. 

I  notice  with  satisfaction,  at  each  of  my  visits,  that  the  teachers  en- 
<leavor  more  and  more  to  bring  the  judgment  and  discernment  of  the 
pupils  into  play  by  teaching  them  in  a  more  practical  manner. 

I  always  pay  particular  attention  to  Reading  and  Writing  and  am  very 
f?xacting  with  reference  to  these  two  branches  which  I  consider  as  being 
the  basis  of  a  good  elementary  education. 

Grammar,  Arithmetic,  History  and  Geography  are  taught  in  a  more 
practical  manner.  The  teachers  are  convinced  that  the  only  way  they  can 
succeed  in  teaching  these  subjects  is  by  giving  many  exi^\^'!DL^^\Qniy^> 
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Agriculture  and  Drawing,  the  proper  teaching  of  which  chiefly 
depends  upon  the  willingness  of  the  teachers,  are  taught  in  nearly  all  the 
schools  with  more  or  less  success. 

G-reat  importance  is  attached  to  them  in  the  model  and  in  some  of  the 
elementary  schools  and  the  results  are  satisfactory. 

One  of  the  chief  obstacles  to  progress  in  the  schools  is  the  great 
amount  of  time  lost  by  the  pupils  and  the  lamentable  habit  which  their 
parents  have  of  taking  them  away  from  school  too  soon.  It  is  quite  true 
that  the  parents  sometimes  require  their  children  to  help  them  at  farm 
work  and  fishing,  but  it  also  frequently  happens  that  they  keep  them  at 
home  for  trifling  reasons. 

The  school  commissioners  perform  thtdr  duties  conscientiously  and  are 
very  anxious  to  comply  with  the  law  and  the  departmental  reguhitiona. 
Nearly  all  of  them  supply  the  pupils  with  books  and  school  necessaries. 
Every  one  is  pleased  wich  this  system,  which  is  more  advantageous  and 
economical. 

The  secretary-treasurers,  as  a  rule,  do  their  work  well ;  of  course  there 
are  some  exceptions,  but  these  are  very  few. 

There  has  been  a  gradual  improvement  in  the  building  of  the  school 
houses  and  in  the  school  furniture.  The  municipality  of  St.  Jean  I'Evan- 
geliste  has  especially  distinguished  itself  by  building  two  very  comfortable 
and  well  finished  houses  on  approved  plans.  The  municipalities  of  St.- 
Godefroi  and  Fort  Daniel  East  have  also  built  very  suitable  houses. 

I  had  the  pleasure  this  year,  as  formerly,  of  being  present  at  the 
examination  of  the  pupils  of  the  convent  of  St  Joseph,  Carleton,  under  the 
able  management  of  the  Sisters  of  Charity  and  of  seeing  once  more  how 
well  this  establishment  is  conducted.  The  young  girls  in  this  institution 
receive  a  sound  and  excellent  education.  I  beg  to  express  my  thanks  to 
the  Sisters  for  the  kind  welcome  they  have  always  given  me. 

Before  concluding  my  report,  it  is  my  duty  to  recommend  as  deserving 
a  supplementary  grant,  the  municipalities  of  Maria,New  Itichmond,  St-Jean 
TEvangeliste  St  Godefroi  and  St.  Alexis.

Upon  comparing  this  table  with  that   of   last   year,  it    will   be  st**'''' 
that  there  has  been  a  considerable  falling  off  in   the   attendance  in  uearl/" 
every  school. 
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For  this  I  can  account  in  only  too  many  instances,  by  the  fact  that 
sickness  prevailed  during  part  of  the  past  year  in  many  municipalities. 
Gaspe  Bay  North,  Grande  Grreve,  New  Kichmond  diss,  Shoolbred  and 
Hamilton  diss,  were  at  one  time  or  another  visited  by  diptheria  or 
measles. 

Then,  some  schools,  viz,  Port  Daniel  I  and  2  Hamilton  and  others, 
were  for  considerable  periods  closed  from  want  of  teachers ;  and  it  is 
hardly  necessary  to  add,  only  gradually  recover  their  normal  strength. 

1  regret  to  say  that  in  several  municipalities  very  serious  difficulty 
has  been  experienced  in  securing  competent  teachers.  The  Protestant 
Board  of  Examiners  have  passed  only  one  candidate,  this  year;  three 
were  jrejected  by  the  Gaspe  Board.  The  supply  from  the  coast  upon  which 
until  quite  recently,  we  depended,  seems  to  have  dried  up  ;  while  the 
difficulty  of  attracting  teachers  from  Montreal  is  greater  than  ever.  In 
consequence  of  this,  a  larger  number  than  usual  of  young  and  untrained 
girls,  without  diplomas,  and,  in  a  few  instances,  never  likely  to  have  any, 
are  of  necessity  employed, — provisionally  of  course — but,  as  a  rule,  without 
much  advantage  to  the  schools. 

I  hope  Sir,  I  am  the  last  to  advocate  a  retrograde  movement;  but  I 
am  not  alone  in  believing  that  in  a  backward  part  of  the  country  such  as 
this  is,  a  partial  relaxation  of  the  recent  rules  for  the  examination  of 
Protestant  candidates,  would  be  advantageous. 

And  here  I  may  be  permitted  to  say  that  I  feel  much  disappointmeut 
at  the  very  slender  results  in  the  matter  of  supplying  teachers,  as  yet 
produced  by  the  model  schools.  I  know  of  only  one  pupil  from  Paspebiac 
model  (Cox)  and  one  who  for  a  short  time  was  a  pupil  of  Gaspe  Village 
model,  who  have  become  teachers  since  these  schools  were  opened.  This 
is  not  in  any  way  to  the  disparagement  of  the  schools  which  are  well 
taught  and  are  doing  good  work.  But  it  is  a  disappointment,  inasmuch 
as  tnere  was  good  reason  to  expect  that  girls  from  the  neighbouring  muni- 
cipalities, anxious  to  become  teachers,  would  have  gladly  availed  them- 
selves of  such  excellent  opportunities.  The  poverty  of  the  parents  of  such 
young  persons,  appears  to  be  the  main  obstacle.  Board,  both  at  the  Basin 
and  at  Paspebiac,  though  not  so  expensive  as  in  Montreal,  is  yet  beyond 
their  means. 

The  pupils  actually  attending  the  model  schools,  will,  if  allowed  to 
remain  long  enough,  become  good  scholars  ;  but  very  few  of  them  as  yet 
approach    the  age  at  which  they  can  present  themselves  for  examination. 

In  the  schools  generally,  I  am  glad  to  notice  a  marked  improvement 
in  reading,  pe?unanship,  ietter-writinfc,  BJii  scriplure  htstory.  I  may  safely  say 
that  these  subjects  are  better  taught  than  they  were  a  few  years  ago. 

On  the  other  hand  I  find  little  or  no  improvement  in  grammar. 

Bullion  has  always  been  unpopular  with  the  teachers ;  and  to  children 
of  ten  or  twelve  it  is  a  mysterious  book. 

Lennie,  in  spite  of  many  defects  was  much  more  useful,  and  much 
more  easily  understood  by  both  teachers  and  pupils.  A  very  short  and 
simple  hand-book,   containing  in   an  appendix  or  under  special  rules, 
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numerons  examples  for  correction,  of  colloqaial  mistakes  and  commoTi 
gram  mat  ical  errors,  would  be  ihe  most  useful  sort  of  book  for  ehildri'»i 
"who  leave  school  at  au  early  age,  and  who  quickly  forget  a  subject  i."m 
which  they  have  taken  very  little  interest. 

Geography,  accompanied  by  map-drnwing,  \b    fairly    taught    in  son^^e 
schools.     In  others  the  rote  svstem  prevails   in  spite  of  repealed  protest; — h. 
Drawing  is  taught  after  a  fashion,  in  all  the  schoola  ;  singing    by  ear        \i 
practised  in  those  in  which  the  teacher  has  a  voice  and  some   taetu  jW^oi 
music. 

Arithmetic  is  not  generally  well  taught. 

la  the  smaller  manuals,  the  examples  under  euch  rule  are  qui .^ritt) 
insufficient. 

A  book  containing  rmmorous  examples  with  answers,  to  be  used  )^~  by 
the  teachers  alone,  would,  I  think,  prove  of  great  advantage. 

I  notice  with  pleasure  the  fact  that  1  have  received  no  complaiuz^mtg 
from  any  of  the  teachers  on  the  score  of  delayed  payment  of  salary. 

There  is,  however,  one  mnnipipality  whern  some  of  ihe  tcache  — --  tj, 
receive,  according  to  agreement,  part  of  their  salary  in  store-orders.  ^  Aa 
this  is  to  be  remedied  at  once,  and  I  hope,  filially,  I  shall  not  menti  .Kriou 
the  name. 

As  I  have,  sir,  from  time  to  time,  supplied  you  with  special  iufor; — ^xm- 
fttion,  I  trust  it  is  unnecessary  to  enter  into  further  particulars  now.

I  have  Ihe  honoar  to  submit  my  aDna<il  report  for  the  year  endic:^*'? 
80th  Jane  1888. 

It  will  be  seen  from  my  statistical  report,  that  there  has  been  an  a^'  ^' 
ffregate  larger  attendance  of  pnpiU  in  both  elementary  and  model  k^oo.  ^'" 
than  in  any  previous  year. 

In  last  year's  report,  I  mentioned  the  fxct,  that  our  present  standard  t.^^' 
qualification,  prescribed  for  candidates,  who  presented  themselves  befor"^^^* 
the  Boards  of  Examiners,  has  a  tendency  to  reduce  tbenumber  of  teacher?:^^^^ 
with  diplomas  in  the  District  of  Ottawa. 

Of  the  twenty  two  candidates,    who    presented  themselves  at  Aylm^^'' 
last  month,  before  the  Board  of  Eaminers,    only  six   obtained  diploma.--^ 
while  the  sixteen  who  were  unsuccessful,  failed  chiefly  in  one  8Qbje<^^^ 
viz.  "School  Management- "     The  written  papers    however,   evenorth^B 
unsuccessful,  were    unquestionably  far   superior  t«  vetfalts  obtained  S^      ^ 
years  gone  by. 
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I  have  to  deplore  the  sparsity  of  teacliers  with  diplomas  at  the  present 
time,  in  this  District. 

While  the  wealthir  and  older  settlements  in  the  counties  of  Ottawa 
and  Pontiac  can  always  S'^care  teachers  from  the  Eastern  parts  of  the 
Province,  the  remote  and  sparsly  settled  sections  of  the  Northern  part 
of  the  district  cannot  aiFord  to  offer  liberal  salaries  ;  add  to  this,  the  aver- 
sion which  teachi^rs  have  to  accept  positions  at  very  small  salaries,  in  the 
remote  and  the  i^oor  settlements,  and  you  will  have  an  idea  of  the  difficul- 
ties there  are  in  securin«^  teachers  to  labour  in  the  back  .settlements 
among  the  Laurentian   Hills. 

I  have  known  instance*  where  secretaries  have  advertised  again  and 
again  for  teachers,  and  yet  did  not  receive  a  single  application.  On  the 
other  hand  teachers  from  the  Eastern  part  of  the  Province,  who  were  en- 
gaged for  our  back-settlement  schools,  having  arrived  in  Ottawa  city  on 
their  way  to  these  settlements,  discovered  that  long  and  tedious  journeys 
by  stage  or  private  conveyance  lay  before  them  to  reach  their  destinations, 
returned  from  whence  they  came,  no  doubt  fully  impressed  that  they  were 
not  *'  born  to  blush  unseen,  or  waste  their    sweetness  in  our  desert  air,  " 

In  my  last  report  I  pointed  out  the  necessity  of  a  Training  School,  to 
me*^t  the  wants  of  this  very  extensive  district,  where  we  have  such  an  in- 
sufficient staff  of  certificated,  local  teachers.  If  we  cannot  obtain  aid 
from  the  government  to  establish  such  an  institution,  I  think  it  would  be 
simple  justice  to  the  remote  and  poor  settlers  in  certain  sections  that  a 
small  specdal  grant  should  be  given  to,  say,  six  of  our  Northern  school 
municipalities  to  enable  them  to  secure  the  services  of  McQ-ill  Normal 
teachers  who  would,  on  appointed  days,  give  special  instructions  in  the 
art  of  teaching  etc.  to  the  rural  teachers  and  those  students  who  were 
preparing  for  the  examinations. 

The  most  of  our  secretaries  discharge  their  duties  very  satisfactorily. 
A  few  are  perhaps  a  little  too  lenient  towards  rate-payers  by  allowing 
arrears  to  accumulate,  yet,  on  the  whole,  the  teachers  are  far  more  promptly 
paid  than  formerly. 

The  school  commissioners  of  Bristol,  county  of  Pontiac,  are,  with 
commendable  zeal,  providing  commodious  and  well  furnished  school 
houses.     No  1  and  No  9  are  most  excellent  buildings. 

Four  other  new  school-houses  are  being  erected  in  that  school  muni- 
cipality. 

One  of  the  fin^^st  school-houses  in  the  country  has  lately  been  erected 
in  the  village  of  Portai^e  du  Fort.  The  trustei»s  of  Hull  City  have  plans 
and  specifications  drawn  for  improvements  on  the  model  school-house 
which  will  cost  $2000  ;  a  wonderful  progressive  change  since  the  early 
days  of  my  inspectorate,  when  miserably  constructed  log  hovels,  mis- 
named school-houses,  were  the  only  school  buildings  to  be  seen  in 
this  district.  Situated  as  this  inspectorate  is,  near  the  Metropolis  of 
Canada,  it  is  far  from  b^^ing  a  metropolitan  district  in  an  educational  point 
of  view,  yet  I  believe  with  all  our  defects  that  some  of  Ontario's  best 
features  originally   came   from  the  Quebec   system  of  common   school 
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education,  and  if  we  only  retain  the  practical  part  of  our  excellent  system 
and  not  demand  a  knowledge  of  too  many  subjects  which  in  the  remote 
parts  of  this  district  would  be  perfectly  useless,  our  common  schools  vn\l 
make  real  progress. 

My  report  will  not  be  complete  without  a  reference  to  the  Teachers' 
Institute  which  took  place  here  last  month.  The  attendance  was  very 
satisfactory,  and  the  interest  taken  in  the  proceedings  was  all  that  conld 
be  desired.     No  doubt  permanent  good  will  result   from   these  institutes. 

Our  teachers  cannot  fail  to  derive  better  ideas  of  teaching,  as  well  as 
more  zeal  for  their  work,  by  coming  in  contact  with  such  advanced 
educationists  as  Dr  Eobins  and  his  assistant.  Professor  Parmelee.

Sir. 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on   the  state  of  Education  in 
my  district  of  inspection  for  the  year  ending  30th  June  1888. 

The  bulletins  of  inspection  forwarded  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Instruction  during  the  year  and  the  statistical  table  sent  in  the  early 
part  of  this  month,  contain  such  full  information  of  schools  and  school 
teachers  as  to  make  any  furthur  remarks  on  these  points  unnecessary.  It 
may  be  stated  however  that  in  all  the  schools  found  in  operation,  there 
were  385  teachers  and  12,744  pupils,  1,363  more  than  there  were  last  year, 
with  a  daily  average  attendance  of  8,837.  The  relative  proportion  of 
teachers  with  diplomas  from  Normal  Schools  and  Boards  of  Examiners.com- 
pared  with  that  of  the  preceding  years  is  rather  complimentary  to  the 
Boards,  as  their  representatives  were  increased  by  22,  while  those  of  the 
former  were  somewhat  diminished  ;  but  still  the  Normal  School  trained 
teachers  have  a  majority  of  eighty-six.  While  the  whole  number  of  "Lay 
tea<*hers  without  diplomas  "  is  less  than  it  was  last  year,  the  nurasberse 
*'  Schools  und<*r  Protebtant  control  **  is  increased.  Various  reasons  have 
been  given  for  this  violation  of  the  School  Act  ;  some  of  them  plausible 
and  perhaps  admissible,  but  others  will  not  bear  examination.  Under 
the  Protestant  Board  of  Sciool  Commisfc^ioners  of  the  city  of  Montreal, 
were  employed  one  lady  and  four  gentlemen,  without  diplomas,  whose 
names  apppeared  on  the  Report  of  Teachers'  salaries  for  the  last  six  months 
of  1887.  For  this  neglect,  on  the  teachers'  part,  to  comply  with  the  school 
res^ulations,  no  reasonable  excuse  can  be  given,  as  they  are  perfectly 
qualified  to  secure  their  diplomas,  otherwise  they  would  not  be  engaged 
by  the  board  ;  and  by  their  continuing  in  the  teaching  profession  with- 
out their  diplomas,  they  do  a  direct  injury  to  the  regularly  qualified  tea- 
chers as  well  as  to  the  pension  fund. 
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Arf^enteuil — In  many  of  the  municipalities  in  this  county  the  low  state 
of  the  finances,  the  rough  and  mountainous  nature  of  the  country,  the 
condition  of  the  roads,  the  long  distances  to  be  travelled  to  school  and, 
in  some  instance  the  indifference  of  the  people  hinder  the  progress  of 
Education.  Owing  to  one  or  more  of  these  causes,  twenty-three  out  of  the 
sixty  schools*  in  Argenteuil  were  found  closed  :  4  in  Chatham  No  I.,  one 
in  Chatham  No.  II.,  6  in  Grreuville  No.  I.,  one  in  Grenville  No.  III.,  2  in 
Harrington  No,  I,,  2  (all)  in  Harrington  No,  II.,  4  in  Lachute,  2  (there 
being  no  children  )  in  St.  Andrews,  and  one  in  Went  worth.  In  these 
schools  found  closed,  the  general  anniial  school  term  is  from  4  to  6  months 
while  the  average  term  of  the  schools  examined  is  a  little  over  9  months. 
Amongst  the  latter,  are  a  few  excellent  schools  which  shall  be  tabulated 
with  other  schools  of  a  similar  class. 

Laijt  Fall,  Gr.W.  McOuat  B.A.,  the  energetic  principal  of  the  Lachute 
academy,  organized  a  Local  Teachers'  Association  with  a  view  of  giving 
a  stimulus  to  the  cause  of  Education,  and  of  laying  before  the  public  the 
claims  of  the  academy  to  greater  patronage  than  was  hitherto  accorded 
to  it  ;  for  of  late  years  it  was  customary  with  those  in  the  south  and 
western  part  of  the  county  to  send  their  children  to  some  of  the  Ontario 
institutions  for  their  education.  They  meet  quarterly  in  different  sections 
of  the  district  ;  and  all  the  commissioners  as  well  as  the  teachers  are  in- 
vited to  attend  these  meetings. 

Beauluirnois — All  the  schools  in  this  county  belonging  to  my  district  are 
well  attended  and  giving  general  satisfaction  except,  perhaps,  the  V  alley- 
field  model  school,  which  seems  to  be  under  a  cloud,  caused  principally 
by  frequent  change  of  teachers  ;  and,  from  their  reticence,  we  would  infer 
that  the  authorities  themselves  are  discouraged. 

Cliambly — ^The  school  at  St.  Lambert  lost  its  status  as  a  model  school, 
and  can  only  be  ranked  in  Class  II  elementary. 

Chauteaug^uay — In  this  county  are  two  of  our  wealthiest  municipali- 
ties, Ormstown  and  Howick,  but  the  miserable  condition  of  some  of  their 
school  buildings  reflects  unpleasantly  on  their  riches,  and  places  them 
much  lower  in  the  classification  of  municipalities  tham  the  length  and 
arrangement  of  their  school  year,  the  school  appliances,  the  use  of  the 
course  of  study  and  of  a  uniform  series  of  text-books  and  their  teachers' 
salaries  and  method  of  payment,  would  justify  ;  for,  in  these  particulars, 
and  also  in  the  general  proficiency  of  the  pupils  attending  their  schools, 
they  are  surpassed  by  no  rural  municipality.  The  school-houses  iu  the 
municipalities  of  St.  Chrysostome  are  defective  in  many  respects,  but  I 
understand  some  improvement  has  been  made  since  my  last  visit  there, 
particularly  in  that  of  District  No  8,  or  the  village  school. 

Many  of  the  rate-payers  with  enlightened  views  are  desirous  of  pro- 
seeding  with  the  necessary  improvements,  but  the  majority  ar«^  not  badly 
smitten  with  the  educational  fever  and  prefer  remaining  at  about  thirty- 
Lwo  degrees  above  zero,  therefore  their  schools  are  poorly  furnished  and 
3ducation  itself  indiff'erent. 

Hoclidaga. — The  energy  put  forth  by  the  Protestant  Commissioners  of 
the  City  of  Montreal  in  providing  school  accommodation   with  modern 


:proTements  for  the  convenieoce  and  comfort  of  teachers  aud  papils  is 
P  ghly  commendable.  The  Britannia  school,  a  fine  building  pleasantly 
situated  on  the  bank  of  the  River  St  Lawrence,  was  completed  last  Fall  ; 
the  Victoria,  a  uew  school  juBt  fiaished,  with  its  large  airy  roome  well 
equipped  with  new  furniture  aud  other  modern  improvemeuts,  is  di-cided- 
ly  the  handsomest  building  under  ihecontrol  of  the  Proti-etant  Board; 
and  the  Roval  Arthur  has  undergone  extensive  repairs  this  Summer,  and 
is  now,  both  in  regard  to  its  iutertiat  arrangement  and  tauitary  appliances, 
classed  amongst  the  best, 

By  a  previous  agrefment  with  the  secretary,  Mr  Arthur,  who  accom- 
panied  me  and  took  some  part  in  the  examinations,  half  a  day  was  d«vo- 
ted  to  eaiih  school,  and  two  grades  the  2ud  Primary  and  2iid  Intermedia- 
te in  the  large,  and  all  the  classes  in  the  small  schools  were  eKamiotMl. 
and  the  schools  ranked  accordingly  Doubtless,  had  thi-re  been  time  to 
examine  ail  the  classes,  (he  standing;  of  the  schools  woiild  have  been  much 
'   highLT  than  was  reported  in  the  bulletins  of  inf.pection. 

I  must  confess  that  the  results  proved  so  unsatisiactory  to  myself  that 
I  would  not  muke  my  report  to  the  commissioners.  Not  that  the  classes 
examined  were  really  bad,  but  that  it  was  unfair  to  represent  the  whole 
'  school  by  what  might  be  the  worst  class  in  it.  If  I  have  been  remiss  in 
doing  ray  duty,  perhaps  my  fault  may  be  condoned,  because  the  secretary 
was  with  me,  and  saw  and  heard  all. 

The  snburban  municipalities  sustain  the  cause  of  Education  well  ; 
and  their  siihools  are  in  a  flourishing  condition  and  doing  good  work, 
parlicnlarly  those  of  Cote  St  Antoine,  St  Henry,  Cote  St  Louis  uid  Petite 
Coto. 

Huntingdon. — In  this  county  are  fourteen  monicipalities  with  69 
schools,  inclading  the  three  Indian  ones,  all  more  or  less  keenly  alive  to 
the  advantages  of  good  education,  and  their  schools  and  school-houses 
exactly  correspond  to  the  interest  they  take  in  it.  There  is  a  regular 
movement,  however,  tpwards  improving  the  condition  of  both.;  The  com- 
missioners of  Hinchinbrook  have  just  passed  through  a  severe  trial,  but 
now,  that  the  division  of  districts  is  permanently  settled,  they  are  prepar- 
ing for  the  erection  of  four  new  school-houses  ;  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  they 
may  be  allowed  to  procnre  central  and  suitable  sites  for  their  bnilditi^ 
withont  any  further  trouble.  Franklin  is  also  moving  in  the  matter  of 
building. 

The  Roman  Catholic  dissentient  schools  in  this  county  are  still 
without  a  course  of  study,  and  consequently  are  left  far  behind.  In  fact, 
1  hey  are  not  far  removed  from  what  tney  were  seven  years  ago  The 
teachers  having  been  left  to  use  their  own  discretion,  chose  the  easiest 
method  of  conducting  their  schools  to  the  disadvantage  of  their  pupils. 
I  hope  they  wilt  soon  be  snpplied  with  the  needfal  course.  All  the  schools 
in  the  county  were  in  operation  for  their  nsual  time  during  the  year  ;  and 
some  of  them  that  will  be  atlerwards  indicated,  more  particularly  attained 
to  a  high  degree  of  proficiency. 

Souliinges  — There  are  but  two  dissentient  schools  in  this  county. 
The  one  in  St-Telesphore  is  well  attended  and  doinf  well:    The  school  in 
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St  Zotique  was  removed  from  Coteau  Landing  to  River  Beaudet  last  Winter 
as  the  majority  of  children  is  now  there.  But  as  the  school  was  not  open- 
ed at  the  time  of  my  visiting  there,  I  know  but  little  about  it. 

St  John. — Schools  Nos  7  and  8  in  the  municipality  of  St.  Bernard  de 
Lacolle,  not  having  the  requisite  number  of  r-hildren,  are  closed.  The 
trustees  made  an  arrangement  with  the  commissioners  for  the  admission 
of  the  few  children  in  District  No  8  into  their  school,  which  is  close  at 
hand  ;  and  the  few  in  district  No  7  attend  the  school  in  District  No  2. 
The  other  schools  whose  average  term  of  teaching  was  only  8  months, 
were  carried  on  successfully  so  far  as  the  finances  were  concerned,  but  as 
might  be  expected  from  the  length  of  the  school  year,  their  standing  was 
not  very  high. 

VaudreuiL — In  this  county,  the  schools  are  scattered  and  difficult  of 
access,  having  to  be  approached  from  all  points  of  the  compass  to  save 
time  and  expense.  Financially  the  immediate  claims  upon  them  were  all 
met,  but  much  has  been  left  undone.  With  the  exception  of  that  of  Como, 
they  are  all  defective,  eHher  as  to  school- houses,  or  to  school  furniture.  Thi^ 
school-houses  at  Pointe  Fortune  and  Hudson  are  dilapidated,  but  their 
furniture  is  good  ;  those  of  Newton  and  Cote  St  Charles  (St-Lazare)  possess 
no  redeeming  feature  ;  that  of  Ste  Mar  the  is  good,  but  the  furniture  is 
miserable.  However,  good  work  has  been  accomplished  in  some  of  these 
schools,  particularly  in  that  of  Pointe-Fortune. 

On  the  whole,  throughout  my  inspectorate  as  indicated  in  the  bulle- 
tins of  inspection,  good  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year.  While 
some  s<*hools  and  even  whole  municipalities  made  so  little  progress  as  to 
be  almost  imperceptible,  the  great  majority  advanced  rapidly  and  in  some 
cases  so  satisfactorily  that  a  large  number  of  their  pupils  could  have  pass- 
ed a  creditable  examination  on  the  subjects  prescribed  for  Grade  III. 
Model  schools,  or  Grade  I.  Academy.  In  fact,  I  wish  we  had  the  privi- 
lege to  bring  such  to  try  themselves  at  the  June  examinations  of  their 
institutions,  even  should  it  serve  no  better  purpose  than  to  stimulate 
teachers  and  pupils  of  elementary  schools  in  competition. 

On  account  of  the  difficulties  attending  competitive  examinations,  I 
had  adopted  another  method  of  comparison  which  worked  well,  and  cor- 
responded in  results  with  a  competition  held  at  Athelstan  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Rev,  Mr.  Rowat.  The  following  table  is  given  in  recogni- 
tion of  the  great  success  of  excellent  schools  and  school  teachers  :

The  elementary  schools  in  connection  with  mcp>« 
schools  and  academies,  Wf<re  examined  and  reported  by  bulletins,  bot  t3i( 
are  not  included  in  the  preceding  list,  not  many  of  them  however  taking 
that  stand.  To  tabulate  the  good  schools  in  a  similar  manner  vro'ok 
nndnly  extend  this  report,  and  the  poor  schools  are  sufficiently  indicated 
already.  The  secretary-treasurers  generally  perform  their  duties  well ; 
and  many  of  them  are  adepts  in  the  art  of  book-keeping,  but  nnfortnoafe- 
ly  arrears  are  allowed  to  accumulate  in  a  few  of  the  municipalities,  tfatu 
preventing  much  needed  improvements. 

The  prize  books  kindly  sent  me  were  distributed  according  to  instniC' 
tions.  Kearly  all  our  schools  are  regulated  by  time  tables  of  differeul 
degrees  of  merit,  but  I  have  seen  none  that  properly  specified  the  sett- 
work  of  the  pupils  ;  therefore  I  beg  to  submit  the  enclosed  draught  of  i 
time  table  for  elementary  schools  for  theinspectiou  of  the  Honorable  SofK- 
rintendent  of  Public  instruction.

Sir, 

I  beg  leave  to  report  the  state  of  Education  in  my  district  of  inspec- 
tion for  the  current  year. 

I  have  now  only  the  Protestant  schools  of  the  counties  of  Brome  and 
Missisquoi  to  inspect,  so  that  it  is  quite  possible  to  visit  the  schools  twice 
during  the  year.  There  is  little  change  to  report  since  last  year  ;  two  new 
municipalities  have  been  formed,  one  in  Stanbridge  east  and  the  other  at 
Mansonville,  for  the  purpose  of  placing  the  model  schools  of  those  Icrcalities 
on  a  better  footing. 

In  the  classification  of  high  and  model  schools,  there  has  certainly 
been  great  improvement  made  daring  a  few  years  past. 

Now,  almost  every  municipality  has  its  high  or  model  school,  in 
most  cases,  a  model  school  being  all  that  is  required.  These  are  kept  in 
comfortable  buildings  and  generally  supplied  with  a  fair  class  of  teachers. 
I  am  glad  that  those  schools  are  required,  for  the  future,  to  be  under  the 
control  of  the  school  commissioners  or  trustees  of  their  municipality. 

In  the  elementary  schools  there  has  also  been  progress,  the  work  has 
been  so  well  arranged  and  systematical  for  the  teachers  within  a 
few  years  past,  so  many  obtacles  have  been  removed,  and  so  many  aids 
furnished  that  it  is  possible  to  do  more  satisfactory  work  than  formerly. 

Prominent  among  the  aids  for  the  teachers,  are  the  many  excellent 
works  on  teaching  now  easily  obtained,  educational  journals,  home  and 
foreign,  of  which  we  have  more  than  a  sufficiency  and  the  practical  ins- 
truction which  they  receive  at  teachers*  institutes,  conventions  &. 

In  elementary  school  building  there  has  been  very  little  done  during 
the  year.  Most  of  the  districts  are  supplied  with  buildings  that  are  fairly 
comfortable,  many  of  them  quite  convenient.  There  are  in  fact  many 
districts  with  very  good  school-houses  where  the  schools  are  idle  for  want 
of  pupils. 

In  some  of  these  cases  there  are  but  few  scholars  in  the  district,  in 
others  the  progress  of  dissent  has  diminished  the  attendance,  while  in 
others  the  parents  have  got  into  the  habit  of  patronizing  the  neighboring 
model  school,  often  within  an  easy  distance. 

The  school  districts  in  some  municipalities  were  made  too  small  in  the 
first  place.  At  the  time  of  their  formation  they  had  the  required  number 
of  pupils  and  the  people  of  the  neighborhood  succeeded  in  persuad- 
ing  the  school   commissioners  to  set  them  ofi*as  a  separate  school  district 
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ite   often    spoiling   one   good   district  to  makt^  two  weak  ones.     Some 
mioipalities  are  now    endeavoring'    to  rectify    this   mistake  by  nnitiu^ 
*wo  diBtri'its,  eilher  temporarily  or  permaQeutly,  a  move  which  seems,  ou 
the  whole,  to  be  in  the  right  direction. 

In  this  way  higher  wages  can  be  paid  and  a   better   class  of  teachers 

ured.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  general  report  on  the  inspection  of 
ly  srhoois  for  the  scholastic  year  1887-88. 

This  year,  there  were  179  institutions  of  all  kinds  in  operation,  viz  :  a 
lassical  college,  2  boys'  academies,  4  girls'  academies,  8  boys'  model  schools, 
girls'  model  schools,  3  mixed  model  schools  (boys  and  girls)  and  162 
lementary  schools. 

These  were  attended  by  8,460  pupils.  Last  year,  there  were  8,293, 
eing  an  increase  of  167  for  this  year. 

The  average  attendance  was  78  per  cent ;  last  year  it  was  80.5  per 
mt.  This  decrease  is  due  to  sickness  which  prevailed  amongst  the  chil- 
ren  of  several  parishes  in  my  district,  to  the  very  severe  Winter  we  had 
[id  the  bad  roads  throusfhout  the  vear. 

Several  school  houses  have  been  rebuilt  or  repaired.  I  observed  with 
leasure  that  there  is  constant  and  considerable  improvement  in  the  school 
uildings  and  furniture.  The  rate-payera  seem  to  better  understand  from 
ear  to  year,  the  importance  of  having  good  school-houses  and  suitable 
irniture." 

I  am  satisfied  with  the  teachers  of  both  sexes  under  my  control, 
early  all  have  done  their  duty,  have  understood  what  I  required  of 
lem  and  have  followed  my  advice,  which  may  be  summed  up  in  the 
•llowi ng  words  :  "  address  yourselves  to  the  intelligence  of  the  children 
id  tpach  them  by  means  of  short  lessons  and  short  and  practical  expla- 
ations. 

I  made  253  inspections  this  year:  I  visited  every  school  once  and  79 
rhools  twice.  It  is  upon  the  result  of  my  inspection  of  the  last  mentioned 
3hools  that  I  base  my  opinion  as  to  the  general  progress  in  my  district 
aring  the  year.  Of  the  79  schools  which  I  visited  a  second  time,  75  gave 
le  entire  satisfaction. 

I  regret  that  I  was  unable  to  visit  all  my  schools  twice,  but  I  was 
revented  by  the  same  reasons  as  last  year  :  the  too  great  extent  of  my 
istrict  and  the  too  orreat  number  of  my  schools.  I  however  hope  that  a^ 
?gards  those  schools  which  I  only  visited  once,  the  notes  which  I  took 
L  my  first  inspection  will  be  of  some  use  to  me  ;  they  will  enable  me  to 
idge  to  a  certain  extent  of  the  progress  made  in  the  interval. 

The  new  inspection  bulletins  supply  a  want  which  I  have 
.'ished  to  see  supplied  for  a  long  time  past.  By  means  of  these  books, 
rhich  contain  only  a  few  bulletins,  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction 
I  now  in  more  direct  communication  with  the  school  municipalities  and 
eforms  can  be  more  rapidly  elfected. 

I  again  call  your  attention  to  the  serious  neglect  of  many  school 
commissioners  who  do  not  visit  their  schools  regularly.  Such  apathy  on 
he  part  of  persons  who  are  specially  charged  with  the  supervision  of  the 
jchools,  is  very  prejudicial  to  the   interests  of  Education.     What   can  be 
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icted  of  the    Bchools  of  a  mnnicipality  where  the  last  thing  the  com- 
ioaera  think  of  is  to  Tisit  them.

I  have  the  hoQOtlT  to  submit  my  report  on  Public  Instruction  in  th^ 
county  of  Sftf^enay,  for  the  scholastic  year  1887-88. 

Tnerehas  been  no  marked  change  in  the  matter  of  Pabliclustroction. 
in  that  part  of  my  diviBton  westward  of  Bersimis. 

The  teachers  do  not  lack  either  competency  or  zeal,  but  I  am  sorry 
to  say  that  in  certain  localities,  the  remuneration  given  is  really  insufficient  ^ 
I  find  it  a  difficult  task  to  convince  certain  school  commissioners  of  the 
necessity  and  even  the  advantage  in  an  economical  point  of  view,  of 
granting  fair  salaries  to  well  qualified  teachers. 

In  Tadoussac,  the  elementary  school  is  still  under  the  able  direction, 
of  Miss  Mathilda  Boucher.  Miss  Boucher  has  just  commenced  her  12th 
year  of  tuition  in  September  last. 

This  fact  speaks  well  in  favor  of  the  teacher  and  trostees.  It  prove» 
that  the  teacher  has  given  satisfaction,  and,  on  the  other  hand,  that  she  has 
been  properly  treated  by  the  parents  of  the  children  and  the  school  com- 
miasioners. 

As  much  as  possible,  I  always  try  to  secure  the  continuance  of  a  good 
teacher's  services,  in  all  the  municipalities  of  my  division  as  it  is  mor^ 
conducive  to  the  progress  of  the  pupils,  especially  the  more  advanced. 

I  heartily  approve  of  the  intention  of  your  Department  of  preparing- 
a  detailed  course  of  study  with  time-tables  and  notes,  The  idea  is  a  prac- 
tical one,  and  well  calculated  to  save  time,  and  provoke  increased  atteu- 
tion  on  the  part  of  the  children. 
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I  meet  with  some  difficulties  in  connection  with  the  beginning  of  the 
scholastic  year.  Some  teachers  are  engaged  for  the  full  period  of  10  months 
but  they  prolong  their  classes  until  the  1st  of  October.  With  dthers,  it  is  ^ 
different  period. 

I  have  already  insisted  upon  the  opening  of  the  classes  in  my  divisidn, 
on  or  about  the  l&t  of  Septembar,  and  I  am  confident  of  success  for  the 
future. 

It  is  to  be  deplored  that  your  department  cannot  afford  to  increase 
the  ordinary  subsidies  and  grants  to  poor  municipalities  :  it  Is  to  many  of 
them  a  question  of  life  and  death. 

The  prizes  I  have  distributed  to  the  best  of  my  judgment,  with  a  view 
of  encouraging  emulation  amongst  the  pupils. 

The  "  Petit  Manuel  Canadien  "  '*  Notes  sur  le  Canada  augmentees,'* 
by  Mr  Paul  de  Gazes,  is  the  great  desideratum  in  my  division  ;  the  pa- 
rents are  very  anxious  to  obtain  the  book  from  their  children. 

It  would  be  desirable  that  all  the  teachers  of  elementary  schools 
should  have  been  trained  in  the  Normal  school.  The  same  amount  of  in- 
struction, and  even  more,  can  of  course  be  acquired  in  other  educational 
establishments,  but  the  systematic  training  is  wanting* 

Two  young  ladie-,  belonging  to  my  division,  have  been  studying  at 
the  Normal  school  since  my  last  report,  with  a  view  of  obtaining  diplomas 
for  model  schools. 

I  am  endeavoring  to  induce  the  school  commissioners  in  nearly  all 
the  municipalities,  to  purchase  Professor  Oloutier's  new  work  on  object 
lessons.  I  have  found  it  a  very  interesting  book,  replete  with  usefulness 
as  a  guide. 

To  the  eastward  of  Bersimis,  there  are  schools  at  Pentecost  River, 
Seven  Islands,Moi8ic,  Thunder  Eiver,  Magpie,  River  St.  John,  Esquimaux 
Point,  Natashquan,  N.-D.  de  Lourdes  des  Blancs  Sab'ons,  English  Bay 
(Anticosti). 

Nearly  all  those  schools  are  elementary.  The  teachers  are  competont, 
and  their  engagement  is  generally  effected  by  Mgr  Bosse,  whose  zeal 
in  educational  matters  is  beyond  praise.  I  have  already  in  my  previous 
reports,  since  1884,  spoken  of  His  Lordship^s  ceaseless  efforts  towards  the 
noble  object  of  Public  Instruction,  on  the  Labrador  Coast,  and  this 
present  year  is  far  from  being  an  exception. 

The  convent  of  the  good  Sisters  of  Charity,  at  Esquimaux  Point,  is 
in  the  most  flourishing  condition  possible.  I  presided  at  the  exami- 
nations in  July  last,  and  1  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  result  obtained. 

The  pupils  have  shown  themselves  very  proficient  in  French  grammar 
€8i)ecially. 

Their  calligraphy  is  likewise  very  remarkable.  The  study  of  Arith- 
xtietic  is  quite  advanced.  In  a  word  the  'Esquimaux  Point  Convent 
is  an  excellent  institution,  well  worthy  of  the  encouragement  it  receives. 

Attached  to  the  convent  as  annexes,  are  buildings  for  a  school  of 
Industry  and  Reform.  In  this  institution  there  are  20  female  inmates, 
children  between  10  and  14  years  of  age.

„a\'e  the  hononr  to  submit  my  report  on  the   schools  oF  my  district 
ior  the  year  ending  the  30th  June  1888. 

Notwithstanding  the  difficnlties  which  are  always  met  with  in  places 
so  isolated  as  the  Magdaleu  Islands,  twelve  schools  were  in  operation 
daring  the  year.  These  schools  were  divided  as  follows  ;  nine  mised 
elementary  schools  under  the  control  of  Roman  Catholic  commissioners 
attended  by  454  Roman  Catholic  pupils ;  tw^o  elementary  schools  under  the 
control  of  Protestant  trustees  attended  by  91  Protestant  pupils  ;  one  in- 
dependent model  school  attended  by  83  Roman  Catholic  girls  ;  in  all  629 
pupils. 

The  dissentients  of  the  municipality  of  St.  Magdalen  have,  by  dint 
of  great  sacriEces,  succeeded  in  keeping  a  school  ojien  all  the  year.  It 
was  taught  by  Miss  Sadie  Brooks  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  whose  salary 
was  (220.00. 

The  dissentients  of  St.  Pierre  de  I'Eltang  du  Nord  pay  a  salary  of  $200.- 

00  to  Miss  Jennie  Martin,  who  also  comes  from  Prince  Edward  IsUnd.  In 
both  these  muuicipalitieet  the  rate>payers  are  poor  and  few  in  number  and 

1  would  suggest  tiiat  the  department  give  them  a  t^ood  share   of  the  fund 
for  poor  municipalities. 

The  schools  under  the  control  of  the  commissioners  of  St.  Magdalen 
and  of  Ste  Pierre  de  I'Etang  du  Nord  only  opened  on  the  16th 
ot  September.  This  delay  of  a  fortnight  was  due  to  the  following 
reason  :  the  commissioners,  under  the  impression  that  they  were  acting  in 
the  interest  of  the,rate-payers,  had  notified  the  teachers  that  their  engage- 
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ment  would  be  discontinued  ;  the  holidays  passed  and  the  commissioners 
who  expected  to  receive  numerous  applications,  had.  to  make  up  their 
minds  to  re-ens^age  the  same  tearhers,  but  several  of  the  lattter  had  gone 
to  other  districts.     Such  chani^es  always  have  a  bad  eflfect. 

In  the  municipality  of  St.Aubert,  things  are  done  differently  and  the 
result  is  that  it  has  the  best  schools.  One  of  the  teachers,  Mr  Gignac,  has 
been  teaching  for  seven  years  in  the  same  school ;  Miss  Zoe  Delaney  has 
been  teaching  for  three  years  and  her  school  is  one  of  the  best  in  my 
district. 

The  convent  of  the  Congreofation  de  Notre-Dame  in  the  municipality 
of  St  Magdalen  had  to  suspend  its  classes  for  three  weeks  owing  to  the 
nuns  beinir  ill.  but  they  managed  to  make  up  for  lost  time  and  all  their 
pupils  made  great  progress  in  all  the  branches. 

The  school-houses  are  in  good  order.  However,  that  ofG-rindstone  Cape 
in  the  municipality  of  St  Pierre  de  TEtang  du  Nord  requires  repairs  and 
that  of  the  dissentient  municipality  of  St.  Magdalen  is  much  too  small.  I 
have  advised  the  trustees  to  enlarge  it.  It  is  intended  to  improve  the 
furnilure  in  several  of  the  schools. 

The  provincial  government  some  time  ago  sent  Municipal  Codes  gra- 
tuitously to  all  the  municipal  councillors  and  their  secretary  treasurers. 
Would  it  not  be  advisable  to  do  the  same  with  the  school  laws  ?  If  I  may 
be  permitted  to  do  so,  I  would  suggest  it,  for  it  is  difficult  to  obtain  a  copy 
of  that  code  even  from  the  commissioners  themselves. 

The  secretary-treasurers  keep  their  accounts  well.  There  are  heavy 
arrears  only  in  the  municipality  of  St.  Magdalen.  But  the  rate-payers 
must  not  be  blamed  because  the  fisheries  are  their  only  means  of  subsist- 
ence and  they  failed  them  last  year. 

I  waited  until  the  end  of  the  scholastic  year  to  make  my  second  in- 
spection and  I  observed  with  regret  that  the  attendance  is  better  in  Winter 
than  in  the  other  seasons. 

There  is  an  old  teacher  in  my  district.  Mr  Paul  Duclos,  who  receives  a 
pension  from  the  teachers'  pension  fund.  His  health  has  not  been  good 
especially  since  last  March.

8,377  pupils. 

The  total  for  these  four  municipalities  aloue  is  137  schools,    attended 
■■by  10,3«6  popils. 

If  we  compare  this  number  with  the  total  Roman  Catholic  population 
of  the  city  we  find  the  result  does  honour  to  the  old  city  of  Chaniplain. 
The  schools  in  the  15  jnuuicipalities  of  the  county   of  Montmorency 
are  divided  as  follows  :

The  grand  total  ie  therefore  181  schools,  attended  by  12,600  " 
The  teaching  staff  consists  of  203  clerical  teachers  and  nans,  118  lay 
teachers  :  27  male  lay  teachers  20  of  whom  have  diplomas,  and  74c!erical 
teachers  :  total  number  of  clerical  and  male  lay  teachers  101  ;  there  are 
91  female  lay  teachers,  71  of  whom  bare  diplomas  and  129  are  nans  ;  total 
female  teachers  220. 

The  average  yearly  salary  of  the  male  teachers  is  $208  and  of  the 
female  teachers  $120.00.  I  consider  it  advieable  to  discontiuue  giving 
arepetition  of  these  statistics,  for  it  seems  unecessary  to  repeat  what  is 
already  mentioned  in  my  bulletins  and  grand  statistical  table  and  there 
is  no  room  for  them  in  a  report  whose  limits  are  defined  beforehand.  In 
fact  I  would  not  be  surprised  if  you  were  to  suppress  the  report  entirely 
for  the  bulletin  is  a  more  concise  form  of  report.  It  is  sent  to  yoa  at 
stated  times  and  tells  you  clearly  nil  about  school  matters  in  each  munici- 
pality. It  also  facilitates  your  commanications  with  the  commissioners 
and  secretary-treasurers  of  the  most  distaut  municipalities  and  enables 
^ou  to  write  to  them  at  the  proper  moment  to  congratulate  and  encourage 
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them  when  they  do  well  and  to  blame  them  when  they  do  wrong  and 
compel  them  to  perform  their  duty.  The  bulletins  so  completely  exhaust 
all  that  the  inspector  is  aicustomed  to  deal  with  in  his  report  at  the  end 
of  the  y?ar,  that  when  he  is  called  upon  to  do  this  additional  work,  he  has 
nothing  to  say  that  you  do  not  know. Consequently  with  the  best  intention 
of  being  useful  to  your  Department  he  can  only  send  general  remarks, 
which  are  more  or  less  irrelevant  in  an  official  report  or  merely  a  tripli- 
cate, with  a  slight  change  of  form,  of  his  statistical  table  and  bulletins. 
Each  of  these  documents,  taken  separately,  may  have  its  merits,  but  I  think 
that  the  same  amount  of  information  could  be  obtained  in  much  less  time 
if  the  forms  were  altered  so  that  one  would  complete  the  other  without 
repeating  it.  It  would  also  be  advisable  to  remodel  the  school  journal  by 
adding  some  columns  so  arranged  as  to  give  complete  statistics  of  the 
school.  The  result  of  all  this  would  be  to  save  time,  which  the  inspector 
has  not  always  at  his  disposal  to  allow  of  his  performing  his  numerous 
and  important  duties  as  he  would  like  to  do. 

I  think  that  the  officers  of  your  Department,  whose  duty  it  is  to 
examine  the  statistics,  have  found  that  a  reform  is  needed  in  this  connec- 
tion so  that  my  expressing  my  opinion  on  the  subject  is  not  inopportune. 
The  school  statistics  really  consist  of  what  the  inspector  sees  with  his 
own  eyes  when  he  makes  his  inspection.  He  should  seldom  take  for 
granted  the  figures  given  him  without  ascertaining  their  correctness.  He 
should  examine  the  pupils  in  all  the  branches  of  the  course  of  study.  My 
experience  has  proved  that  this  precaution  is  a  wise  one. 

A  good  many  of  the  teachers  cannot  resist  the  temptation  to  swell  the 
figures.  For  one  lesson  given  during  the  year  on  one  subject,  they  will 
enter  the  entire  number  of  the  pupils  in  the  class  m  the  statistical  table, 
under  the  pretext  that  all  may  have  learned  something  from  the  lesson.  I 
have  been  aware  of  this  for  a  long  time  and  attempts  are  not  made  to 
deceive  me  now  that  my  way  of  making  my  inspection  is  known. 

I  think  it  would  be  a  great  improvement  to  have  the  school  statistics 
and  inspectors'  reports  published  every  three  years.  They  might  then  be 
required  to  be  more  carefully  verified  and  should  contain,  amongst  other 
details,  the  history  of  the  principal  schools  in  each  municipality.  Such 
statistics  would  contain  something  new  and  be  interesting  for  the  public. 
A  saving  would  also  be  effiicted  and  the  money  might  be  devoted  to 
defraying  the  expense  of  teacher's  conventions.  Moreover,  in  the  interval, 
instead  of  making  out  a  report,  the  inspectors  might  write  a  treatise  every 
year  on  some  subject  which  you  might  indicate.  Their  work  would  he 
submitted  to  you  and  would  furnish  additional  subjects  of  discussion  at 
the  conventions.  The  minutes  of  the  convention  would  be  laid  before  the 
Council  of  Public  Instruction  and  be  approved  by  it,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
and  then  submitted  to  the  Grovernment  for  approval. 

By  this  means,  the  defects  pointed  out  by  inspectors  in  individual 
reports,  which  in  most  cases  remain  unnoticed,  might  better  attract  the 
attention  of  the  Legislature,  which  would  undoubtedly  apply  a  remedy  if 
there  wefe  unity  of  labour  and  of  action^ 
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For  my  i>art,  I  have  always  deemed  it  my  duty  to  call  the  attention 
of  the  authorities  to  what  I  consider  an  obstacle  to  the  progress  of  popu- 
lar edacation  and  to  saggest  means  which,  if  applied  in  my  district  it 
least,  would  have  the  effect  of  promoting  the  education  of  agricultiual 
classes.  ' 

I  have  already  had  occasion  to  express  my  views  with   reference  to 
certain  amendments  to  be  made  to  our  school  law.    I   will  now  only 
refer  to  some  draw-backs  which  a  slight  change  in  the  statute  woul<i 
remove  : 

1.  It  is  always  a  young  girl  of  18  who  is  appointed,  under  the  la^iv 
to  teach  grown  bioys  of  16  ; 

2.  It  is  always  the  same  young  girl,  who  gets  possession  of  our  boy  c 
model  schools,  because  she  offers  her  services  for  less  ; 

8.  The  commissioners  always  have  *  the  same  arbitrary  right  to 
move  a  teacher  who  does  his  duty  ; 

4.  The  same  apathy  exists  with  reference  to  the  unfortunate  teaohev*^« 
who,  one  after  the  other,  abandon  a  career  which  does  not  secure  them  tM:^^ 
wages  of  a  laborer  ; 

6.  The  same  system  prevails  of  distributing  the  moneys  voted  for  ftlis^^ 
encouragement  of  Education.  Under  present  circumstances,  the  father  w1:3lo 
cares  nothing  about  educating  his  family  and  the  child  who  runs  ab^vsnt 
the  streets,  receive  the  same  share  of  the  grant  as  those  who  make  sacrifi^ 
in  order  to  be  entitled  to  it. 

Finally,  I  have  spoken  to  you  of  the  benefits  to  be  derived  by  decenti 
lizing  the  teachers'  conventions,  of  the  reforms  to  be  effected  in  the  metlm 
of  granting  teachers*   diplomas,   of  the  advisability  of  revising  the  coa 
of  study,  of  the  establishment  of  good  schools  for  boys,  taught  by  mast< 
&c 

I  have  reason  to  believe  that  several  of  the  latter  questions  will  jsho^r^- 
ly  be  solved.  Let  us  hope  that  all  that  still  remains  to  be  done  i^v^ill 
be  accomplished  before  long. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  mentioning  once  more  the  nancnes 
of  the  bet<t  institutions  in  my  district. 

The  Brothers  of  the  Christian  Schools  have  the  management  ot  all  fc  T^® 
boys'  schools  under  control  in  this  city  and  in  St.  Sauveur.     They  are  n^^} 
actuated  by  mercenary  motives,  but  only  by  Cnarily.  They  multiply  th  ^^^ 
efforts  when  their  classes  are  too  numerous  and  work  so  hard  that  tha — ^T 
frequently  contract  a  fatal  illness. 

Two  of  their  schools,  one  in  St.   Roch  and  the  other  in  St.  John's  8^^^* 
burbs,  came  under  the  control  of  the  commissioners  during  the  course         ^ 
the  year.     You  have  probably  had  an  oportunity  of  admiring  these   tir^^^? 
fine  buildings  which  are  an  eloquent  proof  of  the  spirit  of  progress  whi^-   --^ 
does  honour  to  the  inhabitants  of  these  two  great  parishes.They  are  also  t^  *?| 
honour  to  the  Brothers  who  have  b»^en  selected  by  the  religious  and  cir^^^^ 
authorities  as  the  best  instructors  of  youth. 

I  have  just  heard  that  Rev.  Mr.  B^laugor,  who  is  the  founder  of  tl 
St.  Roch  school,  has  established  a  commercial  class  in  it  which  is  destim 
to  be  of  great  banefit.    The  object  of  this  special  class  is  to  push  on  tl 
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pupils  who  have  only  a  limited  time  to  study  and  to  give  them  an  oppor- 
tunity, at  a  small  expense,  to  at^quire  a  more  complete  knowledge  of 
business  matters  and  especially  of  English.  The  school  in  St.  John  su- 
burbs owes  its  prosperity  to  the  worthy  parish  priest,  Rev.  Mr.  F.  X. 
Plamondon,  who  has  spared  no  sacrifice  to  endow  his  parish  wiih  a  first 
class  school. 

He  must  be  greatly  pleased  now  to  see  600  pupils  receive  an  excellent 
education  in  it. 

The  school  in  Grant  street  and  that  in  St-Sauveur  continue  to  do 
Pfood  work  and  you  will  observe  by  my  bulletins  that  the  course  of  study 
followed  in  these  institutions,  meets  the  requirements  of  the  laboring  and 
commercial  population  of  the  city. 

This  year  the  Brothers'  schools  were  attended  by  2,671  pupils.  This 
is  equal  to  53  ordinary  schools  attended  by  52  pupils  each. 

The  academy  of  the  Patronage  extends  its  sphere  of  action  year  by 
year.  It  is  attended  by  nearly  200  children  who  are  very  poor  and  are 
taught  by  four  Brothers  and  a  lay  teacher. 

I  found  that  the  model  school  at  St.  Laurent  is  one  of  the  best  boys' 
schools.  It  is  still  taught  by  Mr.  Bruno  Pelletier,  one  of  our  best 
teachers. 

Mr.  Zoel  Dubeau  who  holds  an  academy  diploma  from  Laval  Normal 
School,  is  greatly  esteemed  at  Ste.  Famille  where  he  has  taught  the  model 
school  for  three  years.  He  should  get  a  higher  grant,  especially  as  the 
grant  now  given  forms  a  portion  of  his  salary. 

The  academy  at  St.  Jean  which  you  included  amongst  the  model 
schools  in  your  last  reports,  is  not  in  a  condition  to  justify  my  calling  it  a 
flourishinsr  institution.  Some  difficulties  have  arisen,  of  which  you  are 
aware  and  whir-h  will  cause  it  to  be  classed  in  a  lower  grade  next  year. 

Mr.  Louis  Tardif,  who  taught  the  mixed  school  at  St.  Pierre  for  many 
years,  has  given  up  teaching,  being  compelled  to  do  so  by  age  and  fatigue, 
and  he  has  now  nothing  to  live  on  but  his  slender  pension.  He  deserves 
a  pa^ssing  mention  for  his  derotedness  and  self-sacrifice  and  for  the  suc- 
cessful manner  in  which  he  taught  in  spite  of  many  disadvantages.  His 
salary  of  from  $160.00  to  $200.00  per  annum  was  not  sufficient  to  allow  of 
his  saving  very  much,  especially  as  he  used  to  help  poor  but  deserving 
pupils,  in  whom  he  discovered  talents  of  an  exceptional  order,  to  pay  their 
college  fees  and  many  young  men  can  thank  him  for  assisting  tbem  in 
«>ntering  the  priesthood  Another  good  mixed  model  school  is  that  of  St. 
Joachim  taught  by  Miss  Morissette,a  Normal  Laval  school  pupil  who  conti- 
nues to  do  good  work  and  gives  satisfaction  to  all.  I  hear  that  she  has 
resigned  and  has  been  replaced  by  Miss  G-agnon,  another  well  qualified 
teacher  from  Laval  Normal  School. 

The  mixed  model  school  at  Beaulieu  is  doing  well  under  the  manage- 
ment of  Miss  Almeria  Noel,  also  a  pupil  of  Laval  Normal  School.  I  hope 
that  you  will  be  able  to  take  into  consideration  the  recommendation 
contained  in  my  bulletin  and  increase  the  grant. 

Miss  Emelie  Turcotte,  a  distinguished  pupil  of  Laval  Normal  School 
has  undertaken  the  management  of  the  girls'  model  school  at  St.  Jean. 


From  what  I  know  of  her  ubility  and  have  seen  of  h<^r  teaching,  I 
expect  this  school  will  soon  be   as  floarishin^  as  it  formerly  was. 

The  mixed  model  schools  at  Laval  and  L'Ange-G-ardien,  as  well  as  the 

oys'  model  school  at  Chateau  Richer,  are  not  in  a  very  flourishing  coodi- 

n.     The  teachers  are  able  and   deserving    but    th-'y    have   not    always 

ea  able  to  overcome    the  dit&cnlties   which    have   arisen.     They   were 

^aite  right  iu  resigninsf  in  order  to  save  their  reputation. 

The  convents  in  the  city  and  banheue  and  in  the  connty  of  Montmo- 
"incy  have  always  done  such  gi«>d  work  ihat  I  have  freqaently.  ereo  at 
le  risk  of  making  mr  reports  too  long,  given  ray  0[)iiiion  of  the  value  of 
me  course  of  study  followed  iu  these  excelleut  iiisiitutions.  I 
will  not  revert  to  the  sahject  at  present  as  I  know  th:it  you  yourself 
visit  some  of  them  and  the  public  knows  how  much  good  tht;y  do. 

Amongst  the  elementary  schools  under  control,  40  are  very  good,  SO 
are  pood  and  30  are  inferior. 

The  poor  municipalities  which  are  greatly  in  need  of  an  additional  graat 
are  the  following  :  St.  Adolphe,  Les  Crans.  St.  Tlte  d's  Oaiis,  Ste.  Brigitte 
ie  Liival,  St.  Roch  North,  St.  Fereol  and  Ste.  Petronille  de  B  ^aulieu-  Th^ 
first  three  especially  would  have  great  difficulty  in  keeping  up  their  school* 
without  the  grant. 

On  the  whole,  Ihe  provisions  of  the  school  law  are  fairly  well  obserr- 
l ;  the  secretary- treasurers  perform  their  duties  conscientiously  and  lh«* 
i-ondttion  of  Education  is  comparatively  satisfactory.  There  is  a  marked 
improvement  in  the  school-houses  and  furniture  and  I  have  reason  t» 
believe  that  when  we  will  have  remedied  some  lamentable  defects,  oar 
system  of  Public  Instruction  will  be  as  perfect  as  can  be  desired. 

In  conclnsion  I  beg  toofier  my  humble  tribute,  by  coagratalatingth* 
G-overnment  OQ  the  happy  idea  of  voting  a  larger  amoont  fur  the  parchua 
of  prize-books.  The  inspectors  are  now  ia  a  position  to  off^r  a  priie  fov 
every  branch  of  study,  which  will  hare  the  effect  of  encouraging  the  pupils 
to  at  once  apply  themselves  to  certain  important  sabjeuts,  which  as  a  nil0 
are  not  very  attractive  to  many  of  the  children. 

I  hope  the  inspectors  will  also  be  aatborized  to  give  oceasionally,  • 
book  to  successful  teachers.  It  would  b.i  the  same  thiuKasifit  wer0 
given  to  the  pupils,  for  the  prizes  so  giTen  would  be  selected  from  amongst 
the  best  works  on  the  art  of  teaching,  which  the  teacher  would  stiu^ 
and  his  class  would  thereby  derive  benefit  from  it. 

The  work  on  the  art  of  teaching  published  by  the  eminent  Bishop  of 
Rimou'ki,  is  the  book  which  I  would  like  to  see  in  the  handa  of  all  tli0 
teachers.  If  they  would  study  it  attentively  and  pat  into  practice  Ih^ 
wi.se  counsels  it  gives,  they  would  be  saved  much  groping  in  the  daik  )0 
searching  for  the  best  means  of  becoming  successful  in  the  difficult  art  9f 
teaching.  Another  good  book  which  I  would  like  to  give  the  teachers  \Xt 
all  the  schools,  is  "  Lt  recueil  de  Ufont  de  choses  "  by  Mr.  J.  B.  Cloutier. 
I  hare  the  honour  etc.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  state  of  Education  in 
my  district  for  the  scholastic  year  ending  the  28th  June  1888. 

My  district  comprises  the  same  number  of  municipalities  as  last  year, 
and  also  that  of  St.  Bernardin,  which  has  just  been  added  to  it,  bringing 
tip  the  total  number  of  my  schools  to  102  distributed  throughout  85 
districts. 

With  the  exception  of  the  academies  of  Sillery  and  Bellevue,  to  which 
the  inspector  is  not  admitted,  I  inspected  all  the  schools  under  my  charge, 
excepting  that  of  St.  Bernardin,  which  I  was  unable  to  visit  and 
that  of  Lake  Beauport  which  was  closed  when  I  went  there  on  the 
7th  March  last,  on  account  of  the  teacher  being  ill. 

Four  schools  remained  closed  during  the  year,  one  at  St.  Basil,  one  at 
Ste.  Catherine  and  the  two  others  at  St.  Raymond,  the  former  because 
there  was  no  teacher  and  the  three  latter  from  want  of  means. 

By  comparing  my  notes  of  last  year  with  those  of  my  last  bulletins, 
I  find  an  increase  of  179  in  the  number  of  pupils  attending  school  and  an 
increase  of  163  in  the  average  attendance,  which  seems  to  me  to  he  a  satis- 
fikctory  result. 

The  parish  of  Beauport  has  just  been  endowed  with  a  splendid 
convent,  whose  construction  is  due  to  the  zeal  and  devotedness  of  Rev.  Mr 
A.  Legare,  the  parish  priest,  and  to  the  generosity  of  his  parishioners  who 
Btrenuously  seconded  the  efforts  of  their  worthy  pastor  and  generously 
»Joatribut<^d  towards  the  erection  of  this  building  one  of  the  finest  in  the 
Province,  which  does  credit  to  the  parish  which  already  contains  many 
P^l>lic  monuments.  This  convent,  which  is  under  the  able  management  of 
*he  Sisters  of  the  Congregation,  is  destined  to  render  great  services  to  this 
loca-lity,  if  we  judge  by  what  it  has  already  done  and  which  is  very  encou- 
^*l?ijig,  since,  this  year,  215  young  girls  have  been  admitted  to  it. 

The  other  schools  in  my  district  are  in  about  the  same  condition  as 
last  year,  with  the  exception  of  the  model  school  at  St.  Ambroise,  which 
has  been  rebuilt  by  the  Fabrique  to  whom  it  has  been  bequeathed  by  will. 
This  house  is,  after  the  convents,  the  finest  and  most  comfortable  in  my 
^^trict.  It  is  also  the  b*»st  from  a  hygienic  point  of  view,  both  on  account 
^f  its  proportions  and  of  the  site  which  it  occupies. 

The  school  furniture  is  also  pretty  much  in  the  same  condition  as  last 
y^ar.  There  are  still  many  badly  made  desks  and  forms  without  back- 
Jl^te ;  but  they  promised  me,  in  several  places,  to  carry  out,  during  the 
^^^Udays,  the  improvements  I  suggested. 

As  regards  the  teaching,  I  must  say  that  a  great  many  teachers  still 
^^iye  to  ffet  their  pupils  to  learn  by  heart  instead  of  seeking  to  develop 
their^intellects  by  selected  exercises  suited  to  their  age  and  degree  of 
•^Vancement,  wnich  would   enable  them  to  better  understand  what  they 
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do.    It  is  unnecessary  to  say  that  under  such  a  system,  there  is  no  lift 
the  school  and  as  a  consequence  no  emulation  and  hardly   any 
This  is  especially  the  case  in  schools  whose  teachers  have  not  bien 
at  the  Normal  SchooL 

Drawing  and  Agriculture  are  not  taught  at  all  in  some  schools 
is  the  fault  of  the  commissioners  or  of  the  parents,  who  are  opposed  to 
teaching  of  these  sub]4*cts. 

Geography,  the  History  of  Canada  and  book-keeping  might  be  t 
to  a  greater  number  of  pupils.    I   have  done  my  best  to  hare  all 
branches  of  the  course  of  study  taught  in  future  m  all  my  schools  and 
the  proper  proportion. 

The  books  of  most  of  the  secretary  treasurers  seemed  to  be  well 
and  in  good  order.  Nearly  all  keep  them  according  to  the  official  met! 
The  teachers,  with  a  few  exceptionf^,  are  punctually  paid. 
In  my  report  for  last  year   I   stated  jthat  the  commisaioners  of 
municipalities,  Hot  only  did  not  encourage  the  pupils  in  their  schools 
giving  prizes   to   those  who  deserved  them,  but  that  they  did  not 
take  the  trouble  to  visit  their  sch'iols,  as  required  by  1aw«    This 
on  their  part  does  a  great  deal  of  harm  to  the  pupils,  who,  from  the  fad 
there  not  being  encouraged  in  any  way  to  make  constant  and  energi 
attempts  to  learn,  generally  finish  by  becoming  discourag^^d,  become  i 
lent  and  careless,  to  the  despair  of  their  teachers,  w'hose  effort^are  tki 
neutralized. 

In  my  opinion  the  commissioners  visits  have  the  twofold  ^ffeot 
keeping  both  teachers  and  pupils  up  to  their  dnties  ;  the  former  by  i 
c'ing  them  to  do  everything  in    their  power  to  push  on  their  pupils  so 
to  show  progress    at    each  examination  and    the  latter  by  making 
study  h^irder  so  as  to  deserve  praise  and  rewards 

In  view  of  snch  a  state  of  affairs.    I  had    resolved  1o  do  everything 
could  to  induce  the  commissioners  to  visit  their  schools  resrularly  twice 
year  and  take  steps  to  distribute  prizes  to  the  pupils,  especially  at  the 
of  the  year.     I  did  so,  taking  care  to  act  with  as  such  judgment  and  dfl 
cacy  as  possible.  I  flattered  myself  that  I  would  be,  all  the  more  succesrf 
because  I  was  convinced  that  the  commissioner^,  who  nearly  all  have  cMl*] 
dren    at  school    would   be  the  first  to  derive  benefit  from  it.     But  I 
disappointed,   at  least  as  regards  some  municipalities,  where  the  co 
siouers  did  not  take  my  advice, 

Is  there  no  re  nedy  for  this  evil  ?I  think  that  if  those,who  on  every 
oasion,  disregard  the  counsels  given  them  by  the  inspector  had  their 
withheld,  it  would  have  a  wonderful  effect  upon  those  gentlemen,  wl 
tliink  they  have  no  orders  or  advice  to  receive  from  any  one  and  wl 
think  they  have  sufficiently  done  their  duty  when  they  have  en^ 
teachers  without,  in  the  least,  troubling  themselves  as  to  whether 
have  the  nec^^ssary  ability  to  teach  their  children.  I  will,  this  year,  msff 
ly  mention  the  fact,  hoping  it  will  suffice  to  attract  the  attention  of  tho< 
to  whom  I  allude  and  who,  I  am  sure,  will  follow  the  advice  which  W 
givi'U  them. 

Notwithstanding  the  unfortunate  state  of  affairs  which    I   have  jai 
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ntioned,  you  must  not  be  under  the  impression  that  there  is  a  general 
►like  lor  Education.  Oa  the  contrary,  people  are  nearly  everywhere 
ill  disposed  and  ready  to  promote  Education  for  whose  success  the  cler- 
•  and  all  who  take  an  interest  in  the  matter  have  energetically  and  de- 
>tedly  laboured.  Once  more,  I  say  that  the  majority  of  the  municipali- 
iB  in  my  district  are  well  disposed  in  favour  of  ihe  schools  and  I  sincere- 
rejoice  at  it  but  I  wish  there  were  no  exceptions  and  even  if  there 
ere  but  one  I  would  deem  it  my  duty  to  point  it  out  to  you. 

I  have  endeavored  to  show  you,  as  cleaily  as  possible,  the  state  of  Edu- 
ction in  my  district  so  I  have  exhibited  the  picture  as  it  is,  with  all  its 
ghts  and  shadows.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  188*7-88. 

Ther«^  were  this  year  in  my  extensive  district,  176  elementary  schools, 
ttended  by  6,171  pupils  ;  ten  model  schools,  attended  by  491  pupils  aud 
tree  academies  attended  by  874  pupils.  This  makes  a  total  of  188  institu- 
ons  attended  by  7,786  pupils.  Ihe  average  attendance  was  6,682  or  78 
ei  cent.  Although  this  figure  is  not  high,  I  am  satisfied  with  the  average, 
I  view  of  the  extent  of  the  districts. 

The  dissentient  municipality  of  West  Bolton  no  longer  exists  and  the 
ite-payers  have  again  come  under  the  control  of  the  commissioners  who 
pened  two  schools  for  Roman  Catholic  children,  instehd  of  one,  as  for- 
lerly. 

The  citizens  of  Roxton-Falls,  under  the  direction  of  their  zealous 
istor,  established  an  agricaltural  college  last  year  which  they  placed  un- 
•r  the  management  of  the  Marist  Uro titers  and  a  convent  which  they  liave 
anded  over  to  the  sisters  of  La  Presentation  de  Marie,  The  results  have 
een  admirable  and  the  rate-payers  of  this  flourishing  village  have  alroa- 
7  commenced  this  very  year  to  reap  the  fruits  of  the  many  sacrifices 
liey  have  made,  in  order  to  procure  for  their  children  the  priceless  boon 
Fa  good  education.  These  happy  results  are  good  augury  for  the 
itnre.  "Waterloo  and  Granby,  stimulated  by  the  results  obtained  at 
toxton-Falls  are  about  to  erect  extensive  buildings  for  the  Marist  Bro- 
ilers, who  are  to  take  charge  of  the  education  of  the  boys  in  those  places. 
*he  rate-payers  of  these  two  prosperous  villages  have  only  to  see  to  the 
B^hing  of  their  boys  for  their  daughters  have  for  many  years  been  taught 
1  Sisters  whose  ability  and  professional  knowledge  is  well  known. 


At  Notre-Dame  des  Aiiges,  the  commissioners  are  building  a  large 
Bcbool,  on  a  plan  approved  by  yon,  for  the  children  of  the  village  whose 
education  is  to  be  confided  to  nuns. 

As  you  may  see,  prodigiou'*  efforts  are  being  made  in  my  district    to 
raise  the  level  of  education  and  in  a.  few  years  there  will  be  as  many  supe- 
rior schools  in  the  Eastern    Townships  as  in  other  parts  of  the  Province, 
and    all    this    will  be  due  to  our  clergy  who  have  headed  the  movement 
here  a*  elsewhere.     All  ray  model  Bohools  and  academies    are    on    a  good 
fooling  and  deserve  the  support  of  the  Government.     The    grants  which 
are  given  them  should  be  larger  in  view  of  their  many   requirements,  of 
the  enlargement  and  improvement    of  the  buildings  to  meet  the  wants  of 
the  increase  in  population.     For  these  reasons,    1  am  sorry  to  say  that  the 
girls'  academy  in  the    township    of  Faniham  did  not  get,  any  grant  la<I 
year,  and  yet  this  institution  which  does  very  good  work,  has  been  obli 
ged  to  considerably  enlarge  its    building    during  the  post  three    years  iu 
order  to  nccommodate  all  the  pupils  who  wished  lo  board  there. 

1  am  happy  to  state  that  amongst  my  elementary  schools,  but  fevr 
have  been  only  satisfactory  ;  nearly  ail  have  been  fairly  good  and  seven] 
have  been  very  good. 

If  there  are  still  several  schools  which  can  only  be  classed  as  fairly  good, 
it  is  due  to  the  fact  that  there  are  too  many  teachers  without  diplomss 
There  were  forty  this  year.  Most  of  them  have  not  auHicient  piofessiom! 
knowledge  ;  they  conhae  themselves  to  Reading  (which  is  freqnently 
very  imperfectly  taught).  Writing.  Catechism,  with  a  little  Arithmetic 
and  Grammar.  They  devote  their  efforts  to  getting  the  children  to  learii 
by  heart  but  give  so  few  explanations  that  the  children  cannot  work  onl 
a  single  sum  that  is  not  in  their  book  or  write  out  correctly  the  words 
they  have  learnt  by  heart. 

For  these  reasons  I  am  greatly  in  favour  of  lectures  on  the  art  of 
teaching  as  iutrodnced  by  Inspector  Lippens  wherever  the  same  is prst- 
Ikoble. 

I  have  no  doubt  that  they  are  very  useful  bat  I  add  the  words : 
"  Wlierever  the  same  is  praclicable,"  because  in  my  district,  which  is  so  eilen- 
sive  and  where  the  schools  are  so  scattered,  this  system  could  only  be  put 
in  practice  in  a  few  parishes.  Besides,  it  would  entail  great  expense  and 
I  would  often  have  only  one  teacher  with  her  pupils  as  an  audience, 

I  observe  with  pleasure  that  the  Government  intends  to  increase  thf 
grant  lo  elementary  schools  ;  this  will  have  the  efft'ct  of  opening  new 
schools  iu  the  large  districts  and  thereby  facilitate  attendance  at  school.  A 
large  proportion  should  be  given,  in  preference,  to  the  dissentient  mnni- 
cipalities,  because  ihey  are  always  poorer  than  those  under  the  control  of 
commissioners.

By  the  above  you  will  observe  that  the  nnmber  of  municipalities  has 
ncreased  by  eleven  and  the  number  of  pupils  attending  school  and 
earning  the  principal  branches  has  nearly  doubled.    Such  an  increase  is 


very  satisfactory  and  is  calculated  to  encourage  all  who  take  an  interest 
in  Education  and  lo  convince  them,  that  if  everything  is  not  as  perfect  in 
my  district  as  might  be  desired,  the  benefits  of  Education  are,  at  least, 
-hecomin'i  more  and  more  understood  and  appreciated. 

On  the  whole,  the  county  of  t'hicoutimi  is  one  of  the  bt'st  organized 
■from  an  educational  point  of  view. 

As  I  stated  in  my  last  report,  there  has  been  an  improreraent  in  the 
methods  of  teaching  which  are  now  as  near  perfection  as  possible  and  this 
is  especially  noticeable  in  Reading,  '\Vriling,Gramniar,Arithmetic,  History 
and  (.reography. 

Nearly  all  the  schools  have  the  Langlaie  series  of  copy-books  which 
give  entire  satisfaction. 

As  the  teaching  of  Heligion  is  the  basis  of  every  soand  education,  I 
insist  upon  the  teichers  teaching  Catechism  twice  a  day  regularly. 

The  commissioners,  as  a  rale,  are  intelligent  and  energetic  meu,  who 
faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  their  olfice.The  same  remark  applies  to  the 
secretary-treasurers  who  keep  their  books  according  to  the  oiScial  method. 
The  finances  in  several  muuicipalities  are  in  a  ilourishlng  condition.  I 
may  mention  the  parishes  of  Chicoutimi  and  St,  Fulgenca  which  have  no 
arrears  this  year,  either  of  taxes  or  monthly  contributions. 

A  great  many  old  school-houses  have  been  repaired  or  replaced  bv 
new  and  more  spa'ious  ones  whi<rh  are  better  ventilated  and  much  more 
comfortable.  There  has  also  been  a  marked  improvement  ia  the 
furniture. 

,  There  are  one  hundred  and  eleven  inetitations  of  all  kinds  ;  s  minor 
seminary,  two  academies  under  Ursnline  nuns  and  Sisters  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  niue  model  schools,  ninety-eight  elementary  schools,  one  inde- 
pendent school  known  as  the  Indian  school,  supported  by  the  Federal 
G-overument  and  which  is  well  tanght  by  Mrs  Widow  Boy,  who  holds 
a  model^chool  diploma. 

The  three  schools  at  Normandin,  St.  Melhode  and  Cap  k  I'Onest  were 
not  opened  owing  to  want  of  teachers  ;  at  Jonqnieres  the.  school  remaiaed 
closed  because  there  were  not  enough  pupils- 
There  are  twenty  live  priests  and  ecclesiastics  in  the  minor  seniinary 
at  Chicoutimi,  lifteen  of  whom  are  engaged  in  teaching. 

This  institution  was  greatly  tried  during  the  year  1881-88, 
through  the  death  of  its  founder  Bishop  Uaciue,  who  was  also  the  teadiuf; 
spirit  iu  all  its  undertakings.  Hie  decease  caused  deep  emotion  and 
nniversal  regret  throughout  the  diocese,  for  it  was  felt  by  all  who  take  a 
sincere  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  people  thai  his  was  no  ordinary  loss, 
that  the  noble  canse  of  Education  had  lost  one  of  its  most  valiant  cham- 
pions, to  say  nothing  of  the  lessons,  advice  and  assistance  of  every  kind 
which  he  gave  and  would  have  continued  to  give,  to  the  whole  region  of 
the  Sagnenay. 

The  name  of  Bishop  D.  Racine  should  therefore  he  pronounced  with 
respect  and  gratitude  by  the  entire  population  of  the  Sagnenay  and  espe- 
cially the  minor  seminary  at  Chicoutimi,  which  owes  its  existence  to 
him. 
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Notwithstanding  this  loss,  thanks  to  the  enlightened  zeal  and  dc- 
votedness  of  the  directors  and  professors,  who  have  all  a  well-earned  repu- 
tation as  successful  teachers,  the  pupils  have  continued  to  do  very  well 
as  shown  by  the  examinations. 

In  1874  there  were  seventy  one  pupils,  this  year  there  are  one  hun- 
dred and  one. 

This  increase  shows  that  the  people  are  not  indifferent  to  the  prospe- 
rity of  this  institution  and  appreciate  the  advantages  of  the  education 
w^hichit  gives. 

The  girls'  academy  at  Chicoutimi,  which  was  enlarged  and  repaired 
last  year,  contains  everything  necessary  for  the  comfort  of  the  pupils.  It 
is  situated  in  a  healthy  and  pleasant  spot  and  has  large  recreation  grounds 
embellished  with  trees.  The  class  rooms  are  spacious,  well  lighted  and 
provided  with  all  the  necessary  furniture.  The  number  of  pupils  increases 
every  year  whi(*h  proves  the  excellence  of  the  institution.  All  the 
subjects  of  the  otricial  course  of  study  are  taught  and  the  pupils  also  apply 
themselves  to  other  work,  several  having  obtained  medals  for  weaving 
and  spinning. 

Two  former  pupils  of  this  establishment.  Miss  Celestine  Desjardins 
and  Miss  Mary  Jane  Harvey,  hold  model  school  diplomas.  They  teach 
the  girls'  elementary  school  in  the  town  of  Chicoutimi  and  the  model 
school  of  Laterriere  and  do  good  work. 

There  are  127  pupils  in  the  Ursulines'  academy  at  Lake  St- John,  which 
continues  to  do  very  go{>d  work.  As  the  number  of  pupils  increases  eve- 
ry year,  the  nuns  had  to  erect  a  larger  and  more  convenient  building.  It 
is  a  very  fine  one,  several  stories  high,  built  of  stone  and  situated  in  a 
pleasant  spot  overlooking  Lake  St-John.  This  institution  gives  groat  SHtis- 
faction,  as  the  young  girls  receive  an  excellent  moral  and  religious  educa- 
tion. 

The  best  model  schools  have  boen  those  taught  by  the  Misses  Odelie 
Ouellet,  Jos.  El.  Grenon,  Celestine  Desjardins  and  Anna  Lapointe. 

The  elementary  S(*hools,  as  a  rule,  are  on  a  good  footing  ;  some  of 
them  are  equal  to  model  Si^hools,  as  there  are  pupils  in  them  from  10  to  12 
years  of  age  who  learn  all  or  nearly  all  the  subjects  required  for  model 
schools. 

The  most  successful  elementary  school  teachers  are  the  Misses  Marie 
Gauthier,  Anna  Bergeron.  M.  J.  Harvey,  O.  Roulet,  Corinne  Tremblay, 
Marie  Tremblay,  Cedulie  Lavoie,  Virginie  Lalancette,  Marie  Savard,  Eula- 
lie  Simard,  Clodia  Grenon,  Apolline  Couillard,  Cedulie  Tremblay,  Suzan- 
ne Boivin,  Radegonde  Chamberlan,  Leontine  St-Pierre,  Philomene  Larou- 
che,  Marie  Ilobitaille,  Luce  Tremblay,  Marie  Plourde,  Marie  L.  Boivin, 
Malvina  Brassard,  Julienne  and  Aurelie  Paradis,  Marie  Tremblay,  (St- 
Prime),  Elmire  Lindsay,  Clara  Lizotte,  Aladie  Tuchon,  Marie  Perron,  Loui- 
se Cote,  Zelie  Tremblay,  A-  ftobeil,  Arthemise  Labrie,  M.-Ijouise  Dery, 
Sophie  Larouche,  Alphonsine  Lfipointe,  Ilelene  Dery,  Clara  Blackburne, 
M.-Louise  Gagne.

I  have  the  hoiionr  to  submit  to  you  ray  aniiUiil  report  ou    the  i^chooU 
ny  district,  for  the  year  ending  the  30th  June  last. 

i^iuce  I  was  appointed  inspector   of  schools,    in    1864,    I    hare   had 

ptionally  gfiod    opportunities  (o   witness   the   progress   made  iu    tho 
section  of  this  Proriuce  comprised  in  the  district  of  rfl.     Francis  and 

_[>nnty  of  Megantic,  as  well  as  the  townships  of  Beauce  county. 

Such  were  ibe  limits  of  my  inspection  district  some  ten  years  ago. 

At  that  lime,  the  schools  under  my  supervision  having  teachers  to  the 
imber  of  2"20,  srattered  over  this    immtiuse   territory,  your   Department 
found  it  necessary  to  appoint  another  inspector  and  relieved  me  of  about 
one  half  of  that  district, 

My  inspection  district  has  since  been  composed  of  the  electoral 
district  of  Sherbrooke,  the  united  Counties  of  Richmond  and  "Wolfe,  ihe 
county  of  Compton,  the  two  municipalities  of  St.  Ferdinand  and  Sle. 
Sophie  d'Halifax,  in  the  county  of  Megantic,  and  the  four  mnnicipalities 
of  the  county  of  Beance  bordering  on  Compton  County. 

The  limits  of  this  report  do  not  permit  of  my  entei'ing  into  Ihe  details 
of  ihe  increase  in  each  locality,  but  my  statistical  table  for  this  year, 
accompanying  this  report,  shows  that  in  the  past  eight  years  the 
number  of  echools,in  my  present  district  has  leaped  from  113  to  232  element- 
ary and  from  2  to  12  model  schools. 

The  following  is  a  brief  sammary  :

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Making  a  total  of  246  educational  institutions.  The  total  number  of 
professors  and  teachers  is  306,  of  whom  87  belon«5  to  religious  communi- 
ties. Among  the  219  lay  teachers,  I  count  only  11  Normal  School  diplomas, 
10  teachers  without  diplomas  and  the  remainder  holding  diplomas  from 
the  Board  of  Examiners. 

There  are  46  male  teachers,  of  whom  4  only  are  laymen.  Three  of 
these  latter  hold  diplomas,  two  for  elementary  schools  only  and  one  fur 
academies.  The  salaries  of  the  former  average  only  $200.00  and  that  of  the 
latter  is  $400.00.  The  fourth  is  professor  of  Music  at  the  classical  college 
at  Sheibrooke. 

A  great  deal  has  b  ieu  said  about  the  poverty  of  male  teachers,  but 
until  means  are  found  to  render  the  position  more  attractive  and 
more  remunerative  it  is,  I  think,  useless  to  try  to  increase  their  num- 
ber. 

One  of  the  incentives  which  I  have  heard  mentioned  as  an  encourage- 
ment to  laymen  to  enter  upon  the  career  of  teaching  is,  that  the  position 
of  inspector  of  schools  is  the  goal  to  which  such  may  aspire. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  few  teachers  who  reach  that  appoint' 
ment  find  it  preferable  to  teaching  at  such  salaries  as  those  I  have  just 
stated.  But  when  a  comparison  is  made  between  the  duties  and  the  sala- 
ries of  school  inspector  and  those  of  men  of  intelligence  and  education  in 
other  walks  of  life,  the  result  is  strongly  against  the  young  men  entering 
upon  the  career  of  teacher. 

1  do  not  make  these  remarks  with  the  intention  of  discouraging  any 
one  from  giving  his  services  to  society  as  a  teacher,    yet  I  feel   bound  in 
justice  and  truth  to  state  the  facts  as  they  are.     Among  the  many  reasons 
for  speaking  thus  plainly   are  the   following  :     1.   The  young  man  who 
enters  upon  the  career  of  teaching,  with  the  intention  of  doing   his   duty 
towards  his  employers  and  those  entrusted  to  his  charge,  expects  to  gain, 
thereby  an  income  that  will  allow   him  to  hold  that   position  among   his 
fellow  men  to  which  his  preparatory   studies  and  the  labors  of  his  profes- 
sion entitle  him.     With  that  object  in  view,  he  spends  some  two  or  three 
years  studying  and  training  for  his  profession.    After  as  many  more  years 
spent  in  teaching,  at  a  starvation  salary,   and  with  no  prospect  of  amelio- 
Tation  in  his  position,  his  ambition  is  blasted  and  he  either  becomes  a  drudge 
in    his   profession  or   turns  his  attention  to  some  other   means  of  procu- 
ring a  livelihood.  But  the  time  to  study  for  a  liberal  profession  or  to  train 
for  some  other  vocation  is  past. 

2  Admitting  that  after  having  taught  during  several  years,  the 
candidate  for  the  position  of  school  inspector  attains  that  goal,  is  his  ambi- 
tion reasonably  satisfied  ? 

To  this  question    my    twenty-four  years   experience  do  not  furnish  a 
satisfactory  affirmative  answer. 

In  the  first  place,  the  salary  of  school   inspector,    in    this    province, 
varies  from  $650.00  to  $1000.00  per  annum. 

Out  of  this  sum  all  travelling  expenses  have  to  be  paid  by  the  inspect- 
or.   A  horse,  and  vehicles  suitable  to  all  the  seasons  of  the  year    have  to 
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be  purchased  aud  kept  in  repair  which,  at  least  in  my  case,  is  an  important 
item. 

No  other  bnsiness  can  be  attended  to,  for  the  time  of  the  inspector, 
when  not  on  his  regular  visits  to  his  schools,  has  to  be  devoted  to  answer- 
ing correspondents  from  all  parts  of  his  district  and  in  settling,  as  best 
he  can,  difficulties  that  are  constanlty  cropping  up  from  all  quarters 
between  the  teachers  and  the  school  boards,  and  the  parents  of  the  school 
children,  or  between  the  ratepayers  aud  the  school  commissioners. 

There  may  be  some  exceptions  but,  judging  from  ray  experience,  I 
confidently  assert  that,  generally  speaking,  the  school  inspector  who 
would  undertake  to  attend  to  any  regular  business,  outside  of  his  official 
duties,  'would  find  that  he  had  too  many  irons  in  the  fire.  He  has  to 
give  his  whole  time  and  attention  to  the  schools  und<»r  his  susper vision,  to 
pay  all  expenses  incurred  in  his  travels  through  his  district,  and  to  sup- 
port and  educate  his  children  out  of  the  very  limited  salary  accorded  to 
him. 

From  the  1st  of  September  to  the  30th  of  June,  each  year,  his  atten- 
tion is  taken  up  with  the  working  of  the  schools  in  his  district.  During 
the  months  of  July  and  August  he  has  his  statistical  table  and  his  annual 
report  to  prepare  and  an  unlimited  amount  of  correspondence  to  attend  to 
regarding  the  engagement  of  teachers  for  the  ensuing  year.  Were  there 
any  prospects  of  an  increase  of  income  in  proportion  to  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  schools,  or  the  improvements  being  constantly  made  in 
them,  there  would  be  an  incentive  ahead  to  labour  on  with  the  prospect 
of  attaining  a  respectably  comfortable  position  in  time.  There  is  no  such 
prospect  however  for  either  the  teacher  or  the  school  inspector  :  the  only 
encouragement  attached  to  his  position  is  that  after  thirty  years  of  service, 
should  he  survive  that  period,  or  when  he  has  be  come  unable,  through 
ill  health  or  physical  exhaustion,  for  the  performance  of  his  duties,  he  can 
hope  to  draw  a  pension  proportioned  to  the  duration  of  his  service  and 
the  salary  on  which  he  has  paid  up  his  two  per  cent  per  annum  of  pen- 
sion fees. 

This  latter  is  certainly  a  good  point  and  one  for  which  we  feel  largely 
indebted  to  your  energy  and  perseverance  in  obtaining  it  for  us. 

Let  us  view  the  position  of  teacher  and  school  inspector  from  any 
other  standpoint  and  it  cannot  bear  comparison  with  that  of  the  clerk 
who  can  begin  life  with  much  less  mental  training,  and  consequently  at  a 
much  earlier  age  and  at  less  cost  for  his  education.  After  learning  his 
business,  the  latter  has  a  wide  career  open  to  him  and  he  has  the  examples 
of  those  who,  from  a  humble  beginning  like,  his  have  attained  aiiluence, 
to  encourage  him  through  the  vicissitudes  that  may  beset  his  p:\th. 

The  intelligent  tradesman  who  starts  early  in  life  with  the  literary 
knowledge  obtained  at  an  elementary  school  can,  if  he  does  not  think 
well  of  opening  a  business  establishment  on  his  own  account,  as  soon  as 
he  has  mastered  his  craft,  command  higher  wages  than  either  the  teacher 
or  the  school  inspector.  The  sessional  employees  of  Parliament,  some  of 
them  at  least,  receive  for  their  two  or  three  months'  labors,  during  the  ses- 
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jsiou,  a  salary  equal  if  not  jjreater  than  the  highest  paid  to  school  inspect- 
ors, in  this  Province,  for  the  whole  year. 

Multitndos  of  such  comparisous  mijifht  be  cited  in  which  the  officers 
of  primary  instruction  come  out  worst,  but  1  think  it  is  unnecessary  to 
dwell  further  on  this  point  to  explain  the  paucity  of  the  numbers  of  male 
teachers  devoting  themselves  to  that  noble  but  ill  requited  profession. 

The  standard  attained  by  the  lady  teachers  is  constantly  improving  and 
a  few  of  the  Normal  school  graduates  are  finding  employment  in  this  dis- 
trict. Much  however  remains  yet  to  be  done  in  the  way  of  improving 
our  general  system  of  teaching  and  our  progress  will  be  slow  until  we 
shall  have  oganized  and  put  our  French  teachers'  institutes  in  active 
operation.  I  have  dwelt  so  repeatedly  on  this  subject  in  former  reports 
that  1  do  not  feet  warranted  in  going  farther  than  merely  mentioning  it 
here  and  t^xpre^^'sig  the  hope  that  you  may  soon  succeed  in  your  desire 
to  get  these  institutes  practically  established. 

You  may  see  by  my  bulletins  that  a  steady  improvement  is  being 
made  in  the  quality  of  school  buildings  and  school  furniture  in  this  dis- 
trict. Indeed  I  must  say,  in  justice  to  the  school  boards  and  to  the  rate- 
payers tha*.  there  exists  here  a  spirit  of  progress  and  a  desire  to  educate 
youth,  worthy  of  all  praise  ;  if  everything  is  not  just  as  it  ought  to  be  yet, 
It  is  not  the  will  but  the  means  that  are  lacking. 

Sherbrooke,  Kichmond  and  Windsor  Mills  have  distinguished  them- 
selves by  the  construction  of  school-houses  that  are  a  credit  to  their  own- 
ers and  will  bear  inspection  by  the  most  critical  and  exacting. 

Several  other  municipalities  have  built  new  school  houses  on  improv- 
ed plans  and  given  them  the  required  proportions,  besides  adding  the 
necessary  outhouses  to  keep  their  firewood  in  good  condition  and  furnish 
accommodation  to  the  teachers  and  school  children. 

A  magnificent  4  story  frame  building  has  been  constructed  at  St  Fer- 
dinand dllalifax  this  year  and  opened  as  a  commercial  academy  under 
the  direction  of  the  Brothers  of  Charity  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul,  At  the 
time  of  my  visit,  in  June  last,  there  were  123  pupils  attending.  Mr.  Hi- 
laire  Fortier,  a  graduate  of  Laval  Normal  school,  was  successfully  conduct- 
ing the  most  advanced  class  of  pupils.  Much  credit  is  due  to  the  Sev. 
Mr  Gagne  curi  of  this  parish,  for  this  great  improvem  ent. 

The  school  board  of  St.  Camille  has  also  put  up  a  suitable  building 
for  the  requirements  of  the  place  and  will  have  it  ready  for  the  opening 
of  the  schools  on  the  1st  of  next  month.  The  progress  made  in  this  por- 
tion of  the  Province,  during  the  last  decade,  is  certainly  astonishing. 
"Where,  but  a  few  years  ago,  the  hay  crop  used  to  be  cut  down  with  the 
scythe  wielded  by  the  sinewy  arm  of  the  sturdy  pioneer,  and  gathered 
together  with  hand  rakes,  the  click  and  rattle  of  the  mowing  machine  and 
the  steel  horse-rake  make  short  work  of  haying. 

In  like  manner  localities  which  were  in  the  habit  of  putting  up  log 
or  block  school-houses  and  furnishing  them  with  seats  without  backs  and 
uncouth  writing  tables,  now  build  neat  and  comfortable  school-houses  and 
furnish  them  with  suitable  furniture.

The  past  two  winters,  and  particularly  last  winter,  have  been 
stormy  that  I  experienced  the  greatest  dilfioolty  in  travelling  through 
s  diettict,  ou  many  occasions  I  was  slorm-bouud  lor  severnl  d;iys  at  a 
le,  and  when  I  did  succeed  in  reaching  some  of  the  schools,  I  found  them 
ided  but  by  very  few  pupils.  In  euch  cases  I  had  to  bn  gnided,  to  a 
lin  extent,  by  the  copy  books  and  the  teachers' journals  in  making  ray 
iimate  of  the  general  efliciency  of  those  schools. 

In  thesfi  iaetauces  1  have  found  thejonrnals  which  1  prepared  for  the 
i  of  the  schools  in  my  district  of  great  advantage,  aa  they  give  iuforma- 
1  ou  all  points  in  connection  witii  the  class  divisions  and  also  (h« 
rils  of  each  pupil. 

Ab  the  btlU^Dfl  which  [  have  sent  you  give  the  merits  and  demerits 

caoh school  and  all  the  details   pertaining   to  each   mnnicipalily,    it  is 

JKOewBiyfoT  me  to  ra;ike  any  special  mention  of  them  in  this  report. 

•     I  will  therefin*  conclude  by  expressing  the  ho  }>e  that  your  Department 

Vf  find  neana,  this  year,  to  appoint   another  Inspector  to  take  charge  of 

atkn  of  my  pnaaeut  district   which  has,   as  stated  at  the  beginning  of 

report,  beooae  totally  impracticable  for  one  inspector  to  manage.

I  have  the  houonr  to  submit  my  first  report  on  the  working  of  the 
school  laws  in  the  district  which  has  been  under  my  charge  since  the  end 
of  last  November.

I  need  hardly  say  that,  owing  to  the  lateness  of  my  appointment,  I 
had  to  get  through  my  inspection  quicker  than  I  would  have  done  if  I 
had  had  the  whole  year  at  my  disposal. 

My  district  is  an  extensive  one  and  one  that  is  very  difficult  to  go 
over.  At  certain  seasons  of  the  year  it  is  impossible  to  travel,  owing  to  the 
inundations  of  the  River  Chaudiere  and  the  quantity  of  snow  in  the  hills. 

I  make  these  remarks  to  show  that  my  first  visit  only  initiated  me  as 
to  the  actual  condition  of  the  schools  during  the  present  year. 

However  I  had  an  op|M>rtunity  of  observing  that  the  schools,  as  a  rule, 
are  not  well  attended  and  consequently  the  results  for  the  year  cannot  be 
very  good. 

A  considerable  proportion  of  the  teachers  consists  of  young  girls  of 
14,  15,  16  and  17  years  of  age,  several  of  whom  have  no  diplomas  and  who 
are  without  experience  to  enable  them  to  teach  the  little  they  know.  The 
consequence  of  thi^is  that  the  teaching  in  these  schools  is  purely  mecha- 
nical and  not  in  the  least  calculated  to  develop  the  children's  intellects. 
Their  memory  is  cultivated  instead  of  their  judgment. 

Of  cx)urse  there  are  many  bright  exceptions  and  in  this  district,  as  in 
others,  there  are  more  schoo's  which  are  thoroughly  well ,  kept,  and 
well  attended  and  whose  results  leave  nothing  to  be  desired. 

The  municipalities  of  Ste.  Marie,  St.  Joseph,  St.  G-eorge,  St,  Sylvestre, 
St.  Frederic,  etc,,  have  schools  which  meet  the  requirements  of  the  country. 

At  St.  Joseph  there  is  a  convent  of  the  Sisters  of  Charity,  which  com- 
pares favorably  with  the  best  in  our  Province  and  which  gives  a  practical 
and  intelligent  education. 

Mr.  Neree  Tremblay,  a  former  pupil  of  Laval  Normal  school,  keeps  an 
independent  model  school  a' tended  by  24  pupils.  I  have  but  praise  to 
award  for  the  able  manner  in  which  he  teaches  his  school.  It  is  a  pity 
we  have  not  teachers  trained  at  the  Normal  School  in  a  greater  number 
of  municipalities.  One  such  school  does  more  good  than  twenty  of  those 
small,  badly  kept  and  ill  attended  schools  of  which  there  are  a  great  deal 
too  many  in  my  district. 

The  academy  taught  by  the  Christian  Brothers  at  Ste.  Marie,  is  attended 
by  140  pupils,  who  seemed  to  be  getting  on  satisfactorily.  Linear  and 
ornamental  drawing  are  taught  there  with  unusual  success.  The  girls' 
academy  is  under  the  management  of  the  Sisters  of  the  Congregation. 

If  I  had  been  permitted  to  examine  their  pupils.  I  would  have  found 
that  they  are  making  satisfactory  progress,  but  this  permission  was 
politely  refused  me. 

The  Sisters  of  the  Good  Shepherd  who  have  charge  of  the  convents  of 
St.  George  and  St.  Sylvestre  receive  more  encouragement  every  year  and 
deserve  the  esteem  which  they  enjoy  in  those  municipalities. 

At  the  St.  George  convent  there  is  a  boarding  school  for  boys  and 
another  for  girls,  besides  two  elementary  schools  under  control.  Before 
many  years  Education  will  have  made  great  strides  in  this  parish  owing, 
in  a  great  measure,  to  the  enlightened  and  unflagging  zeal  of  the  parish 
priest;  Rev.  Mr  Bernier, 
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In  the  parish  of  St.  Francois,  the  rt/r^,  Rev.  Mr  Dexners,  has  engaged 
and  pays,  almost  entirely  ont  of  his  own  pocket,  a  teacher  trained  at  the 
Normnl  School,  who  teaches  an  independent  model  school  under  his  own 
immediate  supervision.  Let  us  hope  that  this  will  be  the  grain  of  mustard 
seed  which  will  multiply  and  show  the  parents  the  difference  between  a 
good  master  and  a  great  many  young  school-mistresses  who  teach 
without  having  either  natural  ability  or  experience. 

The  mixed  model  schools  of  St.  Frederic,  St.  Pierre  deBrongh ton, 
Sacre-CcBur  de  Jesus  and  St.  Sylvestre  have  done  satisfactory  work, 
considering  the  irregular  attendance  of  the  children. 

Besides  these  schools  which  I  have  just  mentioned,  there  are  in  the 
majority  of  the  parishes  of  this  district,  some  schools  which  are  on  a  good 
footing. 

As  my  predecessor  said  in  his  report  for  1887-88,  the  condition  of  the 
school  furniture  in  most  of  the  municipalities  leaves  much  desired.  The 
same  may  be  said  of  too  many  school-houses  which  are  either  to  small 
or  too  cold.  It  is  however  very  difficult  to  exact  more  from  several  poor 
municipalities  where  the   ratepayers  themselves   are  very  badly  housed. 

There  is  no  uniformity  in  the  books  used  by  the  pupils  ;  in  somt'  mu- 
nicipalities for  instance  two  or  three  different  grammars  are  used  in  the 
same  school. 

Copy-books  with  printed  headings  are  not  much  used  and  this 
explains  why  the  children  are,  as  a  rule,  so  backward  in  their  writing. 

It  would  be  desirable  that  the  teachers  should  take  in  a  good  educa- 
tional journal  such  as  *'  Lenmgncment  Primaire ;  but  how  can  we  expect 
this  sacrifice  from  teachers  who  get  a  salary  of  from  $40  to  $70  a  year 
i  hey  would  find  in  that  journal  notes  on  the  art  of  teaching  written  by  a 
very  competent  man  who  has  devoted  a  lifetime  to  the  education  of  youth 

The  absence  of  professional  training  is  the  great  defect  in  most  of  our 
teacher  J  and  the  best  way  to  remedy  it  is  by  example  or  at  least  the 
reading  of  a  good  paper.  Perhaps  I  may  be  able,  later  on,  to  collect  a  good 
many  of  these  young  teachers  together  and  give  them  some  ideas  as  to 
the  manner  in  which  they  should  keep  their  schools  and  teach  the  various 
branches  required  for  elementary  schools.  This  plan  suggested  itself  to  mo 
during  the  course  of  my  inspection  as  I  observed  that  the  little  success 
obtained  is  due  more  to  the  want  of  professional  knowledge  in  the  teachers 
than  to  want  of  capacity. 

The  secretary-treasurers,  as  a  rule,  perform  their  duties  faithfully.  The 
Reverend  Messrs  Lavoie  and  Auelair,  notwithstanding  their  many  occu- 
pations, have  been  good  enough  to  undertake  to  keep  the  books  of  the  school 
t  ommissioners  of  Broughton  and  Sacre  C^ieur  dc  Marie  and,  thanks  to  thfir 
skilful  management  of  the  finances,  everything  is  flourishing  in  these  two 
places.  It  would  be  very  desirable  to  have  competent  men  appointed 
everywhere  to  thit  office. 

If  I  have  to  thank  the  member^;  of  the  clergy  for  the  kind  reception 
they  have  always  given  me  and  for  having  accompanied  me  on  many 
occasions  while  inspecting  the  schools,  J  cannot  say    as  much  for  most  of 
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the  commissioners  who  are  guilty  of  a  serious  dereliction  of  duty  in  not 
visiting  the  schools  under  their  control.  Although  I  notified  them  before- 
hand of  the  date  at  which  I  proposed  to  inspect  their  schools  and  asked 
them  to  accompany  me,  very  few  of  them  did  so,

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  schools  in  my 
J-istrict  for  the  year  1887-88. 

There  were  132  institution  of  all  kinds,  being  three  more  than  last 
y^ear. 

They  were  attended  by  6,902  pupils  with  an  average  attendance  of 
^^venty  per  cent,  being  an  increase  of  200  pupils  for  this  year.  The  aver- 
^^e  attendance  is  only  65  per  cent  for  the  elementary  schools,  if  we  take 
•^  liem  separately. 

Of  this  total  number  of  pupils,  4,334  were  in  the  elementary  schools  ; 
X5,18  in  the  model  schools  and  academies  under  control  and  1,050  in  the 
i  iidepi^ndent  superior  institutions. 

The  number  of  teachers  in  all  these  institutions  is  195,  66  of  whom 
Vielong  to  various  religious  orders  or  are  members  of  the  clergy. 

There  are  only  six  male  lay  teachers,  two  of  whom  teach  at  Maskiuon- 
£5-6,  two  in  the  parish  of  Riviere  du  Loup  and  the  two  others  at  St  Justin 
^iid  Sto  Ursule.  They  are  all  good  teachers,  have  been  teaching  for  many 
years  and  invariably  give  satisfaction. 

Fifteen  female  teachers  without  diplomas  were  employed.  Six  of  them, 
liow^over,  are  very  competent  and  perform  their  important  duties  well. 

All  the  independent  superior  schools  continue  to  do  good  work.  The 
most  important  institution  is  the  Three-Rivers  College,  which  has  over  300 
Btudents. 

I  always  have  to  report  favorably  of  the  academies  under  control ;  the 
two  principal  ones  are  those  of  the  Christian  Brothers  and  the  En- 
glish Academy  at  Three-Rivers, 

I  also  found  all  the  model  schools  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition,  as 
in  the  past.  The  Shawinigan  school  has  resumed  the  high  rank  it  held 
for  many  years.  I  hope  that,  in  future,  this  school  will  be  allowed  its 
Khare  of  the  grant  out  of  the  superior  education  fund,  of  which  it  was 
deprived  for  two  years  on  account  of  very  legitimate  reasons  which  no 
longer  exist. 

I  have  nothing  particular  to  say  in  connection  with  the  elementary 
schools,  except  in  the  municipalities  of  Yamachiche  and  St.  Barnabe. 
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In  the  former,  there  has  been  a  happy  chaage  iu  the  management  of 
the  schools.  I  found  as  usual,  amongst  the  commissioners,  several  edu^ra- 
ted  men  who  appreciate  education  at  its  proper  value  and  who  are  deter- 
mined to  raise  their  elementary  schools  from  the  low  level  for  which 
they  were  remarkable  amongst  all  others  last  year.  They  have  begun  by 
considerably  increasing  the  teachers'  salaries  and  this  has  enabled  them 
to  x)lace  several  talented  young  ladies  in  charge  of  their  schools. 

At  St.  Barnabe  I  found  five  out  of  the  seven  schools  in  the  munici- 
pality taught  by  teachers  without  diplomas,  three  of  whom  were  quite  in- 
competent and  only  made  the  children  lose  their  time. 

One  of  them  was  a  young  girl  13  years  of  age  whose  weakness  of 
character  was  even  greater  than  her  age  would  have  led  one  to  suppose. 
Last  year  I  had  found  three  teachers  without  diplomas,  in  this  municipality 
and  I  had  strongly  inveighed  against  the  abuse,  but  without  success  iu 
as  much  as  the  only  answer  to  my  remonstrances  was  to  increase  the 
numSer  to  five,  being  the  numb  ^r  of  such  teachers  whioh  they  are  for- 
bidden to  engage.  These  five  teachers  taught  throughout  ihe  year  in  spite 
of  the  complaints  of  several  rate-payers  and  iu  spite  of  your  remon- 
strances to  the  school  commissioners  of  this  municipality  which  you  wrote 
to  them  on  receipt  of  my  inspection  bulletins  in  December  last 

When  the  commissioners  consider  th»»y  have  to  ask  th;».  Suporiaten- 
dent  for  permission  to  engage  teachers  without  diplomas,  they  nearly  al- 
ways exaggerate  the  difficulties  they  have  in  complying  with  the  law.  In 
most  cases,  the  difficulty  does  not  exist  and  it  is  rather  for  the  purpose  of 
saving  a  few  dollars  on  the  teachers'  salaries.  Ev'ery  appliv*atiou  for  such 
permission  should,  before  being  granted,  b^  ai>proved  by  th«*  school  in- 
spector, for  that  officer  is,  in  my  ox>inion,  the  best  person  to  decide  wh'Hher 
the  permission   is  necessary. 

I  found  the  schools  and  pupils  fairly  provided  with  what  was  requi- 
red. There  are,  however,  some  exceptions.  For  instance  at  Ste  llrsule, 
they  have  refused  to  provide  a  clock  for  th<^  schools  an  I  if  the  teaher 
w^ants  one  he  has  to  provide  one  himself.  This  is  th^  only  m  iiii«ipility 
in  the  whole  of  my  district  which  still  reciuires  the  tea  'h  »r  to  proviJ-sa 
siove  for  the  school-room.  I  have  not  yet  beiMi  able  to  g  rt  the  coinmissioa- 
ers  to  provide  the  schools  with  articles  so  n(M;essary, 

The  iaxoH  and  tea(;hers'  salaries  are  paid  pretty  regularly  every\vh»3r<^. 
The  municipality  of  St,  Elie  which  was,  for  a  long  time,  the  u^reatist  suf- 
fiMer  in  that  respect,  has  no  arrears  since  th'^  di?parture  of  the  secretary- 
treasurer,  who  was  to  blame  for  the  state  of  atriirs.  The  new  secretary- 
treasurer,  Mr  Frederic  Felerin,  an  active  and  intelligent  mm, has  succeeded 
in  a  i'.'w  months  in  collecting  arrears  to  three  tim^^s  the  atn^unt  of  the 
annual  taxes. 

1  have  noticed  that  wherever  there  is  an  accumulation  of  arrears  of 
taxi^s  it  is  due  to  the  neglect  of  tlie  secretary-treasurer. 

The  secretary-treasurers,  without  an  exception,  keep  their  accounts 
according  to  the  method  ordered  by  the  Dvjpartmjnt  and  all  do  their  duty 
in  a  most  creditable  manner. 


There  are  always  some  incompetent  teachers  who  succeed  in  getting 
Btces,  thanks  to  diplomas  which  have  been  given  to  them  but  which 
ey  do  not  deserve.  I  do  not  find  it  advisable  to  send  them  back  for  ano- 
er  examination.  I  would  however  do  so  if  they  had  to  go  before  another 
ard  than  that  which  granted  them  their  first  diplomas. 

To  resume,  I  consider  there  is  every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the 
3gress  made  by  the  schools  in  my  district,  if  we  consider  what  small 
laries  are  paid  the  teachers.

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I  have  the  honour  to  forward  my  report  and  statistical  table  for  the 
ar  ending  June  80th  1888, 

My  district,  this  year,  comprises  the  counties  of  Wolfe,  Compton,  and 
a.]istead  with  the  exception  of  the  municipality  of  Magog. 

There  are  in  this  territory  one  hundred  and  ninety-seven  Protestant 
riools  ;  one  hundred  and  seven  being  in  the  county  of  Compton,  seventy- 
fht  in  Stanstead,  and  twelve  in  the  county  of  Wolfe,  One  hundred  and 
aety  are  elementary  schools,  five  model  schools,  and  two  academies. 

The  total  number  of  pupils  attending  was  four  thousand,  three  hun- 
^d  and  seventy- four,  with  an  average  attendance  of  throe  thousand,  on»*, 
udred  and  ninety,  or  a  little  over  seventy  per  cent, 

Only  six  of  the  teachers  are  without  diplomas,  but  eleven  hold  second 
i-ss  diplomas,  which,  according  to  the  regulations  of  the  Protestant  Com- 
ttee,  have  exi^ired. 

I  have  reported  this  year  two  hundred  and  four  teachers,  (eight  gen- 
men  and  one  hundred  and  ninety-six  ladies).  Ten  of  these  teachers,  I 
V"e  unavoidably  counted  twice  on  account  of  their  having  taught  in 
o  different  municipalities  during  the  year. 

The  institutions  for  superior  education  are  Stanstead  Wesleyan 
lege,  and  Compton  Ladies  college  (neither  of  which  I  have  included  in 
^  statistical  report ),  the  academies  at  Coaticjook  and  Hatley,  and  the 
^del  schools  of  AV^aterville,  Cookshire,  Hobinson,  Gould  and  Marbleton. 

Seven  elementary  schools  were  undor  the  supervision  of  teachers 
Iding  model  school  diplomas,  and  one  school  (Compton  Centre)  was 
pt  by  a  teacher  holding  an  academy  diploma. 

The  largest  elementary  schools  were  those  of  Barnston  Corner,  Fitch 
y,  Dixville,  Beebe  Plain,  and  Sawyerville.  In  each  of  those  schools  two 
tchers  were  employed. 

There  was  also  a  very  large  school  at  Scotstown  during  the  past  year. 
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In  regard  to  the  length  aud  arraiigeineut  of  the  M-hool  year,  I  liud 
there  is  great  diversity  in  this  respect  throughout  the  district  aud  even 
in  the  same  municipality,  different  methods  are  in  many  cases  followed, 
in  order  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  local  managers  or  the  rate-payers  in  i 
particular  school  district,  I  may  say  the  length  of  the  school  year  is  from 
three  to  ten  months,  but,  in  a  large  majority  of  the  schools,  the  yearly  en- 
gagements are  for  eight  months. 

In  nine  out  of  the  twenty-six  municipalilies,  the  old  custom  of  din- 
ding  the  year  into  a  Summer  and  Winter  term  still  prevails,  although  in 
most  cases  the  same  teacher  is  employed  for  the  year. 

G-enerally  speaking,  the  school-houses  are  in  a  very  fair  condition,  and 
many  of  those  that  have  bjen  built  during  the  last  few  years  aw 
excellent. 

I  found  the  best  school  buildings  at  Cookshire,  Waterville,  Scotstown. 
Moe's  River  and  Bishop's  Crossing  .  Very  little  etfort  is  made  anywhere 
in  trying  to  improve  the  appearance  of  the  school  grounds. 

The  supply  of  apparatus,  maps,  blackb  :)ards,  etc.,  is  very  far  from  what 
it  should  be  ;  in  very  few  of  thy  schools  are  good  blackboards  or  wall  maps 
of  any  description  to  be  found.  The  authorized  school  journals  are  in  ge- 
neral use,  and  are  supplied  to  the  teachers  by  the  different  secretary- 
treasurers. 

1  think  I  may  safely  report  that  the  majority  of  the  teachers  take  up 
all  the  subjects  mentioned  in  the  proscribed  course  of  study  for  elementt- 
ry  schools  and  are  guided  in  their  work  by  a  time-table  (in  many  cases 
well  prepared.) 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  being  able  to  report  an  almost  uuilbrm  beries 
of  text-books  in  the  majority  of  the  schools.  The  bulh»iiiis  of  inspt»ction 
which  I  have  forwarded  to  you  from  time  to  time  will  ^how  which  of 
the  municipalities  have  been  deficient  in  this  particular. 

The  custom  of  compelling  the  teachers  to  board  around  appears  to 
have  been  abandoned  in  all  the  municipalities  in  my  district,  with  the 
exception  of  IJarnston,  in  the  county  of  Stanstead,  1  trust  however  that 
the  school  commissioners  of  Barnston  will  do  awav  with  this  rule,  and 
make  an  effort  to  conform  more  closely  with  the  regulations  of  ih^  depart- 
ment in  the  management  of  their  schools. 

The  payment  of  the  teachers  is  in  a  general  way  satisfactory. 

The  average  salary  of  the  female  teat^hers  I  have  estimated  at  about 
iSn  per  month.  The  highest  salary  paid  in  $1300.  The  highest  to  any 
female  teaeher  is  $o5  pi»r  mouth.  The  majority  of  the  secretary  treasurers 
do  their  work  well    and  their  accounts  are  generally  audited  once  a  year. 

The  amount  of  arrears  is  some  cases  is  verv  lar<re.

Education  in  Gaspe  makes  slow    but    perceptible  progress  and  the 
anty    consequently   hopes  that  it  will  not   remain   too    far   behind   its 
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neiKhboan,  which  are  batter  &TDted  m  regards  meaiu  of  oommnawatHa. 
The  natural  deoeatraliBation  of  tha  inhaUtanta.  who  are  grouped  hy 
twenty  or  thirty  familin  at  distanoeB  Tarring  from  four  to  eig^  ndlci 
«Iong  the  «Hut  of  the  St  Lawrence  over  a  length  of  more  than  a  hundiod 
miles,  ia  a  serious  obstacle  to  the  progress  of  education,  for  it  neeessariljr 
resulte  in  our  having  a  large    number  of  stJiools  quite  out  of  pn^wrtioi 
to  the  ijeader  resources  of  Uie  inhabitants  Horeorer,  as  Ihc  tommon  whod 
fund  is  distributed  in  eadi  locality  according  to  the  numbT  of  aonis  in  it 
it  happens  tbat  the  grant  ia  almost  nil  tar  many  munii^i  pal  i  ties  and  ills 
absolutely  neeeasory  to  help  the  schools  in  srane  other  vmy,  if  we  do  nol  . 
wish  to  see  orer  twenty  of  them  closed  before  long.    The  failure  of  ihc  l 
fisheries  and  tiieinsufficiencY  of  agricultural  produceiead  nsloconj<.-cluri' 
what  will  soon  become  an  accomplished  &ct  and  the  only  way  to  riiiaed; 
the  evil  is  to  increase  the  grant  for  poor  municipalities  to  at  least  thiw  | 
times  the  present  amount  in  order  to  improre  the  position  oi'  the  poor,  j 
isolated  fisherman.  * 

I  have  been  often  asked  in  years  part  to  write  In  the  Principal  ti! 
the  Laral  Normal  school  requesting  admission  to  that  exoelleut  iusliliilioB 
for  young  girls  desirous  of  attending  it  for  the  parposc!  of  obtaiuing  the 
diplomas  required  by  law.  I  especially  recommend  those  who  iavf' 
displayed  ability  in  the  difficult  art  of  teadiing  knowing  that,  later  on, 
they  will  make  very  good  teachers. 

With  the  exception  ofreligiouainstruction,  lamas  vigilant  as  possible 
in  seeing  to  the  teaehing  of  Reading,  Writing  and  Ariihmetic^ 
which  are  the  foandatioD  of  a  good  edacution.  The  secret  of  learning 
how  to  n-ad  consists  in  understanding  the  words  and  idi-as.  The  teacher 
should  get  the  papils  to  understand  what  they  read  ;  ^et  them  to  rvI 
as  they  speak  themselves,  failhfally  interpreting  the  ideas  of  the 
author  whose  work  they  are  read)n<r.  The  teacher  should  take  great  paiu 
in  preparing  his  reading  lesson.  Writing  and  Ariihmetic  are  also  the 
objoots  of  special  attention  on  my  part,  I  recommend  the  LanglaJs  series 
of  copy-books,  which  seem  to  meet  present  requirements.  I  insist  npon 
Mental  Arithmetic  being  thoronghly  tanghl  as  an  indispensable  preparation 
to  Arithmetic  proper.  In  many  of  the  nchools  several  pupils  can  do  menttl 
snms  in  Addition,  Snbstraction.  Mnltiplicatiou  and  Division. 

After  all,  I  consider  that  the  most  urgent  reform  required  in  oOf 
elementary  education  is  to  get  the  children  to  acquire  a  tuste  for  Reading 
and  to  indace  the  teacher  to  properly  prepare  the  daily  lessons. 

The  inspector  would  obtain  good  results  from  the  pupils  if  heconld 
give  them  prizes  half-yearly  in  exchange  for  the  good  marks  they  h»ve 
gained.  In  distributing  rewards,  prolusion  and  parrimouy  have  lo  w 
equally  avoided  ;  under  the  circumstances  in  which  I  am  g.'neraHy  plscd. 
1  have  to  dread  parsimony  Ihe  most.  Three  or  four  email  volumes  to 
distribute  in  a  school  attended  byjforty  or  forty-five  pupils  is  an  entirely 
insnflicient  namber;  there  should  be  at  least  a  dozen,  so  as  to  be  able  to 
give  three  or  four  prizes  in  each  division, 

'  't  lay  any  further  stress  upon   what  I   have  already  said  in

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  scholastic  year  1887-88, 

You  will  observe  by  the  grand  statistical  table  that  82  schools  were 
operation  ;  4  wore  closed  from  want  of  means  and  another  because  there 
»Te  not  enough  pupils 

Of  these  82  institutions,  72  are  under  the  control  of  commissioners,  2 
5  independent  and  subsidized  and  8nre  independent  and  non-subsidized. 

The  schools   under    control   are   divided  as  follows  :    66   elementary 

lools,  5  model  schools  and  one  academy,   for   boys.     These   schools  are 

aght  by  80    teachers  ;  2  nuns  and  78  lay  teachers.     Four   male  and    6 

nale  teachers  hold  diplomas  from  Hoards  of  Examiners,  2  are  nuns  and 

female  lay  teachers  have  no  diplomas. 

The  elementary  schools  are  attended  by  2,506  pupils,the  model  schools 
333  and  the  academy  by  101,  making  a  total  of  2,940. 

The  two  subsidized  independent  schools  are  girls'  academies  (  cou- 
nts )  under  Sisters  of  the  Congregation  and  Sisters  of  Charity  ;  they  are 
ended  by  234  pupils. 

The  non-subsidized  independent  schools  are  elementary  schools  under 
omale  teachers  without  diplomas  and  one  holding  a  diploma  and  are 
tended  by  188  pupils. 

The  boys'  academy  at  Eaie  St.  Paul  is  in  a  flourishing  condition.  The 
^ching  is  carried  on  methodically  and  very  marked  progress  has  been 
ide  during  the  year. 

Of  the  five  model  schools,  two  are  very  good,  two  are  good  and  one 
satisfactory.  Of  the  74  elementary  schools,  4  are  excellent,  9  are  very 
od  38  are  good,  18  are  satins  factory  and  5  are  middling. 

As  a  rule,  I  found  the  teachers  willing  and  zealous  in  the  perform- 
ce  of  their  duties  and  anxious  to  carry  out  the  instructions  and  follow 
e  advice  of  the  inspector. 

It  is  frequently  observed  that  persons  who  could  read  and  write 
"len  they  left  school  are  unable,  after  some  years,  to  sign  their  names. 
lis  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  school  did  not  inspire  them  with  a  taste 
•  study  and  they  were  not  made  to  understand  the  great  advantages  of 
Jood  and  sound  education. 
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I  have  endeavored  to  eiplain  to  the  teachers  that  it  is  only  by  making 
the  children  understand  what  they  are  doing  that  they  can  inspire  them 
with  a  taste  for  study.  When  a  child  leaves  school  he  will  naturally  have 
a  taste  for  work  which  has  interested  him. 

The  children  generally  learn  to  write  too  late  ;  thoy  should  begin  as 
soon  as  they  attend  school.  The  Lauglais  seiies  is  not  yet  in  use  in  all 
the  schools  and  many  of  the  teachers  have  to  write  out  the  models  them- 
selves which  causes  great  loss  of  time,  is  an  obstacle  to  progress  and  pre- 
vents the  children  acquiring  a  good  hand. 

I  have  found  that  the  writing  is  betti  r  in  the  schools  where  the  Lan- 
glais  series  is  in  use. 

Composition  is  a  branch  which  is  still  neglected  in  too  many  schools. 
It  is  certainly  necessary  to  know  how  to  express  one's  ideas  clearly,  pure- 
ly and  elegantly.The  children  are  made  to  write  some  short  business  letters 
and  letters  for  the  New-Year,  but  that  is  not  enough  ;  the  y  should  be  made 
to  frequi^ntly  write  short  compositions  proportioned  to  their  degree  of 
advancement.     This  is  a  defect  which  I  will  strive  to  remedy. 

The  commissioners  in  some  municipalities  neglect  to  visit  their 
schools  and  to  hold  examinations  as  required  bv  law. 

These  visits  are  necessary  and  at  the  examination  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  the  commissioners  should  give  prizes  to  those  who  have  deserved 
them.  This  would  be  a  powerful  means  of  encouraging  the  children  and 
exciting  their  emulation. 

The  parish  priests  are  very  zealous  in  promoting  the  cause  of  Educa- 
tion ;  they  urge  the  parents  to  send  th(»ir  ihildnMi  to  school  and  thov 
visit  the  classes  several  times  during  the  year.  These  visits  are  always 
productive  of  much  good, 

I  am  always  accompanied  in  my  inspections  either  l)y  the  parish 
priest,  by  the  commissioners  or  by  some  of  the  rate-payers.  In  conclusion, 
1  bt^g  to  recommend  the  poor  municipalities  of  St-Pacide,  Callieres,  De 
Salles,  St.  llilarion.  Petite  Riviere  and  St,  Urbain. 

The  prize  books  which  I  distribute  do  a  great  deal  of  good.  You  can 
hardly  believe  what  importance  the  country  children  attach  to  their 
prizes.

Sir, 

1  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1887-88. 

The  general  condition  of  the  scliools  in  my  new  district  is  most  varied, 
both  as  regards  classification  and  efTi^iency.  It  contains  a  classical  college, 
five  academies,  three  model  and  one  hundred  and  sixty  four  elementary 
schools. 
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I  do  not  consider  it  necessary  to  repeat  what  I  have  already  said  in 
niy  inspection  bulletins,  but  will  confine  myself  to  a  few  remarks 

In  the  first  place,  I  may  say  that  I  share  the  opinion  of  my  temporary 
predecessor  with  reference  to  the  communities  of  nuns  in  my  digtrict. 
Their  schools  can,  beyond  a  doubt,  be  considered  as  on  the  sanie  footing 
with  the  best  in  any  part  of  the  province.  Where  t  find  that  gentleman 
a  little  less  enthusiastic  is  when  he  describes  the  niajority  of  the  element- 
ary schools  in  the  counties  of  Levis  and  Dorchester  and  I  am  obliged  to 
share  his  diminished  enthusiasm  in  many  cases.  This  is  what  he  says  : 
:'  In  the  county  of  Levis,  out  of  71  elementary  schools  which  I  inspected 
there  are  few  which  gave  me  full  satisfaction.  Most  of  them  are  of  niani- 
fi»st  inferiority  and  several  are  entirely  useless."  To  this  statement  I 
would  add  some  of  the  model  schools  whose  results  are  very  ordinary. 

I  will  not  quote  all  that  gentleman  said  with  reference  to  the  school 
houses,  for  to  say  it  once  is  enough,  tor  the  honour  of  those  who  are  inte- 
rested. 

With  reference  to  the  elementary  schools  in  the  county  of  Dorchester 
he  says  that  he  found  about  20  which  were  comparatively  satisfactory.  The 
others  were  either  inferior  or  useless.     This  is  unfortunately  but  too  true. 

Who  is  to  be  held  responsible  for  this  state  of  affairs  ?  I  do  not  think 
I  am  wrong  in  attributing  it,  in  a  great  measure,  to  the  carelessness  and  in- 
competence of  a  great  many  of  the  school  boards.  No  attention  is  paid  to 
the  schools,  the  half  yearly  visits  are  not  made  as  required  by  law^,  and  I 
found  that  the  schools  in  some  municipalities  had  not  been  visited  by  the 
commissioners  for  more  than  three  years  ! 

As  Inspector  Premont  said  :  "  The  school  houses  are  generally  dirty 
and  in  a  state  of  decay they  are  not  roomy  enough,"  and  the  commis- 
sioners do  not  trouble  themselves  about  them. 

I  astonished  several  commissioners  by  telling  them  that  in  some  dis- 
tricts the  teachers  had  abandoned  the  schools  because  they  were  unbeara- 
bly cold.  It  is  not  surprising  that,  left  to  themselves  and  being  in  want 
of  necessaries,  many  teachers  should  share  the  indifference  of  the  commis- 
sioners and  long  for  the  end  of  the  year  to  put  an  end  to  their  sufferings. 
Such  carelessness  does  not  astonish  me  for,  in  my  opinion,  it  is  borne  of 
incompetency  and  the  time  has  come  for  effecting  important  reforms  in 
the  school  boards. 

When  the  Education  law  was  passed,  the  legislature  wished  to  make 
it  popular  by  taking  indiscriminately  from  amongst  the  people  those  who 
were  to  co-operate  in  its  administration. 

There  was  also  another  reason  and  that  was  that  it  would  have  been 
impossible  to  find  in  all  the  municipalities  a  sufficient  number  of  persons 
able  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  law,  if  it  were  made  stricter.  This 
explains  why  neither  property  nor  educational  qualifications  were  required ; 
all  that  was  necessary  for  a  person  to  be  qualified  to  perform  that  import- 
ant duty  was  that  he  should  reside  in  the  municipality.  I  do  not  think 
that  this  system,  which  is  still  in  vogue,  is  sufficient  for  the  wants  of  the 
present  day ;  what  we  have  obtained  was  necessary  but  our  desires  must 
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go  beyond  that  and  if  we  do  not  wish  to  remain    behind  we  have  to  take 
one  step  farther  in  the  right  direction. 

In  my  opinion,  every  school  commissioner  should,  at  least,  know  how 
to  read,  write  and  calculate  fairly.  How  can  we  expect  otherwise  in  view 
of  the  important  duties  they  have  to  peform  ?  It  is  they  who  have  to 
determine  the  course  of  study,  to  make  regulations  for  the  government  of 
the  schools,  to  hold  half-yearly  examination^,  llowever,  many  of  these 
persons  who  have  this  local  management,  which  must  have  a  great 
influence  on  the  future  of  our  P'rofvince,  cannot  even  read !  If  to  this  want 
of  qualification  We  add  parsimony  and  ill-will,  we  have  what  a  reverend 
gentleman  called  sublime  ignorance. 

In  justice  to  many  commissioners,  I  must  say  that  there  are  brilliant 
exceptions. 

Alive  to  the  importance  of  their  task  and  mission,  they  struggle 
bravely  and  do  not  hesitate  in  some  cases  to  sacrifice  their  own  interests 
to  the  noble  cause  of  Elducation.  I  might  mention  some  of  these  men  who, 
before  they  were  school  commissioners,  were  universally  esteemed  and 
who,  since  then,  have  made  inveterate  enemies  through  their  efforts  to 
promote  a  good  cause. 

It  is  therefore  necessary  to  increase  the  number  of  these  devoted  men, 
if  we  wish  to  progress. 

In  the  second  place,  I  attribute  this  sad  state  of  affairs  to  the  want  of 
professional  training  in  many  of  the  teachers.  The  result  is  that  they  do 
not  teach  prox>erly,  and  confine  themselves  to  getting  their  pupils  to  learn 
by  heart,  which  does  not  improve  their  intellects. 

I  therefore  think  that  one  of  the  first  reforms  to  be  effected  is  to  raise 
the  educational  qualification  of  the  school  boards  and  have  a  better  selection 
of  teachers. 

There  are  but  few  municipalities  whose  school-houses  do  not  require 
considerable  repairs.  My  bulletins  have  kept  you  informed  on  this  point 
and  I  trust  that  the  remarks  I  made  during  my  inspections  will  be  heeded. 

In  my  opinion,  the  time  has  come  for  revising  the  course  of  study  and 
the  syllabus  of  the  examination.  If  the  former  is  a  little  too  extensive  the 
latter  is  not  sufficiently  so. 

A  teacher  is  frequently  called  upon  to  teach  subjects  which  she  has  ne- 
ver studied  ;  hence  the  slight  interest  she  takes  in  them  and  the  unfortu- 
nate results  which  happen, 

Would  it  not  be  better,  especially  in  the  elementary  schools,  to  teach 
only  the  most  practical  subjects,  such   as   Reading,  Writing,   Arithmetic, 
Composition,  the  elements  of  book-keeping  etc.,  etc.,  and  to  do  sd  thorough- 
ly instead  of  beginning  many  things  which  the  children  forget  as  soon  as 
they  leave  school  ? 

As  to  the  syllabus  of  the  examination,  every  one  seems  agreed  as  to 
the  small  guarantee  it  gives.  At  present,  we  might  insist,  in  the  case  of 
applicants  for  an  elementary  school  diploma,  upon  all  the  subjects  which 
are  now  only  required  for  a  model  school  diploma. 

In  a  word  let  us  exact  less  extensive  but  more  practical  knowledge 
from  the  pupils  and  more  profund  studies  from  the  teacher. 
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The  salaries  in  this  district,  as  in  many  others,  are  not  very  remunera- 
tire  ;  the  annual  average  for  elementary  schools  is  $58.00  and  for  model 
schools  $95.30  This  is  certainly  not  enough  and  until  reforms  are  effected 
in  this  respect  we  cannot  hope  for  better  success  than  we  now  obtain. 

I  also  think  that  the  remarks  made  by  Inspector  Nantel  with  reference 
to  the  emoluments  of  the  school  inspectors  is  a  just  one  ;  the  proof  of  it  is 
that  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee  has  already  made  excellent  sugges- 
tions which  we  trust   will  before  long  be  accepted  by  the  Q-overnment. 

Several  other  questions  are  in  mv  opinion,  of  interest  to  Education 
in  a  marked  degree,  but  as  I  have  already  spoken  of  them  in  my  prece- 
ding reports,  I  will  confine  myself  to  the  above  few  remarks.

We  examined  as  many  candidates  this  year  as  in  former  ones, 
although  there  is  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  those  admitted.  We  are 
endeavoring  to  gradually  raise  the  level  of  the  preliminary  examination 
without,  however,  seeking  to  go  beyond  the  progress  made  by  Education 
generally. 

We  insist  upon  a  more  accurate  knowledge  of  Grammar, Arithmetic  and 
Orthography.  By  continuing  to  do  so,  we  hope  to  be  able,  before  long,  to 
do  away  with  the  preparatory  class,  which  wil  remain  what  it  should  be, 
the  most  advanced  cla«s  of  the  model  school. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  latter  school  was  attended  by  more  children 
than  in  the  previous  year  ;  99  against  82.

Kr.  Jean  Gnalbert  .GeiTais  entered/ the  Normal  School  as  a  pupil 
teadierin  18860. 

After  completing  his  studies,  which  illness  had  twice  interrupted,  he 
tried  very  hard  not  to  be  separed  from  his  Alma  Mater  and  was  placed  in 
charge  of  the  library. 

Id  1868,  when  he  loight  have  hoped  for  advancement,  he  sacrificed 
every  thing  to  enlist  in  the  Papal  Zonaves.  Of  a  timid  but  delicate  and 
generons  disposition,  he  uevMrmade  any  parade  of  this  act  of  self-sacrifice 
on  his  part.  When  he  returned  from  the  expedition,  he  resumed  his  mod- 
est position  at  the  Normal  School,  where  he  was,  before  long,  appointed 
professor  and  secretary  and  acconntaat.  He  performed  his  double  duty  for 
fourteen  years  with  scrupulous  attention  and  gave  an  example  of  dignity 
and  piety  as  if  his  regards  weru  always  fixed  on  the  motto  of  hisoldstaad- 
ard.  When  the  end  came,  he  calmly  awaited  death  which  he  met  without  a 
sign  of  weakness.  All  the  pupils  and  professors  joined  in  a  farewell  prayer 
which  was  the  expression  of  their  attachment  and  of  their  regret. 

As  for  me,  I  am  greatly  moved  when  I  see  the  ranks  of  my  assistants 
thinned  by  death.  I  have  seen  disappear  in  succession,  Messrs  R^uaad, 
Brauneis,  Delaney,  Boudrias,  who  were  old  professors,  Messrs  Itostaler 
and  Gervais,  who  were  first  pupils  and  afterwards  professors,  besides  only 
too  many  young  men  who  entered  the  Normal  School  full  of  hopa 
for  the  future  and  whose  career  is  already  ended,

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McGILL   NORMA  SCHOOL. 
Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  McGill  Normal 
school  for  the  year  188*7-88. 

In  bringing  to  a  close  the  labors  of  the  thirty-second  session  of  the 
McGill  Normal  School,  I  had  the  honour  to  present  to  you  ninety  sucoeM- 
ful  candidates  for  diplomas,  asking  you  to  confer  on  them,  seven  Acade- 
my Diplomas  of  the  First  Class,  seven  Academy  Diplomas  of  the  Second 
Glass,  thirty  Model  School  Diplomas  and  forty-six  Elementary  Sehool 
Diplomas.  These  seventy-nine  young  ladies  and  eleven  gent^men  fulfilled  , 
with  diligence  and  ability  the  curriculum  of  duty  prescribed  for  their 
several  grades  of  diploma.  Armed  with  the  legal  authorization  which 
you  granted  them,  they  will  go  forth  to  continue  with  increasing  efficient 
cy  the  work  so  well  carried  forward  by  their  predecessors.  With  incret- 
sing  efficiency — not  because  they  are  batter  endowed  with  intellectual  gifta- 
or  moral  qualifications  than  those  who  went  out  from  this  institution  in 
earlier  years, — but  because  of  their  better  preparation  to  enter  here,  for  thfl 
schools  from  which  they  come  are  greatly  improved  in  character,  and 
because  of  their  better  opportunities  in  the  schools  of  which  they  are 
about  to  take  charge.  For  Education  has  not  bcjen  standing  still  in  oar 
Province  of  Quebec.  The  whole  environment  of  the  teacher  is  better  than 
that  of  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago.  School-houses  are  better  ;  equipment 
is  better  ;  text-books  are  better  ;  salaries  are  b.^ter  ;  the  tea(;her  is  better 
re<(arded  ;  and,  above  all,  he  is  more  strongly  supported  by  the  central 
educational  authority.  Those  young  teachers  cannot  be  expected  to  rivaL 
at  tlie  outset,  teachers  who  have  added  to  the  training  of  Normal  Schools 
the  no  less  valuable  training  of  years  of  subsequent  experience  ;  but  they 
ought  now  to  surpass  the  first  endeavors,  and  in  a  few  years  to  outstrip 
the  present  successes  of  us  who  belong  to  the  passing  age.  Of  those  pre- 
sented lean  at  least  affirm  that  they  will  strive  to  do  so.  For  our  trained 
teachers  teach.  Almost  all — one  has  been  in  feeble  health — almost  all  who 
last  year  received  diplomas  from  the  Normal  School,  are  pursuing  their 
studies  as  teachers-iii-training,  or  are  teaching  in  the  schools  of  this  Provin- 
ce, The  sacred  character  of  the  pledge  to  teach,  which  everyone  who 
t»uters  here  must  take,  is  acknowledged  in  practice  by  nearly  all  our 
students. 

I  rejoice  in  the  successful  lives  of  our  pupils.  Very  many,  after  ten, 
lilteen,  twenty  years  of  teaching  are  teaching  still,  with  pleasure  to  them- 
selves and  with  acceptance  by  the  people.  Others,  having  honorably  dis- 
charged their  obligations  to  the  country  by  teaching  their  alloted  term, 
are  now  serving  tnemselves  and  their  country  in  other  employments, 
public  and  private. 

During  the  past  session  we  have  at  least  tiiaintained  our  highst&ndai'd 
ofejBideDcy.  If  we  haVenot  accompW^Yi^OL  ie\\  \Wl  \^^  hoptd  and  desired^ 
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I  have  been  encouraged  by  such  success  as  will  stimulate  to  new  endea- 
rs. Financially  our  prospects  are  improvinf^.  Until  udw,  we  have  been 
ry  seriously  hampered  by  the  heavy  demands  for  superannuation  allow- 
ces  paid  oat  of  the  ordinary  income  of  the  school.  During  the  five  years 
my  incumbency,  the  Normal  School  has  had  upwards  of  $6000  less 
mey  for  the  maintenance  of  its  proper  work  than  daring  the  five  prece- 
Qg  years  under  my  predecessor.  Besides,  we  have  expended  on  this 
lilding  what,  compared  with  our  resources,  is  a  large  sum.  This  last 
loant  will,  I  have  every  reason  to  hope,  be  refunded  by  the  government, 
io  not  ask  an  increase  of  the  government  grant,  although  for  the  main- 
aance  of  the  training  school  at  Ottawa,  containing  no  more  pupils  than 
is  school,  the  Ontario  government  expends  annually  about  twice  as 
eat  a  sum  as  this  school  costs  Quebec.  I  do  not  ask  an  increase  of  the 
)vernment  grant,  but  I  do  rejoice  in  the  prospect  that  it  will  now  be  all 
ailable  for  educational  work,  and  that  the  sums  necessarily  expended  by 
B  Normal  School  on  capital  account  will  be  refunded.  If  our  hopes  in  this 
jpect  prove  well  founded,  we  shall  immediately  enter  upon  new  fields 
usefulness.  The  Normal  School  committee  will  use  the  money  refand- 
for  the  immediate  erection  of  a  workshop,  humble  but  eflScient,  in 
lich  we  will  afford  our  Model  school  boys  means  for  the  development  of 
lin,  eye  and  hand,  through  handicraft.  We  shall  not  teach  trades  ;  we 
ill  strive  to  develop  in  ways  not  hitherto  attempted  in  this  city,  those 
wrers  which  all  children  possess,  and  which  in  their  maturity  give  men 
istery  over  their  physical  environment.  We  believe  that  man  is  man 
k  alone  because  of  his  big  brain,  but  because  of  other  spiritual  and  cor- 
»1  endowments,  notably  because  of  his  marvellous  hand.  Once  men 
d  that  intellect  dwelt  in  the  heart  ;  a  generation  ago,  that  it  inhabited 
brain  ;  we  are  learning  now  that  as  every  fibre  of  this  our  physical 
me  is  instinct  with  life,  so  is  it  in  every  fibre  the  dwelling  place  of 
sterious  mind,  anH  that  he  is  most  of  a  man  whose  every  power  is 
8t  fully  developed  and  nobly  guided.

Twenty  four  years  ago,  this  Normal  School  gave  the  women,  as  distinct 
n  the  girls  of  this  Province,  their  first  opportunity  for  what  we  some- 
es  call  higher  public  education,  by  the  establishment  of  the  Academy 
88,  a  third  year's  course  of  literary  and  mathematical  training.

Read  a  Utter  from  Inspector  Tremblay  (Charlevoix)  with  reference  to 
the  difficulties  which  the  school  inspectors  encounter  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties  owins:  to  the  holidays  being  at  different  dates  in  the  munici- 
palities of  their  districts. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  a  circular  be  sent  to  all  the  school 
inspectors,  asking  them  to  state  what  is  done  in  this  respect  in  their  res- 
pective districts  and  to  suggest  the  best  means  of  over  coming  this 
difficulty. 

The  Committee  were  informed  that  Messrs  Paul  de  Cazes  and Elson I. 
Rexford,  secretaries  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  had  been 
appointed  joint  secretaries  o.  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  without 
pay.

Resolved  that  the  grant  to  the  Nicolet  college  be  fourteen  hundred 
dollars,  so  long  as  that  of  I  he  other  colleges  which  at  present  receive  two 
thousand  dollars,  is  maintained. 

Resolved  that  a  sum  of  sixteen  hundred  dollars  be  taken  from  the 
superior  Education  fand  at  the  credit  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee 
and  distributed  amongst  the  classical  colleges  (except  that  of  Nicolet) 
which  received  an  increased  grant  from  the  gaid  fund,  last  year,  in 
proportion  to  the  amount  then  received  by  such  colleges  out  of  the 
amount  divided  amongst  them. 

Resolved  that  out  of  the  balance  of  the  Superior  Education  fund  at 
the  credit  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee,  an  amount  of  one  thousand 
dollars  be  paid  to  the  institutions  which  have  made  further   application. 

The  Committee  then  proceeded  to  distribute  the  Superior  Education 
fund.

&und  and  it  was  resolved  that  the  list  of  grants  out  of  such  fund  be 
adopted  and  the  approval  thereof  be  recommended  to  the  Qovernment 

The  Committee  then  proceeded  to  allot  the  fund  for  poor  municipalii- 
ties  and  recommended  that  the  list  of  amounts  granted  b )  adopted  and 
recommended  to  the  Government  for  approval,  and  then  the  Committee 
adjourned.

The  Secretary  also  submitted  for  the  information  of  the  Committee, 
the  annual  tabular  report  of  the  McGrill  Normal  School,  and  also  tabular 
sheets  showing  in  detail  the  marks  gained  by  the  pupil-teachers  at  the 
sessional  examinations  of  the  Normal  School,  held  in  May  last.

Statemeot  in  reference  to  forefijoing  memoranilum  : — 

The  Protestant  Marria^^  License  Fund  was  obtained  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction  for  the  expressed  purpose  of  giving  amojv3  adequuie  fiubvoniion  to 
tho  Prolfslaiit  UniviTfiities  and  CoMegea  of  the  highest  class. 

The  Hon.  P.  Ohauvean,  Premier  and  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  had 
been  repeatedly  requested  by  the  Protestant  members  of  the  Council  to  procure  a 
grant  IVom  tho  Legislature  for  this  purpose.  His  unvarying  reply  was  that  tho  thing 
was  impossible,  that  a  proportionate  grant  must  be  made  for  the  lioman  Catholic 
institutions,  that  this  grant  would  be  very  large,  that  it  was  not  required,  and  that 
the  proposal  would  be  negatived. 

Ho  was  then  reminikd  that  the  Ihnds  accruing  fVora  the  fees  for  Protectant  Mar- 
riage Licenses,  then  forming  part  of  the  general  revenue  of  the  Province,  would  be 
moreproperly  applied  to  exclusively  Protestant  uses  ;  and  the  same  might  be  made 
avuilable  for  the  more  adequate  assistance  of  Protttstant  Universities  and  highest  class 
of  colleges.  An  Act  was  thereupon  pa-tsedby  the  Legislature  in  the  session  of  the  year 
1871,  authorizing  the  handing  over  of  the  moneys  derived  from  Protestant  Marriage 
License  fees  to  the  Superintei^ent  of  Public  Instruction.  The  estiraited  income  for  the 
•nsuiogyear  was  {5,000.  The  Superintendent,  upon  the  advice  of  tho  Protestant  mem- 
bers ofthe  Council,  and  in  order  to  the  disbursement  of  the  money  with  due  regaril 
to  the  purpose  for  which  it  had  been  obtained,  put  aside  one-fifth  ofthe  estimated 
income  for  contingencies  connected  with  superior  education,  and  of  the  remaining 
four-fifths,  he  assigned  to  McGill  College,  two-flilhs.  Bishop's  College,  one-fifth,  and 
Morrin  College,  one-fit\h.  In  subsequent  administi-ations  these  proportions  of  the  dis- 
tribution were  not  always  minutely  adhered  to,  but  it  was  for  the  support  of  universities 
and  higher  colleges  that  the  money  wasobtained.andtbeforegoing  was  bid  down  as 
the  principle  and  permanent  basis  of  its  expenditure.

The  Sub-committee  was  continued  with  instructions  to  carry 
out  the  first  recommendation  of  their  report,  and  to  make  a  final  report  at 
the  next  meeting. 

The  Sub-committee  on  school  text  books  presented  a  detailed  rei)ort 
upon  the  text  books  submitted,  which  was  received  and  adopted. 

It  was  moved  by  Rev.  Canon  Norman,  seconded  by  G.  L.  Masten, 
Esq., 

*'  That  a  Sub-corn mitteo  be  appointed  to  consider  the  question  of  Vocal  Music,  as 
taught  in  the  schools  of  the  Province,  to  report  at  a  subsequent  meeting  ;  said  corn- 
uiittee  to  consist  of  Archdeacon  Lindsay,  G.  L.  Masten,  Esq,  the  Secretary  and  the 
mover  of  the  above  as  convener,  with  power  to  add  to  their  number."  Carried. 

The  Subcommittee  on  the  revision  and  completion  of  the  regulations 
submitted  a  report  with  a  list  of  regulations,  which  were  read  for  tho 
information  of  the  Committee. 

The  report  was  received  and  the  regulations  ordered  to  be  printed 
under  the  direction  of  the  Sub-committee  for  circulation  among  members 
of  the  Committee,  with  a  view  to  their  acceptance  at  the  next  meeting. 

The  Committee  agreed  that  the  Secretary  should  consult  with  Dr, 
Ht^neker  in  printing  the  proposed  amendments  of  the  School  Law  as  direc- 
ted by  the  Hon.  the  Premier  of  the  Province. 

The  Committee  then  adjourned,  to  meet  the  last  Wednesday  in

(3)  John  Oar,  Esq.,  New  ArmaghiLotbiQidrei  applying  for  a  grant  to  the  Model 
School  of  that  place. 

The  application  was  referred  to  the  Inspector  of  Superior  Schools. 

(4)  Yxpm  K  W.  Artby,  Esq..  Secietary  of  the  Provincial  Aj»odation  of  Protes- 
tant.T^iohers,  sohmiUing  sngge^tions  ftom  the  Academy  teachers  <^the  Proidiioey  for 
an  alt^dmative  coarse  and  examination  in  French  based  npon  the  natural  method. 

The  Oommitt^e  agreed  to  refer  these  suggestions  to  a  sub-committee 
composed  of  Sir  Wm.  Dawson,  Bev.  Dr.  Norman,  and  Mr.  Masten;  with 
instructions  to  examine  these  suggestions,  to  confer  with  the  TJnirersily 
Examiners,  and  to  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Committee.  Resolu- 
tions from  the  Gorporation  of  McG-ill  IJnirersity  on  the  same  subject  w^e 
xeforred  to  this  committee. 

(5)  From  the  McGill  Nomid  SchfX>l  Committee,  fdibmitting  the  followiiur  series 
of  proportions  endorsed  by  the  Cornoiation  of  ICcGill  TTniversi^  for  transferrag  Uie 
aeademic  training  of  Uie  Academy  dla8s<tf  the  Normal  School  to  the  Universities,  md 
to  extend  the  coarse  over  two  yean. 

The  Ciommittee  agreed  that  the  resolutions  be  received  and  printed  in 
the  minutes,  and  that  they  should  come  up  for  consideration  at  the  next 
meeting, — and  that  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  sent  to  the  Council  of 

Bishop^s  College, 

Resolutions  : 

(1)  The  Normal  School  shall  bring  up  selected  students  at  the  end  of  the  Model 
School  3'ear  to  the  examinations  for  the  enti*ance  into  the  first  year  of  the  Faculties 
of  Arts  of  the  Universities.  They  may  be  examined  either  at  the  examinations  for 
the  Associates  in  Arts  in  June,  or  at  those  for  the  JMatriculatioa  in  Autumn,  and  shall 
take  the  full  course  of  study  in  the  first  and  second  yeai*H. 

(2)  Such  students  shall  be  enrolled  in  the  Normal  School  as  students  of  the  Aca- 
demy Class,  and  shall  be  under  the  usual  pledge  to  teach  for  three  years.  They  shall 
engage  in  the  practice  of  teaching  at  such  times  and  in  such  schools  as  may  be,  from 
time  to  time,  arranged  by  the  Princi|)al  in  consistency  ^^ith  their  College  work,  and 
shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Principal  and  the  regulations  of  the  Normal 
School. 

(3)  On  report  of  the  Colleges  which  such  students  may  be  attending,  that  they 
have  passed  creditably  in  the  Christmas  and  Sessional  Examinations  res|)ectively, 
they  shall  be  entitled  to  bursaries  not  exceeding  $30  per  session  in  aid  of  fees  and 
boaiti.  Such  bursaries  may  be  paid  by  the  Normiu  School  Committee  out  of  any  fund 
available  for  the  purpose. 

(4)  On  passing  the  Intermediale  [or  cqnivalant]  Examination,  such  students 
will  he  entitled  to  receive  Academy  diplomas  in  accomance  with  the  regulations  of 
the  Protestant  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  for  such  diplomas. 

(5)  Such  students  may,  with  the  advice  of  the  Principal,  attend  classes  at  McGill 
or  it«  affiliated  Colleges,  or  at  Bishop's  College.  And  the  Normal  School  Committee 
shall  make  such  arrangements  as  may  bo   possible  for  fVee   tuition  at  such    Colleges. 

(6)  It  shall  be  competent  to  the  Principal  of  the  Normal  School  to  provide  any 
tutorial  assistance  therein  th»t  may,  in   his  judgment,    be  necessary  for  the  Academy 
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8tudent«,  or  any  of  them.    Also,  it  shall  be  his   duty,  in  case    of  optional  studies,    to 
select  for  the  students  those  required  by  the  curriculum  of  the  Normal  School. 

(7)  It  shall  be  competent  to  students  who  shall  have  taken  the  Academy  diplo- 
ma, as  above,  to  continue  for  two  years  longer  at  the  University,  or  to  return  thereto 
atter  teaching  for  a  time,  in  order  to  take  the  degi'ee  of  Bachelor  of  Arte,  but  they 
tihall  be  held  bound  to  fulfil  their  engagement  to  teach,  and  they  shall  not  be  entitled 
to  bursaries. 

The  Secretary  then  submitted  the  following  statement  concerning 
the  Teacher^'  Institutes  for  1888,  which  was  approved  by  the  Committee. — 

It  i.s  intended  to  hold  four  Institutes  during  the  second  and  third  weeks  in  July 
next.  Arrangements  have  been  made  to  open  two  of  the  Institutes  on  Tuesday,  10th 
July — one  at  Bishop's  College,  Lennoxville,  and  one  at  Cowansville.  The  remaining 
two  will  be  opened  on  Tuesday,  17th  July — one  at  Lachute  and  one  at  Aylmer. 

In  conducting  two  Institutes  simultaneously,  it  becomes  necessary  to  divide  the 
statf  of  lecturers.  The  Principal  and  Ordinary  Professor  of  the  MoGilf  Normal  School 
will  take  charge  of  the  Institutes  at  Cowansville  and  Aylmer,  and  the  Secretary  of  the 
Department  and  the  Inspe«!tor  of  Superior  Schools  will  conduct  the  Institutes  at 
Lennoxville  and  Lachute.  The  following  subjects  will  he  taken  up  at  Cowansville  and 
Aylmer  : — Elementary  Arithmetic  and  the  methods  of  presenting  numerical  and 
other  relations  of  form  to  children  ;  methods  of  teaching  Elementary  Geography  and 
Grammar.  At  Lennoxville  and  Lachute  the  following  subjects  will  he  taken  up: — 
Methods  of  teaching  Reading  and  Grammar ;  School  Organization ;  Study  and  Teaching 
(Teachers  to  read  the  chapters  in  *'  Baldwin*8  School  Management "  on  the  last  two 
subjects.) 

The  certificat^es  of  attendance  will  be  issued  upon  the  same  conditions  as  last 
year. 

The  Committee  agi-cod  to  appoint  Rev.  Dr.  Cornish,  Rev.  Dr.  Weir,  Inspector 
Hubbard,  Rev.  Z.  LoFobvre  and  the  Secretary  a  Committee  on  the  Preparation  of  the 
Examination  Papers  for  the  July  meeting  of  the  Protectant  Divisions  of  the  Boards 
of  Examiners.

It  was  thereupon  moved  by  Rev.  Dr.  Norman, 
seconded  by  Sir  William  Diiwson.  that  this  Committee  recommend  that 
the  resitraatioQ  of  Dr.  James  McGregor  be  accepted,  to  take  effect  on  the 
1st  July  next, — and  farther,  that  a  half  year's  salary,  to  the  amount  of 
^900,  be  granted  him. 

On  motion  of  Sir  William  Djwsou,  seconded  by  R.  W.Heneker,  Esq., 
it  was. 

Resohf'I, — That  in  revoiviui;  the  i-Cii;^ii;ilion  of  Dr.  James  MuGregor  of  hi*  p:>ji- 
t<on  as  Ortlinary  Pri>res8or  of  the  .McGill  Normal  Sjhool,  ihia  Committee  iJedirsa  to 
recoi-d  his  Ijiig  and  m^t  valuable  ^et-viccj  li>  elucatioa  in  the  Province  of 
Qaeboc,  first,  as  Head  Master  of  the  Biy^'  Moiol  SjIiodI,  which  WdS  organizsi  under 
him,  and  which  became  a  mololfollowei  in  thecitj'  schoolsof  MtutreaTanl  in  mio/ 
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parts  of  the  Province,  and  subsequently  as  Professor  of  Classics  and  Mathematics  in 
the  Normal  School,  in  which  capacity  a  large  hhare  of  the  most  important  work  of 
the  schoo.  devolved  upon  him.  The  Committee  would  express  its  hope  that  he  may 
belong  spared  to  enjoy  the  pension  heha5  so  well  earned. 

Sir  William  Dawson  presented  testimonials  of  G-eorge  W.  Parmelee, 
Head  Master  of  the  McGill  Model  School,  as  a  candidate  for  recommenda- 
tion to  the  Governement  by  the  Committee  as  Ordinary  Professor  of  the 
McGill  Normal  School,  in  place  of  Prof.  McGregor,  resigned.  In  support 
of  this  application,  he  stated  that  Mr.  Parmelee  had  proved  a  most  efficient 
teacher  and  manager  in  the  Model  School,  and  that  he  is  strongly  recom- 
mended by  Principal  Robins, — and  that  the  Committee  of  the  Normal 
School  had  by  unanimous  resolution  requested  him  to  ask  the  recommen- 
dation desired. 

It  was  accordingly  moved  by  Sir  William  Dawson,  seconded  by  the 
Ven.  Archdeacon  Lindsay,  that  when  the  resignation  of  Prof.  James 
McGregor,  LL.D.,  is  accepted,  Mr.  George  W.  Parmelee  be  recommended 
to  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  for  appointment  as  Ordinary  Pro- 
fessor of  the  McGill  Normal  School,  with  a  salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dol- 
lars per  annum.  , 

The  Sab-committee  on  School  Reguliatons  reported  as  follows  : 

The  Regulations  submitted  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Committee  have  been  revised 
and  printed,  and  proof  copies  have  been  circulated  among  members  of  the  Committee, 
iSchool  Inspectors,  and  a  few  prominent  School  Commissioners,  Secretary-Treasurers  and 
teachers,  very  favourable  comments  and  some  suggestions  have  been  received  in  reply, 
and  a  copy,  with  a  summary  of  the  remarks  inserted  in  the  margin,  has  been  prepared. 

The  Sub-committee  has  revised  and  correct-ed  the  printed  copies  of  the  Regula- 
tions, and  has  provided  for  the  more  important  suggestions  received,  and  now  submits 
the  Regulations  thus  corrected  for  examination  for  adoption.  The  Regulations  were 
then  examined,  and  after  certiiin  amendments  they  were  adopted  and  ordered  to  be 
printed,  under  the  direction  of  the  Sub-committee,  and  submitted  to  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  for  approval. 

E.  J.  Hemming,  Esq..  D.C.L.,  objected,  entering  his  dissent  from  the  use  of  the 
words,  "  but  no  denominational  teaching  shall  be  given  insuch  schools,"  in  the  article 
referring  to  religious  instruction  in  Protestant  schools. 

The  Sub-committee  on  the  statuasof  Teachers  holding  Extra-Provin- 
cial Diplomas,  recommended  the  following  Regulation  for  the  Protestant 
Divisions  of  the  Board  of  Ex:aminer8,  which  was  adopted  : — 

A  person  holding  a  diploma  as  teacher  granted  by  Extra-Provincial  Examiners, who 
desires  to  obtain  a  diploma  for  this  province,  shall  be  exempte  by  the  Protestant 
Divisions  of  Boards  of  Examiners  from  examination  in  any  subjcctd  in  which  he  pas- 
sed creditably  in  his  extra-provincial  examination. 

Such  persons  are  required,  however,  to  submit  to  the  Protestant  Committee  the 
following  documents  : — 

(a)  A  prApramme  showing  the  subjects  and  the  nature  of  the  examination  upon 
whicn  he  obtamed  his  extra-provincial  diploma ; 

(b)  A  certified  statement  of  themarks  obtained  in  each  subject  of  the  examina- 
tion: 

'c]  The  diploma  which  he  holds  : 

jf|  A  certificate  of  age  and  a  certificate  of  moral  character,  according  to  the 
authorized  form  ;  and  no  such  exemption  shall  be  granted  without  a  recommendation 
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to  that  effect  fiom  the  Protestaat  Committee,  after  coiMridering  alt  the  droumataiioei 
of  the  case,  naming  the  sobjects  to  be  omitted  and  the  grade  ofd^looui  that  may 
be  given. 

Such  persona,  npon  passing  the  examination  in  the  lematning  subjecta  preaoribsl 
ibr  said  grade  of  orotoma,  and  in  the  School  Laar  and  Begalatiotts  of  the  Pzovinee, 
and  naying  the  prescribed  fees,  shall  be  granted  a  diploma  (n  the  grade  reoommendei 
by  the  Protestant  Committee. 

The  Sub-committee  alao  presented  a  report  to  amend  Begalatioii  III 
for  Academy  diplomaa  by  inserting  after  ^  McGUll  Normal  SdiiooL  "  in  tho 
aizth  line,  the  words,  '^  or  other  public  training  inatitutiona  outride  the 
Province,  approred  by  the  Protestant  ^Committee." 

The  Chairman  reported^  on  behalf  of  the  C!ommittee  on  the  Biatribu- 
tion  of  the  Marriage  license  Fund,  that  the  original  documen  treferred  to  in 
the  last  report  aigned  by  the  Froteatant  members  of  theOoundl  of  Public 
Instruction,  recommending  the  original  division  of  the  Marriage  Liosnae 
Fees,  had  been  found  and  the  document  waa  read  for  the  information  cf 
the  Committee. 

The  Committee  agreed  to  request  the  Secretary  to  draw  up  a  histori* 
cal  statement  concerning  the  Marriage  License  Fund,  and  to  include 
therein  all  available  in&rmation  ana  documenta. 

The  Sub-committee  on  Proieasions  and  Profesatonal  Bxaminationa 
reported  proffresa,  and  asked  leave  to  sit  again,  which  waa  granted. 

The  Sab-committee  on  Vocal  Music  reported  progress,  and  aalDfd 
leave  to  sit  again,  which  was  granted.

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Rev.  George  Mathews,  D.  D.,  regretting 
his  inability  to  be  present  at  the  meeting  of  ihe  Committee. 

The  Committee  agreed  lo  recommend  that  a  First  Class  Academy 
Diploma  be  granted  to  Harland  W.  Townsend,  B.  A.,  of  Ma^og,  the  ne- 
cessary certificates  having  been  submitted. 

It    was   moved   by   Sir   William   Dawson,   seconded   by   Rev.     Dr. 

Norman, — 

*'That  the  Regulations  enabling  students  of  the  Normal  School  in  the  Academy 
class  to  receive  their  training  in  the  universities  bo  adopted,  and  transmitted  through 
the  Honorable  the  Superintcndont  of  Education  to  the  Lieutenant-Governer  in  Council 
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for  sanction,  and  that  the  Xormal  School  Committee  and  the  Principal  of  the  Normal 
School  be  authorized  to  make  such  arran^'monts  as  may  be  necessary  in  the  interests 
of  students  now  in  the  Model  School  class  and  de;siring  to  obtain  diplomas  in  one  year, 
as  heretofore."  Carried, 

The  Committee  agreed  to  recommend  that  Mervin  D.  Corey  be  appoin- 
ted a  member  of  the  Protestant  division  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  of 
Bedford,  to  replace  C.  Thomas,  Esq  ,  who  is  absent  from  the  Province. 

The  Committee  agreed  that  the  Secretary  should  make  arrangements 
to  have  the  examination  papers  for  the  Modi4  School  diplomas  submitted 
to  the  candidates  from  the  extreme  Ea^-t  and  West  ends  of  the  Province 
without  compelling  them  to  come  to  Montreal  and  Quebec  for  this  pur- 
pose. 

The  Sub-Committee  on  Resolutions  of  the  Association  of  Protestant 
Teachers,  with  reference  to  the  subject  of  French  in  the  schools,  reported 
as  follows  : — 

1.  That  it  is  expedient  to  sanction,  as  an  alternative  method  for  junior  classes 
the  "Natural  Sytem"  of  teaching  with  Worman's  text-books,  and  also  an  easy  French, 
Reader  for  Grade  III.  of  Model  Schools.  Yel's  Florian  Fables  is  suggesed  as  the 
kind  of  book  desirable. 

2.  That  for  the  second  and  third  Academy  Grades  and  the  examinations  for 
Associate  in  Arts,  Darey's  Reader  be  retained,  and  that  the  examinations  therein  be 
limited  to  passages  selected  from  time  to  time  by  the  examiners.  The  Sub-Committee 
sugfi^est  that  for  the  examination  of  1889  the  pass  ges  indicated  by  the  Association 
of  Teachers  may  be  used,  if  agreable  to  the  examiners. 

3.  French  dictation  has  already'  been  given,  and  should  continue  to  be  required  ; 
and  the  attention  of  the  examiners  snould  bo  directed  to  the  utility  of  giving  an  easy 
French  passage  for  translation  at  sight,  and  of  sotting  questions  on  colloquial 
forms. 

4.  As  to  French  reading,  the  same  difficulty  in  estimating  results  will  occur  as 
in  English  reading,  besides  the  occupying  of  extra  time  on  the  part  of  sub-examiners. 
This  snould,  therefore,  not  be  imperative  or  reckoned  in  the  marks,  but  may  be  repor- 
ted on  by  examiners  and  sub-examiners,  and  ci'odit  may  be  given  to  those  schools  in 
which  it  deserves  commendation. 

On  motion  of  Sir  William  Dawson,   seconded  by  Rev.  Dr.  Norman,  it 

was  resolved. 

"That  the  above  report  be  adopted  and  comniunicateni  to  McGill  TTnivcrsity  and 
the  University  of  Bishop^s  College,  and  to  the  Board  of  Examiners  representing  these 
universities,  and  this  Committee  fbr their  action  thereon." 

The  Committee  then  proceeded  to  examine  the  amendments  to  the 
Rchool  law  which  had  been  proposed  by  the  Superintendent  and  by  the 
Roman  Catholic  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  and 
which  were  to  be  considered  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  Council  of  Public 
Instruction  called  for  that  purpose,  Afler  a  careful  examination  of  the 
proposed  amendments,  there  being  no  further  business,  the  Committee 
adjourned,  to  meet  on  the  third  Wednesday  in  September,  or  earlier,  on 
the  call  of  the  chairman.

these  subjects. 

From  II.  L.  M.  McKinstry,  Ontario,  applying  for  a  diploma  under  the 
regulations  of  the  Protestant  Committee,  concerning  extra-provincial  di- 
plomas, and  presenting  the  necessary  certificates. 

The  Committee  agreed  that  Mr.  McKinstry  should  be  exempt  from 
examination  in  all  the  subjects  of  the  examination  for  the  Model  School 
Diploma  except  French,  Algebra,  Latin,  Physiology  and  Hygiene. 

From  R.  Lawe,  Esq.,  Tree  Rivers,  concerning  his  application  for  a 
first  class  Academy  Diploma. 

The  Committee  instructed  the  secretary  to  inform  Mr.  Lawe  that  the  Com- 
mittee has  no  power  to  recommend  a  diploma  until  Mr.  Lawe  has  complied 
with  the  regulations. 

From  Sir  "William  Dawson  concerning  graduates,  being  women,  de- 
siring to  obtain  Academy  Diplomas. 

The  Committee  agreed  that  women  candidates  for  the  Academy 
Diploma,  who  have  passed  for  the  degree  of  B.  A.  in  Latin  and  German, 
instead  of  Latin  and  Greek,  may  receive  the  said  diploma  on  passing  in 
G-reck  Class  I  at  the  Intermediate  Examination  of  1889-90. 

From  Francis  M.  Webb,  E<q.,  New  Carlisle,  applying  for  exemption 
in  the  examination  for  Model  School  Diplomas,  and  presenting  certificates. 

Ihe  Committee  agreed  to  instruct  the  secretary  to  inform  Mr.  Webb 
that  it  has  no  power,  under  existing  regulations  to  grant  him  exemptions 
in  the  examination  for  the  Model  School  Diploma  on  the  ground  of  his 
matriculation  examination  in  London  University. 

From  Rob/irt  M.  Smith,  of  Lachine,  applying  for  a  first  Academy 
Piploma  and  presenting  certificates. 

The  secretary  was  instructed  to  inform  Mr.  Smith  that,  as  he  has  not 
taught  ten  years  in  this  Province,  he  his  not  eligible  for  a  first  class 
Academy  Diploma. 

From  Copp,  Clark  &  Co.,  Toronto,  and  F,  Bissett,  Cornwall,  submit- 
ting text-books  and  maps. 

They  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  text-books. 

From  Canadian   Institute,    Toronto,   submitting  a  pamphlet  concerning
